At  one  o'clock,  his  Royal  Highness  the  Duke 
OF  Gloucester,  Patron  and  President  of  the 
Institationi  took  the  chair,  and  called  upon  Mr. 
Harrison,  the  Honorary  Secretary,  to  read  the 
Report  of  the  Directors,  which  was  received  with 
deep  interest  by  the  Meeting.  The  Report  having 
been  read — 

Lord  Calthorpb  rose  to  propose  the  first  resolu- 
tion, which  was, 

'^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Meeting  be  given  to  the  Board ' 
of  Directors  for  their  unceasing  attention  to  the  ob- 
jects of  thb  Institution  during  the  past  year,  and  finr 
the  Report  which  has  now  been  read ;  and  thai  thejr 
be  requested  to  print  the  substance  thereof.'' 

In  submitting  it  to  the  Meetingt  he  remarked,  that 
the  subject  was  one  of  such  deep  and  painful  interestp 
Aat  he  hoped  they  would  permit  him  briefly  to  treapaM 
ttppn  their  attention.  That  a  nation  like  their  owp, 
blessed  with  such  high  and  distinguished  advantages, 
should  be  powerfully  excited  in  favour  of  a, continent 
like  Africa, .  so  far  below  them  in  all  civil  and  moral 
privileges,  jras  not  extraordinary  in  this  enlightened 
period  of  civilization.  But  when  we  considered  the 
circumstances  which  had  brought  the  situation  of 
AfUca  more  particularly  under  the  observation  of  this 
country,  and  within  the  pale  of  our  strongest  sympath^es^ 
and,  above  all,  the  atrocities  which  bad  been  cepMuttq^ 
fbr  oentpries  iipiiist  the  popolatioa^  of  that  vfMt  co^

tineilt  by  aobjects  of  Great  BritaiD,  then  iDdeed  It 
became  still  more  oar  boanden  doty  to  labour  to  ame^ 
lionto  the  condition  of  the  African  race ;  not  only 
as  aa  object  worthy  of  the  sblicitade  of  philanthropy, 
and  calling  for  the  Tolantary  display  of  Christian  kindi* 
nest,  bat  beoaase  oar  past  condoot  imposed  npon  as 
a  solemn  and  indbpensable  obEgation  to  mitigate  evils 
which  we  had  been  the  principal  instniments  in  in- 
flicting. Tiewing  ourselves  in  no  slight  degree  as  tha 
authors  and  instigators  of  those  horrors  of  the  Slave 
Trade,  the  consequences  of  which  we  had  now  so  deeply 
to  deplore,  it  became  doobly  incumbent  npon  us  to 
struggle  to  repair,  by  a  diflferent  course,  the  miseries  whioh 
Africa  had  so  long  and  .so  hopelessly  endured.  The 
necessity,  then,  of  the  most  active  exertions  on  her 
behalf,  must  be  universally  admitted.  We  had  made 
them ;  but  we  had  to  lament  their  comparative  ineflioaey, 
owing  to  their  not  having  been  as  folly  seconded  as  they 
ought  to  have  been,  by  Foreign  Powers.  The  in- 
cMbrBBoe  of  some  of  these  powers  was  indeed  most 
opprtobrioos  and  afflicting.  How  any  of  thcMe  hlgli 
adnded  and  generous  nations,  which  had  now  at  lengfK 
obtdned  for  themselves  a  constitutional  form  of  govern- 
ment, could  endure,  and  almost  sanction,  the  atrocities 
comuutted  by  thdr  sulgects  (for  permitting  them  to 
pass  unpunbhed  was  a  virtual  sanction  and  recognition^ 
was  a  question  which  it  was  for  them  to  answer.  While 
they  avowed  a  desire  to  sappress  this  odious  traffic, 
and  entered  into  solemn  engagements  to  that  end,  the 
palpable  and  unequivocal  evasion  of  those  engagements 
by  their  own  subjects,  sufficientiy  proved  the  feeling  of 
iadiirerBnce  upon  the  question  which  prevailed  among 
them.    It  was  true,  and  ft  was*  humiHatiiig  to  recgllecti 


tJiat  we  had  onnalves  beeti  for  years  engaged  in  dis^ 
eosftioo^  before  we  aocceeded  in  indaoing  the  legiolatnre 
to  declare  the  trai&c  to  be  aa  contrary  to  law  as  it  had 
filways  been  to  hamanity  and  justice;  and  this  f  ery  delay 
bad  given  birth  to  the  impatatioii  which  was  oftenlhrowu 
ppon  as  on  the  continent,  that  we  were  not  altogether 
disinterested  in  urging  upon  other  States  the  total  abo-i 
(itioQ  of  the  Slave  Trade,  Unmerited  as.  such  an  ifli* 
pntalion  really  was,  its  existence  ought  tQ  make  na 
doubly  anxious  to  vindicate  our  sincerity  and  disinte«» 
restedness,  and  to  relax  in  no  effort  which  the  cause  of 
liumanity  required,  either  through  the  medium  of  Pftr^ 
liament  or  of  public  opipion,  for  urging  upoa  Foreign 
States  how  much  their  good  faith  and  their  character 
finr  honourable  dealing  were  involved  in  their  fulfilling,^ 
both  in  the  letter  and  in  the  spirit,  the  terms  of  their 
own  recorded  declarations  and  engagement^*  The  pre-t 
sence  of  his  Boyal  Highness  (the  Puke  of  Gloucester)^ 
who, bad  been  so  long  engaged  with  such  distinguished 
honour  tp  himself,  aqd  so  much  advantage  to  that  {n- 
fAitotiDii  in  the  direction  of  its  afiairs,  «s  well  as  the 
^operation  of  so  large  (md  respectfible  a  Meeting, 
fujly  evinced  the  importaiice  whiph  w^  attached  to  thq 
^uiyect  in  this  Qoontry ;  and  the  deep  feeling  which  it 
excited  imposed  9  strong  obligation  op  his  Migesty*^ 
Government  tp  persevere  ip  making  such  repr^epta*. 
fions  to  Foreign  Powers,  as  would  secure  the  fulfilment 
of  .their  treaties  for   the  suppression   of  this  odious

part  of  many  of  the  great  Barepe8npoi«ws»  to  edept  Ate 
l^aainroa  iriudi  oonU  akme  be  effieaoions  m  giviiq^ 
fiifteffeettotlMDinteBtiaaswhioh  Aeyeivoweid  ^  mfh 
lawawiig  lbs  flfcwFe  Tnade^  The«^f,lioii«eT«r/hehei^ 
paa  Mi  fiar  diatant  lAen  ikef  ireeM  all  join  to  aigma^ 
tfatothit  tnMkiinlhflir  node  efiiatioMl  km.mkwi^ 
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9kmty:ktmddA  ia:  the  goMnd  estiiaatien^  'ai>  PhMf 
wfceaeyqr  ft>wns  eoOMBitted*  They  woiM-  see  witk  m^ 
tijjwfiimvfte  great  pmgiesii  irifieh  Mi  qnestioii  tad 
ande  in  Hie  United  States,  who  had  taken  the  lead  la 
girtng  to  this  trade  its  tme  name  and  its  merited 
yvmiahoient  They  had  taken  the  pro|)er  attititde  which 
it  became  fireemen  to  assume  when  engaged  in  the  eanse 
ef  freedom. 

Notwithstandbg  the  gloom  whu^h  at  present  ovei^ 
hang  this  question  in  some,  parts  of  the  world,  it  was 
eoMclatory  to  know,  that  efforts  were.atill  making  in 
other jeowtries,  to proaMto thegroat  olgeet  wUeh  Ihef^ 
liadin  view ;  and  though  the  government  of  Fnmoe  was 
lii>iiaMJ»«ita  ^grta  at  Hm  piesaaitmwieat^  yet' th«fe

-were  many  distingiiished  indlTidiUds  ki  Fnmce  who  had 
-that  object  coidially  at  heiitft.  It  ^wns  Mrith  the  iitmost 
'iHitisfactioii  that  hie  had  to  state,  that  oiie  of  the&e  emi- 
'lient  persons,  the  Diic  de  Broglie,  whom  he  had  the 
hononr  of  calling  his  friend,  and  who,  if  he  cduld  have 
arriTed  in  time  in  London,  Would  have  attended  the 
:preseht  Meeting,  was  deeply> interested  in  promoting 
4h6  entire  AboUtion  of  the  Slave  Trade;  as  he  Was  iii 
'ev^  other  measore  which  aimed  at  advanciifg  the  g^ 
•nerailibertyandimprovenient  of  thci  hnman  race,  -fie 
had  lately  eMM  the  attentioh  of  the  French  chamber 
•of  peers,  of  Which  he  was  a  member,  to  the  snbject  of 
:the  f  Slave  Trad)9* ;  and,  by  an  animated  discussion,  -  in 
fWhich  he  was  supported  by  several  peens  of  the  greatM 
-talents  and  infimnation:  in  that  assembly,  endeavotiMl 
Jto  fonse  the  poblic  mind  of  France  to  a  consideration  of 
tUs  sabject :  and  he  had -no  donbt  thai  a  coiiiddeMMt 
fllTeot  would  be  produced ;  and  that  in  that  eontttry;  UA 
liad  been  the  case  in  this,  public  opinion  #onld  be'  tkUli^ 
waaJbAj  excited,  and  wduld^  through  iho  representative 
bodies  of  the  state,  so  act  upon  the  government,  as  to 
render  it  impossible  aliy  longer  to  withhold  their  coo^ 
eurrence  from  those  tnetoires  which  were  necessary  to 
give  effect  to  the  principles  of  humanity  and  justice* 
'  They  were  told  in  France — ^and  indeed  it  was  the  only 
ai|fument  he  had  ever  heard  urged  in  that  country 
against  the  enactment  of  more  severe  and .  exemplary 
laws  for  the  complete  suppression  of  the  Slave  Trade — 
that  such  was  the  prevailing  ignorance  of  a  great  por-"' 
tion  of  the  peoide  of  that  country^  of  the  enormities 
.  practised  in  carrying  on  this  trade,  that  it  would  be  di& 
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ficult  to  fiad  jndges  or  juries  to  enforce  more  severe 
enactmeiiti.  This  fact  Bufficienlly  proved  the  necessity 
of  t^uag  all  the  means  in  their  power  to  enlighten  the 
public  mind  of  France  on  this  subject,  were  it  only  that 
this  argument,  such  as  it  was,  against  the  adoption-  of 
stronger  laws,  might  be  deprived  of  all  its  force. 

The  mannw  in  which  the  Slave  Trade  was  conducted 
in  that  countiy,  was  a  matter  of  notoriety.  That  prin- 
ciple of  insurance  invented  to  guard  the  enterprising 
trader  from  unforeseen  casualties,  and  to  avert  the  effect 
of  domestic  calamities,  was  perverted  from  its  benevo- 
lent purpose,  in  order  to  defend  and  secure  the  inhuman 
Slave-trader  against  the  consequences  of  his  own  deli- 
berate and  iniquitous  violation  of  law  and  justice  and 
humanity.  The  time  was,  he  hoped,  not  far  distant, 
when  the  growth  of  better  and  juster  views,  arising  out 
of  the  philanthropic  efforts  now  making  in  different 
countries,  and  the  more  general  diffusion  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  genuine  and  rational  liberty  among  civilized 
nations,  would  place  the  question  of  the  trafBc  in  Slaves 
in  its  true  light,  and  would  mate  the  people  through- 
out Duropo  appreciate  the  real  character  of  that  crime. 
Those  sparks  of  virtuous  feeling  which  were  uow  elicited 
only  among  men  of  larger  and  well  informed ,  minds, 
would  be  gradually  multiplied,  until  they  formed  a  bright 
flame,  which  should  enlighten  all  Europe,  and  guide 
them  to  the  estoblishment  of  one  concurrent  and 
cordial  agreement  completely  to  abolish  this  detestable 
traffic,  to  brand  it  with  the  character  and  the  penalties 
ofpimcy,  and  to  exclude  the  guilty  promoters  of  it 
from  that  protection  and  those  benefits  of  civilised 
and  social  life  from  which,  by  their  spirit  of  cupidity 
nnd  n|Hne,  they  were  remorselessly  excluding  others. 
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Mr*  WiLBBRFORCB  rose,  amid  ^eat  Bcpflfmie,  io 
jfecond  ike  motion.  He  commenced  by  remarking,  that 
{he  noble  lord  who  had  preceded  him,  had  yntstlj  and 
truly  informed  them  of  the  state  of  the  public  mind  in 
France->-a  state  deeply  to  be  regretted— upon  this  great 
subject*  Unquestionably  the  sanguine  hopes  iviiich  he 
and  others  had  formed  had  not  been  realized ;  and  the 
complexion  of  things  had  changed  in  the  progress  of 
tiieir  labours,  since  their  illustrious  Chairman  had  first 
joined  them  in  prosecuting  the  gpreat  work  of  the  AI>oK- 
tion  of  the  Slare  Trade.  Only  a  few  years  had  elapsed 
dnce  they  had  consoled  themselves  with  the  hope  that 
ttutt  measure  was  carried ;  that  the  powers  of  Europe 
would  co-operate,  as  they  had  promised,  in  completely 
extinguishing  this  traffic  on  the  part  of  their  subjects. 
tTnhappily,  however,  this  sanguine,  and,  as  thejr  had 
thou{^t,weQ-foundedexpectatioh,had  been  disappointed. 
They  were  bound,  nevertiieless,  to  proceed  onwards  in 
flieir  course.  They  were  called  upon  by  every  sacred 
principle  to  go  on  without  desponding,  acting  as  they 
were  upon  principles,  and  ini|>elled  by  motives,  which 
earned  with  them  their  own  reward,  and  which  would 
in  their  proper  time  be  rewarded,  even  if  their  efforts 
had  been  less  successful,  or  had  fliey  not  been  success* 
fid  at  all.  They  had  every  inducement,  of  which  good 
minds  were  susceptible,  for  persevering  in  their  laborious 
task ;  above  all,  they  had  with  them  the  command,  the 
promise  and  the  encouragement  of  Him,  whose  voice 
proclaimed,  in  union  with  *'  glory  to  God  in  the  highest," 
''  Peace  and  good  will  aiiloug  men.*' 

One  of  his  noble  friends  who  had  preceded  him,  had, 
in  calling  for  their  further  exertions,  touched   upon 


another  chord,  vhich  must  vibrato  powerfully  within 
their  bireastSi*-^  reparation  which  they  were  solemnly 
bound  to  make  to  those  whom  they  had  so  long  and  so 
deeply  injure4*  Any  effort  they  could  make  would  in- 
deed be  but  a  tardy  requital  for  a  long  series  of  injuries 
inflicted  upon  the  unhappy  people  of  Africa.  Other 
9pnntries  were  indeed  too  tardy  in  seconding  their 
^orts  f  but,  O  how  tardy  had  they  not  been  themselves ! 
^ai  how  often  had  they  thus  been  reminded,  with 
hnniiliation,  of  the  arduous  and  protracted  opposition 
Yhich  they  had  encountered,  even  here,  in  obtaining 
die  total  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade.  But  was  not 
this  very  circuAistance  an  encouragement  to  proceed, 
pf  the  most  cheering  kind  ?  Originally  the  state  of  the 
public  mind  in  this  country  was  as  dark  as  it  was 
now  represented  to  be  in  France.  They  had  seeq 
even  grave  historians  among  us,  pronounce  the  Black 
popnlation  of  Africa  to  be  an  inferior  race,  not  entitled 
to  the  privileges  or  to  the  intellectual  and  moral  cid- 
ture  of  men*  He  well  remembered  what  a  victory  the 
friends  of  the  Abolition  thought  they  had  achieved,  when 
they  had  refuted  such  unjust  and  unphilosophical  opinions ; 
fmd  when  they  had  extorted  the  recognition  of  these 
poor  Africans,  as  human  creatures,  entitled  to  the 
sympathies  of  humanity,  and  operated  upon  by  the 
same  unerring  laws  of  nature  with  ourselves.  In  that 
concession,  they  hailed  at  the  time  the  victory  which 
must  follow :  they  foresaw  that,  when  once  they  were 
fdlowed  to  be  men,  their  capacity  for  the  enjoyment  of  the 
pg^  an4  privileges  of  mankind  must  of  necessity  be 
fidmitted.  With  various  success,  through  a  long  course 
of  wfMrfare,  the  Abolitionists  gpradually  advanced  step 
by  st^  to  the  accomplishment  of  their  object,  led  by 
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Mr.  ClarksoD,  aided  by  the  Society  of  Friends,  whose 
unostentatioas  labours  in  the  cause  of  humanity,  had  at 
length  done  violence  to  their  characteristic  modesty ;  for 
they  did  good  on  so  extensive  a  scale,  that  it  was  im- 
possible any  longer  to  conoeal  it. 

And  here  he  could  not  forbear  remarking,  to  the 
honour  of  Ireland  be  it  spoken,  (and  such  conduct  on 
the  part  of  that  generous  and  gallant  nation  gave  her 
pepplei,  on  the  present  occasion  of  their  sufferings,  an 
additional  claim  upon  the  sympathy  and  gpratitude  of 
this  country,)her  ports  had  never  been  defiled  by  the  outfit 
of  Slave-ships.  Indeed  such  practices  were  now  so  utteriy 
banished  from  every  part  of  Great  Britain,  that  even  here^ 
where  they  were  once  known,  every  Briton  repelled  with 
scorn  and  disdain  the  imputation  of  being  a  party  to  such 
a  traffic,  as  being  a  stain  upon  his  moral  character.  Was 
it  not  then  a  great  enconragrement  for  the  African  Institu- 
tion to  proceed  with  its  labours,  when  they  found  that 
such  success  had  attended  their  efforts  to  enlighten  the 
public  mind  respecting  this  traffic  ?    Was  it  not  a  great 
additional  motive  to  prompt  them  to  take  similar  steps 
for  the  purpose  of  enlightening  the  public  minds  of 
other  countries  ?    Was  it  not  the  strongest  reason  why 
they  should  exert  themselves^  to  replenish  their  funds, 
in  ord^r  that  they  might  have  at  their  disposal  the  means 
of  diffusing  throughout  civilized  Europe  those  facts  and 
that  knowledge  which  in  England  had  rendered  the  eon* 
tinuance  of  that  nefarious  traffic,  under  any  modification, 
quite  incompatible  with  the  feelings  of  the  people,  and 
which  must  produce  the  same  effect  in  every  other  country 
whose  subjects  were  alive  to  the  principles  of  justice  and 
the  feelings  of  humanity?  If  they  had  unhappily  to  oharge 
themselves  with  having  been  at  one  time  pre-eminent 
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IB  the  guSH  af  the  traflSc,  let  the  wcdi  see  that  they 
were  also  foremost  in  their  repentanee.  Let  the  ex- 
ample of  flie  one,  be  as  manifest  as  the  other  had  been, 
IB 'the  ejes  of  those  nations  whose  sobjects  continaed  to 
pnrsne  the  same  goilty  career.  Let  their  condact  be 
iBRTOstigated  by  those  nations  who  thought  that  Engluid 
was  goremed,  even  in  the  desire  of  the  aniversal  Abo- 
lition of  the  Slave  Trade,  by  speculations  of  commercial 
profit ;  and  it  would  be  discovered  and  felt  how  HtCle, 
iB  oiv  efforts  to  enlighten  other  nations  on  this  subject, 
thetempoWury  gain  of  the  moment,  even  if  such  gain 
were  attainable,  entered  into  our  calculations  on  the 
subject.  Indeed,  wherever  the  public  mind  was  rightly 
informed  upon  the  whole  bearings  of  the  question,  it 
would  be  seen  and  felt,  that  of  all  commercial  specula^ 
tions  in  which  a  people  could  be  engaged,  thb  was,  in 
the  long  run,  the  least  profitable  of  any  to  the  parties 
MgAg^  i^  it;  while  it  was  cruel  and  immoral,  and 
therefore  discreditable  to  every  nation  which  called  itself 
Christian,  or.  pretended  to  the  feelings  of  common 
luimanity;  for  to  every  principle  of  Christianity,  and 
to  every  feeKngof  humanity,  the  cruel  and  detestable 
practices  involved  in  every  step  of  this  iniquitous 
traffic  were  altogether  repugnant.  If  the  African  In- 
stitution were  only  enabled,  as  be  confidently  hoped  tl|ey 
would  be,  to  take  such  steps  as  were  calculated  to 
enlighten  the  nations  of  the  continent  on  this  subject, 
he  ■  had  no  doubt  they  would  ultimately  attain,  by  the 
force  of  moral  conviction  and  public  opinion,  the  end 
they  so  ardently  sought.  Even  in  France,  notwith- 
staBding  the  deficiency  of  information  respecting 
thns'  trade  which  generally  prevailed  there,  they  had 
friewls  warm,  lealous,  and  sincere,  who  ardently  puc<«

kedd  and  to  bis  heart,    Wiih  99^  ^vocatea,  ho  co^tA

tiop  was  more  genemUy  difiiiaed,  aqd  the  real  mUm 
of  this  trade  batter  understood  and  appreciated,  all 
wonid  be  ashamed  of  being  sappoaed  to  favour  soph  A 
Iraffiey  and  would  be  eager  tn  proteet  themselves  from 
the  impotation  of  participating  in  any  of  its  odiona 
gains.    Let  as  keep  in  mind  the  obatadea  which  bnd 
been  snrmonnted  in  England,  and  tb^aiae  infar  the  pm^ 
baUe  saccess  which  would  iiltinuitely  arown  oor  eflTorl^ 
in  othpr  coantries.     Let  it  be  recoUeoted,  also,  that 
but  a  few  years  ago  the  nolony  of  Sieira  Leone  naad 
to  be  pointed  at  exnllingly  by  the  wemies  of  Abditios« 
as  proving  how  visionary  was  the  attempt  to  raise  in 
the  aoale  of  being,  a  race  who  were  intended  to  bn 
^  hewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  wat^,''  and  who  wens 
unlit  for  any  higher  purposes  than  to  be  the  slaves  of 
pivilized  communities  I    But  what  wap  now  the  adatii 
of. that  colony?    Did  it  not  exUbit  in  a  most  anrT 
prising  degree^  considering  tho  recent  date  of  its  esta^ 
blishment,  the  blessed  effects,  on  the  African  character, 
of  the  communication  of  the  principle  of  British  liberty, 
and  the  Christian  religiop.  Those  who  were  discoQraged 
during  the  eariy  disasters  of  that  oolony,  had  overlooked 
the  diflScalties  which  never  fail  to  attend  cdoniaation, 
even  under  the  most  favourable  circumatayices.  If  tbey 
looked  at  the  history  of  cplonization  on  tho  other  aido

Imt  the  Slave  Trade  wai  anfoitaiiately  eonthmed  1^ 
IdiLteea  years  after  the  colony  hacT  been  planted,  find  it 
bad  also  to  straggle  with  all  the  diffioalties  of  a  mA^ 
time  war,  and  with  other  calamiii^ :  yet  iirith  all  theth 
drawbacks  from  their  jost  expectiitions»  what  was  ibb 
fMeent  state  of  Sierra  Leone)  A  senuble  and  iiii«- 
^artlal  observer  had  lately  ioid  hhil,  Aat  he  nevdr  idU 
Adsaecl  sthmgeir  manifestatioiiii  of  the  inflnence  of  tn6 
religion  and  iioand  morality,  than  appeal^  in  the  dM 
of  the  poor  ignorant  anenlightefned  savages  rescued 
from  the  holds  of  Slave*  ^hipH,  and  now  settled  at 
Sierra  Leone.  Such  were  the  words  of  ah  c^jfe^witn^Mi 
That  gallant  dfBoer,  Sir  George  Collier,  had  expressed 
Idmself  qoite  overcome  with  the  appeat'anci^  of  pi^^ 
which  characterized  these  people.  **  I  haVe  attended," 
he  said,  "  pladM  of  religions  w<Mfaip  all  oVOr  the  world, 
hnt  never  any  wheto  have  I  seen  a  greater  degree  of 
religions  fbeling  than  I  saw  displayed  at  thoir  devotion, 
in  Sierra  Leone,  by  these  poor  Afirioans."  In  the  great 
ifeidtions  of  natare»  thongh  hi^r  momdntohs  impnfse  was 
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mierriiig,  still  the  progress  was  often  slow.  In  Hke 
manner,  in  onr  great  work, 'a  rapid  acceleration  Wiis 
hardly  to  be  expected*  But  still  we  had' made  gfeat 
advances:  we  had,  it  waalme/oar  moments  of  dis- 
ooaragem€fnt:  nevertheless/  we  had  every  reason  to 
hope;  none  to  despair.  Let  nji  proceed-confidently  end 
steadily  to  the  attainment  of  the  end  of  pnr  labonrs. 
They  were  something  in  the  sitnation  of,  travellers  in 
the  Andes,  who,  thoagh  diey  had  contin'aaUy  to  expe« 
rience  fresh  obstroctions,  thoagh  they  saw  '' Alps  on 
Alps  arise,''  yet  still  ascended,  supported  by  the  trtamph 
of  hourly  conquering  their  diflBcolties.  -  They  had  to 
climb  mountain  heights ;  but  looking  upwards  to^aids 
the  summit,  their  path  was  sometimes  cheered  by  seemg 
it  enlightened  by  the  solar  rays,  thtis  beckoning  them 
forward  as  it  were: with  new  hopes,  and  inspiring'  them 
with  fresh  courage,  till  at  leiq^th  they  reached  the-ter* 
mination  of  their  toilsome  mah)h.  Had:  we  not  a  similar 
solace  to  cheer  our  Stieps?  Did'  we  not  feel  that^we 
were  ascending  a  gr^t  moral  elevatipn?  And  did  we 
not  see,  whm  we  turned  our  eyes  to  the  summit,  that 

'*  Eternal  svoibiiie  settled  on  Its  hesd^ 

Patronized  as  we  were  by  our  illustrious  Chairman, 
aided  by  the  best  and  most  enlightened  men  of  all  par- 
ties,  onr  onwacrd  course  must  be  easy ;  and  the  God  of 
love  himself  was  smiling  upon  us,  and  would  bless  onr 
way  and  finally  crown  it  vrith  victory; — Mr.  Wilberforce, 
in  conclusion,  paid  a  just  tribute  to  the  conduct  of  the 
American  Congress  in  their  proceedings  upon  the  Slave 
Tr^de,  and  hoped  that  their  common  origin,  and  commoa 
language,  and  common  institutions  wofuld  beget  feelings 
of  reciprocal  kindness  which  might  long  constitute  an 
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indissoluble  cboia  of  onioo  between  Oreat  Britain  and 
the  United  States. — He  thanked  the  Meeting  for  the 
attention  they  had  paid  him,  and  seconded  the  motion^ 
It  was  then  put,  and  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Brougham  then  addressed  the  Meeting,  to  the 
following  effect :— After  the  very  impressive  eloquence 
with  which  this  Meeting  has  been  addressed  by  my 
noble  and  honourable  friends  who  have  preceded  me, 
I  should  be  doing  a  very  unjustifiable  thing  if  I  were 
to  detain  you  many  minutes,  I  canaot  avoid,  however, 
expressing  the  great  satisfaction  which  every  ODie  of  us 
^must  feel  at  being  assembled  to-day  to  celebrate  that 
victory  which,  fifteen  years  ago,  was  gained  after  a  long 
succession  of  tedious  though  glorious  efforts  in  the  cause 
of  humanity ;  a  victory  long  delayed  undoubtedly,  but  of 
which  the  fame  will  last  long ;  a  victory  which,  I  greatly 
grieve  to  think,  b  not  a  final  triumph,  but  only,  I  fear, 
the  beginning  of  a  new  series  of  struggles  that  un- 
happy circumstances  compel  us  again  to  renew. 

As  long  as  our  Abolition  Law  requires  to  be  watched 
over  and  enforced;  as  long  as  our  fettow-subjects  in  the 
colomes  persist  in  pot  giving  the^i^  unhappy  Slaves  the 
full  benefit  of  that  Law ;  as  long  as  Africa  continues  to 
experience  the  darkness  and  degradation  which  we  have 
entailed  upon  her ;  above  all^  as  long  as  other  nations 
refuse  to  make  good  the  fiuth  of  their  own  treaties, 
and  to  redeem  their  own  pledges,  so  long  will  it  be  our 
duty  to  persevere, — for  so  long  the  debt  which  we  owe 
to  injured  Africa  will  not  have  been  paid. 

I  must  say,  that  I  have  heard  with  the  same  feelings 
of  deep  regret  which  have  influenced  my  honourable 
iiriend  who  spoke  last,  tbe  statements  in  tbe  Report, 
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which  shew  how  maeh  remains  to  be  done  towards  the 
AboKtion  of  the  Slave  Trade  by  the  other  nations  of 
£iirope.  It  should  seem  as  if  the  history  of  these 
governments,  since  peace  has  been  restored,  has  been 
little  else  bat  a  catalogne  of  wrongs  perpetrated,  of 
pledges  forfeited,  and  of  opportanities  thrown  away  of 
gaining  for  humanity  the  greatest  blessings,  and  of  co- 
vering themselves  with  imperishable  renown.  I  look 
with  the  g^reater  indignation  npon  the  condact  of  these 
governments,  when  I  reflect  on  the  contrast  which  it 
presents  with  the  professions  of  which  some  of  them 
were  at  one  time  so  lavish ;  and  the  yet  greater  contrast 
which  it  displays  to  the  condact  of  the  free  governments 
of  Ghreat  Britain  and  America  npon  this  very  snbject. 

Something  has  been  said  by  my  hononrable  friend 
lirho  immediately  preceded  me  (and  too  mach  never  can 
be  said),  in  praise  of  that  most  meritorioas  sect  of 
Friends  who  commenced  this  holy  war,  and  of  whom 
be  has  remarked,  most  happily  and  jastly,  that  their 
modest  manners  and  their  retiring  habits  have  been  as 
it  were  forcibly  encroached  npon  by  the  greatness  of 
their  own  doings ;  so  that  they  have  been  in  a  manner 
compelled  te  receive  the  applaase  of  mankind,  from 
which,  while  they  are  doing  all  they  can  to  deserve  it, 
they  habitnally  shrink.  Those  indeed  who  are  npon 
all  occasions  the  first  to  deserve  praise,  are  always  the 
slowest  to  claim  it.  Bat  there  is  another  class  of  mon — 
those,  I  mean,  who  compose  those  foreign  governments 
of  which  I  have  spoken — who  resemble  this  most  worthy 
and  meritorioas  class  only  in  this,  that  they  claim  no 
praise.  Bat,  if  they  are  slow  in  their  claims,  they  are 
proportionably  terdy  in  deserving  it.  Their  modest  and 
retiring  habits  will  never  saffer  them  to  be  broken  in 
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ifmn  by  ibe  rude  applaqsea  of  their  feiiow-creatares* 
All  the  feeUngs  which  their  oondoct  ii  oalcalated  to 
Qxcife,  they,  like  the  Friends  to  whom  I  aUade>  wish 
to  bory  in  their  own  bosoms.  They  nse  the  sorest 
means  possible  of  keeping  their  left  hand  in  otter  igno- 
rance of  what  their  right  hand  does,  by  taking  especial 
care  that  both  hands  shall  lie  idle  and  do  nothing;-*Bot 
to  be  serions,  these  governments  are  wholly  witbont 
ekcnse  on  this  question :  they  are  wholly  without  the 
exouse»  little  as  that  excuse  was,  which  served  to  pal- 
liate oar  own  tardiness  in  this  great  cause.  It  is  perfectly 
tirue»  and  it  wonld  be  most  ui\|ust  to  those  exalted  per-p 
sons  whom  I  have  mentioned,  not  to'recoUect  it,  that 
we  wer^  far  too  many  years  in  accomplishing  a  work 
which  we  might  as  well  have  effected  in  a  much  shorter 
space*  We  are  touching  now  almost  upon  the  fortieth  year 
sinoe  the  subject  of  the  Slave  Trade  and  the  wrongs  of 
Afirica  first  excited  attention  in  this  country ;  since  a 
small  society  of  men  was  formed,  I  think  six  in  number, 
principally  belonging  to  that  sect  of  whom  I  have 
spoken,  and  of  whom  I  believe  but  one,  a  most  vener- 
able friend  of  mine  (I  mean  George  Harrison),  now 
survives*  It  is  now  nearly  forty  years  since  they  first 
met  together,  in  a  council  as  private  as  any  of  those 
councils  to  which  I  have  already  alluded,  but  composed 
of  very  different  materials,  influenced  by  far  other  feel- 
ings, and  directed  to  very  opposite  purposes.  Soon  after 
this  distant  period,  Thomas  Clarkson— whose  name,  next 
to  the  illQstrioos  one  of  my  honourable  and  dear  friend 
who  preceded  me,  will  go  down  to  posterity  distin- 
guished and  immortal  in  the  history  of  this  questions- 
came  forth,  ^nd  was  speedily  joined  by  my  honourable 
frMidy  whose  name  has  been  so  often  alluded  to  this

day,  and  will  be  oftener  and  oftener  reverted  to,  and 
more  highly  prized,  as  men  grow  better  and  more  vir- 
taoas.  He  carried  through  this  glorioas  8troggle,whiob 
took  two-and-twenty  years  from  its  beginning  before  it 
was  brought  to  a  close. — Why  do  I  mention  this  tar- 
diness in  doing  good  which  marked  the  progress  of  the 
question  even  in  this  enlightened  conntry?  First,  that 
we  may  take  great  and  deep  shame  to  oarseives  on 
account  of  the  delay ;  next,  that  we  may  see  that  there 
is  no  room  to  despair  of  any  cause,  how  hopeless  soever 
it  may  appear  for  a  length  of  years,  in  which,  when 
bottomed  on  justice,  the  people  of  a  free  enlightened 
country  are  resolved  to  embark  themselves ;  lastly,  that 
we  may  indulge  the  gratifying  and  cheering  reflection, 
that  at  the  very  moment  we  may  think  onr  cause  most 
hopeless,  and  that  we  are  the  farthest  from  •  our  object, 
we  may  nevertheless  in  reality  be  on  the  very  verge  of  its 
attainment.  It  was  only^one  year  before  the  final  tri- 
umph was  ensured  by  the  accession  of  Mr.  Fox  to  the 
ministry,  that,  after  having  once-  before  carried  the 
bill  through  the  House  of  Commons,  it  was  again  flung 
out,  and  our  hopes  seemed  to  have  vanished.  I  say 
this,  not  certainly  in  any  vindication  of  ourselves ;  cer- 
tainly still  less  in  vindication  of  that  tardy  legislature 
which  took  so  long  a  time  to  do  its  duty,  and  to  comply 
with  the  clear  wishes  of  the  people ;  but  I  say  it  to  pre- 
vent despondency,  by  reminding  yon  that  it  would  not 
have  been  warranted  even  in  circumstances  that  seemed 
to  justify  despair.  But  most  of  all  do  I  say  it,  and  it  is 
for  this  purpose  mainly  that  I  have  intruded  myself 
upon  the  meeting,  to  remind  you,  that  so  far  from  being 
any  vindication  of  foreign  powers,  they  have  no  right 
whatever  to  refer  to  our  ei^ample  in  order  to  justify 
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tfieir  preseot  delay.  If  the  delay  io  our  own  case  had 
any  palliation,  it  wai,  that  the  subject  was  new  and  on- 
known.  Bat  the  time  that  was  required  to  make  it 
familiarly  known  to  the  people  and  the  government  of 
this  oonntry^  ought  to  have  made  it  known  to  the 
people  and  the  government  of  other  countries.  They 
come  iot  therefore,  at  the  eleventh  hoar,  with  all  the 
advantages  of  eleven  hours.  They  mast  start  from 
this  moment  as  if  they  had  been  with  us  for  the  last 
forty  years ;  and  they  must  not  flatter  themselves  that 
either  good  men  of  the  present  day,  or  an  impartial 
posterity,  will  hold  them  guiltless  for  only  beginning 
now  to  ran  that  tardy  career  which  was  in  our  case 
withoat  any  adequate  justification,  but  in  theirs  has  not 
even  the  shadow  of  a  palliation  from  the  same  cause. 

Happily  there  is  one  exception  to  the  conduct  of  the 
foreign  governments  to  which  I  have  alluded,  in  the 
brilliant  example  of  the  United  States  of  America ;  in 
no  oircumstance  aflfording  a  greater  contrast  to  those 
other  governments  than  in  this,  that  whereas  they  are 
fall- of  professions,  but  have  performed  little  or  nothing, 
the  American  Government  has  now  outstripped  any  pro^ 
mise  which  it  ever  made.  And  I  rcgoice  that  we  are  here 
met  in  the  presence  of  a  distinguished  individual  of  that 
nation  (Mr.  Randolph),  whom  to  name  is  to  praise ; 
and  who,  I  trust,  as  he  has  only  heard  one  voice  raised 
this  day  from  all  classes,  religious  and  civil,  without  any 
diversity  of  sentiment  whatever  on  this  subject,  what-^ 
ever  differences  may  exist  on  others,— so,  I  trust,  he  will 
be  able  to  carry  back  with  him  to  his  native  country 
the  assurance  that  there  is  but  one  feeling  which-  per- 
vades not  only  this  Meeting,  but  the  country  at  large ;  a 
fealiag  of  high  approbation,  of  deep  and  lasting  grati- 
tode,  to  our  f^Uow-coufitrymen,  our  brethren,  oq  Uiq 


otber  aide  of  the  Atlantic,  for  baving  shewn  thediselvei 
so  worthy  of  their  common  origin,  for  having  been  the 
first  to  co-operate  in  potting  down  this  trade  by  law ; 
for  having  in  some  sort  indeed  preceded  os  in  that  tardy 
act  of  legislative  justice;  and,  above  all,  for  baving  at 
le&gtli  crowned  the  g^ood  work  by  setting  the  example 
of  declaring  the  Slave  Trade  to  be  '*  Piracy.** — Mr. 
Brougham  concluded  by  moving  the  following  resola* 
tion,  via. 

"  That  this  Meeting  views  with  peculiar  satisfaction,  not 
only  the  desire  manifested  by  the  Government  and  Legis- 
lature of  the  United  States  of  America  to  co-operate 
with  Great  Britain  in  putting  an  end  to  the  Slave 
Trade;  but,  above  all,  the  bright  example  which  they 
have  recently  held  forth  to  all  other  States,  in  being 
the  foremost  to  declare  that  trade  Piracy.'* 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Cunningham  expressed  the  de- 
light he  felt  in  seconding  this  motion,  and  bearing  tes- 
timony to  that  act  of  humanity  and  justice  which  it  le-* 
corded.  He  believed  he  also  spoke  the  sentiments  of 
that  class  of  which  he  was  an  humble  but  sincere  mem- 
ber,  and  who  cordially  concurred  in  the  general  .ex- 
presrion  of  the  pnblic  mind  npon  this  most  odions  and 
detestable  traffic.  If  hb  heart  ooold  give  utterance  to 
the  feelings  which  warmed  it,  it  would  express  the 
nnmitigated  and  interminable  detestation  which  it  fdt 
towards  this  traffic*  He  knew  he  never  could  discharge 
his  official  functions  as  a  minister  of  the  Oospel  more 
properly,  than  in  putting  a  brand  upon  a  trade  which, 
wherever  it  was  carried  on,  opposed  a  bar  to  that  dif- 
fusion of  Christianity  in  which  numbers  of  good  men 
were  now  so  nobly  eng^aged  in  different  quarters  of  the 
world.    Ho  held  in  his  hand  a  document,  shewing  the 
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illaBner  in  wliicb,  efen  in  British  colonies,  the  sale  of 
bnman  befogs  was  still  carried  on.  It  was  a  Demarara 
newspaper,  adrertising  for  pnblic  sale  a  qaantity  of 
half  barrels  of  beef  and  pork,  some  sanoepans^  night- 
ctps,  fcc.  and  twenty-Jhe  field  Negra$$^  These 
wretclied  beings  were  jambled  together  as  saleable 
eonunoditiesy  with  the  beef  and  pork»  saaoepans,  and 
other  articles  of  merchandise,  in  the  same  advertise- 
ment ;  thas  exhibiting,  on  the  part  of  men  professing 
the  reUgion  of  Christ,  the  profligate  principle,  of  hold- 
ing a  tin  saocepan  and  a  being  possessed  of  an  immor- 
tal sonl  as  eqnally  the  objects  of  a  sordid  traffic. 

It  would  be  onbecoming  on  his  part  were  he  to  tres- 
pass npon  the  time  of  the  Meeting  after  the  able 
speeches  which  they  had  heard ;  bat  there  was  one 
point  upon  which  he  was  painfnlly  compelled  to  make 
a  single  observation.  He  viras  mach  strock  with  the 
statement  that  their  fmids  had  this  year  declined, 
and  that  they  were  now  in  a  state  of  depremon.  To 
what  was  sach  a  circamstance  to  be  traced,  more  par- 
tienlariy  when  compared  with  the  snceess  which  attend* 
ed  the  progress  of  other  iostitations  ?  Perhaps  the 
eanse  of  this  difference  was  to  be  traced  to  the  fact, 
Aat  a  sufficient  attempt  had  not  been  made  to  place 
Ibis  Institution  on  that  broad  basis  of  religioas  and 
noval  feeling  which  had  produced  such  an  effect  in 
odier  cases;  and  which,  far  above  all  considerations 
of  policy  and  expediency,  impressed  such  a.  powerful 
interest  on  those  who  were  under  its  influence.  This 
great  question  ought  to  rest  on  the  widest  basis ;  it  was 
entitled  to  do  so :  nor  ought  they  to  stop  until  it  was 
piaeed  on  its  right  foundation;  a  foundation  firm  as 
the  irill  of  God,  and  ample  as  the  wants  of  homao 
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oatore.    It  was  trao  that  people  were  so  apt  to  be 
absorbed  io  one  favourite  object,  that  they  turned  with 
diffioolty  to  others.    Else  the  excellent  individaab  who 
were  engaged  in  Missionary  Societies  coald  not  fail  to  see 
the  great  importance,  to  their  own  saccess,  of  attaining 
the  objects  of  the  African  Institation.    They  who  were 
engaged  in  the  dissemination  of  the  Gospel,  especially 
in  Africa,  ooght  to  be  aware  how  the  Slave  Trade  was 
opposed  to  their  efforts  to  improve  the  existing  oppor- 
tunities, of  which  they  might  otherwise  so  largely  avail 
themselves,  of  communicating  the  glad  tidings  of  sal- 
vation to  that  suffering  continent.     It  was  important, 
therefore,  to  the  Christian  Missionaries  engaged  in  the 
great  work  of  evangelizing  Africa,  to  see  how  this  de- 
testable traffic  raised  a  barrier  against  the  ingress  of 
^  Christianity,  far  more  impassable  than    the   wall  of 
China,  and  made  them  appear  to  be  unsuccessful  Mis- 
sionaries, because  they  were  not  sufficiently  active  and 
zealous  Abolitionists. --He  cordially  seconded  the  mo- 
tion. 

The  motion  having  been  put,  and    carrijed  unani- 
mously. 


Mr.  Randolph  (from  the  United  States  of  America) 
rose,  and  was  received  with  gpreat  applause.  He  said 
that  it  would  be  an  act  of  presumption  in  any  stranger, 
but  unpardonable  in  him,  to  intrude  his  unpremeditated 
thoughts  on  such  a  Meeting,  after  the  eloquence  which 
.they  had  all  not  only  heard  but  felt.  He  was,  how- 
ever,  impelled  by  a  double  motive ;  and  he  could  not  x\ 
resist  the  impulse  of  offering  a  few  wprds  to  their  at- 
tention. First,  he  wished  to  discharge,  an  act  of  doty 
to  his  native  land,  in  the  absence  of  the  official  Qf  pre- 
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s^itatire  of  hiseotiiitryi  an  absence  nnexpected  by  hiiii> 
imd  which  had  thrown  upon  him  a  duty  which  he  felt 
himself  inadequate  to  perfonni  The  State  of  Virginia 
was  the  land  of  his  birth,  and  also  of  his  forefathers : 
for  nearly  half  a  century  it  had  put  its  brand  and  stigma 
npon  this  odious  traffic.  The  inhabitants  of  that  State 
felt  tiiemselves  bounds  as  men  claiming  the  common 
attributes  of  humanity,  to  put  it  down.  He  therefore^ 
ati  a  native  of  Virginia,  must  be  scipposed  to  feel  a  very 
cordial  interest  in  the  views  of  this  Institution.  He 
had  also  the  pleasing  duty  to  perform,  of  expressing  his 
thanks  fo^r  the  manner  in  which  America  had  been 
mentioned  in  the  resolution ;  and  to  assure  the  Meeting 
that'  there,  as  here,  all  that  was  exalted  in  stutictn  and 
moral  character  were  engaged  in  the  suppression  of 
fliis  nefarious  traffic. 

Mr.Jokv  Ashley  Wa  are,  M.P.,  inproposingto  the 
Meeting  the  resolution  which  had  been  put  that  moment 
into  his  hands,  observed,  that  after  the  able  and  power- 
fhl  speech  of  hb  Ktaonrable  and  learned  friend  (Mr. 
^'Brof^am)he  oonM-add  nothing  to  induce  them  to 
jR  adopt  it.  This  resolution  differed  in  some  degree  from 
tte  last ;  for  it  went  to  call  upon  the  Meeting  to  express 
Bome  approbation  of  the  recent  conduct  of  Spain  upon 
this  subject.  She  had  been  unhappily  foremost  among 
the  delinquents  who  were  engaged  in  perpetratkig  this 
t^ime.  Why  Spain  had  resisteidi  all  the  attempts  so 
mg  made  to  induce  her  to  come  forward,  and  effectually 
iciir  in  the  abolition  of  this  traffic,  she  must  herself 
justify •  But  by  recent  dispatches  tiiey  had  the  satisfiic- 
tion  of  knowing,  that  she  had  for  the  first  time  evinced 
-m  d|i|MBr  feeling  respecting  it»  and  solemnly  decreed  an  in« 
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fttnpus  panishment  against  the  parties  in  future  detected 
in  carrying  on  the  Sla^e  Trade.  It  wfis  only  .this 
jHo^roing  that  he  had  the  opportunity  of  referring  rto 
particular  parts  of  the  correspondence  of  last  year 
hetweeti  this  6o?emment  and  Spain  respecting  the 
Slave  Trade ;  and  he  mentioned  them  now,  not  for  the 
purpose  of  comparing,  but  contrasting,  them  with  the 
more  recent  accounts.  On  the  16th  of  April,  1821, 
Sir  Henrj  Wellesley  wrote  thus  to  Lord  Londondeng:: 
'^  I  am  concerned  to  have  to  inform  your  lordship,  that 
the  measures  proposed  by  the  Qonde  de  Toreno,.  for 
.restraining  the  traffic  in  Slaves,  have  been  rejected  by 
the  Cortes,  although  thore  was  every  appearance  of  their 
.being  passed  without  difficulty.''  Sir  Henry  went  on 
to  state,  that  the  Conde  dejlbr^no's  motion  was  referred 
.  to  a  secret  session,  and  there  <was  lost.  On  the  13th  of 
June,  1821,  Lord  Londondeny  wrote  to  Lionel  Harvey,* 
Esq,  at  Madrid,  as  follows :  '*  I  have  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  dispatch  of  tbe^  14th  ultimo,  staling 
that  you  have  reason  to  apprehend  tliat  it  is  intended  to 
move  in  the  Cortes  for  two  years' .tfKtension  of  the  term 
fixed,  by  the  treaty  between  6i#Kt  Britain  and  Spain, 
/or  the  final  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade;  I  Ipse  not  a  j^ 
moment  in  directing  you,  by  command  of  his  Migesty, 
to  remonstrate  in  the  strongest  manner  with  the  Spanish 
Government,  against  giving  countenance  to  so  gross  an 
infraction  of  its  engagements,  should  such  a  measure  be 
really  in  contemplation.  You  are  fully  aware  .of  t^ 
importance  which  his  M^esty's  Government,  and  the^;.. 
.British  Nation  at  large  attach  to  the  total  extbction  efw^ 
the  traffic  in  Slaves;  and  that  traffic  having  been  abolish-.  .• 
ed  by  the  Spanish  Government,  in  a  solemn  engagement  . 
•ontraoted  with  that  of  his  Majesty,  and  that  in^^ii- 
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sideratkiD  of  die  payment  of  a  large  smn  of  money,  I 
Iwye  only  to  desire  that  you  will  nse  every  exertion  in 
yonr  power  to  disconrage  the  idea,  by  oKpressly  dedarin^ 
that  ins  Majesty  neither  woald  nor  eoold  in  any  way 
lend  himself  to  the  abn^tioh  or  alteration  <rf  the  en- 
gagement so  contraeted.'' 

He  merdy  quoted  these  extraots  to  shew  the  remon- 
atrances  to  which  the  eondact  of  Spain  had  led  respect- 
ing the  Slave  TVade.  From  the  papers  which  he  held 
ID  his  hand,  it  alsb  appeared  that  on  the  96th  of  lest 
Janaary,  Lord  Londondfnny  had  written  to  the  British 
Ambassador  at  Madrid,  expressing  the  satisfaction  with 
which  his  Mqesty  had  learned  that  the  Spanish  Commis- 
flioners  at  the  Havannah  had-  received  from  their  own 

•Government  instmctions  tb  oarry  pnnctaally  into  effect, 
fai  all  their  proceeding^,  the  stipulations  of  the  Slave- 
trade  Abolition  Treaty,  and  that  similar  orders  had 
been  given  to  all  die  branches  of  their  sevMal  depart- 
ments.   But  the  ifkrt  of  these  dispatches  to  which  he 
now  oame^  'and  which  was  particolary  important,  was 
the  following  from  Mr.  Lionel  Hervey  to  Lord  London- 
deny,  dated  Madrid,'  5th  Mardi,  1S29L   '^  I  am  happy 
'    to  be  able  to  transmit  to  your  lordship  a  translation  of 
flie  276th  Article  of  the  Criminal  Code,  which  has  passed 
the  Cortes,  and  which  imposes  severer  penalties  on  the 
ilUcit  traffic  in  Slaves ;  and  I  can  further  add  my  con- 
viction, tiiat  the  Spanish  Oovemment  will  lend  us  every 
assistance  for  effectually  carrying  into  execution  the 
existing  treaties  for  the  abolition  of  that  pefiirlous  com- 
^'  merce. — Extract  from  the  Criminal  Code  of  Spain,  Article 
^^  .996: '  All  captains;  masters,  and  pilpt^  of  Spai^di  vesseb, 
'  ^^   who  purchase  Negroes  on  tiie  coasts  of  Africa,  or  intro- 
d^ito  Ibem  into  gagr  port  of  the  Spalas»  or  are  found 
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with  Slaves  on  board  their  vessels,  shall  lose  their  veisek ; 
the  produce  of  which,  wheo  soId»  is  to  be  considered  at 
a  fine ;  besides  which^  they  shall  be  sentenced  to  ten 
years*  hard  labour  on  the  public  woriu.' " 
.    Witholit  being  too.sangiaine  in  his  expectations,  Mr. 
Warre  confessed  that  he  anticipated  much  from  these 
late  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  Spanish  Government. 
He  attached  more  to  the  change  of  feeHng  which  bad 
prompted  these  late  orders,  .than,  to  the  orders  themr 
selves*     Mr.  Burke  has  well  observed,  that  men  do  not 
live  on  blotted  paper ;  meaning,  that  statutes,  as  such, 
^ete  useless,  that  they  were  nothing,  unless  vigorously 
followed  up.     He  repeated  that  his  hopes  in  Spain  were 
increasing.    The  great  engine  of  puUic  opinion  was 
beginning  to  work :  without  il»  legislative  enactmentii^^ 
would  be  quite  liaeffectual;  with  it,  they  were  every  thin|«B, 
He  had  no  doubt  that  better  feelings  would  soon  pervad^^ 
the  worli  respecting  this  vile  traffic,  and  that  intimately 
no  small  portion  of  the  merit  of  extinguishipg  soodbus 
a  crime  would  attach  to  the  great  exerti^DB  of  this 
Institution,  and  the  zeal  and  perseverance  of  one  dis<- 
tingnUl^  individual.— Mr.  Warre  concfaided,  by  moving 
the  foITowing  resctetion ;  viz. 

*'  That  this  MeMing  has  derived  much  gratification  fVom 
the  honourable  seal  displayed  by  the  Cortes  of  Spain  to 
deliver  their  country  from  the  guilt  and  pollutioii  of  the 
Slave  Trade,  by  subjecting  all  ooncemed  in  it  to  severe 
and  ittfemous  punbhment." 

Mr.  BOWRING  said,  that  having  lately  been  in  Spain, 
he  had  witnessed  upon  this  subject  the  change  which 
had  taken  place  in  the  public  opmion  in  that  country, 
the  influence  of  which  was  enlirelj  with  us.  The  addi- 
tional praalty,  alluded  lo  by  the  list  qpedLer/ ^4ad  not 
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yet  indeed  passed  into  a  la^  in  Spain :  it  remained  ta 
be  snhmitted  to  the  King  for  hb  ratification,  with  th^ 
whole  Criminal  Code,  of  which  it  formed  a  part.  He  then 
alluded  to  the  obstacles  which  had  heretofore  operated 
Jn  Spain  to  prevent  the  consummation  of  their  wishes. 
When  the  question  was/  in  the  course  of  the  last  year, 
discussed  in  the  Cortes,  the  most  mendacious  Topiies 
were  made  to  the  statements  of  the  siqiporters  of  the 
Abolition ;  and  the  moment  the  subject  was  referred  to 
a  secret  sittiag,  there  was  no  check  upon  these  fidse 
statements ;  and  therefore  they  prevented  the  progress 
of  the  question.    The  subject  was,  however,  renewed, 
the  aid  of  the  press  was  inlFQked,  and  a  total  change 
was  soon  produced  in  the  pnbfio  mind,  which  led  to 
the  secent  enactment'  teferred  to  by  the  honourable 
rmember^    They  had  now,  thiereforoi  the  cheering  pros- 
pect of  success  in  Spain.    Tl»  present  Prime  Minister 
of  that  country  had  led  the  late  debates :  be  was  a  man 
of  great  literary  and  political  infonnation ;  and  in  the 
most  dadded  manner  di^osed  to  promote  their  views : 
they  could,  therefore  entertain  no  doubt  of  thejresnlt« 
.    The  resolotioo  was  then  carried  unanimoud^T' 
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.  Sir  William  English  PoOen  ros^  to  address  the 
Meeting;  bnt,  Mr.  StbphiIn  having  risen  at  the  same 
time  by  the  nomination  of  the  Chair,  the  former  de» 
sisted.  Mr.  Stephen  proceeded  to  say,  that  he  frit 
regret  at  the  interruption  the  honourable  {^mbman  had 
sustained,  firom  the  natural  impatience  of  the  Meeting 
to  proceed  at  so  advaneed  an  hour  in  the  day  with  the 
regular  series  of  resolutions  prepared  to  be  submitted  to 
them.  He  respected  him  for  coming  forward,  and  on* 
dflii|i|^  he  was  Oie  son  of  the  bite  Sir  WiBiam  Del- 
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beD,  bftm  of  the  cteltest  friends  dT  the  AboGtlto.    May 
the  desdeMtBfCs'of  hhi  boiioiurable  and  dear  firiend  near 
hiii  (Ifr.  'WUb'erftffoe),  and  of  all  who  took  an  active 
iatei^Mi'ih  this  great  and  fSod   worl[,   be  foand  in 
fbtbite"  times,  iike  this  good  man,  ooming  forward,  bkL 
MasoA  and  ^i  bf  seasen,  to  pot  in  their  claims  open  t&w 
pablio  atCentien  t&t  soch  a  parpose  as  this  I    This  was 
an  oei&asiM'in  whidb-be  (Mr.  Stephen)  had  rather  ex* 
peoted'ttf  bate  beelnte  auditor  than  a  spealcer.    Bat 
since  be  liad'eotared  this  ball  a  paper  bad  been  put  into 
his  band,  which  went  io  home  to  the  nearest  feelings  of 
his  heart,  asinveWingtbe  soooestf  of  at  least  one  bftmch 
of  their Mgreat  oaosoy  that  he  eoald  not  refrain  frotH 
trespassing  'with  it  niion  tbe^^tli^tion  of  tbe  Meeting, 
Intimately  acquainted  as  be  MN||ma  with  the  miseries 
of  that  ^testable  trade,  and  with  its  difefal  eflfeets,  h% 
Mtttiore  than  an  ordinary  interest  in  the  progress  <lf 
its  UboKtlon.    The  motita  which  be  had  to  sobmi^ 
went  to  express  their  gratification,  that  Sontb  AmeriM 
bad,"at  tlie  moment  of  establishing  her  own  in^epeb^ 
deiioe^Am'oed  the  speedy  extinction,  not  only  of  tbe 
SlaTO'SMide^  but  of  Slaverjr  itself,  in  that  interest- 
ing  qaarter  of  the  globe.    While  he  most  cordially 
aslented  to  dl  that  bad^been  so  weB  and  so  imly  said 
of  the  MndMi  of  the  United  States  of  America  r&. 
spectingtbitfiraffio;  while  he  heartily  ooncnrred  in  th^ 
tribnte  tothe  .Cortei  of  Spain  for  their  late  Act,  he  most 
stiH  say^JflStt  these  was  something  in  the  conddct  of  the 
neW'-G61oiifbian  Oo?taiments  which  deserved  a  higher 
nieed  of  cmbmindalion^onder  tiM$|pe6aliar  circomstanc  A 
of'tbeircase«i.  ThosaCfovemnients  were  possessed  of 
ag*ii— ofcse^and  feilfle' tenit6i|y,  their  means  of  im« 
psbvifljg  wUch;  irem.  nadmwed  only  by  the  sodlMinem 
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of  thekf|opiilatioB,  whiok  they  fmf^tmiMnAyi.lam^ 
thoaght  of  enlarging- by  ttis  detestMde  \tiflfficu  iBvt 
tkey  bad  renoanoed  it  with  abboneaoa  -  KTor  was  this 
til.  The  people  of  pniijlitj  in  these  States  were  pos^ 
lessed  of  large  nambers  of  Slaves)  and. it:  was  naloiml 
for  every  selfish  passion  to  oppose  the  snamider  of  soeh 
a  species  of  property.  Yet  the  ficstneasnre  of  the 
Colambian  Governments  was  in  deoided  opposition  to 
all  those  narrow  notions  of  self-interest,  which  had^  in 
other  instances,  so  strongly  interfered  with  all  attempts 
to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  Slaves,  and  to  pre- 
pare the  way  for  their  emancipation.  They  had  not  only 
decreed  the  entire  Jdbylitionof  the  Slave  .Trader  bnt 
they  had  adopted  theregnlations  which  were  best  calci»* 
lated,  in  no  long  timcpillftffive  freedom,  to  the  onforto- 
nate  beings  now  in  slavery,  end  to. their,  descendants. 
He  held  in  his  band  a  letter  from  a  gff ntleiqan  jn  that 
quarter,  which  contained  the'  I4W  of  JEmancipatioB, 
passed  by  the  first  general  Coancil  <>rColnnibia.  From 
this  it  appeared,  that  an  B|nei^dffffit»  .filing  .the  mnan*^ 
cipation  of  the  rising  race  at  .fanren^^fiive  instead  of 
eighteen  years  of  age  [the.  ocigiiw).p(opqsitiiitt]^<was 
negatived  by  a  majority  of  tea  votes  la  one.  ,.  All  bora, 
therefore,  after  the  Ilevolation,.axfi  ta  he.  tree  at  eigh* 
teen  years  of  age.  And  saoh  was  ;th0.  jHHniytf  'that 
assembly,  composed  of  enlightened. meS^jfrem  <every 
district,  at  the  continaance  of  Sl^yfffj,  Muler  any  modifi- 
cation, that  they  had  established  H  /qn^  by ^iv  general 
tax  open  property,  for  the:  progressive  ireden^ption  of 
all  who  wiere  still  in  bfudi^ . .  J^.  ;5|avea  who  had 
assisted,  in  a, military ciq^tf,Jinofiehieiing  the  ia« 
dependence  of  the  Bepnblic,  wsM.  at  4mce  declared 
free.  .«JiIe  need  Boi^Mf.  bow  iMnliMrlyaonoUe  • 
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MeKfice  entitled  them  to  the  gratitade  of  Ibis  Insti- 
tation.  It  was  most  gratifying  farther  to  learn,  that  all 
the  labouring  classes  in  the  State  of  Golambia,  the 
•4Mw)y  enfiranchised  as  well  «8  those  who  had  not  yet 
!beett  redeemed,  were  all  peaceably  at  work,  and  that  the 
vtraost  harmony  prevailed  among  them.^It  was  also  a 
principle  adopted  by  the'Colambian  Government,  that 
coloar  shoold  not  in  any  degree  disqaalify  persons  from 
aspuing  to  pnblic  offices,  whether  civil  or  military  :•  all, 
of  whatever  coloor,  were  entitled  to  the  same  privileges 
«8  White  men.  The  career  to  glory  and  hononr  was 
alike  open  to  all.  He  most  repeat,  that  he  knew  of  no 
oonntiy  which  was  so  justly  eoititled  to  their  corAal 
approbation  as  the  infant  Repnblics  of  South  America, 
for  the  condact  which  they  had  adopted  respecting  this 
detestable  traffic,  and  still  more  in  respect  to  the  state 
of  Slavery  itself.  Greneral  Bolivar,  who  had  previously 
been  at  the  head  of  the  Yeneznelan  Government,  began 
tbe  good  work  there,  and  did  so  by  the  enfranchisement 
of  his  own  Slaves,  700  or  800  in  number,  for  he  was  a 
most  opulent  landed  proprietor.  From  the  beginning 
be  denonnoed  the  Slave  Trade  as  an  intolerable  evil  \ 
but  he  had  the  manliness  not  to  stop  there,  but  to  carry 
his  priaciples  into  their  full  practical  effect.  To  per- 
petnat|BlafJiry  beyond  the  dire  necessity  of  the  case, 
wottld  in  liiii  view  have  been  inconsistent  with  the 
Abolition  of  the  trade.  To  omit  any  fair  opportunity  of 
relieving  those  who  had  been  the  victims  of  that  gross 
iqjnstioej  from  the  chains  it  had  imposed  upon  them, 
would,  he  conceived,  be  as  indefensible  an  act  as  that  of 
the  robber  who  should  avow  his  crime,  admit  its  enor- 
mity,  and  yet  withhold  restitution  of  his  booty.  Fifteen 
years  liad  now  elapsed  since  Great  Britain  had  decreed 
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tbe  AboIi||pi  of  the  Slave  Trade,  and  what  had  been 
done  ih  her  colonies  which  tended  to  abridge  tbe  period 
or  lighten  the  chains  of  slavery  ?  Was  it  not  true  at 
this  moment,  (bat  tbe  c|||^d  born  yesterday  in  these 
colonies  was  still  a  Slave,  and  that  for  ever?  No  eflTec- 
tive  measures  whatever  had  yet  been  adopted  there 
towards  the  es^tinction  of  StUpivery.  Haman  beings 
were  still  liable  to  be  sold  at  tbe  will  of  a  master :  they 
were  still  liable  to  be  torn  from  their  families,  and  from 
all  their  local  ties  and  connexions,  and  sent  into  a  dis- 
tant colony.  They  were  destitate  of  any  available  legal 
protection^  boiog  withoat  the  means  of  appealing  to  courts 
of  justice  for  redress.  tXMt  brutal  system  of  acting,  not 
on  tbe  moral  feelings,  but  on  the  bodily  sensation  of 
pain — the  driving,  the  flogging  system — was  still  con- 
tinned  in  our  islands.  The  conduct  of  the  new 
States  of  South  America  was  indeed  raised  in  moral 
value  by  tbe  contrast  it  presented  to  that  of  the  British 
colonies.  He  again  hoped  that  public  opinion  would 
do  much  in  aiding  their  object  for  the  general  Abolition  ; 
and  be  earnestly  trusted,  that  they  woald  see  the  neoes* 
stty  of  putting  the  funds  of  the  Institution  upon  such  a 
footijQ^  as  would  enable  them  to  difiEnse,  as  mde  as  might 
be  necetsary,  that  information  which  was  calculated  to 
arouse  public  opinion  in  their  behalf  thimgkopt  the 
world.— He  then  concluded  by  propoung  tbe  following 
tesoiation;  vis. 

«'  That  ihii  Meeting  has  been  in  the  highest  degree  grati- 
fied bylhe  iUuslrions  career  which  has  been  pursued 
by  the  rising  Republics  of  Southern  America,  not  only 
in  absoliUely  interdicting,  from  the  moment  of  their 
mn  ladeptedeMe,  all  tnding  in  the  flesh  and  Mood 

•    of  their  feHow'beings,  but  in  strikmg  at  the  very  root 
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of  that  infamous  commerce,  by  decreeiug  tba  ipeed3r 
extinctioa  of  Slavery  itself,  and  by  abolishing  all  those 
cruel  and  invidious  distinctions,  arising  from  difference 
of  colour,  which  form  one  of  the  worst  features  of 
colonial  bondage*. 

*  The  following  extract  of  a  letter,  dated  17th  Febroary,  1822, 
will  throw  light  on  the  snbject  of  this  resolntion.  It  ought  to 
have  been  inserted  in  the  Appendix  F.,  but  was  accidentally 
omitted. 

"  I  am  not  able  to  resist  the  temptation  of  congratalating  you 
on  the  promotion  of  more  homane  and  liberal  principles  in  onr 
hemisphere,  by  the  success   of  Sonth-Araerican   Independenee. 
Among  other  things,  yon  will,  I  am  convinced,  have  leen  with 
peculiar  satisfaction  the  Law  of  Emancipation  passed  by  the  first 
General  Congress  of  Columbia,  and  published  throughout  the  Re- 
public.   On  an  amendment  proposed,  that  the  period  of  emancipa- 
tion should  be  fixed  at  the  age  of  twenty-five  years  instead  of 
eighteen,  there  were  ten  votes  to  one  against  the  amendment.  Such 
was  the  horror  with  which  slavery  was  viewed  by  that  assembly, 
composed  of  the  most  enlightened  men  from  every  district,  and  many 
of  them  considerable  Slave-holders !  Others,  who  have  large  estates 
cultivated  by  free  labourers,  were  the  foremost  to  support  the  pro- 
perty tax,  for  purchasing  the  freedom  of  those  not  entitled  to  it  by 
military  service,  born  previous  to  the  publication  of  the  law.  What 
has  been  the  consequence  ?    The  Slaves  are  all  peaceably  at  work 
throughout  the  Republic,  as  well  as  the  newly  enfranchised  and 
those  originally  free.    But  the  watch-word  of  oppression  is,  that 
certain  nations  and  classes  are  not  sufllcieutly  enlightened  to  be 
free ;  and  for  this  reason  these  interested  politicians  would  willingly 
perpetuate  their  slavery  and  ignorance  to  the  latest  period  of  time. 
If  it  were  necessary  to 'freedom  that  every  man  should  legislate  in 
hb  own  person,  thjs  argument  would  have  some  weight.    Other- 
wise, from  parity  of  reasoning,  a  certain  proportion  of  the  peasantry 
in  Great  BriUin  and  Ireland  had  better  be  slaves.    Wlthdat  going 
further,  I  am  fully  convinced  that  the  prosperity,  secnrity,  and 
general  happiness  of  Columbia  have  been  best  consulted  by  this 
law,  and  the  morality  of  the  people  essentially  prmnoted. 

<*  You  will  also  have  observed,  that  whatever  other  differences 
may  appear  in  the  plan  of  the  constitution  to  be  adopted  by  the 
respective  govemmaBts;  all  have  agreed  npon  one  point ;  that  is, 
that  €9imw  shall  net  decide  the  merit  of  the  individual.  Even  in 
])IeBieo,  the  la^an  and  African  laca  are  aut&tlad  m  the  same  pri-

Mr.  WiLLiAii  Smith,  M.  P.,   in  fecondiog  the 
motion,  said,  that  it  was  truly  gratifyiDg  to  witness  the 
coarse  taken  by  the  Governments  of  South  America. 
Besides  the  Repablic  of  Colombia,  the  Governments  of 
Bdbnos  Ay  res.  Chili,  and  Mexico,  had  also  decreed 
that  Slavery  should  soon  cease.    It  was  not  for  as  to  • 
recollect,  that  a  short  time  since  these  very  people  were 
in  favour  of  the  continuance  of  the  Inquisition,  when 
we  ourselves  must  feel,  that  we  had   to  answer  for 
the  barbarity  of  Slavery  within  a  portion  of  our  own 
dominions.    In  the  Spanish  colonies  there  had  long 
been  a  preparatory  provision  for  the  emancipation  of* 
the  Slaves.    They  had  been  allowed  not  only  the  oppor- 
tunity of  working  at  inte^als  for  themselves,  but  also 
when  they  could,  to  purchase  their  own  liberation,  by 
a  day  at  a  time,  until  their  redemption  was  completed. 
He  was  sorry  that  we  could  not  boast  of  any  such  pro- 
vision in  the  British  colonies.    Mr.  Smith  then  made 
some  observations  respecting  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope— 
a  colony  which  had  only  of  late  years  become  subject 
to  our  rule.    There  it  appeared  that  the  Government 
had  passed  a  law  for  the  instruction  of  all  Slaves  in  the 
Christian  religion.    But  as  the  Dutch  inhabitants  had 
entertained  a  strong  and  very  natural  feeling  of  the 
great  impropriety  of  holding  Christians  in  bondage,  that 
Christian  instruction  had  been  withheld  which  it  was 
thought  would  necessarily  render  them  unfit  to  remain 

vileges  as  the  Whites,  and  every  barrier  has  been  removed  in  their 
pnrsnit  of  iclory,  fortune,  or  science.  In  a  word,  the  interests  of 
the  whole  population  are  consolidated.  The  good  effects  of  this  sys- 
tem have  been  most  sensibly  Afit  both  there  and  in  Colombia,  where 
several  able  men  of  African  tinge  have  dislingnlshed  themselves  as 
#en  In  the  cabinet  as  In  the  field." 
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Slaves.  He  earnestly  hoped  that  the  British  Govern- 
itfent  wonld  give  effect  to  (be  baman^  provisions  of 
the  laws  of  Holland  in  respect  to  Christian  instrnction, 
and  thus  leave  the  friends  of  the  Abolition  no  canse  to 
regret  the  change  in  the  government  of  the  Cape. — He 
concladed  by  expressing  his  cordial  concnrrence  in' the 
resddtien  aboot  to  be  submitted  to  the  Meeting. 

On  the  motion  of  Thomas  Spring  Ricb,  Esq., 
M.P.,  seconded  by  jAMfcs  Croppbr,  Esq.,  it  v^as 
resolved  nnanimoasly, 

"  That  this  Institution  will  rejoice  to  co-operate  with  all 
similar  institutions,  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  whose 

'  object  it  shall  be  to  promote  the  complete  and  final 
suppression  of  the  Slave  Trade." 

Edward  Bootlb  Wilbraham,  Esq.,  M.  P., 
then  rose,  and,  referring  to  the  reduced  state  of  the 
funds  of  the  Institution,  made  a  forcible  appeal  to  the 
Meeting  to  replenish  them,  so  as  to  render  them  ade- 
quate to  the  increased  exertions  now  so  imperiously 
caHed  for  on  the  part  of  the  Institution  ;--an  appeal, 
he  was  convinced,  which  could  not  be  made  in  vain 
to  such  an  assembly,  composed  as  it  was  of  so  many 
l^ersons  of  the  highest  rank,  and  brightened  by  the 
presence  of  so  large  an  attendance  of  ladies. — He 
concluded  by  moving, 

"  That  the  friends  of  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade, 
ia  every  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  be  earnestly 
solicited  to  aid  tbe  funds  of  the  Institotion,  that  it 
may  be  enabled  to  diffuse  in  foreign  countries  a  know- 
ledge of  the  real  nature  of  this  destructive  traffic,  and 
otherwise  to  promote,  in  every  possible  way»  its  total

Tiie  Rev.  Wiluam  Dbaltry  seconded .  this  mo- 
tion ;  and  expresfl^d  hia  earnest  hope^  that  not  only 
the  persons  present^  but  the  public  at  large  wpu(d  not 
fail,  by  the  liberality  of  their  donattons,  to- enable  the 
Institution  to  proceed  to  the  accomplishnient  of  all  its 
great  and  benevolent  purposes. 

The  motion  was  then  put,  and  carried  unanimously.

*'  That  rhe  most  grateful  acknowledgments  of  thb  Meet- 
ing are  due  to  bif  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Glou- 
CESTER,  for  the  undeviating  attention  he  has  bestow- 
ed on  the  affisiirs  of  this  lostitutioii,  and  for  the  steady 
and  persevering  support  he  has  uniformly  given  to  its 
great  objects." 

Sir  Thomas  Dyke  Agland,  Bart,  M.  P.,  in 
seconding  the  Resolution^  adverted  to  what  had  already 
been  effected  by  the  labours  of  the  Institution ;  and  on  the 
whole,  notwithstanding  the  many  painful  details  which 
they  had  heard  that  day,  he  could  not  refrain  from  com- 
l^Hmenting  his  Boyal  Highneiss  on  the  success  which 
had  attended  their  progress  since  he  had  presided  over 
their  deliberations. 

The  motion  was  then  carried  by  acclamation. 


Royal  Highness  the  Duke  op  Glougestbr^  in 
returning  thanks  for  this  mark  of  their  approbation,  ex- 
pressed his  determination  to  persevere  in  assbting  to 
promote  the  great  objects  of  that  Institution.  It  was 
most  gratifying  to  him  to  know,  that  an  illustrious 
Monarch  to  whom  he  was  allied  in  blood,  as  well  as  in 
friendship — the  King  of  Denmark— had  cordially  co-ope- 
rated in  their  views.  His  Royal  Highness  participated 
in  the  gratification  which  they  had  all  experienced  from 
the  communications  respecting  the  proceedings  in 
South  America.  He  had  the  honour  of  knowing  Gene- 
ral Bolivar ;  and  when  that  General  was  here,  in  180B, 
be  had  promised  to  do  his  utmost  to  accomplish,  on  the 


•ttbject  of  the  Slave  1Vade»  what  ha  had  liaae  so  fid^ 
and  faiihfally  performed.  How  happy  it  would  haft 
beeo  if,  in  other  quarters,  the  same  fidelity  to  eugaga- 
ments  on  the  same  subject,  had  been  equally  observable ! 
He  wished  also  to  mention  that  Sir  George  Collier,  te 
whose  professional  efforts  they  owed  so  much,  would 
have  been  present  on  that  day,  were  it  not  for  severe 
illness  in  his  family.  His  Royal  Highness  concluded 
by  repeating  his  sense  of  the  compliment  they  had  paid 
him,  and  assuring  them  that  their  approbation  would  at 
all  times  be  the  highest  satisfaction  he  could  obtain. 


On  the  motion  of  William  Wilbbrforgb^  Esq.» 
M.  P.,  seconded  by  E.  B.  Wilbraham^  Esq.,  M.  Pt, 
it  was  resolved  unanimously^

POSTSCRIPT. 

Subsequently  to  the  General  Meeting,  and 
after  the  Report  had  been  printed,  Mr.  Wilber- 
force  moved  an  Address  to  his  Majesty,  on  the 
subject  of  the  Slave  Trade,  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, which  was  carried  unanimously.  The  fol- 
lowing is  a  copy  of  the  Address ;  viz. 

House  of  Commons f  June  27,  1 822. 

**  Resolved,  netnine  contradicente — 

"  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to 
his  Majesty,  to  represent  to  his  Majesty,  that  the  deep 
interest  vhich  this  House  has  so  long  taken,  and  still 
continues  to  take,  in  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade, 
has  led  as  to  peruse  with  no  little  solicitude  the  papers 
relative  to  that  subject,  which,  by  his  Majesty's  com- 
mands, were  lately  laid  before  us  : — and  that  we  could 
not  forbear  indulging  a  hope  that  his  Majesty's  renewed 
representations  and  remonstrances  would  have  at  length 
produced  the  desired  effect  of  causing  the  various  Go- 
vernments, by  whose  subjects  the  Slave  Trade  was 
still  carried  on,  seriously  to  consider  the  numerous 
and  powerful  obligations  under  which  they  lay,  to  co- 
operate with  his  Majesty,  heartily  and  efficiently,  in 
order  to  put  an  end  for  ever  to  this  enormous  evil : 

"  But  that  we  have  learned  with  grief  and  shame, 
that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  every  hope  of  this 
nature  has  been  altogether  frustrated  ;  and  that  we  are 
still  compelled  to  witness  the  strange  and  humiliating 
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spectacle^  of  practices  which  are  acknowledged  to  be 
made  up  of  wickedness  and  craelty,  by  the  very  Go- 
vernments whose  subjects  are  nevertheless  carrying 
them  on  upon  a  great  and  continually  augmented  scale: 

**  That  we  observe,  however,  with  satisfaction,  that 
the  powerful  reasoning  and  continued  expostulations 
of  his  Majesty's  Government,  enforced  by  the  strong 
and  persevering  remonstrances  of  his  Mcyesty's  Am- 
bassador at  the  Court  of  the  Netherlands,  have  at  length 
produced  an  admission  of  the  just  construction  of  the 
treaty  with  that  power : 

''  That  we  are  glad  also  to  see  that  some  of  the  abuses 
have  been  corrected,  which  had  prevailed  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  courts  of  mixed  jurisdiction  at  Sierra  Leone ; 
but  that  experience  has  proved  the  necessity  of  altering 
that  provision  which  renders  it  necessary  for  the  Slaves 
to  have  been  actually  on  ship-board  to  justify  the  con- 
demnation of  the  vessel,  and  of  allowing  due  weight  to 
be  given  to  that  decisive  proof  of  the  object  of  the 
voyage,  which  is  afforded  by  the  peculiar  mode  of  fitting 
and  equipping  Slave-ships : 

'^  That  it  is  some  alleviation  of  the  pain  produced 
by  the  almost  uniform  tenor  of  these  distressing  ac- 
counts, to  learn,  that  the  Cortes  of  Spain  has  subjected 
all  who  should  be  found  concerned  in  Slave-trading  to 
a  severe  and  infamous  punishment :  and  that,  with  this 
evidence  of  a  just  estimate  of  the  guilt  of  the  crime, 
we  cannot  but  hope  that  they  will  not  rest  satisfied  with 
a  legal  prohibition,  but  that  they  will  provide  the  requi- 
site means  for  carrying  their  law  into  execution: 

"  That  we  find  with  concern,  that  the  vessels  of  Por- 
tugal, so  far  from  retiring  gradually  from  the  trade,  have 
been  carrying  it  on  with  increased  activity,  more  espe- 
cially on  that  very  part  of  the  coast  which  is  to  the  north 
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of  the  Lino,  in  direct  violation  of  the  treaty  by  which  she 
had  stipolated  to  confine  her  trade  to  the  sonth  of  it : 

'^  That  we  cannot  but  cherish  the  hope,  that  the 
new  Government  of  Portugal  will  manifest  a  warmer 
zeal  for  enforcing  a  treaty  which  every  law,  divine  and 
human,  binds  her  to  observe: 

**  That  we  have  observed  with  no  little  pleasure  the 
zeal  for  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade  that  has  been 
manifested  by  the  commanders  of  the  ships  of  war  of 
the  United  States  of  America  employed  on  the  coast  of 
Africa,  and  the  disposition  they  have  shewn  to  co-ope<^ 
rate  with  the  officers  of  his  Majesty's  Navy  for  their 
common  object;  but  that  we  are  concerned  to  have 
perceived  in  the  American  Government  no  disposition 
to  give  up  the  objections  it  formerly  urged  against 
the  establishment  of  a  mutual  right  of  examining  each 
other's  ships  on  the  coast  of  Africa  : 

"  That  we  had  hoped  that  the  powerful  arguments 
urged  by  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, in  favour  of  this  arrangement,  would  have  their 
just  weight,  more  especially  that  which  points  out  the 
difiTerence,  or  rather  contrariety,  between  this  conven* 
tional  and  qualified  system,  and  the  right  of  searching 
neutral  vessels  without  any  previous  treaty,  as  claimed 
and  practised  in  war ;  above  all,  that  the  consideration 
so  strongly  enforced,  that  it  is  only  by  the  general  esta- 
blishment  of  some  such  system  that  the  trade  can  ever 
be  effectually  abolished,  would  have  induced  the  Ame- 
rican  Government  to  consent  to  it,  when  the  object  in 
question  involves  the  rights  and  happiness  of  so  large  a 
portion  of  our  fellow-creatures. 

*'  That  with  the  deepest  concern  we  find,  as  in  the 
last  year,  vessels  under  the  French  flag  trading  for  Slaves 
along  the  whole  extent  of  the  coast  of  Africa :— That  at 
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home  and  abroad  proposals  are  circnlated  for  Slave-trad- 
ing voyages,  inviting  the  smallest  capitals,  and  tempting 
adventurers  by  the  hopes  of  enormoas  profits : — That  the 
few  ships  of  war  of  that  country  stationed  in  Africa 
offer  no  material  obstruction  to  the  trade,  nor  do  the 
Governors  of  her  colonies  appear  to  •  be  more  active ; 
and  all  this,  while  the  French  Government  reprobates 
the  traffic  in  the  strongest  termSi  and  declares  that  it  is 
using  its  utmost  efforts  for  the  prevention  of  so  great  an 
evil : — That  it  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  a  Govern- 
ment which  has  been  generally  regarded  as  eminent  for 
its  efficiency,  should  here  alone  find  its  efforts  so  entirely 
paralized  :-Tbat  meanwhile  we  can  only  continue  to 
lament  that  a  great  and  gallant  nation,  eminently  fa- 
voured by  Providence  with  natural  advantages,  and 
among  the  very  foremost  in  all  the  distinctions  and  en- 
joyments of  civilized  life,  should  thus,  on  its  restoration 
to  the  blessings  of  peace,  and  to  the  government  of  its 
legitimate  sovereign,  appear  in  fact  to  be  the  chief 
agent  in  blasting  the  opening  prospects  of  civilization 
which  even  Africa  had  begun  to  present,  and  in  pro- 
longing the  misery  and  barbarism  of  that  vast  continent: 

"  That,  on  the  whole,  we  coqjure  his  Majesty  to  renew 
his  remonstrances,  and  to  render  it  manifest  that  his 
interference  has  not  been  a  matter  of  form,  but  of  se- 
rious and  urgent  duty : 

**  That  this  country  will  at  least  have  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  we  have  been  active  and  unwearied  in 
making  reparation  to  Africa*  for  the  wrongs  with  which 
we  ourselves  were  so  long  chargeable ;  and  we  cannot 
doubt  that  we  s^all  ultimately  be  able  to  congratulate 
his  Majesty  on  the  success  of  his  endeavours,  and  on 
his  having  had  a  principal  share  in  wiping  away  the 
foulest  blot  on  the  character  of  Christendom/'

The  Fifteenth  Report  of  the  EHrectors,  with  the 
Supplementary  Report  which  followed  it,  and 
which  contained  an  abstract  of  the  papers  laid  on 
the  taUe  of  the  House  of  Commons,  in  the  last 
aeasicm  of  Parliament,  on  the  subject  of  the  Slave 
Trade,  exhibited  a  most  afflicting  view  of  «he 
extent  to  whieh  this  trade  was.atiU  carried  on  by 
the  subject  of  several  European  Pdwens^  and  of 
the  nnparmlleled  enormities  which  attended  its 
continuance. 

An  Address  to  his  Majesty,  founded  on  these 
authentic  documents,  was  moved  in  the  House  of 
Lords  by  the  Marqub  of  Lansdowne,  and  in  the 
House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Wilberforce,  im* 
ploring  his  Majesty  to  represent  in  the  most  ur* 
gout  manner,  to  the  difierent  governments  whose 
subjects  were  cngsged  in  this  nefarious  commerce, 
the  necessity  of  their  adoptmg  stronger  and  more 
effectual  measures  of  repression,  in  order  to  dis- 
charge their  plainest  and  most  incumbent  obli* 
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^tions,  and  to  redeem  the  solemn  pledges  tbey 
bad  given  to  this  country  and  to  Europe,  respect- 
ing the  entire  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade*.

' '  It  thcAfce  appears,  that  the  whole  line  of  West- 
ern Africa,  from  the  -river  Senegal  to  Benguela.; 
that  is  to  say,  from  about  the  latitude  of  Ij**  north, 
to  the  latitude  of  about  1 3^  south ;  has  during  that 
pM6A '  swarmed  with  slfelve  ve(S!sels,~-and  that  an 
^ttive  and  increasing  Slave  Trade  has  also  been 
carried  on  upon  the  eastern  shores  of  that  conti- 
nent, particularly  from  the  island  of  Zanzebar.

PORTUGAL. 

In  this  work  of  iniquity  and  devastation^  Por- 
tugal still  takes  a  prominent  part;  Portugal  it 
will  be  reeoUected,  is  the  only  European  power 
that  has  refused  entirely  to  prohibit  lier  subjects 
from  trading  in  slaves.  She  retains  the  guilty  dis- 
tinction of  still  legalising  a  traffic  which  she  ac- 
knowledges, at  the  same  time,  tb  be  a  crime  of  the 
worst  description.  She  efigaged,  it  is  true,,  at  the 
Congress  of  Vienna^  to  limit  her  Slave  Trade  to 
her  awft  possessiensf  south  of  the£quator;  and 
she  heidf  out  a  qualified  expectation,  that  in  the 
year  18&9,  it  should  cease  every  where,  and  for 
ever.  Her  restrictive  stipulations,  however,,  have 
been  attended  with  little  benefit  to  Northorn

Afika,  for  they  have  coatiaued  to  be  most  groady 
and  extensively  violated  by  her  .subjects :   soma 
evm  at  km  :pnb]ic  fimctionaries,  Governors  of 
AfraoaD  Cirfonksi  have  not  scrupled  by  their  own 
pradioe^  openly  to  saaction  die  violation,  and  to 
861  at  oomi^t  the  lawf  thqr  were  bound  to  exeorte. 
'  An  active  Slave  Trade  has  been  unceasiaglj 
canied  oa  between  the  adjoining  continent  apd 
thgjshnda  of  fiissao  and  Cape  de  Verd.    These 
islands  are  used  as  depdts  for  the  slaves  taken 
thither  in  canoes  and  small  vessels,  by  French  and 
other  slave^raders,  with  the  view  of  being  after- 
watds  removed  to  the  Havaanah  or  to  the  French 
West  India  Islands.     But  it  is  to  the  rivers  which 
ran  tnt^  the  Bight  of  Beain,  and  into  that  iOf

At  the  Congress  of  Vienna,  as  has  already 
been  remarked,  Portugal  held  Out  some  hope 
that  ia  1 823  she  would  entirely  abolish  her  Slave 
Trade.  That  hope,  it.  is  greatly  to  be  feared^ 
will  prove  altogether  delusive,  as  no  step  bpp^^tra 
yet  to  have  been  taken  to  realize- it^  and  as  everj^i 
application  to  that  effect,  on  the  (^art  of  Great 
Britain,  has  hitherto  been  eluded' by  the  Portu-< 
goese  Government.  The  chief  contracting  poirer^ 
at  the  Congress  of  Vienna  had  foreseen  the  posr 
sibility  that  some  one  Stat€  might  act  as  Portugal 
haa.done,  and  might  thus  pertinaciousljii  refuse 
totabdish  the  Slam.  Trade  after  it  had  been  pror 
bibited  by  all  other  nations ;  and  .they  declared  <it 
to  be  their  purpose,  in  that  case,  to  exclude  such 
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State  from  all  commercial  intercourse  with  their 
respective  donunions. 

The  crisis,  thus  foreseen  and  provided  for, 
^>pears  to  have  now  arrived;  and,  under  that 
impression,  the  Address  of  Parliament  in  the  last 
Session  prayed  his  Majesty,  that  should  Portagal 
eontmoe  to  set  horself  in  direct  opposition  to  the 
moral  feelings  and  concurrent  wishes  of  the  othei 
powers,  and  thus  to  defeat  the  hopes  of  the  civi- 
lization and  improvement  of  Africa,  he  would  use 
his  inftience  to  induce  those  powers  to  carry  the 
above  purpose  into  effect,  as  it  would  be  an  act  of 
uniJEuthfulness  to  their  own  solemn  and  imperative 
obligations,  if,  in  that  case,  they  were  to  rest  any 
longer  satisfied  as  heretofore  with  mere  entreeities 
and  remonstrances. 

What  has  been  the  result  of  this  representation, 
or  whether  any  such  representation  has  been 
made,  is  unknown  to  the  Directors.  The  revcK 
lotion  which  has  recently  occurred  in  Portugal, 
may  possibly  have  interrupted  the  n^otiataons  on 
tills  subject.  But  it  suggests  also  a  hope,  tiiat 
tiie  Portuguese  Nation,  in  vigoroudy  asserting  its 
own  ri^ts,  will  not  be  forgetfol  of  the  equally 
sacred  ri^ts  of  their  African  Brethren,  and  that 
they  will  allow  the  voice  of  juslace  and  humanity 
to  be  beard  among  them.  Much  may  also  be 
anticipated  from  that  division  of  information  on 
the  subject,  which  the  liberty  of  the  Portuguese

Until  a  ree^nC  period^  the  cocnmonications  be- 
twieen  Our  Government  and  that  of  Spain  con* 
sisted  of  a  suceession  of  unavailing  remoostraaoes 
on  the  part  of  the  former,  met  with  apparent  in- 
tdlfllbrence  on  the  part  of  the  latlen  In  themonlh 
of  April,  18S1,  Spain  appeared  still  so  attached 
to  the  Slave  Trade,  that  not  only  was  a  law  jfor 
itft  more  effectual  repression,  which  had  been  pro* 
posed  by  that  %b\e  and  active  jfrtend  of  bumanityi 
the  Count  de  Torreno,  rejected  by  the  Cortes^  but 
a«i  intimation  was  given  to  his  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment of  their  intending  to  apply  for  two  years* 
farther  extension  of  the  term  fixed  by  treaty  for 
its  abolition.  To  this  intimation  Lord  London* 
derry  replied  in  the  most  peremptory  terma^  that 
bis  Majesty  neither  would  nor  could  lend  himself 
to  such  a  proposition.

In  the 
mootb  of  December  last,  four  French  Slate-shipar 
wen  fitited  by  Lieutenaat  Hagan,  of  his  Majesty's 
ship  Thistle.  They  had  been  visited  a  few 
days  before  by  hia  nuM  Christian  Majesty's  ship 
Le  Huron,  Capitaine  Maaduit  Duplessiis,  fiDtn 
whom  they  appear  to  have  received  ho  disturbance. 

But  it  is  unnecessary  to  occupy  the  time  of  the 
Meeting  with  these  minute  details  respecting  the 
French  SIave*trade  on  the  western  coait  of 
Africa.  The  enormous  extent  to  which  it  is 
carried  will  be  found  fully  attested  by  a  great 
variety  of  documents,  especially  by  the  recent 
communications  of  Sir  Charles  MacCarthy;  of 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Mixed  Commisstda 
Court ;  and  of  different  naval  officers ;  and  above 
all,  by  those  of  $ir  Geoi^  Collier,  the  late  Com- 
modore on  the  African  stetion.  These  communi- 
cations will  be  read  with  a  deep  and  painful  in- 
terest^. 

But  the  ravages  of  the  French  Slave-traders  are 
not  confined  to  the  western  shores  of  that  devoted 
continent.  The  eaiBtem  coast,  and  especially  the 
island  of  Zan2€!h#^C^f  which  a  copious  account 
Was  ^ven  in  th6^iM||*Report),  have  recently  at- 
tracted the  copidftjHMf  these  lawless  adventurers ; 
«nd  an  extensive  tfttffic   has  been  carried  on

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thence  for  the  supply  not  only  of  the  Isle  of 
Bourbon,  but  even  of  the  island  of  Cuba. 

A  vessel/ with  344  Slaves  on  board,  named  Le 
Succ6s,  was  detained  in  April  1821  by  his  Mai- 
jesty's  ship  Menai,  Captain  Moresby,  and  car- 
ried into  the  Isle  of  France,  where,  no  claim  of 
possession  or  property  being  preferred,  she  was 
condemned,  and  the  Slaves  liberated.    ;The  cor- 
respondence and  other  documents' found  on  board 
this  ship,  and  duly  authenticated   by  the  Vice- 
Admiralty  Court,  throw  a  flood  of  light  on  the 
enormities  of  this  traffic  as  it  is  now  carried  on 
by  the  subjects  of  France.     For  particulars,  the 
Directors  must  refer  the  friends  of  the  Institution 
to  the  papers  themselves,  which  are  too  volumi- 
nous to  be  even  abstracted  in  this  pliice:  they 
will  be   found  in   the   Appendix*.     It  will  be 
sufficient  to  mentioa  here  that  this  very  vessel^  Le 
Succ^s,  had  already  made  a  successful  Slave-voyage 
from  Zanzebar  to  the  Isle  of  Bourbon,  where  she 
had  safely  landed  £48  Slaves ;  that  the  Governor, 
M.  Mylius,  having  been  informed  of  the  transac* 
tion,  bad  instituted  judicial  proceedings  against 
her ;  but  that  the  Judges,  whose  office  it  was  to 
try  the  cause,  having  themselves  participated  in 
the  crime  by  purchasing  some  of  her  Slaves,  con* 
curred  in  acquitting  her;  and  that,  encouraged  by

another  cargo  of  Africans,  and  was  returning 
mth  them  to  the  Isle  of  Bourbon,  when  she  was 
detained  by  the  Menai. 

'  Nothing  is  more  worthy  of  notice  in  this  cor- 
respondence, than  the  thorough  hatred  which  the 
Slave-traders  appear  to  have  entertained  for  Go- 
vernor Mylius ;  who  has  since  unfortunately  been 
recalled,  and  whom  they  pay  this  nation  the  com- 
pliment to  accuse  of  ^' Anglomania  and  philan- 
thropy/' merely,  as  it  would  appear,  because  he 
was  determined  conscientiously  to  fulfil  the  duties 
of  1ms  office,  and  was  alive  to  the  calls  of  humanity 
and  justice* 

A  variety  of  other  proofs  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix^  of  the  pertinacity  M'ith  which  the  Slave 
Trade  is  carried  on  under  the  French  flag,  as 
well  as  of- the. impunity  with  which  its  prose- 
cution is  almost  uniformly  attended.  The  Di- 
lectors  would  more  particularly  refer  to  the  letter 
of  M.  Berthier,  a  merchant  of  Nantz,  dated  in 
February  1821,  in  whieh  he  openly  proposes  to 
bis  con*espondent8  a  participation  fn  a  slaving 
adventure;  and  to  the  fact  mentioned  by  the 
Captain  of  • "  Le  Succ^s,"  that  at  one  time 
twenty-four  ships  were  fitting  out  at  that  place  for 
the  prosecution  of  this  odious  commerce*.

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This  state  of  things  may  b^  con^iclered  89 
arising  ip  part  from  a  want  of  duQ  vigilance  in  Uie 
pujblic  fifnctipnaries*.  It  is  mainly^  however^ 
to  be  attributed  to  the  defectiveness  of  the  laws 
abolishiqg  the  Slave  Ttrade ;  cM)d  this  is.  an  evil 
which  it  isjofpossible  not^  tQ  repid  as  chargeable 
tQ  the  account  of  the  Qovernqcient  and,  the  Legisr 
latere. 

Eyen  if  the  penalty  of  cor^ationi  the  o&Iy 
one  which  attaches  to  the  violation  of,  the  French 
Abolition  Laws^  were  more  frequently  enforced 
than  it  is,  it  would  do  little  to  arrest  the  progress 
of  the  Slave  Trade ;  the  rbk  of  capture  and  con? 
demnation  being  so  small  as  to  be  easily  insurable. 
At  present,  the  rate  of  insurance  does  not  exceed 
fifteen  or  twenty  per  cent,,  while  the  fpAns  of  the 
trade  are  proved  to  amount  to  from  90Q  to  400 
per  cent  It  appears  from  the  papers  found  on 
board  *^  Le  Succ^s/'  that  248  Slaves  which  she 
landed  in  the  Isle  of  fiourbon  in  her  first  voyaj;^, 
cost  only  9,943  dollars ;  and  that  the  proceed!  of 
the  sale  of  these  Slaves  amounted  to  99 $564  dol- 
lars. The  344  Slaves  which  she  took  on  boardi 
on  her  second  voyage,  cost  only  10i3I4  ddlars ; 
and  would  have  yielded,  if  sold  at  the  same  rate 
with  the  former  cargo,  upwards  of  40,000  dollars. 
In  like  manner,  the  authentic  prospectus  of  a

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Siarie-voyage  froinHavFe^  inserted  in  the  App^n- 
dix  to  tbe  Report  of  kst  year*,  exhibits  oa  aa 
outfit  of  53,000  francs,  a  net  profit  of  upwards  of 
166,000  francs.  Under  these  circumstances,  andm 
the  present  state  of  the  Frendi  Iwwj  even  if  tbe 
i^vemment  were  teally  desirous  of  suppressing  tbe 
Slave  Trade,  it  is  scarcely  possible  that  it  idioulil 
fait  to  be  carried  on  to  a  great  extent.  Its  gains  ims 
large  and  certain^  and  tbe  risk  attend iqg^ it  is  snali ; 
while  in  the  case  of  a  judkinl  conviction,  followed 
enly  by  con6afcation  of  thi^  property,  no  discredit 
attaches  to  the  ofifender.  which  affects  in  the  sli^ttes^ 
degree  his  standing  and  intimation  in  society. 

The  Directors,  therefore,  feel  fully  persuaded, 
^t  until  the  lliws  of  France  ^all  be  so  £ur  altered, 
as  to  place  tbe  Slave-trader  in  tbe  Hit  of  eriminaia^ 
wfao^  eflfende  is  to  be  visited  with  an  infittnooq 
punishment,  little  hope  can^  be  entertained  of  any 
materiieil  diminution  in  the  exiting  ISliav^  Trade  of 
France.  Without  snch  a  change  in  tbe  law^  oq 
vakie  can  be  attadied  to  the  professions  and  en- 
gagements of  the  &overmiieBt  of  France.  Ita 
good  faith  will  contniu^  to  be  the  subject  of  rsus- 
picbn ;  ^d  its  flag  will  cbntmue  to  be  tbe  cover 
for  the  atrocities  of  its  own  subjects,  and  for  those 
of  the  ruffians  of  every  other  country  who  carry 
pn  this  traffic  of  blood  and  desolation.

The  same  view  of  the  subject  has  happily  been 
adopted  by  the  friends  of  humanity  in  France 
kself ;  and  they  have  loudly  called  for  the  infliction 
of  an  infamous  punishment  on  the  Slave-trader,  as 
a  measure  of  imperious  and  indispensable  necessity, 
both  to  the  ends  of  justice  and  the  vindication  of 
the  national  honour* 

t  In  the  session  of  ISSl,  as  well  as  in  that  of  the 
present  year,  various. important  dbcussions  have 
taken  place  on  this  subject  in  the  legislative  cham- 
bers; and  although  the  French  government  has 
not  yet  been  induced  to  fulfil  its  distinct  and  reite* 
rated  promisei  to  make  the  Abolition  Laws  more 
severe  and  eiBcaciou3;  although,  on  the  contrary, 
it  appears  to  have  become  more  reluctant  than 
ever  to  adopt  the :  measures  required  for  its  re- 
pression ;  yet  good  may  be  expected  to  arise 
from  the  frequent  agitation  of  the  question.  In- 
formation will  in  this  way  be  extensively  disused, 
public  feeling  excited,  and  a  direction  given  to 
public  opinion,  which  cannot  fail  to  produce,  in

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  the  translation 
df  a  speech  delivered  by  M.  Benjamin  Constant, 
in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  on  the  £7th  June, 
1821  *,  which  contains  a  striking  corroboration  of

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Institution  ^,  respecting  the  French  Slave-ship  the 
Rodeur;  and  in  particular  of  that  horrid  fact,  that 
the  39  Slaves,  who  had  been  blinded  by  the  oph- 
thalmia, were  thrown  into  the  sea  and  drowned. 
The  whole  of  this  frightful  transaction  is;  if  pos- 
sible, stiltmore  decisively  authenticated  by  a  letter 
insetted  in  the  French  Journals  by  M.  Guilli^, 
the  editor  of  the  Biblioth^ue  OphtalmologiquCf 
in  which  the  account  first  appeared  f.  The  object 
of  the  letter  is  to  disavow  his  having  had  any  pur- 
pose except  a  scientific  one,  in  narrating  the  tra? 
gical  events  which  took  place  on  board  the  Rodeur ; 
but  in  thus  disavowing  any  improper  motive  fQir 
the  publication,  he  removes  all  doubt  of  the  truth 
of  the  narrative^ 

Some  particulars  of  a  more  recent  debate,  in 
the  same  Chamber,  on  the  5th  of  April  last,  will 
also  be  found  in  the  Appendix ;{:,  and  miight  seem 
to  indicate  an  improvement,  however  slight,  in  the 
public  opinion  on  this  question.  None  of  the 
speaklsrs,  not  even  those  who  were  disposed  to 
deal  most  leniently  with  the  Slave  Trade,  venture, 
to  defend  it,  or  even  to  palliate  its  guilt.  They 
speak  of  it  as  an  infamous  commerce  proscribed 
by  the  laws,  and  as  essentially  immoral  and  uQ'**

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just;  and  yet  it  is  carried  on  with  little^  or  rather 
no,  concealment  or  restraint. 

The  most  important  discussion,  howeveTi  which 
has  occurred  on  this  subject^  was  on  the  S8th  of 
March  last^  in  the  Chamber  of  Peers,  when  the 
Due  de  Broglie  brought  forward  a  motion  for  an 
Address  to  the  Kingi  praying  that  he  would  direct 
more  efficacious  laws  to  be  proposed  for  repressing 
the  Slave  Trade. 

The  motion  was  prefixed  by  a  speech  of  singu« 
lar  excellence,  which  has  since  been  printed,  and 
which  is  distinguished  no  less  by  a  luminous 
exposition  of  the  hc\s  of  the  case,  than  by  the 
force  d  its  arguments,  the  conciliatory  tone  of 
its  observations,  and  the  elevation  of  the  moral 
aentiments  which  pervade  and  animate  it  The 
Directors  anticipate  the  best  effects  from  its 
general  diffusion  throughout  France :  it  may  justly 
be  ranked  among  the  best  of  those  efforts  of  elo- 
quence, which  marlced  the  progress  of  this  sacred 
cause  among  ourselves;  and  they  rejoice  in  having 
it  in  their  power  to  insert  a  translation  of  it  in  the 
Appendix  to  this  Report*. 

The  motion  of  the  Due  de  Brq^e^  they  are 
sorry  to  add,  was  unsuccessful:  but  he  has 
pledged  himself  to  renew  his  efforts  in  the  succeed-

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took  phice,  all  which  the  Directors  have  it  in  their 
power  now  to  do  is  to  announce  the  interesting- 
occurrence,  and  to  refer  the  members  of  the 
liistitution  to  the  Appendix  for  particulars  *. 


DIFfUSIOK  07  INPORKATrOK  IN  FOBEIGN 

COUNTRIES.' 

The  Directors  in  their  last  Report  stated,  that, 
with  the  view  of  promoting  the  universal  Aboli- 
tion of  the  Slave  Trade/  they  had  turned  their 
attention  to  the  diffusion,  in  foreign  countries^  of 
itaformation  respecting  the  real  nature  of  tbat^ 
traffic.  They  will  now  briefly  advert  to  what  has 
been  done  in  this  respect.  A  sketch  of  the  Slave 
Trade,  with  reflections  upon  it,  written  inSpanish, 
by  Mr.  Blanco  White,  contributed  greatly,  in 
1817,  to  the  Treaty  for  the  total  Abolition  of  the 
Spanbh  Slave  Trade;  and  they  have  reason  to 
believe  that  it  has  also  been  instrumental  in  pro- 
ducing the  recent  decree  of  the  Spanish  L^slar 
ture,  for  rendering  that  abolition  more  comfdete. 
' '  The  eflfect  of  this  pamphlet  was  materially  aided 
by  the  zealous  and  enlightened  labours  of  Mr. 
Bowring,  who  has  recently  passed  some  time  in 
Spain. 

His  opportunities  of  intercourse  with  the  Count 
ie  Torreno,  and  with  some  other  leading  members

^  kbe  Ckirte9»  afibrded  him  peculiar  advantages; 
and  bis  pen  wtia  ably  and  efficaciously  employed 
in  awakening  the  attention  of  the  Spanish  public  to 
the  real  nature  of  this  cruel  traffic  The  cause  is 
•deeply  indebted  to  bis  exertions*, 

The  above-mentiooed  tract  of  Mr.  Blanco 
White,  and  also  an  abridgment  of  Mr.  Clarkson's 
History  of  the  Slave  Trade,  bave.beea  translated 
into  Portuguese,  and  widely  circulated. in  Portugi^ 

The  Sifpplemeotary  Report  of  last  year,  and  an 
able  pamphlet,  pr^red  by  Mr»  Clarkson,  exhi^ 
Jiiting  a  succinct  and  striking  view  of  the  abominar 
tionsofthis  commerce,  and  of  its  utter  repugnance 
to  every  principle  of  religion,  humanity,  and  jua- 
tic$,  have  also  been  translated  into  French,  and 
widely  diflfused,  not  only^  in  France,  but  in  the 
Netherlands,  in  ;Spain,  and  in  Portugal.  The 
former  of  these  pamphlets  was  introduced  to  tde 
French  reader  by  an  energetic  preface,  written  fciy 
M«  Larpche,  the  translator,  who  has  laboured  with 
an  honourable  zeal  to  promote  the  cause  of  hu* 
manity.  Copies  of  these  two  publications  havp 
been  put  into  the  hands  of  the  members  of  thp 
Legislative  Assemblies,  and  the  leading  pditicd 
characters  of  the  difierent  countries  named  abov€|>; 
and  the  Directors  hope  that  their  perusal  may  have 
been  attended  with  a  beneficial  effect. 

In  France  especially,  they  have  excited  coo-

could  have  a  right  to  claim  jes^itutiflin .  in  ^he 
Courts  of  the  United  States.  He  even  went  so 
far  as  to  sugge$t,  whether  a  much  broader  prin- 
ciple juight  not  now  be  fiurly  applied ,  to .  cases 
of. Uiis  description,-  whether,  that  is  to  say,  this 
species  of  commerce  ought  not  to  be  regarded  as 
having  altogether  ceased  to  be  juris  g^ntium^  and 
lobe  treated  therefore^  as  .wholly  out  of  .the  pro- 
tection ,of  the  Law  of  Nations*  .     . 

The  pertinacity  with  which  some  of  the  subjects 
of  the  United  States  still  adhered  to  this  infamous 
commerce,  induced  the  American  .L^islature,  as 
wd3  stated  in  the  introduction   tp  tl^e .  Supple-

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meotary  Report  of  lasl  year,  to  go  a  step  beyend^ 
any  other  nation,  even  beyond  Great  Britain  her- 
self, in  its  measures  of  repression.  An  Act  has  been 
passed,  declaring  the  crime  of  Slave«*trading  by 
American  ships,  or  American  subjects,  to  be  piracy, 
and  as  such  affixing  to  it  the  punishment  of  death'*^* . 
•  By  thb  decisive  proceeding,  the  United  Statlesi 
have  probably  done  much  to  check  the* cupidity 
of  such  <tf  their  own  subjects  as  could  not  be. 
restrained  by  feebler  means,  from  the  perpetration 
of  4his  gainful  crime.  Aq  example  has  thus  also 
been  given  toother  Christian  Governments,  which 
Great  Britain,  we  doubt  not,  will  be  the  first  to 
emulate^  and  which  we  may  hope  will  in  no  long 
time  be  followed  byodiers^  until  theid^itity  of  the 
Slave  Trade  with  Piracy,  shall  form  a  patt  of  the 
international  policy  of  tiie  whole  civilized  world.  . 
Another  important  document  has  reached  the 
Directors  from  the  United  States.  It  is  the  Re- 
port of  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, in  the  session  of  1880  and  1821,  relative 
to  the  mutual  exercise  of  the  right  of  search  by 
Great  Britain  and  America,  with  a  view  to  the 
suppression  of  the  Slave  Trade  f*  This  Rq)ort 
contains  a  clear  and  decided  opinion,  in  favour  of 
the  exercise  of  such  a  right;  as  the  only  effectual 
means  of  suppressing  the  Slave  Trade ;  while  it

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demonstrates  that  its  use  involves  no  saoriiioe  of 
national  interest,  nor  any  Gotnpromise  of  national 
honour. 

The  arguments  by  which  this  opinion  is  niain- 
tained,  the  Directors  conceive  to  be  perfectly 
conclusive ;  and,  they  trust,  will  be  available  not 
only  to  the  immediate  end  for  which  they  were 
eioployed,--that  of  inducing  the  American  Oqvem- 
ment  to  agree  to  the  exercise,  with  a  view  to  the 
extinction  of  the  Slave  Trade,  of  a  qualified 
right  of  search,— but  will  serve  also  to  overeome 
the  scruples  which  continue  to  be  felt  in  France 
on  this  subject.  .  .  ^ 

It  seems  impossible  that  France  shoqld  still 
contend  that  the  honoifr  of  her  flag  would  be 
tarnished  by  a  proceeding  to  which  the  gieat 
maritime  states  of  Fnglaod  and  America  submit, 
for  the  sake  of  an  object,  the  ^^  justness  and 
nobleness  of  which,"  to  use  the  language  of  %be 
Ameri<;an  Report,  ^^  are  worthy  of  the  combined 
concern  of  all  Christian  nations." 

A  correspondence  which  followed  on  this  sub^ 
ject  between  Mr.  Stratford  Canning,  our  Ambas- 
sador at  Washington,  and  the  Secretary  of  State 
of  the  American  Government,  the  Directors  are 
sorry  to  add,  manifests  a  strong  repugnance,  on 
the  part  of  that  Government,  to  the  measure  re- 
commended by  the  Committee.  This  sentiment, 
however,  appears  to  be  confined  to  the  Executive; 
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fot,  tioti^ritbstandtng  the  arguments  so  recently 
urjged '  by  the  American  Secretary  of  State,  a 
Report  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States/  pre- 
sehttd  '  darmg  its '  last  sessions,  (that  of  J  88 1  - 
I8<S)^  concurs  entirely  in  the  view  taken  the  year 
blElibre  'by  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
eairil^stly  urges  the  afdoption  of  the  proposed  ex- 
pediedt  of  a  reciprocal  right  of  search,  as  a  mea-* 
^re  fAost  desirable  under  all  the  circumstancet 
of' the  case,  and  which  may 'be  so  guarded  from> 
ilbMeas  to  be  productive  of  little  or  no  inconve- 

'On  the  grounds  so  ably  stated  in  this  Report, 
sC'ReMkilson 'WHS  adopHed,  requesting  the  Presi* 
dent  ^' to' enter  into  stfeb^trrimipementsi  as'he^niay 
deem  suitable  and  proper,  with  one  or  naove -of 
tiie  hmritmie  pow^<'^  Eoi^pe,  for  the:  more 
eflectiiHl  ^  AboIitiM  Mlf^thb'  African  Slave  Trade." 
vFKe  rescrit  of  the'  lillgOciations  which  have  pro* 
iMMy  followed  this^  Resolution  has  dot  yet^  been 
made  known. 

Last  year  the  Directors  gave  an  account  of  the 
progress  of  the  American  Society  for  colonizing 
on  the  coast  of  Africa  the  Free  People  of  Colour  of 
the  United  States,  which  was  accompanied  by 
Tarious  interesting  extracts  from  their  Third 
Report.'     A  xopy  of  their  Fourth  Report  has

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since  been  presented  to  the  Directors ;  and  it 
will  be  found  to  display  the  same  persevering 
spirit  of  benevolence  which  led  to  the  formatioa 
of  their  Institution*.  The  Colonization  Society 
faave^  it  is  true,  experienced  some  severe  disap* 
pointments  in  prosecuting  thrir  undertakbg;  but 
these  have  not  been  greater  than  were  to  be  anti- 
cipated, or  than  have  been  actually  encountered 
and  overcome,  not  only  in  founding  the  colony 
of  Sierra  Leone,  (to  whose  improvement  and 
growing  prosperity  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  tbat 
the  agents  of  the  American  Society  contintie  to 
bear  a  very  favourable  testimonyi)  but  also  in 
founding  some  of  those  very  colomet.  whidi  fiow 
form  the  most  powerful  members  of  tteir  own 
gigantic  Union. 

The  Directors  earnestly  hope  that  neither  the 
disasters  which  have  hitherto  occurred,  nor  the 
farther  difficulties  which  may  yet  be  experienced, 
will  damp  the  ardour  of  this  excellent  Associa- 
tion ;  being  confident  that  in  the  end  Africa  will 
reap  a  rich  harvest  of  blessings  from  its  philan- 
thropic and  Christian  labours. 

SIEREA   LEONE. 

The  Directors  have  not  yet  received  the  usual 
Annual  Statistical  Report  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra

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Leone.  But  should  tb6y  arrive  before  tbe 
Repert^  has  patoed  tbrou^  tbe  press,  they  will 
appear  in  die  Ai^ndix.  It  will  be  seen,  how- 
eter,  by  a  commumcation  from  Sir  Charles 
MaeCartby  to  Earl  Bathurst,  dated  in  January 
last,  that  be  had  been  employed  since  his  return 
to  the  Colony  in  visiting  the  different  towns  and 
villa^  in  the  Peninsula ;  that  he  had  found  the 
people  faappy,  contented,  and  industrious;  that 
cnltiTation  had  continued  to  advance  during  his 
absence,  and  morals  and  reli^on  to  improve  ; 
and,  in  short,  that  all  its  interests  were  in  a  state 
of  satisfiEictory  progression  *. 

Some  farther  important  information  respecting 
Sierra  Leone  will  be  found  in  the  same  Appendix, 
which  has  been  obtained  partly  from  the  commu- 
nications of  American  naval  officers  to  their  own 
Government ;  partly  from  the  statements  of  the 
American  Colonization  Society ;  and  partly  from 
tii6  Report  of  that  meritorious  officer.  Sir  George 
Collier.  Information  has  also  been  drawn  from 
other  sources,  and  chiefly  from  the  Reports  of  the 
Church  Missionary  Society,  whose  Christian  la- 
bours in  Sierra  Leone,  as  they  are,  beyond  all 
praise,  so  they  have  been  crowned  with  a  success 
Which  has  exceeded  all  expectation  f . 

Sir  George  Collier's  Report  also  contains  some

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important  suggestions  jespecUDg  the  means,  whicil 
may  be  employed  by  Great'  Britain  for  more 
effectually  suppressing  the  Contraband  Slave 
Trade;  to  which  the  Directors  are^  anxious  ta 
give  all  the  publicity  in  tbeii:  power,  and  which 
they  trust  will  undergo  the  careftil  consideration 
of  his  Majesty's  Government  • 

The  Directors  are  anxious  to  Uike  this  oppor- 
tunity! of  expressing  their  grateful  sense  of  the 
services  rendered  to  Africa  by  Sir  George  Collfer, 
and  by  the  different  naval  officers  who  have  acted 
under  him.  That  gallant  officer  has  peculiarly 
entitled  himself  to  the  cordial  esteem  and  grati- 
tude of  this  Institution,  and  of  every  friend  of 
Africa,  by  the  zeal,  intelligence,  and  humanity; 
which  he  has  displayed  throughout  the  whole 
period  of  his  arduoqs  command  on  the  coast.

In  the  last  Report,  it  was  stated  that  the  Forts 
held  by  jdie  African  Comptoy  on  the  Gold  Coast 
were  about  to  be  tjansferred  from  their  manager, 
ment  to  that  of  his  Majesty's  Government.  The,

led  by  their  past  experience  to  anticipate  a  happy 
progress  in  improvement  and  civilization,  from 
the  zeal,  activity,  and  benevolence,  \6{  this  gallant 
officer.  -  ; 

The  Directors  have  not  ascertained  that  any 
decisive  measures  have,  yet  been  taken  for 
preventing  the  subjects  of  France  from  carrying 
on  the  Slave  Trade  in  the  river  Gambia,  by  means 
of  their  occupation  of  the  Factory  of  Albreda» 
It  will  be  seen  in  some  of  the  communicationa 
from  Africa,  inserted  in  the  Af^ndix,  that  that 
place,  to  which,  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
existing  treaties,  France  appears  to  have  no  just, 
title,  is  still  made  use  pf  by  her  subjects  to  disturb 
the.  tranquillity,  and  impede  the  improvement,  of 
that  noble  river ;  from  which,  but  for  their  inter- 
vention, the  Slave  Trade  would  long  since  have 
been  wholly  excluded^ 

AlAJIAOASCAB. 

A  hope  was  expressed,  in  the  last  Report,  that 
Governor  Farquhar  would  succeed  in  making  ar- 
rangements with  Radama,  King  of  Madagascar, 
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fo#  IKGrtting  an  end  lo  tbe  Slave  Trade^  ^bidi  had 
w  loflg  watted  that  £iie  aad  fertile  island.  TfaiB 
hope  has  been  realized.  The  terms  ef  the  treaty 
wUcb  has  been  cooduded,  and  the  gratifying 
drcuoistances  atteadii^  it,  wiU  be  found  detailed 
in  the  Appendix  * ;  where  it  will  also  be  seen  with 
aeitisiaction,  that  the  treaty  bad  faitlierto  been 
maintained  inviolate  and  that  every  attempt  tq 
elude  its  beneficed  provisions  had  been,  defeated. . 
One  of  the  conditions  of  this  treaty  was,  that 
twen^  Madagascar  youths  should  be  taken  under 
the  care  of  tbe  British  Government ;  and  that  tea 
of  tbem  should  be  placed  at  the  Isle  of  France^ 
there  to  acquire  the  knowledge  of  certain  useful 
arts,  and  that  Uie  other  ten  should  be  sent  to 
England  for  tbe  same  purpose.  This  condition  has 
been  fulfilled :  ten  youths  are  now  in. a  course  of 
instruction  at  the  Isle  of  France ;  and  nine  others,. 
accompanied  by  Prince  Bataffe,  a  near  relation  of 
King  Radama^  came  to  En^and  about  a  yecur 
agOi  Prince  Rataflfe,  after  spending  a  few  months 
in  tbk  country,  returned  to  Madagascar,  leaving 
his  companions  to  pursue  their  education.  Soon 
after  bis  arrival  in  England,  a  deputation  of  tbe 
Directors  waited  upon  him  to  express  tbe  gratifi- 
cation they  bad  derived  fh)m  the  measures  adopted 
by  the  King  of  Madagascar  for  the  Abolition  of

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the  Siftfe  TmAe;  and  their  rmdweM  ta  aid,  by 
every  mems  m  tiieir  power,  his^  plans  for  the  im- 
pforement  of  Ms  oountry. 
/  The  Diie<iton»  eoDtensplate  with,  great  satisCacp 
tioD,  the  opeDing  prospect  of  benefit  to  this  iDter- 
esting  part  oi  the  worl^  from  the  beoevoleat  eiuer- 
tioiis  of  GoTeroor  Farqobar.  They  aoxiously 
hope  that  tbeie  prospects  may  not  be  darkened  by 
the  plan  recently  adopted  by  the  JPrench  govern- 
ment, of  colonizing  the  island  of  St  Marie,  situ- 
ated close  to  the  eastern  shores  of  Madagascai; 
That  government  has  professed  the  iatentioa  of 
foonding  thb  n^  colony  on  the  same  principles 
which  gave  birth  to  the  establishment  of  Sierra 
Leone.  A  circumstance,  however,  has  occurred 
to  excite  the  apprehensions  of  ^ the  Directors,  re- 
jspectmg  the  practieal  efl^t  of  this  plan^  The 
transport  (a  hrge  'vessel  of  ISOO  tons  burthen) 
which  was  employed  to  carry  out  a  governor  and 
aetders,  with  stores  and  provisions,  for  this  pro- 
jected cblony,  is  stated  to  have  called  at  Senegal 
and  Goree*.  It  is  further  stated,  that  there 
the  Governor  presented  an  order  from  the 
Afinister  of  the  Marine  in  France,  to  the  Local 
Government,  to  permit  him  to  purchase  eighty 
Slaves,  and  remove  them  to  St  Marie ;  that  this 
permission  was  given;  but  that  as  he  refused  to

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purchase  any  but  men  of  a  certain  height  and  age; 
it  was  found  difficult  to  procure  them,  and  it  be- 
came necessary  to  oflTer  for  them  nearly  four  times 
the  usual  price.  The  temptation  of  this  high  price, 
is  said  to  have  led  various  persons  to  sell^  and 
force  on  board,  some  of  their  domestic  servants^ 
long  domiciled  in  the  settlement  Of  the  cruelty 
of  this  proceeding,  if  it  be  correctly  reported,  it 
is  imrpossible  to  speak  in  too  strong '  terms.  An 
establishment  commencing  with  such  a  violation 
of  every  principle  of  humanity,  does-  not  hold  out 
a  very  flattering  promise '  of  good  to  the  Negro

Governor  Farquhar  appears  to  have  exerted 
himself  with  great  zeal,  in  endeavouring  to  sup- 
press the  Slave  Trade  within  the  limits  of  his  own 
government ;  and  the  measures  he  has  adopted, 
the  Directors  trust  will  prove  efiectual  *.

At  the  time  that  the  Board  was  engaged,  during 
the  last  year,  in  a  correspondence  with  the  Court

BOUNTY    ON   SLAVES. 

Another  important  suggestion  mentioned  at  the 
last  meeting,  that  of  granting  bounties  to  the  cap- 
tors of  Slaves,  taken  and  condemned  under  the 
treaties  with  Spain,  Portugal,  and  the  Nether- 
lands, has  also  been  carried  into  effect. 

An  Act  was  passed  in  the  last  session  of  Par- 
liament, giving  to  the  captors  a  moiety  of  his 
Majesty's  share  of  the  pri^e,  and  a  bounty  of  10/. 
per  head,  on  all  Slaves  that  have  been,  or  may  be 
liberated  under  those  treaties,  and  granting  also 
the  same  bounties  in  some  other  cases,  not  pre- 
viously provided  for  by  Act  of  Parliament.  The 
statute  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix*. 

REGISTRATION  OF  SLAVES. 

The  Directors  have' learnt  that,  in  some  of  the 
West-Indian  Colonies,  the  Acts  for  registering  the 
Slaves  have  undergone  some  amendments;  whether 
to  the  extent  which  is  necessary  to  render  them

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effeotwl^tboy  huve  bad  as  yet  no  means  ofascei^ 
tainiog.  ,  They  hope,  however,  that  any  aher- 
ations  .whicb  may  have. been  made  will  be  speedily 
^communicated  to  Parliament  In  the  mean  tim^ 
ibey  are  sorry  to  understand  that  the  Legislature 
oi,  Ji^maica  has  made  no  change  in  the  RegiAra- 
.lion  Act  of  that  island ;  although,  in  the  Report 
upon  the  West^Iodian  Registry  Bills,  made  to  the 
lileard  by  a  Committee  in  18S0,  it  was  shewn 
tp*  be  peculiarly  defective  and  inefficient.  They 
regret  this  deficiency  the  more  because,  whether 
4hey  regard  the  extent  of  the  coasts  of  that  island, 
its  yicinity  to  Cuba,  or  the  magnitude  of  its  po- 
pulation, Jamaica  is  the  very  colony  in  which, 
above  all  others,  it  is  important  that  an  effective 
jegistry  should  be  established.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, they  cannot  conceal  their  concern, 
that  when  an  important  change  is  about  to  take 
place  in  the  Navigation  Laws  of  this  country,  as 
they  affect  the  in^rcourse  of  the  West-Indian 
Colonies  with  foreign  nations,  it  should  not  have 
been  made  a  substantive  part  of  the  measure  that 
a  Register  Act, — not  a  nominal  and  delusive,  but 
an  efficient  and  operative.  Register  Act, — should  be 
adopted  by  every  colony  to  which  the  proposed 
boon  is  extended.  While  the  sugars  of  the  West 
Indies*  are  protected  in  their  monopoly  of  the 
home  market  by  a  high  duty,  not  merely  on 
£preign  sug^s,  but  on  the  sugars  grown  in  our  own 
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fto^Iodtan  pOMs^la^,^^-llAiii  giviog  a  dMMM 
md  cxetesite  pr6fiiWti«ft  to  tbe  pfodace  of  culli>- 
tatioid  by  Blairci  labiral*,  ot&r,  that  by  ftte  ktbocrr.^^ 
(he  lebM  that  cotild  be  derired  seeined  to  be,  thM 
fed  ttedtis  ^uld  hkft  been  omitted  of  efl^ 
tuaHy  preveAth^g  both  the  clandestme  mtrodnctioil 
of  Staves  into  our  own  edooies,  and  their  daodes* 
lihle  reiitoip^  to  the  more  productive  ^eolonies  jdf 
fbreigd  nations,  at^eoi^ding  as  temptati6ns  to  the 
pHe  or  the  tftber  course  fnight  arise  out  of  th0 
train  of  events. 

No  less  do  they  regret  the  tistrdy  progress  of 
geiieral  iftiprovement  in  the  state  of  colonial  bon^- 
dajge.  Fifteen  years  hate  elapMd  since  the  AbOi- 
lition  of  Vtie  Slave  Trade  was  enacted  by  the 
British  Parliament.  But  during  that  long  period 
no  effective  measures  haVe  been  adopted  either  by 
the'Iniperial  Legislature^  or  by  the  Colonial  As^ 
semblies,  for  ameliorating  the  condition  of  the 
Slave,  Of  paving  tbe  Way  to  his  future  eibatici'- 
Ipation.  In  many  of  tbe  colonies,  voluntary  menu«- 
missions  by  the  master  still  continue  to  be  loaded 
with  heavy  imposts  ;  and  this  cruel  tax  upon  pri* 
vate  benevolence  prevails  even  in  colonies  where 
the  Crown  is  the  sole  legislator.  In  all,  thti 
Slave  continues  absolutely  inadmissible  as  a  wit^* 
ness  in  any  cause,  whether  civil  or  criminal, 
which  concerns  persons  of  free  condition;  and 
even  in  questions  affecting  his  own  personal  ft^e^ 


doiD|  and  that  of  bis  posterity  for  ever,  the  onm 
still  rests  on  him  to  prove  that  be  is  free,  and  not, 
lis  IB  mil  justice  it  ^o^t  to  do,  upon  tbe  person 
Asoying  bb  iVeedom  to  fM'Ove  tbat  be  is  a  slave; 
III  nrae  is  tbe  ndarriage  of  the  Slave  n)ad#  l^l,  of 
larded  by  any  legal  sanctions ;  and,  with  partial 
exceptions,  bis  instroction  in  Cbristianity  is  left  to 
tbe  ibrtoitous  efibrts  of  voluntary  missionaries* 
These  are  some  of  tbe  opprobrious  circumstaqcet 
Which  continue  to  attach  with  undiminished  force  to 
tnir  Colonial  System,  and  for  which  it  is  dearly  th^ 
duty  of  this  country  to  provide  a  remedy.  Thp 
obligation  to  perform  this  duty  was  distincdjr 
netognised,  both  by  Parliament  and  i>y  Goverur 
tpent,  in  Ae  year  1816.  The  Coloqists  were  then 
explicitly  told,  that  unless  they  would  carry  into 
^tkct  tbe  measures  which  were  required  **  to  pro- 
mote the  moral  and  religious  improvement,  as  well 
as  the  comfort  and  happiness,  of  the  Negroes*,*^ 
Parliament  would  deem  itself  bound  to  undertake 
the  task. 

But,  notwithstanding  this  public  declaration, 
nothing  effective,  tbe  Directors  repeat  it,  has  yet 
been  done,  either  by  the  West-Indian  Legislatures 
or  by  the  British  Parliament,  with  a  view  to  ame^ 
liorate  the  condition  of  Colonial  Slavery,  or  to  pro«. 
mote  its  gradual  and  final  extinction.

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The  Directors  have  now  laid  before  the  Meeting 
a  brief  review  of  the  principal  transactions  of  the 
pre^ding  year.  The  recital,  they  conceive,  will 
produce  upon  it  the;  impression  which  their  own 
minds  have  received,  that  while,  on  the  one  hand| 
there  is  no  reason  for  despondency  concerning  the 
grand  cause  which  it  is  the  object  of  ..their. Insti- 
tution to  promote,  the  final  and  entire  Abolition 
of  the  Slave  Trade ;  so,  on  the  other,  there  is 
a  loud  and  urgent  call  on  all  the  friends  of  that; 
measure  for  renewed  and  increased  exertions.  , 
..  The  grand  instrument  on  which,  under  the  bless- 
ing  of  Providence,  they  must  rely,  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  their  purpose,  is  public  opinion.      .  , 

In  this  country,  few  persons  of  common  inforr 
mation  are  ignorant  of  the  nature  and  effects  of 
the  Slave  Trade;  but  in  foreign  countries  the 
case  is  very  different.  There,  many,  who  may  be 
termed  well-informed  people,  are  under  the  great- 
est misconception  on  those  points;  and  hence 
they  become  the  dupes  of  those,  among  us  ex« 
ploded,  falsehoods  by  which  this  cruel  traffic  was 
so  long  excused  and  even  justified. 

Jt  must  be  our  business,  by  industriously  circu- 
lating  publications  of  various  sorts  throughout  thQ 
Continent  of  Europe,  to  sweep  away  these  wretched 
fallacies,  and  to  describe  the  trade  in  its  true  char 
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meter  as  a  compound  of  all  that  is  unjust  ftnd 

cruel. 

fiut  if  at  home  there  is  not  the  same  necessity 
for  enlightening  the  understandings  of  our  coun* 
trymen,  we  have  but  too  much  reason  to  believe 
that  there  is   no   small   cause  for  exertions  of 
another   sort.    This  is  a  case,   at  least  in  this 
country,  in  which  we  have  more  to  dread  from 
indifference  than  from  opposition ;  and  we  must 
all  exert  our  utmost  energies  for  the  purpose  of 
enforcing  on  the  public   mind,    throughout    all 
classes  of  the  British  Empire,  the  important  and 
urgent  duty  of  contributing  liberally  towards  the 
raiding  of  those  funds  which  will  be  indispensably 
required  for  diffusing  the  necessary  information  in 
foreign  countries.   This,  indeed,  is  a  duty  to  which 
we  are  bound,  not  merely  by  the  ordinary  motive  of 
Christian  benevolence,  but  by  the  clear  and  posi- 
tive obligations  of  Christian  reparation.  .  For  cen- 
turies, we  were  foremost  in  carrying  on  this  guilty 
traffic.     Other  nations  may  plead  that  they  are  but 
treading  in  our  steps,  and  committing  a  crime,  into 
which  they  were  seduced  by  our  example.     If  we 
have  been  chief  in  the  guilt,  let  us  be  as  promi- 
nent in  our  repentance.     If  ours  have  been,  most 
largely,  the  pro6ts,  let  our  liberality  be  propor- 
tionate ;  for  the  sincerity  of  that  repentance  may 
justly  be  suspected,  which  satisfies  itself  merely  with 
acknowled^g  its  fault,  but  does  not  endeavour  to

CouDt  Neveri  alas !  can  we  make  to  Africa  wcky 
thipg  )ike  9»  adequate  qOippep^ation ;  but  let  us 
at  least;  do  all  we  can,  tbougb  with  a  tardy  yel 
with  a  liberal  beneficeDQe^  to  cbeck  the  progress  of 
|bat  wasteful  destruction  which,  in  all  the  varied 
Ipnps  of  bumaa  suffering,  is  desolating  tlie  African 
CoD^nent ;  and,  by  reioQving  the  barrier  which 
hitherto  has  obstructed  the  entrance  of  religious 
Ugh^and  of  nioral  and  social  improvement,  taopea 
a  way  fpr  their  admission  into  those  benighted 
i^i^ns. 

To  thesia  exertions  the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone 
luroishes  a  strong  encouragement;  for,  from  the 
lestimony  of  numerous  and  impartial  witnesses,  it 
appears  that  the  poor  imieistructed  native  who 
were  rescued  from  the  holds  of  Slave-ships,  and 
planted  in  that  land  of  light  and  truth  and  liberty, 
are  promptly  and  ao^ply  rewarding  the  benevolent 
labours  of  th^ir  instructors^-^and  in  the  enjoyment 
of  the  blessings  of  a  British  Constitution  both  in 
Church  and  State,  tiansplanted  for  the  first  time 
into  the  soil  and  elimate  of  Africai  are,  from  the 
root  of  Christian  principle,  bringing  forth  the 
lilessed  fruits  of  honest  industry,  and  of  social  and 
domestic  comfort.  For  the  trial  and  success  of 
tbw  grand  experiment  on  huiBan  nature,  as  it  may 
be  trirfy  termed,  manJ^LQd  we  greatly  indebted  to 
tJbe  dU^TOPPi^i  and  Cbristian  benevolence  of  the 
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Church  Missionary  Society.  The  sums  they  have 
expended  have  been  considerable;  but  large  and 
delightful  has  been  their  reward.  It  may  be 
boldly  declared,  that,  perhaps  with  the  single  ex- 
ception of  the  Moravian  Converts,  never  before 
did  any  new  colony  manifest,  in  any  thing  like  an 
equal  degree,  the  happy  influence  of  Christian 
principle,  in  civilizing  and  improving  the  rude 
and  uninstructed,  and  in  imparting  to  them  the 
multiplied  enjoyments  of  civil  and  social  life. 

How  different,  or  rather  how  op|K>site,  in  all 
particulars,  is  the  scene  exhibited  to  the  world  in 
all  the  provinces  of  Africa  that  are  under  the  do* 
minion  of  the  crown  of  France !  While  we  cannot 
but  feel  confident,  that  what  has  been  accomplished 
at  Sierra  Leone  will  have  the  effect  of  vindicating  the 
much  injured  natives  of  Africa,  from  those  imputa- 
tions of  inferiority  to  the  rest  of  the  species  which 
have  been  so  unjustly  cast  on  them,  we  cannot  also 
but  indulge  the  hope,  that,  if  our  neighbours  of 
France  will  not  be  influenced  by  a  higher  motive, 
we  shall  surely  shame  them  out  of  holding  fprth 
such  a  humiliating  and  dbgraceful  contrast  to  the 
example  of  this  country,  as  will  be  afforded  by 
their  still  continuing  to  diffuse  desolation  and 
misery  throughout  that  unhappy  land. 

But  a  daim,  a  strong  and  unquestionable  claim^ 
results  hence  on  Great  Britain  also.  Let  it  be  re- 
meo^bered,  that  the  countries  in  Africa,  now  sub- 
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jected  to  the  French  dominion^  were  restored  to 
them  by  us  at  the  peace  of  Paris ;  and  how  can 
we  acquit  oursdves  of  the  crime  of  having  made 
the  restitution^  without  some  ^ectual  security  for 
continuing,  to  the  natives,  the  enjoyment  of  the 
blessings  which  they  had  possessed  while  in  our 
bands,  or  at  least  an  exemption  from  the  miseries 
they  are  now  enduring  by  the  revival  of  the.  Slave 
Trade?     Honest  industry,  and  a  bloodless  coia- 
nierce,  had  taken  the  place  of  fraud  and  cjlepre- 
dation,  whil^  civil  and  social  improvement  were 
ttdvancing  with  rapid  steps.    If  these  blessings 
have  been  lost  to  the  unhappy  natives  through  our 
improvidence,  and  if  all,  on  the  contrary,  is  now 
one  wretched  scene  of  guilt  and  misery ;  surely  a 
strong  and  additional  incentive  is  supplied  to  us 
for  using  our  utmost  efforts, — not,  alas !  to  undo 
the  mischief  that  has  been  done,  for  that  is  impos- 
.sible,  but  to  produce  in  our  neighboufis  of  France 
a  dispteition  to  imitate  our  iexample,  not4>nly  in 
bur  crime,  but  in  our  repentance.     It  has  been 
-reserved  for  the  present  age  to  verify,  if  not  to 
discover,  the  important  fact,  that  the  small  tontri- 
.but ions  of  the  many  are  more  productive  thaAflChe 
larger  donations  of  the  few ;  and  we  cannot  but 
hope  that  the  bulk  of  our  population  will  join 
with  the  more  affluent,  in  paying  back  a  part  of 
that  heavy  arrear  which,  on   grounds  of  strict 
justice,  the  natives  of  Africa,  powerfully,  though 
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9tleQtly^'claifi»  at  oar  hands.  All,  especially,  whp 
ttffe  iaterested  for  the  progress  of  Cbristiaoi^ 
most  leal  Ifae  force  of  this  q)peal.  The  anarchy, 
and  the  consequent  insecurity  of  person  and  pror 
peity,  that  are  the  snre  results  of  the  Slave  Trad^ 
effectually  prevent  the  entrance  of  Christian  light 
into  the  benighted  regions  in  which  it  prevaila. 
The  dove  can  find  no  rest  for  the  sole  of  its  foot, 
in  that  field  of  blood  and  desolation. 

Of  diis  melancholy  fiict,  so  far  as  it  regards  the 
coast  of  Africa,  the  occurrences  of  the  last  ten 
years,  have  afibrded  unquestionable  proofs  During 
4be  later  periods  of  the  war,  when  this  country 
"exercised  the  right  of  search  upon  all  suspected 
vessels,  the  Slave  Trade  had  nearly  ceased  on  a 
great  part  of  the  coast.  The  native  chiefs,  np 
longer  tempted  by  the  prospect  of  immediate  gain 
:to  the  prosecution  of  that  atrocious  commerce, 
began  to  turn  their  minds  to  more  civilized  and 
peaceful  pursuits :  a  guiltless  intercourse  was  coo^ 
menced  between  n^hbouring  districts ; ,  the  fields 
were  in  a  state  of  progressive  cultivation,  and 
scarcely  could  the  Chrbtian  teacher  visit  any 
country  within  a  moderate  distance  from  Sierra 
Leone,  but  he  was  readily  permitted  to  establisfi 
a  school,  and  met  with  willing  and  attentive  hear;- 
ers.  Had  the  check  thus  put  to  the  Slave  Trade 
been  continued  to  this  day,  there  is  reason  to  be- 
Ueve,  that  not  only  would  dvilisation  and  the 
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peacefal  arts  Imve  gradaaily  extended  their  ifi- 
fluence,  but  that^  in  every  point  which  respect! 
moral  and  religious  improvement,  the  benighted 
districts,  upon  which  the  li^t  of  religious  truth 
was  then  beginning  to  shine,  would  by  this  time 
have  borne  no  very  unfttvourable  comparison  with 
Sierra  Leone  itself.  ' 

But  with  the  restoration  of  maritime  peace 
terminated  the  right  of  search,  and  commenced  a 
revival  of  the  Slave  Trade.  The  first  reappearance 
of  Slave-ships  operated  like  a  moral  blast  «ipoii 
the  population.  The  chiefs,  not  yet  iecovered 
from  their  semi-barbarous  state,  were  easily  led  to 
return  to  their  ancient  habits.  The  temptation  of 
immediate  gain  naturally  outweighed,  with  such 
persons,  any  distant  prospective  advantages  from 
aj^colture  and  legitimate  commerce  :  and  the 
Christian  teacher,  an  object  of  instinctive  hatred 
to  the  Slave-trader,  andj^  through  his  represen- 
tations, of  suspicion  to  the  chief,  was  constrained 
to  abandon  all  his  fair  prospects  of  usefulness,  and, 
shaking  off  the  dust  from  hb  feet,  to  meastte  bacl^  . 
bis  sorrowful  way  to  Sierra  Leone. 

To  that  place  and  its  immediaite  dependencieff, 
the  blessings  of  civilization  and  rcfligion  are  now, 
as  it  respects  Western  Africa,  almost  exclmiveiy 
confined  ;  and  till  Europe  shall  fanave  honei^tly  4ind 
effectually  executed  the  sentence  so  long^  ago 
passed  on  the  Slave  Trifde/  there  is^no^bope  tbar 
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tb^'can  JBournh  to  any  material  extent  beyond 
those  limibs.  .       , 

'Whence  then  does  it  arise^  that  the  supporters 
of  Christian  Missions  in  Africa  are  so  insensible 
to  this  vieve  of  the  subject  ?  The  difficulties  which 
'they  meet  with,  in  diffusing  Christian  tniith.on 
that  continent;  ai^  dot  to  be  traced  to  the  ignp- 
rahc6  of  the  people,  to  their  prejtidicesi  their 
'superstitions^  their  incapacity  for  instruction  :  the 
radical  evit  is  the  Slave  Trade;  and  the  only  prac- 
ticable mode  of  putting  ah  end  to  this  accursed 
traffic,  and  opening-  a  fistir  field  for  the  spirit  of 
Christiati  enterprize,  is  by  heartily:  and  liberally 
Ibupporting-  tlie  efforts  of  the  African  Institution 
to  effect  its  entire  and  universal  Abolition.  .  Thiej 
will  thiis  be  pursuing  the  most  direct  mod^.to 
the  attainment  of  their  great  object,  the  pro- 
pagation of  Christianity.  So  long  as  this  traffic 
continues,  it  raises  against'  them  a  barrier  which 
they  cannot  pass.  Should  those  who  profess  to 
be- earnest  for  the  moral  and .  religious  improve- 
'nsefnt  of  the  African  race,  continue  so  backward 
in  lending  their  aid  *  to  that  Society  which  alone 
labours 'for  the  annihilation  of  this  guilty  trade; 
and  should  the  dealer  in  human  blood,  through  their 
supineness,  be  still  left  to  ravage  that  de9olated 
contitient, 'will  not  ihefir  resfxinsibility  be  great? 
And,  after  generations  shall  have  passed  away, 
what  progress  can  they  reasonably  hope  will  have 
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been  made  in  the  noble  work  wbijch  they  are  $o 
xealous  to  promote,  that  of  diffusing  the  blessiogji 
of  ChriBtianity  among  the  degraded  population  of 
Africa?  The  claim  of  this  Institution  upon  their 
assistance  seems,  therefore,  irresistible. 

.  It  is  a  deep  conviction  that  greatly  augmented 
fiinds  will  be  indispensable  to  the  new  and  multi^ 
plied  exertions  which  are  called  for,  that  has 
made  the  African  Institution  adopt,  for  die  first 
time,  the  plan  pursued  by  so  many  other  public 
societies  for  beneficent  purposes,  of  havmg  a  more 
public  meetmg  than  heretofore,  instead  of  coo- 
fining  its  invitations  to  its  own  Subscribers^. 

The  Directors  are  persuaded  tha^  had  it  been 
understood  that  the  Institution  needed  pectiniary 
support,  it  would  not  have  been  withheld;  but 
It  was  probably  supposed  that  the  Slave  Trade 
was  already  abolbhed,  and  therefore  that  to  sub- 
scribe to  this  Institution  would  be  to  misapply 
funds  which  were  more  urgently  needed  for  other 
purposes  of  charity.  But  when  it  shall  be  generally 
known  that  benevdence^  gratitude,  and  the  duty 
of  making  reparation  for  injuries  which  we  our- 
selves have  committed,  concur  in  enforcing  on  the 
people  of  this  country  the  obligation  of  contri- 
buting to  its  funds,  the  Directors  cannot  but 
indulge  a  sanguine  hope  that  those  contributions

Resolved,  nemine  contradkeate — 

THAT  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  his  Majestj, 
representiBg  to  his  Miyestj,  That  in  the  various  documents 
relative  to  the  Slave  Trade,  which  by  his  Majesty's  cpmrnand 
have  been  laid  before  the  House,  we  find  a  renewed  and  most 
gratifying  proof  of  the  persevering  solicitude  with  which  his 
Majesty's  Government  has  laboured  to  meet  the  wishes  of 
this  House,  and  of  the  Natioa  at  large,  by  effecting  the  entire 
and  univowal  Abolition  of  that  guilty  traffic : — That  we  learn 
from  them,  however,  with  the  deepest  regret,  that  his  Majesty's 
unwearied  efforts  to  induce  various  powers  to  carry  into 
complete  effect  their  own  solemn  engagements  have  not  been 
more  successf^il: 

That,  notwithstanding  the  deliberate  denunciation  by  which 
the  Slaive  Trade  was  branded  with  infamy  at  the  Congress  of 
Vienna,  as  a  crime  of  the  deepest  dye;  and  notwithstanding  the 
solemn  determination  there  eiqiressed  by  all  the  great  powem 
of  Europe,  to  put  an  end  to  so  enormous  an  evM;  neverthe* 
less,  this  trade  is  sttU  carried  on,  to  an  extent  scarcely 
ever  before  surpassed,  by  the  suk^i^cts,  and  even  under  the 
flags,  of  some  of  the  very  powers  whidi  were  parties  to  those 
^cdarations.  A  dispatdi  oC:a  iMMre  encouraging  tenonr, 
from  hia  Majeity's  Cammimtonrr  and  the  chief  Criminal 
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Judge  at  Sierra  Leone,  has  indeed  been  vtrj  recently  com- 
municated to  tbb  House ;  but  we  have  too  much  reason  to 
fear  that  the  hopes  expressed  in  that  communication  are  fitur 
too  sanguine,  and  even  the  papers  already  in  our  possession 
contain  intelligence  of  a  most  painfully  opposite  nature  : 

That  the  trade,  faithful  to  its  malignant  character,  ia 
still  productive  of  the  same  destructive  effects  as  heretofore : 
nay,  though  in  the  conduct  of  this  detested  traffic,  every 
form  of  inhumanity  might  be  supposed  to  have  been  already 
exhausted,  yet  that  of  late  it  has  been  attended  with  un- 
precedented enormities : 

That  we  lament  deeply  our  not  having  experienced  the 
cordial  co-operation  whith  we  might,  on  every  ground,  have 
so  reasonably  expected  from  the  Court  of  the  Netherlands. 
We  have  witnessed,  however,  with  great  satisfaction,  the 
strenuous  and  able  exertions  with  which  the  King's  Minister 
at  that  Court  has  followed  up  the  instructions  of  his  Majesty's 
Government,  in  contending  for  the  just  construction  of  our 
treaties  with  that  power ;  and  we  cannot  but  hope  that  that 
commercial  nation  will  feel  the  duty  and  necessity  of  adopting 
a  policy  more  consonant  at  once  to  the  principles  of  justice 
and  humanity,  and  to  the  dearest  obligations  of  good  faith 
towards  her  most  ancient  and  steady  ally : 

That  we  have  seen  with  extreme  regret  the  Slave  Trade 
carried  on  of  late  years  by  Spain,  to  an  extent  before  unparal- 
leled ;  and  also,  that  the  l6cal  government  of  the  Havannah 
has  shewn  an  evident  indisposition  to  employ  the  means 
recently  stipulated  for  its  repression ;  but  theiime  having  at 
length  arrived  when  Spain  solemnly  engaged  that  all  Spanish 
Slave-trade  should  cease  absolutely  and  for  ever,  that  high 
minded  people,  we  cannot  but  feel  confident,  will  prove 
ItBiithful  to  their  engagement,  and  will  be  induced  cordially 
to  unite  with  us  in  promoting  the  effectual  and  universal 
extinction  of  the  trade,  by  every  civilized  power : 

That  we  cannot  contemplate  the  conduct  of  the  Court  of 

Portugal,  with  respect  to  the  Slave  Trade,  without  the  deepest 

^ncem.    That  Court  tadeed,  diough  not  calling  in  question 

^he  true  nature  and  effects  of  the  Slave  Trad^,  forbore,  even 
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at  Vienna,  complyiog  with  the  earnest  request  of  all  the  other 
European  powers,  that  she  would  name  some  fixed  period  for 
the  termination  of  the  trade  :  even  the  Treaty  by  which  she 
engaged  to  abolish  the  Slave  Trade  to  the  North  of  the  Line, 
has  been  little  regarded ;  and  to  this  day,  though  every  form 
of  entreaty  has  been  exhausted  by  the  great  European 
powers,  not  the  smallest  hope  is  held  out  to  us  of  the  total 
Abolition  of  the  trade.  Under  these  circumstances,  we 
cannot  but  think  that  both  Great  Britain,  and  the  other 
powers  assembled  in  Congress  at  Vienna,  would  not  be 
faithful  to  their  high  obligations  and  engagements,  if  they 
were  any  longer  to  rest  satisfied  with  mere  entreaties  and 
remonstrances,  which  experience  compels  us  to  believe  would 
be  of  no  effect ;  and  we  are  necessarily  led  to  revert  to  the 
suggestion  which  was  countenanced  by  the  high  contracting 
powers'  at  the  negociation  at  Vienna,  of  excluding  from  com- 
mercial intercourse  with  their  respective  dominions,  any 
State  which  should  pertinaciously  refuse  to  abolish  the  Slave 
Trade,  after  it  should  have  been  prohibited  by  all  other 
nations ;  and  we  are  impelled,  however  reluctantly,  to  entreat 
his  Majeaty  to  endeavour  to  induce  those  powers  to  carry 
the  above  suggestion  into  effect,  and  at  least  to  prohibit  the 
importation  into  their  dominions  of  the  produce  of  any 
colonies  belonging  to  the  Crown  of  Portugal,  so  long  as  she 
shall  continue  thus  to  set  herself  in  direct  opposition  to  the 
moral  feelings  and  concurrent  wishes  of  all  the  Christian 
Powers,  and  to  defeat  every  hope  of  the  civilization  and 
improvement  of  Africa: 

That  we  contemplate  with  far  different  feelings  the  conduct 
of  the  United  States  of  America.  Not  only  have  their  cruizen 
been  actively  employed,  in  co-operation  with  our  own,  io 
suppressing  the  Slave  Trade  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  but  an 
Act  has  been  passed  by  Congress,  which  places  the  Slave 
Trade  in  the  list  of  piracies,  and  subjects  to  capital  punish- 
ment all  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  shall  be  found  to 
engage  in  it : — That  in  witnessing  the  conduct  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  United  States  on  this  occasion,  we  are  led  to 
reflect,  with  grateful  exultation  on  our  common  origin,  and 
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OD  tbote  eommon  laws  and  institutioits,  whose  liberal  spirit 
has  prompted  onr  American  brethren  to  be  among  the  very 
foremost  in  thas  stamping,  on  a  traffic  in  the  persons  of  o«r 
feUow-creatureSy  its  just  character  and  designation  :  and  we 
cannot  bat  express  our  earnest  hopes^  that  not  only  we  o«r- 
•dves  shall  speedily  follow  so  honourable  an  example^  bvt 
thai  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when,  by  the  general  coo-- 
corrence  of  att  civilised  nations,  this  detestable  traffic  t^all 
be  proBOunced  to  be  piratical,  to  be  an  offence  against  all 
human  kind,  which  all  are  entitled  and  bound  by  duty  to 
suppress: 

That,  from  the  gratifying  contemplation  of  the  ceal  maai- 
fesled  by  the  United  States  to  promote  the  cause  of  humanity^, 
we  turn  with  feelings  of  the  most  painful  disappointment  to 
Fhinee,  by  some  of  whose  subjects  the  Slave  Trade  has  been 
for  some  time  carried  on,  to  an  unprecedented  extent,  along 
Ike  whole  range  of  the  Western  Coast  of  Africa ;  and  whose 
ias  not  only  protects  her  own  subjects  in  their  criminal 
enterprises,  but  serves  to  protect  the  subjects  also  of  other 
powers  who  engage  in  this  commerce,  but  who  are  prevented 
by  the  vigilance  of  British  cmizers  from  finding  any  shelter 
vnder  the  flags  of  their  own  countries: 

That  we  are  bound  by  every  consideration  of  duty  and 
feeling  to  take  an  especial  interest  in  the  fate  of  those 
countries,  now  possessed  by  France  on  the  African  con- 
tment,  which  were  restored  to  her  dominion  by  Great 
Britab :  and  we  cannot  reflect,  without  the  deepest  pain^ 
that  whereas, while  under  our  protection,  they  not  only  enjoyed 
a  temporary  respite  from  their  miseries,  but  were  beginning 
to  eiyoy  the  security  and  comfort  arising  from  the  exercise  of 
a  peaceful  industry  and  of  a  legitimate  commerce,  the 
renewal  of  the  Slave  Trade,  which  almost  immediately 
followed  thehr  cession  to  France,  has  otteriy  blasted  these 
defightfnl  prospects,  and  has  agahi  consigned  those  unhappy 
cooDtries  to  rapine  and  anarchy,  to  barrenness  and  deso- 
lation :— That  we  cannot  believe,  if  the  opprobrious  facts  of 
the  case  were  fully  known  in  France,  that  so  great  and 
pHaot  a  people^  blessed  by  the  bounty  of  Providence  with  all 
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Umicaa  lender  a  naiioii  powerful  and  prosperous»would  UAo^ 
rate  the  proiBtitutioo  of  its  flag  to  such  base  and  flagitioaa 
purposes,  or  would  atoop  to  take  op  and  prosecute  a  traffic 
wUeh  so  many  other  powers  had  indignantly  abandoned  on 
aeoonnt  of  its  incurable  wickedness   and  cruelty;    more 
especially  when  its  real  nature  and  effects  have  been  un- 
questionably established ;  when  the  French  Legislature  has 
decreed  the  entire  Abolition  of  the  Trade ;  and  when  their 
Sovereign  himself,  under  his  own  hand^  has  solemnly  pledged 
himself  to  join  with  his  Majesty  in  effecting  the  extinction  of 
a  traffic  which,  to  use  his  own  emphatic  language,  **  tends 
to  the  destruction  of  mankind  :'* — ^That,  notwithstanding  the 
aacred  obligations  thus  contracted  by  France,  so  numerous 
and  so  flag^nt  have  recently  been  the  unpunished  violations 
of  her  engagements,  that,  but  for  the  confidence  we  wish 
ever  to  repose  in  the  upright  intentions  of  those  who  admi- 
nister her  affairs,  we  should  find  it  very  difficult  to  believe 
that  these  violations  could  have  taken  place  without  their 
knowledge  and  connivance ;  and  we  must  have  been  com- 
pelled to  suspect,  that  some  partial  interests,   or  some 
mistaken  views  of  policy,  had  interfered  to  prevent  die  faith* 
ful  performance  of  duties,  to  the  fulfilment  of  which  they  are 
solemnly  bound,  not  only  by  the  most  sacred  obligations  of 
religion  and  morality,  but  by  the  pledged  faith  of  their  go- 
vernment, and  even  by  the  personal  honour  of  their  sovereign : 

That  we  therefore  entreat  his  Mcgesty  seriously  to  repre- 
sent to  the  Court  of  France,  how  deeply  the  credit  and 
reputation  of  the  French  Government  are  involved  in  these 
transactions;  and  that  his  Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased 
to  renew  his  most  earnest  efforts,  to  induce  ihem  to  make 
good  their  various  solemn  engagements  on  this  subject,  and, 
in  particular,  to  fulfil  the  promise  recently  given,  to  employ 
new  and  more  efficient  restraints,  and  call  into  action  fresh 
penal  sancUons,  in  order  effectually  to  prevent  the  carrying 
on,  by  French  subjects,  of  this  odious  and  disgraceful  traffic : 

That,  while  we  thus  entreat  his  Miyesty  to  concert  with 
other  powers  the  means  of  carrying  into  complete  effect  this 
great  cause,  we  are  prompted  not  merely  by  a  sense  of  what

18  due  to  the  general  obligations  of  justice  and  humanity : 
we  cannot  but  feel  that  to  Africa  we  owe  a  debt  which  con- 
science and  honour  oblige  us  to  repay :  and  though  we 
congratulate  his  Majesty  on  the  generous  zeal  which  Great 
Britain  has  manifested,  and  the  costly  sacrifices  she  has  made 
in  vindicating,  in  this  instance,  the  rights  and  happiness 
of  our  fellow-creatures ;  yet  we  cannot  reflect  without  re- 
morse, that  we  ourselves  were  too  long  among  the  very 
foremost  in  carrying  on  this  guilty  commerce  : 

That  since  we  are  now  aware  of  its  real  character,  it  becomes 
lis  to  be  earnest  and  incessant  in  our  endeavours  to  impress 
the  truth  on  others  who  may  have  been  misled  by  our  ex- 
ample :  and  as  we  contributed  so  largely  to  prolong  the 
misery  and  barbarism  of  the  Africans,  we  should  now  be 
proportionably  earnest  in  using  the  means  with  which  Provi- 
dence has  endowed  us,  for  promoting  their  civilization  and 
happiness.

'*  Refkrrino  to  the  observations  I  had  the  honour  of  ad- 
dressing to  you,  in  June  last,  on  the  subject  of  the  Report 
of  the  Britbh  Commissaries  in  the  Mixed  Commission  *,  to 

*  The  Report  here  alluded  to  was  dated  the  5tb  January,  1821. 
In  drawing  it  up,  the  Commissaries  had  been  led,  by  defective  in- 
formation, to  indnlfe  hopes  respecting  the  diminution  of  the 
Slave  Trade,  which  a  fall  knowledge  of  facts  would  not  have  war- 
ranted, and  which  subsequent  inquiry,  it  need  hardly  be  observed, 
has   not  realised.     This  will  more  fully  be  seen  in   the  candid 
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the  Marquif  of  Londonderrj,  I  sincerely  lameDt  that  my 
forebodiogs,  as  to  the  extent  of  the  traffic  id  Slaves,  have 
been  fiiUy  realized;  that  more  Slaves  were  carried  from 
Africa  in  the  course  of  last  year  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
Deeming  it  a  part  of  my  duty,  however  painful  it  may  be, 
to  communicate  such  information  as  I  may  obtain  on  this 
important  subject,  I  have  now  the  honour  of  transmitting, 
herewith  inclosed,  a  Memorandum  on  that  subject."

**  The  official  communications  of  Sir  George  Collier  will 
have  made  his  Majesty's  Government  acquainted  vrith  the 
state  of  the  Slave  Trade,  up  to  the  period  of  that  officer** 
departure  from  this  coast :  it  is  therefore  proposed  to  limit 
the  present  remarks  to  the  actual  state  of  that  traffic  during 
the  last  six  months.  n 

"  Of  the  illicit  trade  on  the  Leeward  Coast,  a  very  correct 
estimate  may  be  formed,  on  the  results  of  the  several  cruises 
made  during  the  above  period  by  his  Majesty's  ships  on  that 
station. 

"  In  the  months  of  July  and  August,  his  Majesty's  ship 
Myrmidon  cruized  in  the  Bight  of  Biafra,  aud  in  the  course 
of  a  few  weeks  sixteen  Slave-vessels  were  boarded  and  ex- 
amined hy  her;  of  this  number,  only  one,  the  Adelaide,  (a 
Portuguese  schooner),  came  within  the  provisions  of  the 
public  conventions :  she  was  brought  to  this  colony,  and 
condemned  in  the  Mixed  Court. 

"  His  Majesty's  ship  Pheasant  was  also  employed  abont 
the  same  period  on  the  Leeward  station.  This  ship,  at  Why- 
dah  (formerly  an  English  fort),  and  Badagry,  found  six 
Slaves  under  Portuguese  colours :  these  vessels,  equipped 
with  boilers,  irons,  water-casks,  &c.,  had  no  Slaves  on  board, 
and,  of  course,  could  not  be  detained. 

and  able  statement  contiined  in  tlieir  own  farther  Report  of  the 
latb  April,  1821,  which  was  calcniatcd  to  correct  whatever  erro- 
neoos  impression  their  former  Report  might  have  prodoced. 
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'<  Tiie  Slafe-factories,  is  the  Calabar  and  at  Lagos,  weie 
likewiae  fiiiied  in  July  and  August  by  bis  Miyestj*s  brig 
Snapper:  at  these  places,  one  Spaniard,  six  Portuguese,  aad 
three  French  vessels,  were  examined,  (as  per  enclosed  list). 
The  Conceicao,  a  Portuguese  schooner,  having  Slaves  on 
board,  was  brought  to  this  colony  for  adjudication. 

*'  The  next  cruixe  of  the  Myrmidon  on  the  Leeward  station 
was  equally  conclusive  as  to  the  increased  state  of  this  hor- 
rible traffic.  Proceeding  to  the  southward  as  far  as  tbe 
Bonny,  Captain  Leeke  found  that  river  swarming  with  Slave- 
vessels  nnder  different  flags :  eight  bore  the  colours  of  his 
most  Christian  Majesty  (as  per  Memorandum) ;  and  of  these, 
four  had  their  inhuman  cargoes  on  board. 

'*  The  circumstance  of  a  heavy  duty  or  custom  becomiaig 
due  to  the  chiefs  of  Bonny  and  Calabar  on  every  Slave-ship 
when  folly  laden,  necessarily  induces  them  to  keep  a  ktad 
of  registry  of  the  different  vessels :  numeral  lists  from  these 
rivers,  and  founded  on  the  said  registry,  frequently  come 
to  this  colony,  but,  from  their  magnitude,  had  been  deemed 
exaggerated  and  incredible. 

**  Captain  Leeke  however,  in  the  month  of  October,  ascer- 
tained, on  good  autbority,  that  the  number  of  Slave-cargoes 
taken  out  of  Bonny,  from  July  in  the  preceding  year  up  to 
that  time,  was  actually  one  humdred  and  nmeiy.  A  similar 
return  from  the  Calabar  for  a  like  period,  made  a  total  of 
one  kmidred  and  iixty-two. 

**  The  line  of  coast  from  thb  colony  to  Cape  Mount  was 
the  scene  of  the  Snapper's  cruixe :  in  October,  Lieutenant 
Knight,  her  commander,  in  the  course  of  ten  days,  fell  in 
with  nine  Slave-vessels ;  of  this  number,  eight  were  French 
(per  inclosure),  the  other  under  Dutch  colours,  with  a 
cargo  of  Slaves  on  board,  escaped. 

*'  The  Galinas,  a  notorious  Slave-factory,  not  frur  to  lee- 
ward of  this  colony,  is  rarely  m^eed  without  Slave-ships :  the 
latest  accounts  state  that  there  are  three  vessels  under  French 
colours  now  lying  there.  From  Shebar,  a  place  still  nearer 
us,  a  large  Slave-vessel,  fully  laden,  and  under  the  same  flag,, 
sailed  within  the  last  ten  days. 
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**  Ob  die  foregbing  factt,  as  to  the  stute  of  the  Leeward 
Shve-tiade,  it  woaU  be  quite  superfluous  to  offer  any  ton* 
neot  Wherever  his  Majesty's  ships  touched,  they  found 
that  cfittinal  traffic  in  full  activity:  nor  b  it  difficult  to 
assume  that  it  is  cartied  on  with  redoubled  ardour  during 
the  occasional  and  necessary  absence  of  our  vessels  from 
their  cruizing  ground. 

"  The  renewal  of  the  traffic  in  human  beings  on  this  Wind- 
ward Coast  must  be  viewed  by  every  friend  to  humanity 
with  deep  regret ;  accompanied,  as  that  renewal  has  been* 
with  cruel  wars  amon|;8t  the  hitherto  peaceful  natives.  The 
arrival  of  a  Slave-ship  in  any  of  the  adjacent  rivers  is  the 
signal  for  attack ;  the  hamlets  of  the  natives  are  burned^ 
and  the  miserable  survivors  carried  and  sold  to  the  Slave- 
factors. 

"  The  line  of  coast  froni  the  island  of  Goree  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Gambia,  and  from  thence  to  the  Portuguese  esta- 
blishments of  Cacheo  and  Bissao,  would  seem  to  be  the 
principal  seat  of  this  guilty  traffick  to  windward.  From 
thb  quarter,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  exportation  in  large 
vessels,  a  very  extensive  carrying  trade  is  kept  up  with  the 
Cape  de  Verd  islands,  principally  by  the  small  craft  belong- 
ing to  Goree  and  Senegal. 

*'  The  Slave-traders  at  Cacheo  have  lately  given  their  traffic 
in  the  Rio  Grande  a  new  feature  of  barbarous  atrocity :  they 
visit  this  river  in  armed  sloops  and  boats,  landing  during  the 
night,  and  carrying  off  as  many  as  possible  of  the  truly 
ivretched  inhabitants.  An  appeal  to  this  colony  has  been 
lately  made  in  behalf  of  three  villages  lately  Iravaged  in  this 
manner. 

<'  The  fine  rivers  Nunes  and  Pdngas  are  entirely  under  the 
controul  of  renegade  European  and  American  Slave-traders; 
most  of  the  Slaves  sent  from  the  former  river  find  their 
Way  to  Cacheo  and  the  Cape  Verds,  from  whence  it  is  said 
they  are  shipped  as  domestics  to  the  Brazils. 

'*  A  French  schooner,  M.  De6s  master,  took  on  board 
ninety-five  Slaves;  and  a  Spaniard,  commanded  by  one 
Morales,  also  shipped  one  hundred  and  sixty  some  time 
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$mee  in  the  Itio  Pongas.  This  rivet  not  long  ago  was  con* 
sMered  too  neat  this  colony  to  be  approached  with  te- 
panity  by  Slave-Tessels.  A  general  idea  of  the  traffic  to 
windward  may  therefore  be  formed  from  thin  chvumstanoe, 
tlmt  Utterly  a  great  number  of  Slaves  have  been  exported  fvom 
the  PongaSy  and  that  Slave-vessels  may  always  be  fouifd 
lying  there* 

**  Sinte  the  departure  of  Sir  Charles  MacCarthy  for  the 
Iries  de  Lofts,  the  above  statement  has  been  fully  corrobo- 
rated by  the  return  of  his  Majesty's  brig  of  war,  '  Thistle/ 
commanded  by  Lieutenant  Hagan,  from  a  visit  to  the  Rio 
Pongas.  The  *  Thistle '  has  brought  in  under  seizure  the 
schooner  *  Rosalia/  Don  Francisco  Freyne,  late  masler» 
having  on  board  a  cargo  of  sixty  Slaves,  and  bound  to  die 
Havannah.  It  is  supposed  that  she  had  no  regular  papors, 
'Bs  the  master,  who  has  succeeded  Freyne,  said  she  had  none 
at  all,  and  he  refused  to  come  down  to  Sierra  Leone.  Thts 
'  Rbsalia  had  lost  eight  of  her  crew  in  the  Pongas.  She  sa3ed 
apparently  under  Spanish  colours ;  but  as  her  case  k  now 
before  the  Court  of  Mixed  Commission,  it  is  not  possible 
to  give  any  material  facts  relating  to  her.  Lieutenant  Hagan, 
however,  confirms  the  (act  of  the  Slave  Trade  being  rather 
increased  than  diminished.** — Parliamentary  Papen,  No*  !•

€•  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  the  British  Commissioners 
at  Sierra  Leone  to  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry^ 
dated  Sierra  Leone,  April  I6th,  1821. 

**  A  Gentleman  of  known  observation  and  intelligence,^ 
who  acts  as  supercargo  of  a  vessel  employed  in  trading  o|i 
the  coast,  having  arrived  in  the  Colony  from  a  voyage,  neaify 
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18  far  M  the  Line/  we  thougbl  that  he  might  furnish  tnoK 
^tensive  iDformnUoD  cencemiBg  the  state  of  the  traffic  in 
tSat  dbectiony  and  also  on  the  general  objects  comprised  in 
0iir  statement.  In  this  new  we  framed  the  questions,  of 
^MSich  the  enclosed  is  a  copy;  and  the  gentleman  to  whom 
we  allude,  has  had  the  kindness  to  give  them  the  answers  con- 
luned  in  the  enclosed  paper." — Par,  Papers,  iVb.  III.  p.  53. 

The  paper,  thfis  autlientic^ted  by  the  CommissioQers,  ia 
at  follows ;  vis. — 

^  Gentlemen, 

'  ^  I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
Note  of  the  8th  ultimo,  requesting  that  I  would^ommunicate 
to  yon  such  observations  as  I  may  have  mad^,  during  niy 
late  voyage  on  the  Leeward  Coast,  on  the  existing  state  of 
the  ^lave  Trade,  &c. 

**  In  looking  over  the  points  on  which  you  vrish  for  infor- 
mation, I  regret  that  any  communications  I  can  make  must 
be  of  so  general  a  nature  as  scarcely  to  afford  yon  data  on 
which  to  form  any  thing  like  correct  concltfslons.  However, 
what  I  have  seen  and  learned  shall  be  laid  before  yon. 

''  In  annwer  to  the  first  and  second  Inquiries,  <  as  to  the 
number  of  vessels  that  may  have  been  on  the  coast,  and  de- 
parted with  Slaves,  since  July,  1820  ;*  and,  *  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  ships,  trading  under  the^  different  flags,  that  may  be 
actually  now  on  the  coast  ;*  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  give 
you  a  correct  idea,  at  least  so  far  as  to  distinguish  those 
belonging  to  the  different  nations ;  for,  with  the  exception 
of  the  French,  none  shew  any  colours,  and,  doubtless,  many 
avail  themselves  of  the  flag  of  that  nation  who  have  no 
right  to  raise  it. 

"  We  left  Sierra  Leone  on  the  5th  of  August  last,  proceed- 
ing down  the  coast:  at  Cape  Mount  we  found  two  French 
schooners,  whose  cargoes  were  on  shore  at  the  Galinas, 
Mana,  and  Sugaree ;  one  for  250,  the  other  360.  Both 
tllese,  I  since  learned,  got  safe  to  their  destination.  The 
KMomen  informed  us  there  were  then  two  at  Little  Cape 
Mount     There  was  also  one  at  Trade  Town  for  300, 
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Ffom  thtBee,  vntii  we  arrived  at  Accxa,  we  saw  no  vesaiBi^ 
that  we  coald  aacertain  to  be  engfiged  in  slaving.    On; 
sdiooner  proceeded  to  Whydahy  where  she  finmd  three  cor-i 
vettes  of  22  guns  each,  and  130  men^  two  brigs  of  14  gnnsg^ 
and  two  schooners,  all  waiting. for  Slaves.    Mr.  M'Coy,  tho; 
master  of  our  schooner,  saw  550  Slaves  marched  from  the; 
old  French  fort  (where  Cha  Cba,  the  chief  slaver,  resides)  ta 
the  beach,  in  one  day,  and  from  tbence  put  on  board  one  of 
the  brigs  on  the  following  night.    One  corvette  had  sailed  a 
few  days  before  our  arrival  with  upwards  of  800  on  board. 
Two  of  the  corvettes  were  chiefly  manned  with  American 
sailors,  but  shewed  no  flag;  the  other  was  Spanish  (the 
Minerva).    She  came  to  Accra  when  I  was  there,  and  took 
on  board  I5d  in  one  night,  from  Accra,  the  caboceer  of 
the  Potoh  Town.    I  afterwards  saw  125  Slaves  in  one 
house,  all  in  irons,  sitting  in  three  rows  upon  the  floor^ 
These  belonged  ^to  two  French  schooners,  that  were  cruising 
from  Popoe  to  Accra  for  a  cargo.    With  the  eaceptiono^ 
Ualf-Cape  Lahoo,  from  whence  there  have  been  sent,  abouti 
the  month  of  August  last,  about  130, 1  have  great  reason  4^ 
believe  that  the  traflic  in  Slaves  has  been  entirely  discos^ 
tinned. from  the  Gold  Coast.    We  saw  several  French,  Por> 
tugnesci  and  Dutch,  going  down  to  Whydah  and  the  Bight 
of  Biafra.     I  went  on  board  four  that  seemed  furnished  with 
every  thing  indicating  their  destination  to  be  for  Slaves.    At 
Trade  Town  we  met  a  French  brig  and  schooner,  the  brig 
direct  from  Nantes  with  a  cargo  for  400 :  the  captain  had 
his  goods  onshore,  and  was  purchasing  his  cargo  at  the 
Slave-house  on  the  beach,  not  daring,  as  usual,  to  trust 
King  Wise  at  his  town  in  the  bush. «  However,  his  Majesty 
had,  the  morning  I  went  up  to  his  town,  brought  in  thirty- 
five  prisoners,  whom  his  people  had  caught  the  evening 
before  in  a  small  town  in  the  interior,  and  who  were  intended 
for  the  vesseL    At  Cape  Mesurado,  the  brig  Adolphe,  direct 
from  St.-  Maloes,  had  nearly  completed  her  cargo  for  380. 
The  captain  hesitated  not  to  assure   me,   that  he  cared 
not  for  the  British  cruisers,  and  that  he  should  be  on. 
the  coast  again  ta    five    months.     At   the  Galmas   wft.

"  There-are  seldom  less  thaa-twelve  to  fifteen  veaHb  ia

''Kofcjrring.to  your  third  im|aisy»  I  would  observe  > that 
Ihe'effBCts  of  the  restiictioos  of  the  treaties  of  Abolition  are 
ocily'visiUe  from  the  GoM  Coast  to  Sierra  Leontfi  am.  the 
pnMif?at  preaent . posseised  by  the  British  cnuaers  an . not 
al^aUwfficieal^  reach. the  Slavers  that  fivfasnt  tiw-kiga 
riwrs  ip  thf  Bight  of  Benin  and  Biafra ;  and  at  Wl^fiUh  and 
Popoe  the  trade  is  still  carried  on  with  boldness  and.Mpnf 
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nify.  On  the  Windwatd  Coa«it»  howeYer,  whcnS  they  iliil 
continue  the  traffic,  the  natives  engaged  in  it  are  tiflnd,  aid 
fearful  of  some  <ireadfal  raitati'on  from  the  British  cntisers. 
The  more  intelligeiit  of  the  traders  at  the  Galinas,  Mcmh 
mdoj  aid  Ttede  Town,  are  abb  impressed  with  the  belief 
thai  the  British  and  Ameriean  men-of-war  will  m  the  eoMve 
6f  two  more  yearsi  be  enabled  eiTectnally  to  abolish 'the 
tittde  in  all  thQse  places*  The  propriety  of  employ infte 
increase  of  force  in  this  service,  and  that  force  of  a  differsfcl 
description  ftotn  the  present,  has,  I  believe,  already^  been 
feptesebted  to  Government  through  the  proper  channels- ; 
and  if  the  suggestions  made  are  followed^  I  hate  little  doubt 
but  that  the  Windward  Coast  would  lie  kept  clear^  an4  a 
good  account  given  of  the  Slavers  in  the  Bight  of  Biafra. 

fit  is  with  pleasure  I  offer  a  few  remarks  upon  yo4r 
fourth  arid  fifUi  inquiries ;  as  frotn  my  knowledge  of  those 
parts  of  the  coast  to  which  those  inquiries  principally  rekte^ 
and  from  the  intercourse  I  had  with  the  natives,  I  Wik 
enabled  to  speak  with  a  confidence  which,  to  those  who 
have  not  had  the  same  opportunities  of  observation,  might 
appear  much  too  sanguine. 

^*  Along  the  whole  tkhg€  of  coast  whei^  the  testf ictioto 
mqr  be  considered  as  having  been  effective  (that  is,  from 
Accra  to  Trade  Town),  industrious  habits  are  extending 
their  beneficial  influence  among  the  inhabitants;  a  greater 
attentioii  to  iLgricuHural  and  commercial  pursuits  is  evidendjr 
inereashig;  nnd  these  puiBuits  want  only  encouragement^ 
render  them  productive  of  extensi^  gam  to  the  merehanfi^ 
and  to  make  them  the  nieans  of  supplying  the  increasin|{^ 
wilnts  of  the  natives.    As  a  proof  that  on  the  total  aboKtion 
of  the  traffic  in  Slaves,  the  Africans  would,  in  the  course  of 
a  Aort  tirne^  turn  thdr  attentbn  to  other  pursuito,  I  wolild 
refer  you  to  the  fact,  that  though,  previous  to  the  Abolitioif, 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Gold  Coast  aolually  puithased  palm 
Oil  from  the  Lago  and  Benin  Traders,  for  domestic  parposesi 
yet  in  the  course  of  the  tasttwehe  montha,  there  were  ship* 
ped  from  the  same  coontry  above  600  tent  of  that  eo«i« 
modK^« 
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V  Th«.et««iiliihmcat  of  m  CMoaU  Oomiutuat,  with  the 
GOMcqaeal  tttenskw  of  the  ben^fiu  4>f  BfitUb  kwf,  umI 
tk«  ngiihr  afhttniiliatioii.  of  jwitiee,  to  the  Faiiiee  and' 
AdMMMcie  people  oil  the  Gold  Coast,  it  an  event  much  to 
hedHUted  by  eveiy. benevolent  friend  of  Africa.  It  wonM 
CMnpletely  fxrevent  anj  Slaves  from  being  carried  off  the 
coaatfiom  Cape  Lahoo  to  the  Rio  Volta*  The  securi^  and 
protection  atoided  to  persons  and  property,  the  comparative 
S8litbi(ity  of  the  cUroat^  the  openness  of  the  conntry,  and  a 
soil  peonliariy  adiqrted  to  the  cultivation  of  various  articles  of 
tibpimL  piodnoe.  of  ekiensive  eonsvmption  id  the  European 
mhifcrtan,  together  with  the  low  price  of  labbor,  woold&  I 
ooaoeive,  eocbarage  tettleni  from:  home  with  other  than 
mcMjfteommeroial  views*  Their  success  would  encourage 
the  natives  to  the  employing. of  their  numeions  domestic 
SfanRni:la  similar  objects,  which  is  what  is  chiefly  waqted  to 
Isndftp  iherajM  civilisation  and  improvement  of  the  African 
people. 

*'  To  accelerate  this  improvement,  however,  not  only  the 
festering  haod  of  Government,  biit  the  exertion  cf  those  en- 
ligbteaed  friends  of  Africa  who  have,  for  so  many  yearsi 
wi)h:nnrtmMng  assidnity,  taboorad  for  her  benefit^,  is  jOmo- 
farfely  necessary.  It  is  necessary  that  those  who  wish  ytA 
lO'her  interests  shonld  take  every  opportunity  of  directing 
the  stIentioB  of  his  Majesfy's  Miidsteis  to  the  bestmeans  of 
atending  British  influence  and  protection  to  those  parts  of 
the  coast  where  the  Slave  Trade  has  been  discontinned;  to 
piesi  upon  them  the  expediency  of  affording  every  possible 
fiMility  to  those  whom  the  pufsuits  of  business  may  induce 
to  tBitnblidi  settlements  with  the  views  of  cultivation ;  and 
moil  essoitialiy  to  impress  on  their  minds  the  great  im- 
portance of  immediately  dnwcting  the  benevolent  exertions 
of  the  National  School  and  Missionary  Societies,  particularly 
the  former,  to  those  parts  where  they  would  meet  with  a 
mleone  receptaon*  Along  the  whole  coast  from  the  Kroo 
cmntry  as  for  as  Appollonia,  the  mhdMCants  are  all  anxious 
tocnkivHte  a  close  aifd  increaied  connexion  with  the  English, 
and  Ifaecfalsf  men  deslvoas  that  their  sons  should  be  taught 
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to  read  and  write*  or»  as  they  expreM  it,  *  to  know  book  dl 
the  Bane  aiB  White  man/    In  corroboration^  and  as  an  eft* 
denee  of  the  existence,  of  this  spirit,  I  have  only  to  acqiiainlf 
you  that  the  caboceers  of  Accra  and  of  Cape  Lahoo  sent 
their  sons  witb me  to  this  place  to  be  educated  ;  and  had  I' 
been  aware  that  the  object  would  have  been  so  liberally  uM 
by  the  GrOTemment  here,  I  could  have  brought  two  or  three  ^ 
of  the  chiefs*  sons  from  every  town  on  the  coast  where  I  mm. . 
known.    I  ahaU  probably,  eariy  in  September^  bring  up  tes 
or  twelve  more,  to  be  placed  at  school  here  for  two  or  three 
years.     By  so  doing,  good,  I  know,  will  be  produced,  which 
may  eventually  lead  to  consequences  important  and  beneficial* 

*'  It  certainly  would  be  no  discredit  to  the  colony  of  Sierm 
Leone,  which  has  already  deserved  well  of  our  country,  to  be 
in  after-times  considered  as. the  sacred  fountain,  originating 
and  supplying  those  streams  of  knowledge  and  eivilisatioar 
which  the  enlightened  pUlanthrophist  confidently  anticipates 
shall  in  time  overspread  this  great,  though  hitherto.  nuMh 
neglected,  country. 

''  That  the  produce  of  the .  countries  lying  between  tbef 
river  Sierra  Leone  and  Whydfth  (the  countri^  farther  to  ttm- 
southward  not  having  come  unde^  my  own  observation,  I  da 
not  presume  to.  give  an  opinion  respecting  them)  would,  hi 
the  space  of  a  few  years,  by  proper  encouragement,  lay  the 
foundation  of  an  extensive  legitimate  commerce,  fully  equtvft* 
lent  to  the  Slave  Trade,  I  think  admits  not  a  doubt 
f  .Ob  the  estabUshittent  of  a  new  government,  at  Gaps 
Coast,  a  more  active  commercial  intercourse  between  thin: 
e^ny  and  that  settlements  it  is  probable^  will  be  carried  ite^t 
and  it  ought  to  be  an  object  with  both  governments  to  en*^ 
courage  the  chiefs  along  the  whole  coast  to  visit  both  esta- 
blishments, to  send  their  children  and  people  to  them. to 
learn  mercantile  trades,  &c.,  as  well  as  to  /  know  book/ 
I  can  assure  you,  that  they  only  want  such  opportunities, 
and  a  recommendation  of  them  .by  those  in  whom  they  have 
confidence^  to  embrace  them  with  alacrity.    Bnt  the  chief 
intercourse  that  the  natives  have  had  with  White  men  ban 
bjeen  with  the  traders^   who  come  ,to  Africa,  diftet  Iran 
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»  '  *  • 

Eagbad,  mb  down  the  coast,  purchase  irtiat  the  pativetf 
bring  to  thenif  and  return  home,  in  most  cases,  after  they 
have  seen  the  coast  but  three  or  four  times ;  consequently 
they  hafe  little  opportunity,  and  perhaps  less  inclioation,  to 
pofait  out  any  thmg  to  the  natives  which  might  teod  to 
enlighten  or  to  improve  them.  The  countries  from  the  Kroo 
country  to  Hereby  merit  the  particular  attention  of  Govern- 
ment,  as  the  inhabitants  are  a  fine  and  industrious  race  of 
people,  most  of  them  speaking  English,  and  desirous  that 
Englishmen  should  settle  among  them.  The  landing  for 
boats  is  good  at  Grand  Sesters,  Garraway,  and  Cape 
Falmas :  at  this  latter  place,  there  is  an  excellent  harbour 
and  good  anchorage.  The  establbhment  of  a  British  Co- 
kmy  at  Cape  Palmas  would  be  a  great  point  gained  towards 
the  general  object  The  country  is  rich  and  not  unhetdthy^ 
and  produces  pepper,  gums,  ivory,  fine  timber,  and  a  supply 
of  rice  sufficient  to  direct  the  views  of  the  West-India 
interest  hither,  instead  of  to  our  rivals  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Adantic.  The  river  Cavally  has  a  long  course  from  the 
interior,  and  aflFords  the  means  of  extensive  inland  navi- 
gation.— Hereby  is  important  on  account  of  the  large  quan- 
tity of  ivoiy  brought  from  the  interior:  there  is  also  excel- 
lent anchorage  close  in  shore,  and  good  and  protected 
landing  for  boats  in  the  roughest  weather.  FVom  St. 
Andrews  to  Appollonia  the  country  is  rich  in*  the  pro- 
ductions of  the  soil ;  but  it  might  be  rendered  ten  time^ 
more  so,  by  cultivating  a  more  intimate  and  friendly  con- 
nexion with  the  inhabitants.  The  Cape  Lahoo,  Grand 
Bassam,  and  Assinee  rivers,  facilitate  the  communication 
of  the  traders  with  remote  countries  in  the  interior,  even  to 
those  on  the  banks  of  the  Niger,  from  whence  they  bring 
large  quantities  of  gold  and  ivory ;  and  if  encouraged,  many 
other  productions  of  the  interior  would  find  their  way  to  the 
coist  This  part  of  the  coast  is  particularly  worthy  of 
attention  from  its  being  the  entrep6t  of  the  whole  of  those 
countries  which  constitiited  the  western  provinces  of  th.e 
Ashantee  empire,  but  which,  by  the  defeat  of  the  King  of 
Ashantee  by  the  Hontoohoos  last  year,  are  now  become  imlc- 
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peadent  ef  that  goverameot.'' — ParHimeHiiury  Paptn,  Mu 
IIL  pp.  58—67. 

There  afterwards  appears  a  letter  from  the  Commii^ 
sionersy  dated  January  10,  182S;  in  whidi  they  enter  ialo 
expianationsy  to  shew  that  the  statement  in  their  Report  cf 
January  6, 1821,  was  aa  correct  as  the  nature  of  the  aubjecy 
and  the  eiLtent  of  the  scene,  would  admit.  The  main  hct 
on  which  they  had  then  rested  was,  that  during  the  last  six 
months  of  1890,  only  one  Slave-ship  had  been  brought  into 
Sierra  Leone  for  adjudication  under  the  treaties.  This, 
however,  might  be  a  proof,  as  m  fact  it  turned  out  to  be, 
not  that  Slave-trading  was  at  an  end,  but  that  the  Slave- 
traders  had  acquired  grater  adroitness  in  eluding  the  pro- 
visions of  the  treaties,  either  by  substHuting  the  French  flag 
for  those  flags  which  were  liable  to  search  and  detention^  or 
by  carefully  avoidmg  to  take  ^^ir  Slaves  on  board,  unjj^ 
t^ey  had  ascertained  that  there  were  no  cruiaers  in  the  way^ 
and  that  they  might  therefore  embark  their  cargo,  and  da- 
part,  without  nsk  of  capture.  Hie  detaib  given  on  tUf 
subject,  by  naval  officers,  will  sufficiently  shew  how  it  may 
happen  that  Slave-traders  may  actually  swarm  on  the  coasts 
while  none  are  sent  in  for  adjudication  under  the  treaties^ 
Besides,  the  Report  of  the  6th  of  January,  1821,  overlooked 
what  might  be  doing  at  very  important  points  of  the  coast  ih%!t 
were  unvisited  by  British  cruisers;  as,  for  example,  the  rivera 
Bonny  and  Calabar.  It  was  ascertained,  by  positive  infiif- 
mation,  that  at  the  very  time  thb  Report  was  dated,  vis.  ^ 
January  1821,  there  were  twenty-eight  Slave-ships  in  Bonny 
alone.  And  the  statement  fumbhed  to  the  Comroissionera 
themselves,  in  March  liB21,  and  transmitted  to  Lord  Lon- 
donderry as  a  document  to  which  credit  might  be  attached, 
and  which  has  been  inserted  above,  shews,  that  during  the 
period  in  question,  the  Slave  Trade  was  most  actively  pro- 
secuted on  all  points  of  the  coast,  from  the  Galiaas  to 
Calabar;  nearly  40,000  Slaves  having  been  carried  o0',firom 
that  line  of  coast,  during  the  four  or  fiv^  months  that  pre- 
ceded the  date  of  the  Report. 
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-  .By.^Unbf  into  Ihk  esphnalkMi»  k  is  not  mtoMiMl  i» 
tbrow  May  bhme  on  the  Commissioneny  who  donbdcM  aotod 
on  the  best  ttformatiQn  they  coidd  obtnhiy  hut  merely  to  jns- 
lify  the  BoMd  of  the  African  Inttitation  for  having  withheld 
iti  aflneot  from  the  atatements  made  In  their  Report  of  the 
Ml  of  Janaary,  1891 ;  the  Dtrecton  being  at  the  tine  in 
pnwwiiion  of  aothentic  statements^ which  left  them  no  room 
to  doubt  th^t  the  Commissioners  then  wrote  under  an 
neoas  impnssion  of  the  ftal  state  of  the  case» — i 
which  their  own  candid  communication  of  the  10th  April^ 
10Si,  has  eodirmed.

.  '*  Having  concluded  my  remarks  on  the  island  of  Fernando 
I^Oy  and  the  several  settlements  in  Africa,  visited  during  the 
last  year  of  my  service  upon  that  coast,  it  becomes,  a#  I 
humbly  appieh^d,  my  duty  to  shew  to  their  lordships  what 
at  present  is  the  real  and  absolute  state  of  the  Slave  Trade^ 
and^  in  my  endeavours  to  do  so,  I  entreat  their  lordships  to 
believe,  that  I  neither  exaggerate  nor  extenuate  any  oc- 
currence whatever. 

<<  Witoessing,  as  I  have  for  the  last  three  years,  the  Slave 
Trade  in  all  its  horrors,  it  would  give  me  the  siocerest  satis- 
&ction  if  I  could  with  truth  report  that  it  was  really  de- 
clining ;  but  if  I  did  so,  I  should  only  mblead  their  lordriiips, 
and,  as  I  think,  thereby  compromise  my  own  character. 

**  It  is  true  thai  certain  powers  have  abandoned  the  trade 
entirely ;  and  others  have  professed,  and  even  engaged,  to 
^nfine  it  within  certain  limits :  but,  notwithstanding  this,  my 
full  persuasion  is,  that  this  infamous  traffic  in  amount  is  no 
less  than  it  was ;  and  numberless  opportunities  of  personal  ob- 
servation justify  my  saying,  that,  in  the  manner  of  conducting 
it,  in  cruelty  and  brutality  it  canjiot  be  surpassed. 

'*  I  am  ^ware  of  a  Report  being  made  by  two  public  officers 
of  the  colony  of  Sierra  Leone,  by  no  means  in  accordance 
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the  mbove  decbratioik  The  fetamt,  however,  nide 
by  oflicen  voder  my  orders,  of  the  vast  number  of  Slavingk-^ 
Tefsehi  seen  in  all  parts  of  the  eoest,  eveq  where  the  trade 
is  forbidden,  my  own  actual  personal  experience,  and  the 
representations  and  affidavits  of  masters  of  British  merchant* 
ships  engaged  in  legal  trade,  in  constant  view  of  the  Slaies, 
most,  unhappily,  as  I  consider,  refute  the  statement  I  refer 
to^  and  require  me  most  unreservedly  to  repeat  (though  with 
the  deepest  concern),  that,  in  the  year  1821,  this  trade  was 
in  its  fullest  activity. 

*'  Their  lordships  will  receive  full  confirmation  of  my 'state- 
ment, if  it  be  required,  when  they  shall  be  pleased  to  refer 
to  th^  lettfcrs  transmitted  by  the  officers  acting  under  my 
command.  These  will  shew  what  must  be  the  enonnotis 
drain  npon  the  mis«able  population  of  Africa,  when,  within 
tbe  interval  of  a  few  days,  Slave-vessels  are  seen  by  these 
ofl^cers  on  one  part  of  the  coast  only  ^and  that  on  whicl| 
Po/tnguese  and  Spaniards  are  by  their  ireades  fprbidden  to 
trade),  sufficient  to  remove  several  thousands. 

**  Very  early  in  1821,  so  close  to  the  British  settlements 
as  the  Galinas,  the  schooner  Carlotta  vras  boarded  by  his 
Migesty*s  ship  Myrmidon  ;  the  master  and  supercargo  were 
then  said  to  be  on  shore  contracting  for  a  cargo. 

**  The  vessel  was  under  the  colours  of  Spain ;  but  she  had 
no  papers  whatever :  and  though  there  seemed  no  doubt  that 
she,  like  very  mimy  others  similarly  circumstanced,  w^s  at 
one  period  of  the  year  engaged  in  piratical  cruising,  and

6pm  the  destructive  consequences  of  the  most  unhealthful 
part  of  the  aeason«  these  mscessarily  run  to  the  Cape  de 
Yerds  or  Ascenspon.

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9i  horriUe  dinMcs  comnon  to  the  African  cttmaie  ^ 
ereaMd  by  filth  so  foul,  and  stench  so  offinistfe,  as  nol>te 
W  unagined,)  had  attacked  many  of  Hhtm ;  and  the  evident 
toeoseqaences  to  probably  the  greater  part  of  thif  Shitlss^ 
detemnaed  me  toseek  atemedy  if  possible.  I  consolled  MWd 
Pbtta  the  surgeon  of  the  Tartar,  Mr.  Ckrk  the  asristanlM 
surgeon,  and  Mr.  Bennet  the  assbtant  in  the  Thistte,  m  to 
a  remedy,  if  one  eonld  be  found:  the  result  was  «  genial 
hlspeetion  of  the  Slaves ;  and  ev^  case  of  fefer,  dyseateqi^ 
and  other  diseases,  to  the '  amount  of  nearly  one  hundred^ 
was  removed  to  the  booms  of  the  Tartar :  and  though  theiw 
seemed,  and  assuredly  n^s,  extreme  risk  in  doing  so,  yel^ 
by  the  precautiiws  taken,  and  by  the  active  and  indeeA 
nevei^ceasiog  attention  of  those  valuable  medical  offiMns, 
the  only  person  attacked  with  fever  in  the  Tartar  was  the 
surgeon's  assistant,  and  he  recovered. 

*'  Several  of  the  Slaves  died  notwithstanding  our  best 
effbrtsj  and  I  am  Ailiy  persuaded  few  of  tiiose  l^ptured 
would  have  lived,  had  I  suffered  those  in  fevar  to  remaini 
in  the  filthy  and  putrid  dungeons  of  the  Slave-vessels: 

*'  I  will  presume  to  add  one  otiier  circumstance,  that -i 
ventnred  to  order  the  shackles  of  every  Slave  to  be  removed 
as  soon  after  their  capture  as  possible ;  when  the  alarm  of  the 
Slave-masters  became  ridiculous,  these  men  assuring  me, 
^t  the  life  of  no  White  person  oonld  be  secmre;  baft 
generatty,  so  sensible  were  the  poor  beings  who  had  beCD 
relieved  of  their  improved  situation,  that  by  all  the  means 
they  could  express  themselves,  they  shewed  the  utmost 
gratitude  and  Hiankfulness. 

*'  I  speak  of  these  circumstances  with  no  view  to  peraonal 
merit;  for  I  did  what  humanity,  and  therefore  what  myduty, 
only  required,  and  I  am  satMed  that  every  British  officer 
on  the  coast  of  Africa  would  have  done  as  much ;  bat  I  state 
them  merely  to  shew  how  finghtftil  the  ntuation  of  the  Slaves 
is  when  in  charge  of  the  Spanish  and  Portugese  Sfaive- 
masters  and  their  creffs,  and  with  what  merciless  indiflBer* 
enee  their  miseries  are  received  by  these  persons."

'<  I  SBND  to  you  herewith  a  copy  of  a  Report,  dated 
the  22d  of  Januaiy,  1822,  firom  the  Governor  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's settlement  at  Sierra  Leone :  and  I  have  to  call  your 
attention  to  that  part  of  it  which  relates  to  the  illicit  Slave- 
trade  as  carried  on  under  the  flag  of  Portugal. 

^*  It  b  lamentable  to  observe  the  instances  which  aie  alaoat 
daily  met  with  by  his  Majesty's  cruisers  on  the  AfticaB  ets^ 
tion,  shewing  that  this  detestable  traffic  still  exists,  and  is 
continued  with  an  activity  and  a  boldness  which  one  ca^ 
hardly  reconcile  with  a  dae  execution  of  the  Portagueae 
laws  in  this  respect  by  the  subordinate  authorities. 

**  It  b  true  that  some  of  the  vesseb  engaged  in  thb  trade 
meet  with  the  fate  which  they  seem  to  brave  as  anch  an 
they  deserve ;   but  in  other  cases,  the  circumstances  are 
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vnfortanately  s«ch  as  to  aUow  of  their  e8cq>iiig,  at  least 
for  the  moment. 

^  You  will  see  tlwt  at  Whydah  and  Badagra  six  slave- 
trading' vessels  were  fbnnd  nndcsr  the  Portuguese  flag :  these 
vessds  were  famished  witfi  hoilera,  irons,  water-casks,  and 
other  implements  with  which  vessels  destined  for  this  crue) 
bavter  ave  equipped :  they  had  no  Slaves  on  board,  and  could 
not  therefore  be  detained. 

*'  Six  Portngnese  Slave-vessels,  the  list  of  which  is  hiclosed, 
were  likewise  examined  about  the  same  time  at  Calabwr 
and  Lagos. 

^*  An  extenshre  carrying  trade  appears  lo  be  kept  up  widi 
Ae  Cape  de  Verd  Islands  from  the  Poitngnese  settlements 
of  Cacheo  and  Bissao ;  and  the  Slave-traders  at  Cacheo 
have  recently  given  their  traffic  in  the  Rio  Qrande  a  new 
feature  of  barbarous  atrocity.  They  visit  this  river  in 
armed  doops  and  boats,  and,  landing  during  the  night,  carr^ 
off  as  many  as  they  can  of  the  unfortunate  inhabitants. 

**  The  fine  rivers  Nuues  and  Pongas  are  entirely  uaider  the 
controul  of  reoegado  Slave-traders:  most  of  ^be  Slaves  sent 
from  the  former  river  find  their  way  to  Cacheo  and  the 
Cape  Verds,  where  it  is  said  they  aise  sl|ipped  as  domestics 
to  the  Brazik. 

"  The  accounts  of  the  number  of  Slave-cargdes  shipped 
from  the  several  rivers  on  the  coast  during  the  last  yeai^ 
shew  Uiem  to  be  enormous ;  and  it  is  more  than  suspected, 
as  yon. will  have  perceived,  that  the  Portuguese  flag  and 
Portngnese  subjects  are  deeply  implicated  in  this  crime.

was4>ioyided  with  the  royal  passport  required  by  the  Slave- 
tradie  Kestrictioa  Treaty,  and  with,  the  usual  official  docu- 
meiiis/to  enable  Iter  to  engage  in  a  legal  traffic  in  Slaves. 
She'  was  armed  with  six  twelTe-pound  guns,  and  manned 
with  twenty*five  men.  The  papers  exhibited  in  court  pointed 
out  Minoel  Loub  dos  Santos,  a  native  of  Oporto^  bit  re- 
aidtng  j|t  Pemambucf ,  as  i^t  owner  of  the  vessel ;  but  there 
was  ndthing*  shewn  that  proved  his  title  to  her.  The  vessel 
was  to  return  to  Pemambuco  firom  Cabinda  itad  M olembo 
by  the  way  of  2ar4.

''  It  appeared  from  the  depositions  of  the  witnesses  in  this 
ease,  that  the  Adelaide  was  equipped  at  Bahia,  under  tbe 
direction  of  her  owner,  Nichdaii  Marques  da  $ilva,  and  that 
ike  saSad  frosi  that  port  in  the  month  of  March  last.  Heir 
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•ItMace  fiapen  stated,  that  she  was  boond  to  Molembo  A»^ 
ttWgo  of  Slaves^  and  her  passport  allowed  her  to  takeni: 
there  316  Slaves,  being  the  namber  rated  according  to  hit: 
bartlien  of  126  tons.  * 

'*  Instead,  however,  of  proceedingto  Molembo,  the  Adelaide 
directed  her  course  to  Cape  Palmas,  lat.  4  deg.  85  min.  ncnrih, 
from  whence  she  proceeded,  within  sight  of  land,  to  Conn 
menda  on  the  Gold  Coast.  At  Commenda  she  anchored  ; 
and  the  master  went  on  shore  to  purchase  canoes.  In  answer; 
to  special  interrogatories,  the  master  said  that  he  landed, 
under  one  of  the  forts  of  Commenda;  but  whether  it  was  the 
English  or  Dutch  fort,  he  could  not  recollect.  He  purchased 
one  or  two  canoes  firom  natives  who  lived  at  some  distance 
from  the  forts.  From  Commenda,  the  Adelaide  pvoceeded  to 
Elmina,  but  was  prevented  from  anchoring  off  that  place  by 
bis  Miyesty's  sloop  Pheasant  The  slave-trading  equipment 
of  the  Adelaide  being  observed  by  Captain  Kelly,  the  eom-.

officer  not  to  engage  in  a  tragic  of  an  illicit  nature.  Not 
profiting  by  this  warning,  the  master  proceeded  with  tb^ 
Adelaide  to  Quitta,  to  purchase  canoes,  those  that  he  had 
bought  at  Commenda  having  been  sent  adrift  on  the  approach 
of  the  Pheasant  at  Elmina.  The  master  stated  that  he 
landed  under  the  Danish  fort  at  Quitta,  but  that  he  bought  m 
canoe  from  n9tives  who  resided  at  some  distance  from  the  ibrt. 
From  Quitta  the  Adelaide  proceeded  to  Popo,  where  she  tool^ 
in  canoe  men ;  and  from  thence  to  Badagry,  si|u^t^d  i^ 
about  lat.  0  deg.  north,  where  her  master  commenced  trading 
in  Slaves. 

"  At  Badagry,  the  master  was  employed  about  two  months 
in  the  coUection  of  Slaves.  On  or  about  the  21st  July,  the 
Adelaide  was  again  visited  by  the  Pheasant,  then  proceeding;

**  The  Con9eic4o  was  fitted  out  at  Princess  Island.  Her 
papers  stated,  that  she  was  bound  to  Cabinda  for  SlaYes«with 
which  she  was  to  proceed  to  Bahia,  and  that  she  belonged  to 
Donna  Maria  de  Cruz,  of  Prince's.  She  had  no  royal  pass- 
port ;  -but  she  had  a  simple  pass,  given  in  the  name  of  Jofto 
Baptista  k  Silva  de  Lagos,  yet  signed  by  Joz^  Rodriguez 
Pedronho,  and  Joz6  Xavier  Gonzaga  de  Sd,  who,  in  som^  of 
the  papers,  were  styled  members  of  the  Provisional  Govern- 
ment of  Prince  s  Island. 

"  The  Con; eic4o  sailed  from  Prince  s  about  the  commence* 
inent  of  July  last,  and  proceeded  to  Old  Calabar  river,'  when;

*  The  following  Is  an  extract  of  a  letter  from  the  Conmltsionsri 
to  tile  MarqoeM  of  Londondcrrj,  which  very  properly  commeots  on 
this  faet. 

*'  The  reiolationary  movements  which  had  previoosly  arisen  In 
the  other  parts  of  the  Portuguese  dominions,  having  extended  their 
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l»ed  Ike  eiew»  which  eoiuistod  of  twcuty^nme  penoBa^ 

dtdiiig  hinwrif  and  the  officers.    The  matter  ateted  alao»- 

that  he  had  Jiot  seen  any  bill  of  sale  of  the  veaael ;  but  ha 

■iidentood  that  she  had  been  sold  to  Joz6  Xavier  Gonaag^ 

de  Si.

•maiicipated."

*'  The  Gavido  sailed  from  Pernambucoon  the  6th  of  Sep^ 
tember  182 1,  with  regular  papers  for  a  legal  slave-trading 
voyage.  She  had  elearing  papers  for  Cabinda,  in  4  degJ 
6  min.  south  htitude,  by  the  way  of  Angola  and  Sf. 
Thomas.  A  letter  of  instructions, — addressed  by  the  owner 
to  the  master,  Macedo,  and,  in  default  of  him,  successively 
to  the  pilot,  Duarte,  and  the  clerkj,  Baribino, — gave  particular 

inflnsnce  to  Prince's  Island,  s  provUiooal  govemaieiit  hat,  it  ap* 
pears,  been  formed  tkere.  There  is  reason  to  think  that  the  chsnae 
is  not  favoorable  to  the  strict  observsace  or  eaforcemeot  of  tlia 
prohibitions  and  restraints  attached  to  the  pnrsuit  of  the  Slave  Trado 
to  the  northward  of  the  Eqnator. 

«  We  are  sorry  to  say  it  is  extremely  probable  that  a  member  of 
tliePrevisloBalCk»veniment  was  eoncemed  in  the  eqeipmentof  that 
Congeiclu) ;  which  is  more  to  be  lamented,  as  soch  an  example  most 
remove  from  the  minds  of  the  people  of  the  island  all  apprehension 
of  the  interposition  of  the  local  authorities,  to  prevent  similar  trans- 
gressions on  the  part  of  any  that  may  be  so  disposed.**

''  The  6avi6o  was  coastrshied,  by  adverse  weadier,  to  put 
hrto  Pariaba,  on  the  coast  of  Bnudl,  and  afterward  into  Bahia. 
She  sobseqaently  proceeded  on  her  voyap;e>  stopping  suc- 
cessively at  Angola,  St.  Thomas,  and  Prince's  Island ;  sailed 
fiom  the  Jast*nientioned  place,  with  clearance  for  Cabiada) 
but  went  direct  to  Old  Calabar,  ktitude  4  deg.  32  min. 
north  ;  where  she  was  seized  at  anchor,  on  the  morning  of 
the  0th  of  April,  having  arrived  at  the  anchorage  at  sht 
o'clock  on  the  evening  of  the  7th.  The  seizure  was  made 
on  the  ground  of  illicit  trading  in  Slaves.  The  vessel  was 
bfoaght  to  Sierra  Leone  for  adjudication. 

^  On  the  19th  of  June,  the  British  and  Portuguese  Mixed 
Commission  proceeded  to  examine  witnesses  in  the  case ; 
which,  in  the  first  instance,  turned  upon  a  supposed  embaifc- 
ntion  of  one  or  more  Negroes,  as  Shives,  for  the  traffic  at 
Calabar,  where  the  vessel  was  taken. 

"  H  was  clearly  provedj  that  no  Negro  was  taken  on 
board  at  that  place. 

*'  The  inquiry  was  then  direoted  to  the  question  of  the 
legality  or  illegality  of  the  embarkation  of  certain  Slaves^ 
•even  in  nnmber,  bought  by  the  master;  three  at  St.  Thomases, 
and  four  at  Princess  Island ;  and  taken  on  board  for  the 
alleged  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  labours  of  the  ship,  ar 
reduction  of  the  original' crew  having  rendered  anch  assist- 
ance necessary. 

"  These  Negroes  were  taken  on  board  with  the  consent  of 
the  local  governments,  which  consent  appeared  written  oir 
the  face  of  petittotis  presented  by  the  master,  for  the  put^ 
pose  of  obtaining  them. 

*^  In  the  petition  presented  at  Princess  Island,  the  four 
Slaves  cipbarH^d  there  were  described  as  free  men;  and 
the  master,^  being  interrogated  upon   this  point,  said  he 
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described  Amn  ai  free,  because  he  intended  ;to  g^ve  tl 
fteir  freedom,  and  to  employ  them  as  free  sailors.  .rr 

<' The .  evidence  of  the  master  was  supported  by  othfT 
finesses,  in  respect  to  the  reduction  of  the  numbers  of.tht 
oriig;inal  crewy  and /in.  respect  to  .the  actual  employment  of 
these  Negroes  in  the  works  of  the  ship.  They  meised  with 
the  cr^w,  and  they  were  not  under  any  restraint. 
.  **  Upon  this  evidence,  the  case  came  to  be  decided.  Mr. 
Altavilla,  his  Most  Faithful  Majesty's  Commissary  Judge, 
gave  hb  opmion  simply^  that  the  vessel  had  not  been  en* 
gaged  in  illegal  Slave  Trade,  and  therefore  the  claimant  was 
entitled  to  restitution. 

''  Mr.  Gregory,  his  Britannic  Majesty's  Commissary  Judge, 
was  of  opinion,  upon  a  general  view  of  the  case,  that  there 
were  numerous  proofs  of  an  intent  of  illegal  Slave •  trading  s 
and,!  considering  the  denomination  of  free  men,  as  apfdiod 
to  the  Negroes  bought  as  Slaves  at  Prince's  Island,  to  have 
liecil  designed  merely  as  a  deception  to  cover  a  destination 
of  those  Negroes  for  the  traffic,  he  was  of  opinion,  thui 
these  four  Negroes  were  illegally  embarked  at  Prince*s  Island: 
consequently,  in  his  opinion^  the  vessel  ought  to  be  eoAr 
demned  as  lawful  prize*. 

'^Mir.  Fitsgerald,  his  Britannic  Majesty*s  Commissioner  of 
Arbitration,  having  reserved  his  opinion  until  the  other  gen-

.finding  Hurt  they  differed,  to  examine  further  witnesses^  and 
esp^ieaitfy  the  Negro  seamen,  in  order  to  ascertain  more  fuU|r

*  This  opinion  seems  to  bt  strictly  correct;  sod  the  reasons  forjt 
eontrsry  opiDion  advanced  by  the  Commissiooer  of  Arbitration  ap- 
pear liable  to  considerable  question.  The  act  of  purchasing  Slaves 
at  8t.  Thonras's,  to  be  transported  thence  in  a  Portognese  ship, 
whatever  might  have  been  the  pretence  for  it,  was  an  illegal  act; 
and  the  consequences  of  it  coold  In  do  way  ba  obviated  but  by  the 
Captain  formally  manumitting  them  on  the  spot,  and  then  hiring 
them,  if  they  would  consent  to  be  so  hired,  as  seamen.  And  even 
in  this  case,  the  Captain  ought  to  have  shewn  that  he  found  It  abvo* 
lately  impossible  to  hire  seamen  at  Su  Thomas's  to  assist  in  navigat* 
ing  his  ship.

"  The  diminution  of  the  crew,  and  the  employment  of  these 
Negroes  in  the  works  of  the  ship,  appeared  to.  be  fully  esta- 
blished by  the  result  of  these  additional  e^saminations. 

'*  Upon  mature  consideration  of  this  additional  evidence, 
together  with  that  previously  before  the  Court,  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald was  of  opinion,  that  there  was  a  reduction  of  the 
crew  both  in  number  and  in  quality,  those  who  left  the  ship 
being  principally  White  men.     He  \i*as  further  of  opinton^ 
that  this  was  a  sufficient  motive  to  take  in  the  assistance  of 
the  Negroes  embarked  at  St.  Thomas's  and  PHnce's  Island ; 
thatf  as  for  as  could  be  ascertained,  it  was  the  real  motive ; 
and  thlit  the  Negroes  were  employed,  conformably  to  it,  in

*'  The  restitution  of  the  vessel  was  decreed,  in  accordance 
^th  the  concurring  opinions  of  Mr.  Altaviila  and  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald. 

"  Upon  further  deliberation,  it  appeared  expedient  to 
deier  the  consideration  of  demurrage  and  damages  until  the 
chimant  should  apply  to  the  Court  on  that  head  *."

**  Thit  fesael  sailed  from  Bahia,  on  the  14th  October  1820» 
with  a  passport  and  papers,  for  a  voyage  to  Molembo*  with 
«  cargo  of  tobacco  and  spirits ;  which  cargo  is  suited  for  a 
voyage  north  of  the  Line,  and  not  marketable  at  Molembo. 

"  She  was  detained  by  his  Majesty's  ship  Morgiana,  Capt. 
FiiUaison^on  (he  i4th  February  lasi,  in  lat.  d  deg.  50  niin. 
north,  long.  3  deg.  30  min.  east,  with  397  Skives  on  board. 

**  The  captor  first  steigred  for  Sierra  Leone ;  but  finding 
the  Slaves  dreadfully  crowded,  he  took  a  great  many  on  board 
his  own  ship,  and  put  into  Accra  and  Cape  CoiMit  for  water 
and  provbions;  and  there  again,  out  of  motives  of  humanity, 
he  took  more  of  the  unhappy  creatures  on  board  the  Mor- 
giana — in  all,  about  200 — and  finally  determined  on  shaping  a 
course  for  this  place  (Rio  Janeiro.) 

**  Ob  the  21st  May,  he  put  into  Bahia,  with  the  Emilia, 
to  replenish  her  stock  of  provisions*  and,  on  the  7th  July,  the 
two  ships  entered  this  port. 

**  On  the  10th  July,  the  Mixed  Commission  proceeded  to 
adjudication,  and,  on  the  10th  of  August,  she  was  condemned ; 
and,  after  giving  each  of  the  Slaves  a  certificate  of  emancipa- 
tion, they  were  delivered  over  to  the  judge  of  the  district,  as 
the  Alvari  directs ;  and  the  schooner  to  the  judge  of  contra- 
band, to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  two  Governments* 

**  At  the  time  of  delivery  of  the  Slaves  to  the  Government, 
they  amounted  to  351;  eighteen  having  been  left  sick  at 
Cape  Coast,  and  twenty-eight  having  died  during  and  since 
the  voyage.** — Pariiameniartf  Papers,  No.  Ill,  p.  89. 

A  view  of  the  evidence  in  this  case,  as  given  by  Mr. 
Hayne,  will  shew  the  gross  perjuries  to  which  Slave-traders 
are  ready  to  resort,  whenever  it  is  necessary  to  their  defence 
to  do  so. — 

''  The  captain  and  all  the  White  men  belonging  to  the 
Emilia  fled  from  her  at  Bahia ;  the  contremestre,  or  boat- 
swain, only  excepted.    . 

*'  The  boatswain,  in  his  examination  on  oath  before  the 
Commission,  declared,  that  fromBahia  the  Emilia  first  went 
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to  Accr6  sod  Mina  to  water  and  buy  canoes,  being  bound 
from  Babia  to  Molembo ;  and  that  they  then  went  to  Mo- 
lemboy  New  Molembo,  or,  as  some  call  it,  Onim.  Now, 
Acvril  is  12  deg.  of  lat.  to  the  north  of  Molembo:  there  is 
no  other  place  on  the  coast  by  that  name,  and  canoes  are 
not  used  there. 

*'  Two  Black  men  belonging  to  the  schooner  examined  on 
oath  ;  the  one  free,  the  other  a  slave ; — they  both  declared, 
that  the  Emilia  after  leaving  Bahia  went  to  Mina,  Cape 
Coast,  Aecri,  Ajudii,  and  Onim.  The  three  witnesses 
agreed  in  deposing,  that  the  Slaves  were  embarked  at  Onim, 
(he  boatswain  only  ambiguously  callmg  the  same  place 
Molembo,  New  Molembo,  or  Onim  :  he,  however,  acknow* 
ledged  that  it  was  called  by  the  latter  name  on  shore*  They 
sll  agreed  in  their  having  left  the  said  port  three  days  pre- 
i^onsly  to  capture :  therefore,  it  is  impossible  that  the  Emilia 
could  have  come  from  Molembo  in  thirty  hours,  a  distance, 
from  the  spot  where  detained,  of  at  least  nine  degrees  of 
latitude. 

'<The  Emilia,  by  one  log*book,  is  said  to  have  sailed  from 
Molembo  on  the  23d  January,  1821;  yet  letters  and  notes 
speakhig  of  embarkation,  and  even  bills  of  lading  signed  by 
the  captain,  were  found  on  board,  dated  Molembo,  12th 
February,  1821,  only  two  days  prior  to  the  capture.  The 
log-book  is  evidently  fictitious :  in  corroboration  of  which,  it 
is  composed  of  half-sheets  sown  together  with  fresh  thread ; 
one  having  been  daily  added,  which,  by  a  note  from  the 
captain  of  the  schooner  to  the  mate,  ordering  him  so  to  pre- 
pare it  for  the  homeward  voyage,  proves  such  to  be  the 
system  of  deception  practised. 

'*  A  regular  log-book  was  found  on  board,  kept  by  the  pilot, 
which  takes  the  schooner  direct  from  Bahia  to  Onim,  the 
port  where  the  Slaves,  by  the  evidence  of  the  witnesses  and 
other  testimony,  are  proved  to  have  been  embarked.  An- 
other, kept  by  the  captain,  corresponds  perfectly  with  the 
preceding,  till  within  a  few  days  of  their  arrival  on  the  coast ; 
and  the  remaining  leaves  appear  to  have  been  torn  out.  One 
letter  was  also  found,  dated  0th  February,  Onim.

'*^  In  the  defence,  dfawii  by  a#;elebraled  lawyer  of  BabNi, 
he  brings  nixteeli  affidavits  (three  of  people  belonging  to  the 
schooner*  who  fled  at  Bahia)  to  prove  that  they  receircdt 
letters  on  board  from  a  small  vessel  which  had  come  horn 
the  north. 

**  On  comparing  the  letter,  dated  6th  February,  Onim,  with 
the  time  and  spot  where  said  vessel  is  declared  to  have  been 
spoken,  by  a  most  liberal  allowance  it  is  evidently  impossible, 
had  she  spoken  such  a  vessel  (which  appears  in  no  •  other 
part  of  (he  evidence),  that  she  could  have  brought  a  letter  of 
so  late  a  date. 

*'  Amongst  the  above-mentioned  affidavits  taken  at  Bahia, 
one  of  them,  taken  by  Caetano  Alberto  de  Franca,  captain  of 
the  Rosalia  (another  Slave-vessel  belonging  to  the  same 
owner),  declares  that  he  himself  witnessed  the  embarkation 
of  the  Slaves  on  board  the  EUniha  at  Molembo,  that  he  nraa 
there  in  his  vessel  (the  Rosalia),  in  December  and  Januaiy, 
li^gl,  and  he  saw  the  Emilia  sail  from  Molembo  late  in  the 
latter  month. — ^This  affidavit  is  proved  to  be  the  grossest 
perjury,  not  only  by  the  preceding  evidence,  but  by  .fetters 
which  were  found  on  board  written  by  himself,  with  precisely 
the  same  signature  as  that  attached  to  the  affidavit,  and 
dated  the  12th  of  February,  at  Molembo,  speaking  of  the 
sailing  of  the  Emilia  on  the  next  day.  The  witnesses 
examined,  declared  that  they  left  the  Rosalia  in  the  port  of 
Onim*  All  the  let^rs  found  on  board,  except  one  (whicb 
was  dated  Onim),  in  order  to  accord  with  the  licence,  weve 
systematically  dated  Molembo. 

"  The  proofs  alleged  in  favour  of  the  Emilia,  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saving,  are  doubtless  a  series  of  perjuries  from 
beginning  to  end  ;  and  the  counter-evidence  in  favour  of  the 
captor  being  so  clear  and  decided,  of  the  fact  of  the  Slaves 
having  been  taken  on  board  at  Onim  (in  6^  50'  N.),  and  of 
their  beiug  for  the  purpose  of  traffic,  that  the  sentence  of 
condemnation  was  passed  without  hesitation  *.^

*  A  circumstance  mentioned  in  Sir  G.  Collier's  Letter  to  the 
Admiralty,  annonncing  tkis  capture,  throws  additional  light  on  the 
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ll  fbes  not  appear  that  the  partiei  eoneenied  ia  thk 
traasaetioD  were  proceeded  against  oriiDhiaUy»  either  fcr 
tbeir  illicit  Slave-tradiog  or  for  their  perjarica;  although 
the  above  fiicts  were  disclosed  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  itself. 

A  letter  from  Henry  Hayne,  Esq.,  dated  Rio  de  Janeiro* 
Mth  October*  I82I9  conveys  the  following  information  to 
the  Marquis  of  Londonderry,  as  to  the  mode  of  disposing  of 
the  Slaves  captured  ia  the  Emilia. 

"  Your  lordship  may  wish  to  be  informed  of  the  system 
pursued  by  this  Government  in  the  distribution  of  the  cap* 
tuped  Negproes:  I  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  state  Uie  result  of 
way  observation  in  the  case  of  the  Emilia,  for  your  lordship's 
iafermatton. 

''Ob  the  condemnation  of  the  captured  vessel,  a  certificate 
of  emancipation  was  distributed  by  the  Mixed  Commission 
to  each  Negro :  the  whole  were  then  given  over  to  the  charge 
<if  the  Oavidor  da  Comarca,  or  Judge  of  the  District,  as  the 

charge  of  peijnry.    The  letter  is  dated  Cape  Coast,  4th  March, 
18S1,  and  Is  as  follows : — 

^  Hh  Majesty's  sloop  Morgiana  hni  arrived  ia  these  roads  the  day 
before  from  the  Bight  of  Biafra,  bringtag  ia  wick  her  a  Slaviag- 
aebaoner,  the  Eiailia,  of  from  140  to  160  toas,  under  Portuguese 
colours,  captured  under  the  Slave  Treaties,  three  degrees  north  of 
the  Line,  and  bound  to  St  Salvador ;  having  on  board  at  the  time 
of  capture  the  incredible  nnmber  (for  snch  a  vessel)  of  890  Slaves. 
The  Portngoese  master  had  the  andaetty  to  swear,  that  the  schooner 
was  aot  from  near  Lagos,  bat  from  Cabenda.  The  Slaves,  however, 
distinctly  state  the  contrary ;  and,  from  the  little  expense  of  water, 
when  boarded  (only  fonr  casks),  it  is  evident  she  could  not  have 
been  between  forty  and  fifty  days  from  Cabenda. 

"But  if  one  circumstance  will  more  strongly  jostify  the  opinion  of 
Captain  Finlaison  (as  well  as  ny  own),  it  is,  that  the  wound  cansed 
on  the  breasts  of  the  men  and  women  by  the  application  of  a  liot 
iron,  bearing  the  particular  marlL  of  the  individualA  to  whom  those 
Slaves  may  be  consigned,  (and  with  which  children  of  an  extremely 
tender  age  are  also  branded),  is  even  now  scarcely  healed,  and  at 
the  time  of  capture  was  so  fresh  as  to  leave  no  doobt  on  the  mind  of 
the  surgeon,  of  the  truth  of  the  statement  made  by  some  of  these 
mifortanate  safferers,  as  to  time  and  place  of  sailing  from."

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Alvari  of  the  20th  Jamiaiy,  1818»  directs^  for  the  pnrpive 
of  being  apprenticed.  - 1 

**  A  curator  was  nomiuated  in  the  form  of  the  said  Alnur4 
The  judge  announced  to  the  public,  that  the  Negroes  were  io 
be  hired  to  individuab,  who  were  to  apply  for  them  to  him 
in  writing;  and  having  obtained  a  Portuguese  subject  of 
property  as  security,  and  being  themselves  approved,  w«re 
deemed  competent  persons.  They  were  hired  to  the  best 
bidder,  at  the  judge*s  door,  but  to  those  only  whose  petitions 
had  been  approved  by  the  judge  and  curator. 

^  A  bond  was  entered  ipto  by  each  successful  bidder,  for 
each  Negro,  to  maintain,  clothe,  and  instruct  him  or  her  in 
the  Christian  religion,  as  well  as  in  some  mode  of  gaining  a 
livelihood ;  and  to  pay  the  sum  agreed  upon  annnaUy  in 
advance,  as  well  as  a  fee  to  the  judge,  his  clerk,  and  the 
curator,  on  signing  the  bond. 

''Notwithstanding,  my  lord,  the  trouble  and  expense 
attending  the  hire  of  these  Negroes,  the  competition  was 
very  considerable ;  owing,  I  presume,  to  their  bemg  a  very 
superior  race  to  those  usually  imported  here,  and  to  there 
being  no  risk  of  loss  of  capital  in  the  event  of  death  or  de- 
sertion. They  were  hired,  my  lord,  at  the  rate  of  from  ninfe 
to  thirty-four  mil  reis  per  annum;  which,  on  an  average,  is 
fully  equal  to  the  interest  of  purchase-mouey  of  new  Negroes ; 
and  to  capitalists,  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  a  disadvantage 
rather  than  an  advantage.  I  am  informed,  my  lord,'  bj 
the  Judge,  that  an  account  b  to  be  opened  in  the  name  of 
each  Negro ;  that  the  money  received  on  their  account  is 
to  be  placed  in  a  coffer,  which  is  to  have  three  keys,  to  be 
in  the  possession  of  the  judge,  a  treasurer,  and  the  curator ; 
and  that  whatever  may  be  due  to  each,  will  be  paid  to  them 
at  the  expiration  of  their  servitude*  Three  hundred  were 
distributed,  my  lord,  in  this  manner  to  individuals;  the 
remaining  fifty  to  the  government,  in  different  branches,  on 
the  same  conditions :  I  have  myself  hired  three,  on  the  same 
terms,  with  a  view  of  securing  their  freedom  to  them  as  soon 
as  they  are  capable  of  profiting  by  it. 

"  I  cannot  answer  for  there  having  been  no  abuses  in  the 
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» 

4itirilMitioii :  generally  speaking)  I  belief  e  the  Negroes  ate 
in  good  bands,  and  will  be  well  treated ;  but  I  aboakl  have 
pusfirnred.  seeing  them  hired  by  private  contract,  rather  than 
public  auction,  because  their  character  might  then  be  pre- 
ferred to  a  trifling  pecuniary  advantage. 

**  I  think,  my  lord,  all  things  considered,  that  if  honesty 
and  good  faith  are  maintained  to  the  end,  the  system  is  as 
^ood  as  could  have  been  eipected."

Sfome  further  details  with  respect  to  the  Portuguese  Slave- 
trade  have  been  already  given  in  that  part  of  the  preceding 
article  of  the  Appendix  which  is  taken  from  the  Report  of 
Si^  G.  Collier,  to  which  the  following  extract  from  the  same 
Report  may  be  added, 

**  The  Slave  Trade  at  Whydah  is  conducted  to  a  very 
great  extent  by  a  Portuguese  renegado,  named  de  Souza, 
whp»  banbhed  from  the  Brasib,  has  fixed  himself  at  Whydah, 
where  he  is  the  agent  or  Slave-factor  to  the  Brazilian  Nation, 
and  lives  in  prodigious  splendour ;  assumes  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  person  in  authority,  granting  papers  and 
licences  to  the  Slave-traders  in  all  the  form  and  confidence 
of  one  empowered  to  do  so  by  the  Portuguese  Government. 
The  extent  of  the  Slave  Trade  at  Whydah  may  be  judged 
of  by  the  number  of  Portuguese  vessels  anchoring  off  this  port 
and  Lagos  annually,  being  generally  calculated  at  100,  and 
for  no  other  purpose  than  to  obtain  Shves*  These  vessels, 
if  met  at  sea  and  boarded  by  a  British  cruizer,  report  them- 
selves bound  to  Cabenda  and  Molemba ;  and,  if  they  have 
left  the  coast  of  Benin  a  day  only,  they  declare  themselves 
to  have  sailed  from  the  above-mentioned  ports,  or  even  from 
the  more  southern  parts  of  the  coast  of  Aagohu  Thus,  though 
a  vessel  receiving  a  cargo  of  Slaves  at  Whydah  is  subject  to 
capture  provided  she  be  met  with  before  she  pass  the  limits 
of  aeisure,  she  avoids  this  by  her  short  run,  until  she  is  in 
security  by  passing  south  of  the  Line;  and  then,  if  met  with 
and  boarded^  the  master  has  a  ready  answer.  The  ship's 
log,  if  fairly  kept,  will  be  at  variance  with  his  declaration ;

bot  the  haiard  to  an  officer  is  so  great  by  a  capture,  how- 
ever supported  by  written  documents,  and  this  so  easily 
overturned  by  the  affidavits,  so  readily  made  by  every  Por- 
tnguese  in  the  vessel,  before  the  Mixed  Commission,  that- 
against  the  evidence  of  plain  facts  and  common  sense,  pru- 
dence and  self*defeuce  will  generally  prevail,  and  the  Slaver 
will  escape  detention. 

**  Proceeding  now  to  the  river  Logos,  still  further  eastward 
in  the  Bight;  here,  as  at  Whydah,  the  dealer  is  furnished 
with  Slaves,  though  by  the  treaty  with  Portugal  he  is  for- 
bidden. Both  at  Logos  and  at  Whydah  the  Slaves  are 
housed  until  it  is  ascertained,  by  the  absence  of  the  British 
cruisers  on  other  duties,  interruption  cannot  be  offered,  when 
in  a  few  hours  the  whole  cargo  is  embarked,  the  vessel  is  at 
sea,  and  in  a  couple  of  days  she  is  within  protected  limits » 
and,  once  south  of  the  Line,  she  proceeds  on  her  voyage  in 
security ;  for  if  intercepted  by  a  British  cmizer  when  south 
of  the  Line,  her  statement  that  she  comes  from  Cabenda  or 
Molemba  is  protection  to  her. 

"  A  reference  to  any  chart  of  the  African  shore  will  at  once 
give  their  lordships  an  understanding  how  far  the  Portuguese 
act  up  to  the  treaties  they  have  made."

signed to  Messrs.  Cuesta  Manzanal  and  Toso. 
^  **  Shortly  after  her  arrival,  we  learnt  that  the  Captain* 
General  had  refused  pemission  for  the  Negroes  to  be 
landed;  and  in  a  confidential  conversation  which  passed 
with  his  Excellency  upon  that  occasion,  he  declared  bin 
resolution  to  carry  into  effect,  as  far  as  lay  in  his  power,  the 
stipulations  of  our  treaty  with  Spain,  for  preventing  illicit 
traffic  in  Slaves. 

'*The  vessel  in  question,  however,  continued  foracousider- 
able  time  in  the  harbour,  and  finally  the  consignees  obtained 
permission  to  land  and  sell  the  Negroes.  We  were  infmrmed 
that  the  Captain*  General  had  been  induced  to  grant  tkb 
permission  in  the  consequence  of  the  Report  upon  the  case 
made  by  the  Assessors  of  legal  Counsel  of  the  Government. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  a  Copy  of  the  Report;  but 
we  understand  that  it  is  founded  generally  upon  the  hospi- 
tality due  to  the  vessel  of  a  friendly  nation,  driven  into  these 
seas  by  stress  of  weather,  and  not  in  a  condition  to  pursue 
her  voyage. 

**  In  the  confidential  conversations  which  have  subse* 
quentty  passed  upon  this  subject,  we  have  not  been  able  to 
obtain  any  more  satisfactory  explanation  of  the  transaction ; 
and  although  the  grounds  upon  which  the  legal  counsel  are 
said  to  have  rested  their  Report, — namely,  the  arrival  at  thb 
port,  through  stress  of  weather,  of  a  Portuguese  vessel,  with 
Negroes  on  board, — ^are  highly  improbable,  not  to  say  impos- 
sible, and  moreover  do  not  by  any  means  authorise  the 
violation  of  our  treaty,  and  of  his  Catholic  Majesty's  decree ; 
yet,  upon  mature  deliberation,  we  were  clearlyof  opinion  that 
we  are  not  warranted  by  your  lordship's  instructions  to  make 
any  official  representation  or  remonstrance  upon  the  case.''

The  most  important  communication  from  the  Havannah  is 
addressed  to  the  Earl  of  ClanwiUiam^  by  R.  T*  Jameson, 
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Esq.  mie  of  tbeCommissionen,  on  the  1st  September  1831. 
Hie  Mlowiag  is  an  extract  firom  it.«— 

i 

1st  September,  ISSl. 

*'  Twenty- six  vessels  have  entered  the  port  of  Havannah 
(witb  Slaves  to  the  amount  of  6,415)  since  the  31st  October 
1820,  the  period  assigned  by  treaty  for  the  total  Abolition  of 
the  Spanlih  Slave-trade.  Of  these  vessek,  eighteen  were 
Spanish,  five  French,  two  Portuguese,  and  one  American, 
Not  one  of  these  has  been  judicially  noticed  by  the  Govern* 
meat  of  the  ishind.  On  the  contrary,  the  merchants  declare 
they  received  assurances  that  their  vesseb  entering  firom 
Afinca,  after  the  dlst  October,  would  not  be  molested.  Six 
months  from  that  time  were  mentioned  as  the  extent  of  such 
immunity ;  but  the  tenth  month  has  ended,  and  Slave-ships 
still  enter  openly  and  unquestioned.  Certain  it  is,  also,  that 
▼essels  are  still  permitted  to  fit  out  for  the  Slave  Trade,  as 
wall  as  to  enter  with  cargoes  from  Afirica;  nor  has  any 
order,  notice,  or  other  public  document  been  issued,  decla- 
ratory of  the  disapprobation  of  thb  government,  or  an  inten- 
tion to  enforce  the  abolition  of  the  traffic. 

"  With  respect  to  the  preventive  influence  of  the  British 
and  Spanish  cruizers,  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  since  the 
residence  of  the  Mixed  Commissioners  in  this  city,  ninety- 
five  Slave-ships  have  entered  the  port,  (twenty-six  of  them 
in  open  violation  of  the  treaty),  besides  about  forty  others  in 
the  minor  ports  of  the  island,  yet  not  one  of  these  has  been 
visited  or  detained  by  the  cruisers  of  either  power. 

"  This  however,  1  conceive,  may  be  easily  explained.  When 
the  Spanish  Slave*trade  was  allowed  to  the  south  of  the 
Equator,  it  was  clearly  impossible  for  naval  officers  on  this 
station  to  detain  such  vessels  as  were  returning  from  Africa, 
on  the  conjectural  ground  of  their  deviation.*  After  the 
31st  October  1820,  abo,  it  was  so  currently  given  out  (and 
that  from  authority),  that  the  term  of  abolition  was,  or  would 
be,  extended,  that  to  have  detained  Slave-ships,  in  the  fiice 
of  such  general  intimation,  would  have  been  an  extremely 
irritating  measure,  and  probably  ineffectual,  from  the  de- 
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oltffi|i#tt'«f  AeSptaish  GoauBtsaMers^  Ibat  they  would  wt 
join  in  their  coDdemnatioD.  Aiprescnt^  such uoderstaftdulg 
cannot  be  allowed  any  weight ;  but  since,  in  the  illicit  trafiic 
now  carryiag  on,  foreign  flags  are  generally  used,  little,  I 
flfpMlicnd,  «aio  be  cxpecttd  firon  tbe  efforts  of  the  navy  in 
vuott  wiHi  tliia  CoomisBion.  The  track  of  sta  which  svt- 
fouoda  the  ttOOO  tnilea  of  coatft  whioli  Cuba  posseasei* 
actfcciy  sflSbrds  a  enitzing  grouad,  and  is  justly  dreaded  by 
veaseb  of  war ;  and  as  above  1500  vessels  annually  eater 
the  ports  of  the  bland,  (while  Slave  ships  in  these  seas  ate 
■ot  marked  out  to  crnizers  by  their  appearance  or  course,  «a 
Ihey  aie  when  bovedag  oo  the  Afrtooa  ahore),  it  is  esddeat^ 
to  eflStctiiaAy  detect,  that  all  must  be  brought  to  and  «Mt* 
Biined,^-«  service  so  molesting  and  difficalt,  that  it  woakl 
secfli  beyond  poasibittty,  even  if  the  first  named  obstacle  to 
iiaral  csertioB  dad  not  exist.  ladependently  of  these  ph^ai* 
cal  dUBcttlties,  I  much  fear  there  are  some  moral  ones  which 
SMrit  consideration.  The  general  custom  of  naval  officera 
(Cnglasb  aad  Spaaisb)  advertising  the  commercial  world  of 
the  Havaanah,  in  the  public  prints,  of  theia  arrival  and  tiaM 
of  departure,  in  order  to  procure  a  freight  of  silver,  mast  of 
course  be  reiinqoished  as  fruitless  by  the  captor  of  a  Slave- 
ship;  and  it  is  also  to  be  considered,  that  great  difficulty 
and  responsibility  attach  to  the  captor,  since  transhipments 
of  Slaves  from  one  Spanish  colony  to  another  is  still  per- 
mitted, and  the  abuse  of  flags  is  carried  oo  to  a  great 
height.  On  the  coast  of  Africa,  none  of  theae  impedimenta 
exist.  Our  squadrons  there  have  but  the  one  speci^e 
aevviee,  aad  fiad  the  •chief  difficulty  ta  be  tbe  n  amber  of 
etfenden :  two  hundred  'Sail  of  vessels  annually  concentering 
found  tbe  scene  of  pUinder,  where  tlie  presence  of  one  ship 
of  war  ia  worth  the  service  of  a  ifleet  on  other  t^ations. 

*'  From  the  above*mentioned  causes,  it  would  appear  that 
the  power  of  preventing  and  punishing  ilhcil  trade  does  and 
nrast  rest  almost  entirely  wsth  the  local  Oovernment.  The 
tone  it  taken,  and  the  apparent  inouffieiency  of  naval  police, 
seem  to  have  given  ^ncoaeagement  to  illegal  traffic,  which 
even  in  the  suppositiop  of  the  asaloiia  aad  imtmpeded  vigi^ 
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OMUB  pvtili  iwiraHy  reaHzeift  l^p  Slafing^eslkig.  V«i0cA» 
an  pobllcif  deanofp  mil  for  Afiiea,  whether  ia  legitioialc 
trade  for  goM  dust  and  ivory,  is  a  doubt  tliat  19  oaly 
aosiMfftd  (lere  by  a  fmile.«-*^Tir»9ehoo«ersafe  myvrfiCtiaf 
out  m  tlie  harbour  of  Havaonah,  expressly  for  the  Skmrn 
Tnde.  At  MantMif  as,  Nuevitas,  Trinidad,  BarasoUy  aoil 
Batabftoo,  it  is  carried  oa  with  perfect  tnpauity ;  and  it  w 
oaly  tea  days  ago,  that  a  cargo  of  Negroes,  landed  at  thw 
ktter  port  froB  a  Fmoh  brig,  were  publicly  advertised  for 
sale  ia  the  Hasaooab.  The  majority  of  the  vessels  tkat  hsso 
ktleiiy  sailed  oa  the  well-understood  voyage  to*  die  African 
ooaslv  have  cleared  out  for  other  destlnatioDS.  Soaie  Up 
Sisste  Video,  osiers  to  Tenerife,  Cape  Yerd  Islsrads^  and 
Frinoe's  Island.  The  voyage  is  patroniied  by  some  persotf* 
of  established  credit,  and  accionistas  (or  shareholders)  ami 
admitted  t^  bear  its  charges.  The  shares  are  as  low  as  199 
doiiaiB^  and  are  eagerly  sought  for. 

^  When  the  vessel  returns  from  Africa,  if  the  priopcipa^ 
owners  have  suflicient  weight  and  influence,  she  tonebes  at 
Puerto  Rico  and  provides  herself  with  a  passport,  fof  the 
total  or  suifilus  cargo  to  thisislaiid;  tlivs  removing  all  subse- 
quent danger  of  seizure,  under  Article  Vll.  of  the  Instruc- 
ttonn  appended  to  the  Treaty  of  1817.  If  she  is  without 
this,  she  directs  her  coarse  through  the  Cayos,  which  Ktf 
round  the  north  and  south-east  point  of  the  island,  into  one* 
of  the  bays  on  the  coast;  the  cargo  is  frequently  bespoke; 
if  ft  is  not,  it  is  conveyed  to  the  plantations  of  the  consignee, 
and  either  sold  from  tbeace  in  parcels,  or,  as  I  have  hnoww 
in  sev«ml  instances,  marched  to  tbe  Havannah  as  '  tibi! 
stosfc  ai  a  planter  about  to  retire.' 

**  At  present  the  sugar  plantations  retam  about  seven  per 
cent,  (island  valueX  while  the  coffee  estates  produce  from 
last  yearns  crop  above  thirty  per  eent. ;  the  smaller  extenH 
of  oapHai  requtrtd  for  their  establishneni,  added  to  the* 
great  {thongh  unequal)  returns  they  usually  make,  has  gtveir 
a-  stiflmlns  for  speenlatioif  in  this  bmnch  of  cultivation 
which  must  lead  to  a  consequent  demand  for  Slaves. 
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''  Other  causes  are  powerfully  operating  to  maiDtain  the 
demand.  From  the  cession  of  the  Floridas  to  the  United 
States,  there  has  heen  a  considerable  influx  of  Spanish  fami- 
lies from  the  opposite  shore  ;  while  the  >  disturbed  state  of 
the  South-American  provinces  has  driven  many  persons  of 
substance  to  seek  an  asylum  in  this  island.  In  consequence 
Urowise  of  the  grants  of  laods,  which  since  the  year  18 IT 
the  local  Government  has  made,  and  engages  to  make^  lo 
emigrants  from  Europe,  about  1500  persons  annually  are 
arrimg  to  settle.  Of  these  various  classes,  those  aboye  the 
rank  of  labourers  cannot  form  a  settlement  even  of  a  domes- 
tic kind,  without  the  aid  of  Slaves ;  and  thence  new  sokirccs 
of  demand  are  continually  opening,  which  in  a  rising  country 
such  as  this  (where,  out  of  nearly  14,000^000  acres  of  land, 
scarcely  3,000,000  are  beneficially  occupied),  aflford  every 
prospect  of  extensive  increase.  This  summary  will,  I  con* 
ceive,  plainly  shew  that  incitement  is  not  likely  to  be  want* 
ing  to  illicit  adventure ;  and  that,  without  further  checks  than 
are  at  present  provided,  a  system  wiH  be  organised  that  will 
defeat  the  philanthropic  views  of  the  English  Government  in 
this  quarter.''

After  this  discouraging  statement  it  is  some  relief  to  read 
a  subsequent  dispatch  frdm  the  Commissioners,  dated  10th 
December,  1821,  as  follows: — 

'*  We  have  the  hondur  to  inform  your  lordship,  that  the 
Spanish  members  of  this  Mixed  Commission  have  apprised 
us  that  they  have  received  from  their  Government  instructions 
to  carry  punctually  into  effect,  in  all  their  proceedings,  the 
stipulations  of  the  Slave  Trade  Abolition  Treaty,  concluded 
between  Great  Britain  and  Spain  in  September,  1817. 

^*  We  understand  that  circular  orders  to  the  same  effect 
have  been  received  by  the  Captain-General,  the  Admiral, 
and  the  Intendant,  with  directions  to  communicate  the  same 
to  the  several  branches  of  their  respective  departments.^'

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The  following  Spanish  Cases  were  adjodged  bj  the  Mixed 
Commission  Courts  at  Sierra  Leone : — 

1.  Ca§e  of  the  Anna  Marian  Juan  de  la  Roche  matter. 

"  Tbe  fact  of  the  Anna  Maria  beins  crowded  with  Negroes, 
the  declaration  of  the  captor,  and  the  depositions  of  the 
chief  mate  and  seamen  of  the  schooner,  afforded  the  Court 
the  proof  of  the  traffic  in  which  she  was  engaged. 

"  The  Anna  Maria  was  fitted  out  for  a  Slave -trading  voyage 
at  St  Jago  de  Cuba,  under  the  sanction  of  the  authorities  of 
that  place.  Her  passport,  dated  the  1st  December,  1820, 
was  a  general  one,  permitting  her  to  proceed  to  the  Portu- 
guese island  of  Princes,  for  the  purposes  of  commerce  of  aa 
undefined  nature ;  but  a  certificate  of  two  officers  of  the  rojal 
treasury  of  St.  Jago,  dated  the  2d  December,  1820,  found 
amongst  her  papers,  was  to  the  effect,  that  certain  goods 
therein  specified,  upon  which  duties  had  been  paid,  were 
embarked  for  the  purpose  of  a  traffic  in  Negroes.  On  the  8th 
of  December,  18SiO,  (six  months  after  this  traffic  was  totally 
abolished  by  Spain),  this  vessel  left  St.  Jago  with  the  object 
of  pursuing  it  on  the  coast  of  Africa ;  an  object  avowed  by 
the  parties,  and  known  to  the  Spanish  authorities. 

"  The  schooner  being  of  172  tons  burthen,  was  armed  with 
flix  guns,  (Id-pounders),  and  manned  with  thirty-five  men, 
some  of  whom  were  said  to  be  subjects  of  his  Majesty ; 
one  of  them,  George  Gardner,  the  chief  mate,  is,  we  regret 
to  say,  ou  his  own  acknowledgment,  an  Englishman.  The 
British  part  of  the  Commission  had  hoped,  that  after  the 
lapse  of  fourteen  yeairs  since  Great  Britain  abolished  the 
Slave  Trade,  no  one  of  her  subjects  would  be  found  so  lost  to^ 
humanity  or  to  BHtish  feeling,  as  to  take  any  part  in  this 
detested  tra^e.  This  is  the  first  instance  which  the  Commis- 
sioners have  discovered  of  so  great  a  scandal;  IM  th^,  as  it 
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has  beeo  intimated  above,  have  the  regret  to  learn  that  it  is 
not  the  only  instance  in  the  Anna  Maria*  The  Commissioa* 
^^^Pffi^l^^^  requested  the  Acting  Governor  to  direct  the 
attenthm  of  the  Adnig  King's  Advocate  of  the  Colony  to 
these  o^enders. 

**  The  papers  exhibited  in  Court  pointed  out  Don  Antonio 
Vincenty  of  St.  Jago  de  Cuba»  as  the  amador»  or  managing 
owner,  of  the  Anna  Maria;  but  nothing,  was  found  to  shew 
his  title  to  the  vessel.  The  depositions  of  Gardner,  and  of 
th<  other  witnesses,  stated  that  several  persons  were  con- 
cerned in  bcr*  Gardner  pomti^  out  Smith,  the  supercai^, 
and  Messrs.  Sbelton  and  Wright,  metcbants  of  St  Jagia,  ma 
part  owners;  Smith  and  Sbeltoa  were  declared  to  be  Adioi** 
cans ;  Wright- was,  by  Gardner,  said  to  be  a  reudent  at  Si* 
JhifOt.Mt  ^  Enghah  desoeat;  and  by  Jones,,  one  of  the 
Negfo  women,  he  was  said  to  be  a  native  of  Irebmd*  A 
Iflttit  appeared  amongst  the  vesseFs  papers,  which  seemed  to 
shew  that  Shdton  and  Wright  were  in  spme  way  or  otiMt 
oaoDected  witb  the  schooner.  It  was  addressed  by  th« 
IMater,  Juan  de  la,  Roche,  to  the  two  persols,  as  an  ao^ 
knowledgnMnt  to  them,  that  he,  though  nominally  the 
Commander  of  the  Anna  Maria,  was  subject  to  the  orders  of 
Matthew  Smith  the  superoaigo,  and  that  he  only  considered 
Ums^f  to  be  the  first  officer  of  the  vessel  under  Smith* 

^<  The  vessd  arrived  in  the  River  Bonny  on  the  3d  February^ 
aad  immediately  commenced  trading  in  Slaves.  Betweea 
the  timnB  of  her  anrival  and  that  of  her  capture,  it  appeared 
she  took  in  bfetweea  Ibmr  and  five  huodied  Shves.  On  tho 
aigbt  of  ilM  S9d  March,  ahe  was  Ukcn  by  the  boats  of  his 
Migesty's  ship  Tartar,  Commodore  Sir  Geoige  Collier,: 
assisted  by  those  of  hia.  Mi^ty*s  hrig  This^  Lieutemuil 
Hagan.  Some  of  the  Shves  threw  themselves  overboard  at 
the  time  of  the  capture,  and  were  drowned. 

''  From  the  crowded  state  of  the  vessel,  the  captor  deemed 
it  proper  to  remove  a  number  of  the  Slaves  into  the  Tartar ; 
two  hundred  and  seventy>two  were  left  on  board  of  the  Aaaa 
Maria:  of  this  mimber  tUrty-fimr  died  during  the  passage 
ftom  Bonny  to  Siena  Leeae,  aid  two  tudved  and  thirty*^ 
%kt  wan  bfMiM  Mte  tbp  kvbtiiii 


■•  Ob  llie  IBth  inslanl,  the  Court,  on  a  review  of  the  evi- 
dence, passed  sentence  of  condemDutiou  agninst  the  schooner 
Afltfa  Maria,  her  tackle,  apparel,  and  furniture,  aud  decreed 
the  emancipation  of  the  two  hundred  and  thirtj-ciglit  Slaves 
then  on  boaril  of  her;  as  also  the  emiiiicipatiou  of  such 
SlaveK  belou^in^  to  the  vessel  as  were  removed  from  her  into 
his  Brilanuic  MHJeBtv's  ship  Tnrtar  ;  and  tliat  tlie^  should  be 
delivered  over  to  ihe  Government  of  the  colony,  to  be 
«iniyUyad  u  aemata,  or  tttt  labonrers."

The  Sp»aniah  masters 
accordingly  sent  to  Captain  Leeke  149  Slaves  belonging  to 
the  brig,  and  180  Slaves  belonging  to  the  schooner:  tbey 
also  sent  the  papers  of  both*  the  vessels.  These  papers  con* 
sbted  of  a  royal  passport,  a  log-book,  a  muster*roll,  and  a 
Mediterranean  pass  of  the  Caridad;  and  of  similar  docu- 
ments belonging  to  the  Nneva  Virgen.  It  appeared  from 
these  papers,  that  both  the  vessels  were  fitted  out  at  Santiago 
de  Cuba ;  the  brig  was  commanded  by  Jos6  Sargana,  was 
armed  wiih  seven  guns  of  different  calibres,  and  with  small 
arms,  and  was  m^ned  with  forty-two  teen. 

.  "  The  passport  of  La  Caridad  bore  the  original  date  Madrid, 
2d  of  April  1816,.and  had  the  usual  rbyal  and  official  signa* 
ttties.  It  was  made  effective  at  Cuba  on  the  4th  of  March 
IHift^  In  fiivoiir  of  the  brig  Cometa,  Don  Jnan  Francisco 
Ballejos,  master;  Antonio  Balliant,  owner;  coming  t6  the 
coast  of  Africa  for  486  Slaves;  signed  Lnis  de  Arrue.  In 
the  present  instance,  it  was  put  in  operation  in  favour  -of 
Don  Jm^  Sagana,  and  authorised  him  '  to  proceed  to  the 
<;oast  of  Africa,  to  the  southward  of  the  equinoctial  line,' 
with  the  brig  under  his  command  called  Nuestra  Senora  de 
In  Caridad,  in  search  of  the  Negroes  that  he  had  left  there* 
as  had  been  fully  verified  by  the.  documents  which  he  had 
produced,  dated  Cnba,  2l8t  of  April  1831,  signed  Francisco 
Xavier  d^Badillo.  Hiis  aathorisation  was  endorsed  on  the 
manuscript  note  n^m  the  back  of.the  pasiport 

.  f*  The  schooner  La  NneVa  Virgen  was  commanded  by  Jnam 
Bautista  Valanto,  mounted  three  gunsof  various  califaiesy. 
had  small  arms,  and  a  crew  of  twenty-three  meui  Her 
passport  was  originally  given  in  favour  of  tfatt  schooner 
Niieva  Viij^n,  Jos^  Izaura,  mAster  and  owner :  it  was  itated 
Madrid,  the  14di  July  1818,  and  had  the  usnal  loyal  and: 
official  signatnries.  It  was  liiade  effectivse  fhr  the  eon^ance 
ofasoSkves,  by  the  iwthori^  ef  theCHiiwiHdsnt  of  the

''  Tbia  passport  was  renewed  by  a  few  liaes  endoreed  iu 
■anuscript,  in  favour  of  the  new  captain,  Don  Juan  BautUta 
Valaozb,  aiithorising  a  voyage  to.  the  permitted  ports  pf  the 
eoast  of  Africa,  to  trade  in  Slaves,  jcDmplying  with  the  re* 
qnisite  forms.  This  endorsement  is  dated  Cuba,  the  31st  of 
May  1820,  signed  Francisco  Xavier  de  Radiilo, 

''  Another  indorsed  memorandum,  /  in  consequence  of  Um$ 
sickness  of  the  above«nafned.  Captain  Valanzo/  authprii^a 
,Don  Carlos  Pahjust  to  take  the  command  of  the  vessel  in  his 
pfau;p,  and  to  proceed  on  the  voyage,  havjng  complied  with 
the  necessary  forms :  it  is  dated  Cuba,  26th  of  June  1820, 
and  signed  Luis  de  Arrue. 

**  The  third  indorsed  memorandum  renders  the  passport 
effective  for  the  present  voyage,  in  terms  of  the  following 
tenor. — *  Renewed  in  favour  of  Don  Juan  B^uUsta  Valanzo,  in 
order  that  he,  with  the  above-named  schooner,  may  proceed 
from  this  port  to  the  coast  of  Africa,  south  of  the  equinoc- 
fial  line,  in  search  of  the  Negroes  which  were  left  there^  as  a

**  It  appeared  by  the  log-book  of  the  Nueva  Virgen,  that 
she  left  Santiaga  de  Cuba  on  the  8th  of  May  1821,  in  com- 
pany with  the  schooner  EstreUa  and  the  brig  Caridad ;  the 
three  vessdb,  as  was  expressed,  '  being  desfified  to  the. 
coast  of  Africa,  to  the  south  of  the  Equator,,  to  take  away, 
from  thence  2811  Negroes  that  bad  been. left. by  the  lirig 
Aquiles,  Don  Pedro  Cardooa  master/ 

**  The  CoQimissioners,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  examinations 
of  Captain  I^eeke  and  hb  o£Sicers,  thought  that  the  papeni; 
giien  to  Captain  Leeke,  by  the  masters  oif  the  Caridad  ,pad. 
Naeva  Virgen,  clearly  established,  them  Spanish  characters. 
The  Cottaisdkpeia  further,  examined  aonie  of  tk^^npo^^  pf 
cnehr  fMStla;  Ibiy  d^poaad^  tiM  tbcy.iv^eoi  JMtiv^>(^ 
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Uiboo  country,  which  it  in  the  neighbourhaod  of  BoHi|r 
River,  and  that  they  were  sold  to  the  masters  of  the  brig  and 
of  the  schooner.  The  Commissioners,  on  the  evidence  thus 
obtained,  decreed,  on  the  7th  of  November,  the  Caridad  and 
Ih^  Noeva  Virgen  to  be  condemned  as  prise,  for  being  en* 
gaged  in  the  traffic  in  Slaves.

*•  LAW  OF  MANOMISSION  OP  SLAVES. 

^  The  General  Congress  of  Columbia  considering,-^ 

"  1st,  That  the  last  Congress  of  Vanezuela  very  urgently 
recommended  to  that  of  Columbia  to  take  into  their  con - 
oideration  the  situation  of  the  Slaves  that  existed  in  the  ter- 
sitory  of  the  Republic  : 

"  2d,  That,  according  to  the  eternal  principles  of  reason, 

justice,  and  the  wisest  policy,  no  Republican  Government,  truly 

just  and  philanthropic,  can  exist  without  seeking  to  alleviate 

all  those  classes  of  mankind  that  are  degraded  and  unhappy : 

'^  8d,  and  lastly.  That  an  object  of  such  importance  to  the 
Republic  ought  to  be  realised,  and  slavery  be  gradually 
abolished  ;  so  that,  without  compromising  the  public  tran- 
quillity, or  affecting  the  rights  which  the  proprietors  really 
possess,  the  freedom  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  Colombia  may 
in  a  few  years  be  ensured : 

**  Have  decreed  as  follows. — 

"  Article  I.  The  children  of  Slaves  bora  from  the  day  of 
publication  of  this  Law  in  the  capitals  of  the  provinces  sliall 
be  free ;  and,  as  such,  their  names  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
municipal  and  parish  registries. 

"  II.  The  owners  of  the  mothers  shall  be  bound  to  bring  «p^ 
clothe,  and  nourish  their  children  that  are  bora  from  the  day 
of  publication  of  this  Order;  but  these  shall,  as  recompense, 
indemnify  the  owners  of  their  mothers  the  expenses  incurred 
in  the  rearing  tbem  by  their  labour  and  service,  which  (ky 
shall  give  Aem  until  ttey  shall  have  completed  their  eigh- 
teenth year. 
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"  IIL  If  prenoui  to  their  completing  the  aforesaid  age^  die 
father,  relationsy  or  strangeis,  shall  wUh  to  remove  the  chiUb 
or  youth  from  the  power  of  its  mother,  they  shall  pay  what* 
etet  may  be  deemed  just  for  the  support  of  the  child;  ilrhich 
shaM  be  determiued  by  private  agteement,  or  by  the  discre- 
tionary authority  of  the  judge. 

"  IV.  When  the  case  occurs  that  youths  by  reason  of  having 
completed  their  eighteenth  year*  shall  no  longer  be  under  the 
power  of  the  owners  of  their  mothers*  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  owners  to  inform  the  Committee,  of  whom  mention  is 
afterwards  made,  as  to  the  conduct  and  habits  of  the  said 
youths*  that  with  the  Government  means  may  be  taken 
to  adapt  them  to  trade»  and  MMefid  profetsimu. 

**  V.  No  Slaves  shall  be  sold  for  removal  from  the  province 
in  which  they  are*  so  as  to  separate  children  from  parents; 
but  this  prohibition  shall  only  subsist  until  the  children^ 
attain  the  age  of  puberty.

In  the  Supplementary  Report  of  last  year,  the  following 
obfervatiou^  on  this  pretended  measure  of  repsresaion  were 
inserted  by  the  Directors. — 

"  This  decree  was  doubtless  intended  by  its  firamen  to 
satisfy  the  just  and  pressing  demands  of  our  GovenmiiBt* 
The  Committee  are  nefertheless  compelled  to  say,  that 
however  honourable  may  have  been  its  intention,  as  it  now 
stands  it  is  a  mere  evasion  of  them ;  for  it  prohibits  the 
importation  of  Slaves  into  Surinam  only  when  it  is  made 
from  those  colonies  where  the  direct  Slave  Trade  with  Africa 
is  sttU  permitted.  But  there  is  no  such  colony  in  the  West 
Indies.  The  prohibition,  therefore,  if  not  perfectly  nug^toijr^ 
may.  be  regarded  as  giving  a  legal  sanction  to  what  was 
formerly  at  least  not  admitted ;  qamely,  the  right  to  import 
Slaves  into  Surinam  from  all  the  other  colonies  in  the  West 
Indies.  Take  the  case,  for  example,  of  an  importation  firom 
Martinique,  or  Guadaloupe,  or  Cayenne,  or  Porto  Rico,  or 
the  Havannah  :  in  none  of  these  is  the  direct  Slave  Trade 
with  Africa  still  permitted,  to  whatever  extent  it  may  illicitly 
subsist. .  From  all  of  them,  therefor^,  notwithstanding  this 
decree,  naj[,  even  upder  its  implied  sanction*  may  Slaves  be 
imported  into  Surinam  without  restriction.   But  this  was  the 
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terj  abme  against  which  our  Goveniinent  had  remonalratcd. 
The  GoTernineni  of  the  Netheriands  professed  to  yield  to  o«r 
RBoastraiices ;  and  in  fiiNUoMot  of  that  piofession  it  pro- 
nalgates  a  decree  which  not  only  leaves  At  abose  coa- 
plaioed  of  wholly  aatoached,  bat  seems  to  render  it  legal. 
OorGofienraiettt,  it  cannot  be  donbted,  has  already  pointed 
ont  this  disappmntment  of  the  hninane  expectations  which 
the  appearance  of  the  decree  must  ha?e  raiaed,  and  has  called 
for  a  measure  more  consonant  to  the  letter  awl  the  spirit  of 
o«r  eaistiag  treaties ; — a  measure,  to  use  th^  words  of  oar 
Treaty,  *  calculated  in  the  most  effectual  manner  to  prerent 
aR  dieir  respective  subjects  from  taking  any  share  whaterer 
in  this  nefarious  traffic/  It  is  lamentable  to  see  wiA  what 
tenacity  this  Chrisiian  power  clings  to  every  remnant  of  this 
execrable  commerce  to  which  the  special  pleading  of  its  coio* 
aists  can  give  any  colour  of  consistency  with  its  engagemeats. 
*'  Then,  as  to  the  punishment  denounced  by  this  new  law, 
while  it  pkees  a  human  being,  or  a  cargo  of  human  beings, 
OB  a  level  with  a  keg  of  gin  or  a  firkin  of  butter,  is  it  not  a 
relaxation,  instead  of  an  aggravation,  of  the  penalties  already 
affixed  to  Shive-trading;  namely, '  a  penalty  of  5000  florins, 
besides  being  declared  infamous,  and  imprisoned  for  the 
period  of  five  years  V  If  the  undefined  penalty  attached  to 
the  importation  of  prohibited  goods,  be,  as  the  Committee 
apprehend,  one  of  less  severity,  then  the  measure  assumes  a 
still  more  reprehensible  character.  But  be  it  so,  or  not,  the 
decree  is  still  a  most  inefficient  and  unsatisfactory  fulfilment 
of  the  solemn  engagement  of  the  King  of  the  Netherhinds, 
and  of  the  just  expectations  of  the  British  Government." 

Supplemeniarif  Report,  1821,  pp.  tl7, 08. 

These  comments  are  fully  borne  out  by  Lord  Clancarty, 
who,  on  transmitting  a  copy  of  the  Decree  to  the  Msrquis  of 
Londonderry,  stated  that  it  appeared  to  him  so  little  to  fulfil 
the  stipulations  of  the  Netheriands,  that  he  ahould  address 
another  Note  to  M.  de  Rasell  upon  the  subject.  To  the 
same  effect  is  the  language  of  the  Commissioners  at  Surinam: 

**  Your  lordship  will  immediately  perceive  that  this  decree 
leaves  the  cause  just  where  it  found  it^  imposing  no  new 
restriction  whatever  on  the  trade,  inasnrach  as  none  of  the 
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inighlMMiriig  colonies  are  affected  by  the  prohibitioii.  Tlve 
IMkch  ookyoies,  your  lordship  is  aware,  are  amoogst  those 
^Hbose  sovereigns  have  prohibited  the  African  Slave  Trade ; 
jf«l  H  is  from  them  chiefly,  as  we  have  informed  your  lord* 
ship,  that  importations  to  Sarinam  of  new  Africans  have 
been  rnade.^ — ParUameniarjf  Papen,  No,  lU.p,  94. 

The  promnlgation  of  this  decree  was  followed  by  a  cor- 
tespondence  between  Lord  Clancarty  and  the  Dutch 
Blittister,  which  on  the  part  of  the  latter  is  of  the  most 
evasive  and  unsatisfactory  kind.  It  is  impossible  to  read  it 
withont  perceiving  with  what  extreme  reluctance  every  suc- 
cessive plea  in  favour  of  the  Slave  Trade  is  abandoned,  and 
every  successive  step  for  its  suppression  is  taken.  It 
became  necessary  at  last  that  Lord  Clancarty  should  solicit 
a  direct  communication  with  the  King  of  the  Netherlands 
on  the  subject,  on  whose  individual  attention  also  it  was 
pressed  by  the  Marquess  of  Londonderry  and  the  Duke 
of  Wellington,  in  private  interviews  to  which  they  were 
admitted.  It  was  not  till  the  22d  of  March,  1822,  that  Lord 
Clancarty  is  enabled  to  report  any  progress  whatever  in  the 
■egociation.    On  that  day  he  wrote  as  follows : — 

**  I  had  yesterday  a  very  interesting  and  most  satisfactory 
conference  with  the  Minister  for  the  Colonies  of  this  Govem- 
mcnt,  upon  the  proper  construction  and  execution  of  the 
treaty  of  4th  May,  1818,  between  his  Majesty  the  King  of  the 
Netherlands,  for  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade. 

**  In  this,  his  Excellency  expressed  himself  as  willing  to 
admit,  in  its  full  extent,  the  justice  of  our  construction  of 
ttis  solemn  and  important  treaty ;  and  that  under  its  provi- 
sions, all  trade  whatever  in  Slaves,  whether  direct  or  in- 
direct, was  absolutely  prohibited  to  the  subjects  of  both 
conntries,  and  consequently  that  aM  importation  of  Slaves 
into  the  colonies  of  the  Netherlands,  from  any  place  what- 
ever, and  under  whatever  flag,  (except  from  one  part  of  their 
colonies  to  another  in  Dutch  ships),  was  strictly  to  be  pre- 
vcnled  an  illicit  and  inadmissible:  that,  however  some 
bstanees  of  bfiraction  might  have  occnrred  at  a  prior  period, 
he  gave  me  the  most  solemn  assurances  that  the  King  hb 
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•iBttter  wai  ai  anxbusly  bent  at  my  Government '  eodd  <be» 
in  carrying  efery  provision  of  the  treaty  under  the  above 
conBtruction  into  full  execution  ;  and  that  the  measures  he 
(M.  de  Falk),  under  bis  Majesty *8  directions,  had  already 
taken,  were  such  as  completely,  to  insure  this  object :  that 
on  the  effect  of  these  he  had  the  most  perfect  reliance: 
that  they  would  have  come  into  operation  by  reaching  the 
colonies  about  the  1st  of  July  last;  subsequently  to  which 
date  I  might  confidently  assure  my  Government,  that  no  in- 
fraction whatever  of  the  treaty  by  the  subjects  of  the  Nether- 
lands, over  which  any' government  could  reasonably  be  con- 
sidered as  possessing  control,  would  be  found  to  occur,  and 
especially  to  Surinam. 

"  After  the  embarrassments  which  have  been  encountered 
in  the  humane  efforts  of  his  Majesty  to  put  an  end  to  the 
detestable  traffic  in  Slaves,  through  the  medium  of  treaties 
with  several  of  the  powers  of  Europe,  permit  me  to  congra- 
tulate your  lordship  upon  what  I  trust  I  may  (without  the 
fear  of  disappointment)  designate  as  the  full  accomplbhment 
,  of  this  important  object,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  kingdom  of 
the  Netherlands.** — Parliamentary  Papert,  No.  IIL  p.  33* 

It  is  wilh  regret,  however,  the  Directors  hesitate  to  join  in 
the  satisfaction  expressed  by  Lord  Cktncarty  on  this  occa- 
sion,  or  in  the  pleasing  anticipations  which  he  is  led  to 
/  indulge.     Mr.  Falk  relies  confidently  on  the  effect  which 

would  be  produced  by  the  measures  already  taken',  evidently 
alluding  to  the  decree  of  the  16th  April,  1821.  the  only  one 
of  which  we  have  any  knowledge,  and  which  he  assarts  came 
into  operation  at  Surinam  on  the  1st  of  July,  1821.  But  the 
dbingenuous  nature  and  total  inefficiency  of  that  decree 
have  been  already  pointed  out,  and  no  trace  cati  be  disco- 
vered of  any  other  having  as  yet  been  substituted  for  it.  '  A 
dispatch  from  the  Surinam  Commissioners,  dated  two  months 
kter — viz.  on  the  28th  August  1821,  but  which  is  not  inserted 
among  these  papers— is  alluded  to  by  the  Marquess  of  Lon- 
donderry, in  terms  whicb  prove,  that  down  to  that  time  the 
infractions. of  the  treaty  had' not  ceased.  'Writing  tO'^Lord 
Clancarty,  on  tli^  4th  of  January  1822^- his  lontship*  4ib- 
actves: 
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/t^  It  appaMt  &om  Ike  ptnport  of  tkat  ditpaioh  ni  il» 
iifllotam/ Aat 'great  atNnei  aie  praetited  at  SariBam,  un 
mmAoMmg,  and  tharriby  virtoally  ancoaiagiag,  the  naport- 
alioa  of  States,  coatraiy  to  the  treaty. 

*'  It  may  justly^  bat  nnfortuDatehf,  be  ibferred  from  the 
teabr  of  the  coonBoaicationy  that  groaad  of  oomplaiot  exista^ 
set  oqly  against  the  cruisers  of  the  Netherlaads  in  not 
dtlainiag  suspected  vessels,  bat  against  the  Governor  of  the 
coloay  in  permitting  the'  entry  of  vessels  and  landing  their 
oa^goea  of  Slaves,  when  those  cargoes  bore  marks  too  evi- 
deal  for  mistake  of  having  been  veiy  recently  imported  from- 
AAf«a.*t^PS8rttimeRl«ry  Papen,  No.  III.  p.  30. 

■But  a  still  stronger  proof  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  a  letter 
fimas  Bfr.  Lefroy,  the  surviving  Commissioner  at  Surinam, 
dated  December.mh,  1821.— 

*'  I  am  happy  to  report  to  your  lordship  an  assurance 
which  his  Excellency  has  this  morning  given  to  me,  not  only 
of  the  sincerity  of  the  Dutch  Government  in  their  determined 
co-operation  ^ith  that  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  evinced  in 
their  instructions  to  him,  to  put  down  the  execrable  traffic 
in  Slaves,  but  of  his  own ;  and  that  be  has  within  these  few 
d^s  refused  admission  to  a  Slave-vessel  under  the  Frenoli 
fl^  notwithstanding  the  strongest  importunity  for  its  ad- 
mission, and  that  he  is  most  anxious  to  shut  the  port  entirely 
to  such  cargoes ;  but  that  great  difficulties  arise  from  the 
connivance  of  the  authorities  in  the  French  islands  from 
whom  the  vessels  (whatever  be  the  character  of  their  cargoes) 
are  frequently  furnished  with  documents  of  undoubted  an* 
thenttcity/* — ParliametUarjf  Papert,  No,  in.  p.  06. 

Now  whence  could  these  difficulties  arise,  but  from  the 
equivocal  nature  of  the  decree  of  the  16th  April,  wbictt 
was  still  regarded  as  the  law  that  was  to  reguktie  importa- 
Ibms,  in  subserviency  to  that  of  the  90th  November,  1818, 
^ee  Supplementary  Report  of  1821,  p.  49,)  which  permitted 
the  importation  into  Surinam  of  Slaves  existing  in  any  fo- 
njgB  oohnqr  at  timt  time;  or  who  shooid  have  Um  (Mm  M

passport  to  importation  would  ia  effect  nullily  the  whole  o^ 
the  Dutch  Abolitioii  Laws.  That  auch  docomeota  may  be 
obtained  from  the  French  and  other  local  authoritiea,  witk*' 
oat  the  least  difficultyy  even  in  the  case  of  cargoea  importedk 
directly  from  Africa,  there  is  abundant  pioof.  Tbt  scaL 
atate  of  the  case  dierefore,  it  is  to  be  feaved»  is  this— That, 
after  all  that  haa  been  done  in  the  way  of  negociation^  aa# 
all  the  strong  and  solemn  assurances  ef  the  Minister  of  Iht 
Netherlands,  the  laws  of  the  30th  November^  1818,  aad.of  Iht 
16th  April,  1821,  are  still  in  full  and  unmodified  force;  that 
by  them,  and  them  alone,  importations  of  Slaves  are.  alill 
regulated ;  and  that  therefore,  in  point  of  fact,  no  new  kf^ 
aestraint  whatever  is  imposed  upon  such  importations*

They  also  saluted  the  fort  with  an  equal  number  of  guii|(y 
We  suppose  these  vessek  must  of  course  have  come  to  this 
part  of  the  ceast  for  the  purpose  of  seising  the  Slave  traders 
of  their  nation,  with  whose  audacious  and  unprincipled  op^ 
rations  no  other  flag  is  allowed  to  interfere.  Their  appeaxr 
ance  is  matter  of  congratulation ;  and  we  trust  that  they, 
will  perform  their  duty  more  effectually  than  other  cruisers 
under  the  white  flag,  sent  down  not  long  since ;  the  com*, 
f  apdeijs  of  which  being  apprised  where  Freiic|^alaveraii}UbV

"SooM  of  oar  readers  wiH  pcobaUy  recollect  that  a  com*- 
awuicaliuu,  which  conhined  a  just  tribute  to  LieuU-CoL 
Clusholni,  as  Gofemor  of  Oorei^,  with  some  reflectioDs  oa 
tha  present  dediniog  state  of  the  schools  and  other  benevo- 
hot  losHtotioas  established  by  tbat^  officer^  was  puqKMelj 
Modified,  in  compHoient  to  the  first  arrival  of  the  French 
amiaers,  so  as  to  omit  every  thing  in  these  reflections 
which  coold  in  any  way  detmct  from  our  natural  acknow* 
lodgment  of  the  services  to  humanity,  naturally  to  be  ex- 
pected finnn  a  eo<<>peration  supposed  to  be  as  sincere  as  its 
olgect  was  honourable.  We  must,  however,  now  mention 
the  dereliction  of  those  cruisers,  lest  others  should  be  dis- 
posed to  imitate  it,  imagining  it  to  be  unknown,  undespised, 
and  undetested.  We  trust  that  this  exposure  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  secure  us  against  the  recurrence  of  conduct  so  traly 
da^;raoefnL  The  American  schooner  had  gone  into  the  Rio 
Pongosp  and  fi>ond  a  French  schooner  there  coma  for  Slavei^ 
bat  not  havug  any  oa  board*  The  French  officeri  of 
conne  received  this  information,  and  will,  we  trust,  seise  this 
shMrer  without  loss  of  time.''

*'  On  Friday  the  French  brig  of  war,  L'Huron,  com- 
OMUided  by  Commodore  du  Plessis,  arrived  in  this  harboar 
irom  a  croiie  to  leeward.  We  learn  that  this  vessel  proceeded 
down  the  coast  as  far  as  Grand  Basse,  that  she  fell  in  with  and 
boarded  several  Slave-ships  under  the  French  flag,  but  that 
none  were  seised  or  detamed.  This  latter  fiict  is  to  us,  asit 
mast  be  (o  an  firiends  of  haroanity,  a  matter  of  great  dis- 
apppbtoMat  and  rq;ret  We  did  entertain  a  hope,  that  the 
arrival  of  a  French  vessel  of  war  on  this  part  of  the  coast, 
woold  al  kast  1m  tha  meana  of  riddbg  our  imnwHlMtar 
aesfhboarhood  of  Sbve^essds  under  the   flag  of  the 
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MMft  diristiBii  King.  We  hafe,  lie#efer,  been  gfie^OMrfjr 
■dNftlfed;  the  present  ▼itit  of  the  L'Him«  serfing  bialtib 
gM  kn  increased  pottion  of  confidenee  and  audacity  t6  Ae 
VMiidi  Slare-traders :  nor,  indeed*  do  they  reqaire  thii 
ttiiiiiius ;  ibr  it  is  a  fact,  that  a  few  weeks  since,  a  larg« 
MafC-ship  of  that  nation  was  examined  by  H.  M.  bfig 
nWIe,  almost  within  camion  shot  of  the  Manda  de  Loss  ; 
and  that  a  schooner  from  Gk>ree  is  at  this  tadment  in  tite 
Kio  Ftongos,  trading  in  human  being;8 !  The  frank  atowal 
of  Cthamodore  dn  Plessis,  ^at  he  had  met  with  and  ex* 
MifaMd  lour  vessds  of  hi*  own  nation  fitted  for  Staff  es  at 
Cape  Mount  and  the  GaTIinas,  but  that  his  imtructioui  did 
tet  authorise  him  tb  detain  them,  most  fully  exculpates  Ibat 
diGo^r.  Blame  must  attach  to  another  quaiter;  but  let  it 
fit  where  it  may,  devoted  Africa  suffers,  and,  we  lament  to 
iay,  suffers  without  much  prospect  of  redress.  We  do 
Aektiowledge,  that  having  our  eyes  on  Goree  and  Senegal. 
aM'  fhlly  acquainted  with  the  system  pursued  there,  we 
entiPTtalned  doubts  of  the  sincerity  of  certain  powers  in 
regard  to  their  horror  of  the  traffic  in  human  flesh,  but  having 
before  us  the  solemn  declarations  of  the  French  governmelit 
(A  that  head,  it  merely  behoves  us  to  express  our  astonMi- 
mcnt,  that  the  cruistrs  of  that  nation  are  not  authorized  to 
detain  their  own  merchant  ships,  clearly  and  manifestly  en- 
gaged in  the  Slave  Trade. 

''  Our  readers  'will  recollect  the  circumstance  of  the 
aeimre  of  ten  Slaves  by  the  French  commander  mentioned 
in  Ae  Mter  of  '  Verax,*  of  25th  October  last,  (No.  180.) 
We  have  ascertaiaed  that  Mons.  Bourgerell,  acting  Frocu- 
reur  dn  Roi  at  Senegal,  at  the  time  of  the  seiaure  of  these 
8la?es,  was  so  conscious  of  his  guilt,  that  he  hamediatefy 
tibrew  up  his  situation ;  yet  ^le  whole  tribunal  of  Senegal, 
the  Governor  excepted,  did  acquit  Mons.  Bourgerell,  and 
sentenced  the  Conraiodore  to  pay  the  costs  ^f  the  proae-

Hafsa  ooBuaaadcr,  m^ 
lifod  fioBi  a  cnriae  to  leeamrd.  We  buneat  to  find  that  4ba 
mnbm  of  Ibis  vessel  oaly  Auraiabes  addltioaal  proob  of  Iha 
increased,  and  still  iaemasiog  aaadber  of  Slavo-vesseb^  hf 
which  wretched  Africa  continues  to  be  depopulated.  At 
the  Gallinas  the  ThisUe  fell  in  with  the  bark  Phoenix,  of 
Havre  de  Grace,  and  the  brig  L^Espoir,  of  Nantes ;  the 
former  commanded  by  M.  Duprie,  and  the  latter  by  Philip 
Lempreur,  a  capitaine  de  frigate,  in  the  navy  of  his  Most 
Christian  Majesty.  These  vessek  expected  to  take  in  their 
Slaves  ia  a  day  ar  two,  their  tier  of  wtatev-eaihs  being  filled, 
and  the  platforms  ready  laid  to  receive  their  victims.  Will 
it  be  believed  that  M.  Lempreur  came  on  board  the  Thistle 
in  the  futl-dress  uniform  of  bis  rank  in  the  French  service, 
and  stated,  amongst  other  things,  to  Lieut.  Hagan,  that  he 
had;  a  few  days  before,  had  die  gratificatioo  of  meeting  an 
eU  Mend  and  brother  officer,  ia  the  persoo  of  M.  Mauduit 
Do  Plessis,  captain  of  the  French  brig  of  war  L'Huron,  and 
comiiodoffeoa  this  station  ?  Two  large  Spanish,  and  two 
Dalcb  imdis  bad  sailed  with  full  cargoes  a  short  time 
bcfoio  «he  Thisde's  arrival  at  tbe  GaDinaa.  Wo  .have  not 
yet  been  aUe  lo  obtsla  the  aaaes  aad  destiaaliDa  of  these 
vessek :  it  would  however  be  eadkss  to  partiealarize  all 
the  Slave  ships  which  sail  firoro  thai  plooe.  Lieat  Hagan 
learned  at  the  Oalttaas,  that  taKO  piratkmlsehooaers  with  two 
American  vesselsi^  apparently  captured  by  them,  had,  during 
the  last  month,  visited  ihat  port,  and  carried  off  a  number 
•rfrecHtfpMs;  TMs  modeof  oblriiiago  eaifoishjrfto 
IMnsss  a^fCi  aMawg  IRaae*dealcia«  ^hey  aiOir  wNHMNrOs* 
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I9  Tirtaftlly  pirmtet ;  and  we  nvtt  hope  the  dmj  is  wnHf^ 
hr  diilMit  when  the  powen  of  Europe,  adopting  the  prin^ 
o^piea  acted  on  by  the  United  States,  will  pronounce  ihem 
Utibt  svch.  On  leaving^  the  Gallinas,  Lieut.  Haganpio- 
•eeded  to  Trade  Town,  and  had  there  the  mortification  to 
fad  that  a  Spanish  schooner,  with  one  hundred  and  fifl^ 
SaTes  on  board,  had  sailed  from  thence  for  the  Havannah  a 
few  days  before  his  arrival ;  another  Spaiush  schooner,  bat 
without  Slaves,  had  also  stood  out  to  sea.  Trade  Town 
being  the  limits  of  the  Thistle's  cruise.  Lieutenant  Hagaa 
was  tttt^  the  necessity  of  returning  here :  we  trus^  how- 
ever, that  the  arrangements  of  the  squadron  now  in  this: 
harboar,  will  shortly  enable  die  ships  which  belong  to  tte 
Leeward  Coast,  to  resume  their  station/'

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M,  and  fnnutare;  tod  Iha  good^  wares,  meidMiidiief  aad 
khe  peryoBf  in  niunbery  three  handred  and  twen^-ftnr  (at 
adiedolatedX  as  having  been  Slaves  at  the  time  of  du» 
seisure  thereof,  treated^  dealt  with,  carried,  hept,  and 
detained  as  Slaves,  seized  and  prosecuted  by  Fair&» 
Moresby,  Esquire^  C.  B.,  Captun  of  hia  Migesty^s  ship 
Ifenai. 

'^Tbe  Jadge  having  heard  information  theieon,  aii4 
Cooper,  advocate  for  the  seizor  and  prosecutor  on  behalf 
of  his  party,  after  observing  that  thb  was  a  case  in  which  • 
^>ecial  claim  ought  to  have  been  advanced  on  behalf  of  the 
Crown,  by  the  King*8  Proctor,  which  ihe  King*s  Advocata 
ought  to  have  been  called  upon  to  support,  proceeded  to 
atate ;— That  thin  was  the  case  of  a  French  brig,  called  At 
Succ^s,  laden  with  Slaves,  which  had  been  chased  and 
brought  to  by  hb  Bfiyesty's  ship  the  Menai^  and  boarded 
vrithout  opposition  or  resistance  by  Mr.  Ghreville,  the  first 
lieutenant,  by  order  of  the  commander.  Captain  Moneriby, 
the  present  prosecutor ;  to  whom  abo,  without  opposition  or 
tenstance,  she  had  been  given  up  by  the  Freoch  Captain, 
Bertrand,  and  was  now  brought  by  the  seizor  with  hercaif» 
into  this  port  for  a^udication: — ^That  it  appears  by  the 
deposition  of  Mr.  Greville,  that  when  the  cimse  was  firsi 
eeen  they  were  distant,  by  the  Menai's  rechoning,  front  the 
island  of  Alphonse,  eleven  or  twelve  leagues  to  the  sooth** 
ward  and  eastward,  and  about  seventeen  miles  only  by  the 
m^n  reckoning  between  dwt  of  the  French  brig  and  the 
sechoning  of  the  Menai ;  and  further,  that  no  land  was  seea 
either  during  the  chase  or  before  they  reached  the  Maa<* 
litius ;— facts  which,  m  the  opmion  of  the  Court,  negative 
the  allegation  of  the  libel,  that  this  brig  was  first  discovered 
in  any  part  of  the  ocean  which  could  be  considered  under 
any  of  the  ordinary  rules  of  courtesy  between  nations,  er 
for  any  other  cause  as  appropriated  to  herself  by  Ghreat 
Britain:— That  it  appears  further  from  the  papers  found  on 
board  this  brig,  and  lodged  under  affidavit  m  the  Registry  of 
Ihe  Court,  thalahe  is  a  boa&  fide  French  vessel,  beloogag 
exdasMy  to,  and  .navigated  by,  French  sulyects;  thai  she 
^.^  Vfnff^  ^  ^c Francois  Michaad»  w uihabi((ni^eC 
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NMiteftia  Ffftnec^ — ftl  which  port  she  was  fitted  ok!  tmi 
deand  &qm  thence  for  Bourhon  and  India  in  the  mondi  of 
Fabrnary,  1820.  It  farther  appeam^  that,  having  effected 
her  voyage  to  Bourbon,  the  cleaned  from  thoice  on  the  dtk 
day  of  Jwfe,  I8SO9  for  the  coaat  of  Malabar.  It  appears* 
lM«evtr»  firfMa  the  coneapoDdence  found  qn  board  the 
Suce^  between  the  supercargo  Letorz^e,  the  owner  Mi- 
duuid*  and  Lorj  and  Oamin  the  agents  at  Bonrbon,  that  the 
Slaie  Trade  was  the  real  object  of  the  expedition ;  and  that  in 
pufsaaace  of  this  object  the  Sneers,  instead  of  proceeding  la 
Iha  coasts  of  India,  went  direct  to  the  eastern  coast  of  Africa 
and  IhflislaadofZanaebar ;  from  which  latter  piaceshe  returned 
direet  to  Boorboo,  with  a  oaigo  of  upwards  of  SOU  Slaves^ 
whidi  ahe  landed  without  molestation  b  that  colony  :-rThat 
Ihe  imeation  was,  that  this  vessel  should  return  immediately 
to  Zanaebar,  where  it  was  caknlated  that  she  would  airiva 
in  .fluM  to  take  in  another  cargo  of  Slaveo>  with  which  she 
aritbt  piOQeed  round  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  to  the  Ha« 
vannahw  aad  from  theace,  after  disposing  of  duit  ei^rgo^ 
reluni  to  her  port  of  departure  in  Europe  ^i^That  it  further 
appears,  that  the  attention  of  the  French  Government  at 
Banrbon  havhig  been  drawn  to  this  ship  as  a  contraband 
dealer  in  Slaves,  proceedings  in  the  Courts  of  Justice  at  that 
eolony  were  instituted  against  her;  and  that  although  she  was 
uUiauMtely  acquitted,  the  delays  and  hindrances  to  which  she 
had  been  anbjeded  by  these  proceedings^  together  with  an 
aa^xpoctedly  kmg  voyage  on  her  return  to  Zaaaebar,  had 
UMdeit  unsafe  to  attempt  the  voyage  to  Cuba  and  hone  in 
the  insentaeasofi ;  and  that  therefore  she  wouM  continue  to 
carry  on  the  Slave  Trade  between  Zanaebar  aad  Bourbon 
natil  the  return  of  the  proper  season  for  going  round  the 
Capa  :-f«'That  it  more  particularly  appears  from  the  corvea^ 
pandence  between  Letors^  and  Lory  aad  Gamin,  that  the 
cargo  of  Slaves  on  board  the  Succ^a  at  the  time  of  her 
aeittre  was  destined  for  Bourbon,  and  not  for  any  British 
colony ;  and  that  the  mtimation  given  in  the  letter  of  the 
owner  Michaud,  of  May  IMO,  as  to  the  possibility  of 
smuggling  aew  Skves  btb  Ihe  Mauritius,  and  dispoAig  of 
them  there,  never  was  aeted  vpon  or  adopted  bjcllie  agents 
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in  theie  lett:— ^ThiU  uDder  theie  circbmsttncefl,  th^  C6ui% 
caa  consider  the  senure  in  question  only  as  that  of  a  French 
ship  laden  with  Slaves  for  a  French  port ;  and  that,  applying 
At  principles  laid  down  in  the  case  of  fAe  Amis*  to  thispM- 
sent  ease,  it  is  not  one  which  comes  under  any  of  the  special 
provisions  of  the  Abolition  Act  of  the  47th  of  his  hte  Ma- 
jesty,  by  which  the  Court  could  be  authorised  to  condemn 
the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  seizors,  in  the  terms  i>f  that 
Act :  but  considering  it  as  a  ease  of  contraband,  equally  in 
opposition  to  the  laws  of  England  and  of  Fi^oce,  ilpon 
which  no  claim  of  possession  or  of  property  has  been  pre* 
ferred — one  in  which  all  persons  who  cotald,  by  any  possiblNty, 
be  interested — have  abandoned  such  interest ;  the  Court  upon 
these  grounds  condemns  the  ship,  her  guns,  tackle,  appaiel 
and  furniture  whatever,  together  with  the  Slaves,  Imd  all 
other  her  cargo  whatsoever,  to  the  Sole  use  of  his  Majesty, 
his  heirs  and  successors,  to  be  disposed  of  in  such  manner 
as  t6  his  Majesty  shall  seem  meet,  according  to  the  laws  of 
the  land."

3.  Deposition  of  Lieutenant  GreviUe,  of  his  Tdajest^s 
Ship  Menai,  in  the  Instance  Court  of  Vice^Admi^ 
ratty,  at  the  Island  of  Mauritius. 

The  material  parts  of  this  deposition  are  the  following. — 

**  That  deponent  was  informed  by  Captain  Moresby,  com- 
manding hb  Majesty's  ship  Menai,  that  the  object  of  their 
cruise  was  to  intercept  Slave-ships  coining  firom  Zanxibar  to 
this  island,  or  any  of  its  dependencies: 

'*  That  his  Majesty's  ship  Menai  stewed  first  direct  for  the 
Isle  of  Sable,  and  afterwards  to  Jean  de  Nova,  and  island  of 
Providence ;  from  whence  Uiey  continued  to  the  northwaid 
lor  three  or  ftmr  days : 

**  That  at  day-light  on  the  twentieth  March,  a  brig  was  seen 
to  the  southward  and  eastward,  to  which  they  immediateiy

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jg&ve  chaie.  The  said  brig  wau  ttaiiduig  to  tht  eaatimnl 
m^der  easy  rail;  but  shortly  after  observed  her  bear  nf,Ap 
.||be  oorthwaidf  and  make  all  possible  sail: — ^That  thia  y^ 
.evidently  dope  npoo  the  stranger  seeing  what; the  Menai  djAfi 
f-^Xhat.the  chase  continoed  the  same  coif^  until  midnight* 
wbeoi  by  faec  own  reckoning  as  well  as  ours; ;  she  must  b^ve 
been  close  to.  the  Amiraut^.  She  th^i  cdpang^d  her  coime 
•to  the  southward  and  eastward,  and  ..eontioued  so,  witba 
little  variation,  until,  half-past  nine  o'clock  on  the  twenty^first, 
when  she  was  brought  to.  The  Menai  hove  ie  and  bailed 
the  brig,  and  received  for  answer  that  she  was  «  Fnenoh 
t>fr^  named  the  Succ^s,  with  a. cargo  of  Slaves  fsom  Eaozt- 
bar?  At  tlus  time  she  was  in  the  greatest  co^fasioa ;  and 
instantly  lowered  down  two  boats  and  boaidfA  1^;  and 
finding  her  the  description  of  vessel  of  which  said  dfipoiient 
was'iaaeajrch,  she  was  detained  by  order  of  the  Oaptaia» 
.having  oi|  board  a  cargo  of  three  hundred  and  forty-tino 
tWncim,  with  a  crew  consisting  of  thk^  persomr  in  all  t 

*^  That  the  said  ship  was  then  in  the  neighbourhood  of  tl^ 
island  of  Alphonso^  but  cannot  wj  forecisely  the  dbtance, 
and  very  near  two  small  islands  which  are  without  name  in 
thci  chart/' 

Being  asked  whether  "hb  Majesty's  ship,  in  herrttam 
course  to  the  Mauritius,  discovered  any  other  ship  or  vessel  ;^ 
he  replied,  **  Yes ;  on  the 27th  March  observed  a  brig  to  wind- 
ward to  the  ncnrthward,  steering  about  south-south-east  by 
•onpaas,  with  all  sail  set:  at  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  ob- 
oetved  hsr  haul  her  wind  upon  the  starboard  taek  to  the 
westwttid ;  at  tiiatlime  between  eight  and  nine  miles,  and 
evidently  sppeared  to  be  a  .vessel  empbyed  in  the  Shwe 
IMIe,  and  from  isformation  received  from  the  French  crew 
detained  on  board,  was  called  the  Industry  or  Albatross, 
being  one  of  two  brigs  which  sailed  firom  Zanzebar  subse* 
quently  to  her  (the  Succ^s)  departure  about  two  or  three 
days:  but  not  being  able  to  approach  her  sufficiently  near 
to'  keep  sight  of  her  during  Cbe  bight,  vte  shaped  our  course 
towards  that  direction  which  we  su^iposed  the  strange  vessel 
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il*tilM^hife«l'4hy*liglit  Mift  moruig  thij  mat  wUmi 
•iglrt^  M^VilliBg  MMPe  of  IboB- WM  tetB. 

*' 1b»  4lM|^iMeiit  coMuttn  that  the  eoiiiM  ilto^  WW  Bt^^ 
Wi»»Mli'?i90  Ihr  to  the  eMtwasd  for  a  dinet  oonne  te 
BosrbMiy  M  it  wovld  ha^e  taken  her  direct  for  the  iriaad  of 
Bodrigves;  and  therefore  considers  she  was  not  intended 
larn  French  colony  ."^ 


3.  Extract  of  a  Liiier  from  his  Excellet^y  Governor 
£Kr  JL  T,  Farquhar  to  Captain  Moreaiy,  of  his 
Mqfettjfs  Ship  Menai,  respecting  the  Case  of  Le 
Sucois,  dated  Port  Louis,  Mauritius,  &th  Aprilf 
1821. 

.  **  I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  4th  instant,  infbrmiDg  me  of  your  having  sent 
into  this  port  the  hrig  Succ^s,  under  French  colours,  having 
OB  hoard  840  Slaves  from  the  port  of  Zanaehar. 

**  I  entirely  coincide  with  yon  in  opinion,  that  this  vessel, 
under  all  the  circnnistances,  appears  to  be  one  of  thoM,  of 
which  we  had  infemiQjion,  that  were  proceeding  to  Ibrm 
a  dq»6t  in  some  of  the  snail  islands  which  form  the  depen- 
dencies of  this  government,  in  order  that  the  Slaves  might 
be  introduced  from  thence  into  this  island,  or  the  Seychelles, 
or  iRoderigues. 

**  I  inslose  you  extracts  of  my  correspondence  with  the  Gro- 
vemor  of  Bourbon  relative  to  a  similar  case,  the  seizure  of 
a  British  vessel  *  L'Espoir,'  under  British  colours,  with  a 
cargo  of  Slaves  on  board,  which  was  boarded  and  seised, 
and  carried  mto  Bourbon  by  his  most  Christian  Majesty^s 
vessel  of  war  the  Lys,  and  the  case,  notwithstanding  my 
claim  on  the  part  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  referred  by  the 
Governor  of  Bonrbon  to  the  French  tribunals,  and  to  the 
Coort  of  France  for  instructions. 

^  Yon  will  observe  that  his  Eicellency  refused  to  accede  to 
my  application  to  have  the  criminals,  the  Slaves,  and  the 
vessel  delivered  up  to  this  Government,  to  be  dealt  with  as 
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jttBfice  rcquhped,  althoagli  tbat  veteel  ims  under  Briliili>jfit# 
loan  when  seized — Britbh  property,  with  regularly  registeftdki 
owners  here— ^fitted  ont  in  Port  Loois  for  Madagascar/ an 
African  island^  and  bound,  on  her  return  from  Madagascai^ 
to  Mauritius ;  stating  as  precedents  for  his  justification,  that 
skuUar  meaanres  had  been  adopted  here  in  the  case  of 
French  Slave-vessels  seized  by  the  English,  and  espeeiaUyr 
that  of  th^  Leonore,  seised  at  sea  under  French  colours ; 
and  it  is  important  to  observe  here,  that  the  reason  he  states 
for  his  not  having  made  any  '  rsefamolioii,'  or  claim,  in  tlml^' 
or  oth^  simUar  cases,  was  chiefly, '  par  oe  que  j*etais  penetr6 
du  destr  sincere  que  mon  souverain  a  manifest^  d'aboiir  la 
Tr«te  des  Esdavea,  et  d'y  fxioperer  de  tons  sea  efforta-«i^ 
par  ce  qo^l  est  de  priiicipe  qu'un  delit  commis  dans  fmmm* 
fUuemaii  du  territoire  d'une  nation  quelconque  est  justicaable 
des  tribunaiuL  on  la  fraqde  a*eat  faite ;'  thereby  establblmif 
as  iar  as  he  could,  and  so  far  -as  these  islands  are  conceraed* 
a  mutual  right  of  seizure,  as  roost  conducive  to  the  great 
object  which  our  respective  sovereigns,  as  well  as  aU  th(a» 
allied  powers  of  Europe,  have  declared  to  be  of  such  tran- 
scendent importancer-the  suppression  and  abolition  of  tlMi 
Sbve  Trade,  by  the  most  prompt  and  effectual  measures.     .. 

**  It  b  also  to  be  kept  in  view,  as  applicable  to  this  subjeei^ 
specially  in  these  islands,  that  in  claiming  from  the  govern- . 
meat  of  Bourbon  the  English  ship  '  Espoir,*  taken  under 
EngKsli  colours  by  the  French  ship  of  war  Lys,  to  be  dealt 
with  aeoofdmg  to  law  here,  I  offered  to  adopt  reciprocal 
measures,  by  delivering  up  any  vessel  under  the  French  flag  - 
on  hoMd  of  which  Slaves  might  be  found,  and  that  might 
be  l^rought  into  thia  port. 

"  The  Governor  of  Ek>UTbon  was  silent  upon  this  last  pro- 
position ;  and  sUted,  that,  upoa  the  whole,  he  hoped  his 
reasons  for  not  delivering  up  the  English  vessel,  the  Eapoir, 
will  be  satisiactory  to  me ;  bat  plainly  declaring,  that  he  ia 
himself  so  convinced  of  the  justice  and  reguhurity  of  his  pro- 
ceedings, that  he  will  not  re^^se  the  vessel  and  cargo  with- 
out a  special  order  from  his  government. 

i*  If aviag  thus  stated  to  you  the  growpda  for  my  con<)liidi 
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iiig4lMl.il  ii  ooMMMat  to  the  utoitiou  oC  the  Ftmak 
ji^niiirMWfL  tht  Midi  fOTflfi  —  I  have  eited»  both  at. 
Maaritiai  Mi^Boarboii,  ihoald  be  ooMidcicd  as  piecedenU 
lor  *€»  -irtan  guidaaee^  until  othenriae  iaatracted  bj  oac. 
leapactifa  gof  ef  mneata,  I  shall  beg  to  offer  a  few  obserta- 
tioiia  apon  the  peculiar  circomstances  attending  the  present 


"The  information  receifed  some  time  since  of  several 
Tesseb  having  undertaken  to  carry  on  the  Slave  Trade  within 
these  islands,  by  means  of  a  dep6t  to  be  made  at  the  isles 
of  Profidenoe,  a  dependency  of  this  government,  from 
whenie  the  Slaves  were  to  be  introduced  into  these  colonies, 
giadually,  after  having  become  what  b  called  Francis^,  led 
SM  to  request  you  to  proceed  without  delay  to  those  islands^ 
to  prevent  any  attempt  to  disembark  Slaves  there,  and  to 
seiae  them  and  any  vessels  that  might  be  suspected  to  be 
engaged  m  this  illicit  trade  there,  or  in  the  other  islands  in 
the  cluster  of  that  archipelago,  within  the  limits  of  this 
government.  The  same  information  led  me,  shortly  after 
your  departure,  to  send  an  expedition,  in  co-opeiation  with 
M ajor-General  Darling  and  Lieut.  Hay  of  the  Navy,  to  the 
isles  of  Providence,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  more 
effectually  any  depots  of  Slaves  that  might  have  been  made 
in  ihat  archipelago,  or  any  vessels  engaged  an  that  illicit 
pniauit. 

**  The  best  proof  of  the  correctness  of  the  information 
being  fully  established,  is  the  fact  of  your  having  discovered 
the  Suocte,  with  840  Slaves  on  board,  bearing  upon  and 
close  to  the  island  of  Providence ;  and  that  they  were  bound 
thither  you  possess,  besides,  the  evidence  of  some  of  the 
orew« 

**  In  such  a  case,  more  possitive  proof  may  be  difficult  to 
be  obtained ;  bnt  the  aituation  of  the  vessel— the  dedara* 
tkmof  the  crew-*- the  efforts  that  she  made  when  she  could 
no  longer  proceed  to  Providence,  to  push  for  the  Amiraut^, 
other  dependencies  of  this  government,  to  which,  agreeably 
to  your  atatement,  she  was  so  close,  as  almost  to  run  you 
upon  the  rocks, — and  thence  to  Cative,  another  dependency

Sttcc^s,  that  the  introduction  of  fifty  Slaves  here  was  moca 

profitable  than  that  of  his  wliole  cargo  at  Bourbon,  from 

their  superabundance  there,  where  there  has  been  little  or  no 

effectual  check  to  the  traffic,  and  their  scarcity  here,  where 

every  means  have  been,  in  good  faith,  adopted  for  carrying 

the  Abolition  Laws  into  effect. 

"  1  have  only  to  add,  that  I  so  fully  agree  with  you  that  the 
fact  of  your  tiberating  the  Succ^s  would  be  such  an  addi- 
tional enconrageroent  to  the  French  to  engage  most  exten- 
sively in  the  unbridled  prosecution  of  this  nefarious  traffic  in 
these  seas ;  that,  even  if  you  are  not  borne  out  by  the  practice 
and  example,  and  at  least  implied  concurrence,  of  the  French 
government,  and  by  the  law  of  the  case ;  yet,  the  necessity 
must  fully  justify  us  in-  adopting  the  most  prompt  and 
effectual  means  for  arresting  such  an  enormous  Slave-trade 
in  these  seas,  and  especially  amidst  the  dependencies  of  the 
Mauritius,  by  the  detention  of  all  vessels  engaged  therein. 
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uutil  ilia  Majest^^'s  Goveriuiu^ut  blmil  iiave  been  put  iu  |h>s- 
scwioB  of  an  the  eircumaUoces,  fiiid  bsved  inatpustioiM 
ftde^piate  to  the  ma^itade  of  the  evil. 

**  Thatthb  evil  ii  of  no  ordinaiy  magnitude,  the  statemeat 
which  joa  have  made  to  me^  that  1,900  Blacks  are  oowat  aea^ 
in  veaaele  nnder  different  flags,  and  inte&ded  for  these  islands 
from  the  single  port  of  Zanzebar,— and  that20,000  are  there 
collected  for  the  same  purpose,  as  well  as  that  a  company  is 
established  at  Nantes,  to  carry  on  this  trade  on  a  large  scaler 
at  the  moment  of  its  being  laid  down  by  the  Spaniards  and 
Portuguese,  agreeably  to  their  treaty  with  England,  and  that 
not  less  than  twenty-four  vessels  are  in  the  course  of  fitting 
out  by  this  company,  for  the  express  purpose  of  that  trade,— 
fully  proves  and  substantiates ;  and  would  justify  measures  of 
no  common  promptitude,  activity,  and  decision,  for  putting  an 
end,  as  far  as  the  means  at  our  disposal  will  admit,  to  a 
traffic  which  desolates  Africa,  and  is  no  less  afflicting  to 
humanity,  than  a  source  of  the  greatest  misery  to  thesf 
colonies." 

4.  Deposition,  in  the  Case  of  the  Espoir,  referred  to  im 
the  above  Letter  from  Governor  Sir  R.  T.  Farquhar. 

**  Friday,  May  the  eleventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-one : 

*'  We,  Jean  Marie  Denis  Virieux,  First  Assistant  of  the 
Commissary-General  of  Police,  have,  in  virtue  of  the  orders 
of  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  been  required  to  take  and 
receive,  in  the  h6tel  of  the  Government,  the  declarations  of 
Anloine  Riviere,  a  native  of  Malines,  domiciled  in  the 
quarter  of  Moka  in  the  bland  of  Mauritius;  on  all  the  cir« 
eumstances  of  his  departure  from  that  part  of  Madagascar 
called  Tamatave,  with  the  intention  of  proceeding  to  -the 
Isle  of  Bourbon.  The  which  Antoine  Riviere,  liere  present 
bis  sworn  before  us  to  speak  the  truth;  and  thereupon  has 
dedared  that  he  has  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  Mauritius  ibr 
twenty  years  past :  That  about  a  year  ago,  being  at  Tamatav^ 
he  made  an  agreement  with  Captain  Panon,  commandinf 
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the  logger  UEipoir,  regularly  registered  under  the  Eogfifli 
flag,  and  bound  for  Port  Louis  in  tiie  Mauritius,  for  fte 
conveyance  of  himself  and  seven  new  Negroes  to  the  Isle  of 
Bourbon  or  the  Mauritius :  That  Captain  Panon  consented 
to  take  them,  at  the  rate  of  twenty  piastres  per  head  for  the 
passq^e  of  the  Negroes:  That  he  embarked  on  board  the 
said  logger,  which  had  for  her  second  captain  the  Sienr 
Augusta,  a  Creole  of  the  Isle  of  Bourbon,  and  had  also  on 
board  three  passengers, — viz.  Pedro,  an  Italian,  di^mieikd 
in  the  Mauritius ;  Legnine,  domiciled  in  the  Isle  of  Boar> 
bon;  and  Constandion,  a  native  of  Malines,  domiciled  At 
Tamatave  in  Madagascar:  That  there  were  four  saikurs  on 
board  whom  he  knew, — namely,  John  Nelson,  an  Eof^isli- 
man,  who  was  shipped  on  board  the  Sylphe,  as  a  seaman, 
by  order  of  the  French  Government ;  Henry,  a  Crede  of 
the  Ide  of  Bourbon ;  Li^vre,  a  Creole  of  the  Isle  of  Bow- 
bon ;  and  Vicinte,  an  inhabitant  of  the  Mauritius :    That 
the  lugger  L'Bspoir  was  captured  at  the  distance  of  more 
than  eight  leagues  from  land  by  the  French  corvette,. Le 
Lys;  and  that  Captain  Panon  surrendered  UEspoir  on  the 
second  gun  fired  from  Le  Lys :  That  it  was  six  in  the  morn- 
ing when  they  saw  the  land;  and  that  at  six  in  the  evening 
of  the  same  day  they  were  taken  between  La  Possession  and 
St.  Paul :    That  Sieur  Augusta,  the  second  captain,  was 
1  anded  by  order  of  the  captain  of  the  Lys  at  La  Ravine  k 
Jacques,  near  La  Possession ;  and  that  three  days  after  they 
had  been  taken,  he  heard  Captain  Panon  say,  and  also 
during  the  passage,  that  there  were  two  hundred  and  seven 
new  Negroes  on  board  of  L'Espoir,  and  that  he  knows 
only  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  were  landed  at  St  Denii : 
That  he  had  heard  it  stated  by  the  persons  on  boardL'Espoir, 
that  her  boat  had  been  three  or  four  times  on  shore  at  La 
Ravine  k  Jacques,  on  the  night  of  the  day  on  which  they 
came  to  anchor :    That  being  next  day  on  board  Le  Lys  he 
returned  on  board  L'£spoir  to  look  after  his  property,  and 
that  one  of  his  new  Negresses  told  him  that  on  the  pre- 
ceding evening  a  certain  number  of  new  Negroes,   her 
•ompaniotts,  had  been  landed :  That  during  his  detention  in 


ttie  whMbt  of  St.  Denin,  where  be  was  itaig  wMi  Ca|rtiAi 
PanoDy  the  passengers  and  crew  of  the  lugger,  aad  SiMr 
Ailgaata,  the  second  ci^pfaiii,«ame  to  converse  with  Captain 
Pimofl :  That  the  Siear  Enrile  Raoal  delivered  in  lus  presence 
to  Captain  Panon  all  the  papefs  concerning  L'Eapoir,  which 
papers  had  been  ddivered  hi  Ins  presence  «t  Tamatave  by 
If.  Tadebois  to  M.  £aiile  Raoul:  Thsft  Captain  Panon  com- 
aMMKled  at  sea:  That  be  was  not  certain  Whether  L'Bspoir 
was  to  go  to  the  MainMus  ontil  after  they  came  in  sight  of 
land  off  the  Isle  of  Bourbon,  when  they  perceived  a  goelette 
to  wiadward :  That  Captain  Panon  did  not  endeavour  to 
eseape :  That  they  were  captured  by  this  goelette,  which 
proved  to  be  Le  L}s ;  and  that  L'&poir  sttuck  the  English 
eolonrs. 

*'  Bmg  asked,  whether  any  landing  bad  been  Made  before 
the  vessel  was  captured: 

*'  He  replied,  that  there  had  not:  That  they -could  not  even 
hoist  out  their  boat,  as  it  was  too  heavy :  That  the  corvette, 
Le  Lys,  having  hailed  them  with  these  woids,  *  Whither  are 
yon  bonnd  ?'  Captain  Panon  answered,  *  To  the  Mauritius.' 

*'  Being  asked  how  many  days  L'Espour  continned  with  Le 
Lys  before  being  catried  into  St.  Denis,  and  where  she  had 
hdn; 

"  He  replied,  that  after  standing  out  to  sea,  they  were  two 
days  in  reaching  the  Ravine  h,  Jacques,  where  they  anchored 
and  lay  one  -nig^t :  Hint  wext  ^y  they  nmde  sail  for  St. 
Denis^  whei^  Hiey  anchored  on  the  same  day ;  and  that  on' 
4ho  •moftiiiig  of  that  day  be  had  been  on -board  for  hit  tnmk, 
the  *veMe\  being  at  anchor  off  the  Ravine  h,  Jacques. 

'*  Mng^aiked  how  it  happened  that  he  had  stated  that  tite 
boat  of  UEatpok  ooald  vot  be  hoisted  out  before  she  wak 
captured,  ns  ftMf  of  no  attempt^at  dfaembarkation  having 
been  made;  wbilehe  had  before  ckdared  that  the  bokt  had 
been  three  or  foiir  timt^  on  shore  afrer  the  capture : 

**  Ho  replied,  that  before  possession  was  taken  of  L^Espoir, 
the  captain  of  Le  Lys  oidered  them  to  hoist  tb«nr  boat 
overboatd ;  aad  th«t  not  belag  able  to  obey  this  ordef,  the 
captahl'  df  Le  Lys  sent  on  board  his  second  caplain  and 

U 
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three  toiliieox  wlio  aflMste<l  the  crew  of  L'Espoir  id  hoipftim 
out  the  hoat.  ;  *i 

'*  Bein;  asked  bow  he  and  his  compaDiooa,  betn^  conikfedl 
in  the  hoM  of  Le  Lys^  could  know  that  the  boat  of  UE^poif 
had  been  three  or  four  times  on  shore  during  the  night  of 
the  day  on  which  they  anchored  off  La  Ravine  k  Jacques : 

**  He  replied,  that  John  Nelson^  English  sailor  on  board 
L'Espoir,  and  liis  companion,  being  standing  on  the  mum 
hatchway  of  Le  Lys,  saw  the  boat  putting  off  from  L'Espouv 
and  going  to  and  returning  from  the  shore,  as  it  was  ckar 
moon-light,  and  the  vessels  lay  near  each  other ;  and  that 
on  every  trip  which  the  boat  made  to  the  shore.  Nelson  aaid 
to  the  dedarant  and  his  companions,  *  Hollo,  you  there  I 
don't  you  hear  ?  The  boat  is  putting  off  from  L'Espoir,  going 
on  shore  and  coming  back  again.'  The  declarant  adds, 
that  a  small  boat  belonging  to  Le  Lys  accompanied  L'£spoir*s 
boat  in  these  trips  on  shore. 

"  Being  asked  whether  they  took  on  board  provisions  and 
water  at  La  Ravine  k  Jacques : 

"  He  replied,  that  they  took  nothing  on  board,  and  wanted 
nothing,  having  made  the  passage  in  four  days  from  Tamatave. 

*'  Being  asked  how  he  and  his  companions  could  know  thsft 
the  two  boats  he  had  mentioued  puf  Slaves  on  shore  at  La 
Ravine  k  JacqMcs : 

^'  He  replied,  that  as  they  had  taken  on  board  207  Negroes 
at  Tamatave,  and  had  landed  only  175  at  St.  Denis,  and  an 
there  had  been  no  mortality  during  the  passage,  it  was  evi- 
dent ihat  the.two  boats  of  which  he  had  spoken  had  bean 
employed  in  conveying  on  shore  the  difference  between  the 
175  Negroes  landed  at  St.. Denis,  and  the  207  tf^^n  oa 
board  at  Tamatave ;  which  was  also  farther  proved  by  the 
statement  of  his  Negress,  who  told  him,' when  he  was  seek- 
ing his  effects  on  board  L*£spoir,  that  several  of  her  coos- 
pan  ioos  had  been  sent  on  shore  during,  the  night.  - 

"  Being  asked  how  long  hs^  thfc  passengers,  the  captain,  and 
the  sailors  had  been  in  prison  : 

'*  He  replied,  that  the  sailors  lay  io  prison  about  twenty 
days:  That  thay  were  embarked  on  board  La  Sylphe  cor- 
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^Mle,*  M  wefealto  two  paMcngers^  CoMtemiion  mcI  Pedro : 
TiMit  all  the  rest,  with  Uie  exception  of  the  second  captam* 
SlMr  Aofaata,  who  had  gone  aahore  with  the  Negroes  at  La 
Hsviae  k  /acqnes,  eontinued  about  fifty  days  in  pri«on :  That 
after  ihat  time  they  were  released ;  and  that  they  all  obtained 
Ihehr  pardon  and  their  liberty* 

**  Being  asked  whether  he  had  passed  hinself  as  an  English 
sabjeei : 

*'He  replied,  that  he  had  ;  aud  that  on  the  release  of  the 
when  he  was-  carried  before  the  Commissary  of 
^ — (the  declarant  exhibiting  a  passport  as  an  English 
snhfeety  luid  not  wishing  to  be  sent  on  board  the  Sylphe)-^ 
the  Commissary  said  to  him,  *  Very  well,  you  shall  be  con- 
iFny«d  to  the  redoubt;*  where  the  declarant  did  remain 
fifty  days. 

Being  asked  whether  he  aud  the  others  had  been  tried : 
He  replied,  that  only  the  captain  had  been  brought  to 
tmi :  That  when  he  was  in  the  redoubt,  two  persons,  not  in 
uniform,  whom  he  afterwards  saw  at  the  office  of  the  Com- 
misrary  of  Marine,  came  to  his  prison,  and  asked  him  an 
the  other  prisoners  to  what  countries  they  belonged :  That 
the  declarant  answered,  that  be  came  firom  the  Mauritius ; 
that  Nelson  declared  himself  firom  Jersey ;  Vincinte  declared 
himself  a  native  of  Malines,  domiciled  in  the  Mauritius ; 
Pedro  declared  himself  an  Italian,  domiciled  in  the  Mau- 
ritius ;  aud  the  rest  stated  that  they  belonged  to  the  Isle  of 
Bourbon.  He  besides  declared,  4hat  he  recollected  Pedro 
having  seven  or  eight  Negroes  belonging  to  him  on  board 
but  could  not  say  whether  the  other  individuals  had  any  or 
not.  Further  he  was  not  interrogated. — After  the  contents 
hereof  had  been  read  to  him,  he  stated  that  he  understood 
the  same  well ;  and  timt  he  would  neither  change^nor  retract 
any  thiug,  his  declarations  being  correct :  and  the  declarant 
has  along  with  us  signed  this  examination ;  the  day,  month, 
and  year,  as  above  and  over  against  expressed,  and  signed 
by  his  Excellency  the  Governor.**

'•^Thatthe  chase  continaed  the  sane  coifi^ffe  antil  midnight, 
nbeDj  by  bet  own  reckonmg  as  well  as  oon^' ;  she  must  h^ve 
been  close  to  the  Amiraut^.  She  tbeii  cdpaoged  her  coune 
;to  the  southward  and  eaatward,  aod.tcontioued  so,  with  a 
^little  mriation>  uatil.  half-past  oine  o'dock  oa  the  twenty-first, 
when  she  was  brought  to.  The  Menai  hove  to  and  hailed 
the  brig>  and  received  for  answer  that  she  was  a  Fwneh 
^fig,  named  the  Succ^,  with  a  cargo  of  Slaves  ftom  Eanae- 
bar.  At  this  time  she  was  in  the  greatest  coafasioa;  aad 
instantly  lowered  down  two  boats  and  boaidtf)  k^i  and 
^diag  her  the  description  of  vessel  of  which  said  dqument 
sminacaich,  she  was  detained  by  order  of  the  Oiptaia, 
jhaving  on  board  a  cargo  of  three  hundred  and  forty-two 
t91ackS|  with  a  crew  consisting  of  thirty  persona  in  all : 

"  That  the  said  ship  was  then  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
island  of  Alphonso,  but  canaot  sa^  precisely  the  distance, 
and  very  near  two  small  islands  which  are  without  name  in 
the  chart.*' 

Being  asked  whether  "  hb  Majesty's  shq[>,  in  her  ratura 
course  to  the  Mauritius,  discovered  any  other  ship  or  vessel ;" 
he  replied,  **  Yes ;  oo  the  27th  March  observed  a  brig  to  wind- 
ward to  the  northward,  steering  about  southnMNith-east  by 
eoapass,  with  ail  sail  set:  at  4  o'clock  m  the  afternoon  ob- 
aetved  hsr  haul  >her  wind  upon  the  starboard  tack  to  the 
westwani  $  at  that  time  between  eight  and  nine  miles,  and 
evidently  appeared  to  be  «  .vessel  employed  in  the  Slave 
Trade,  and  ftom  isrformation  received  horn  the  Ftoich  crew 
detained  oa  board,  was  called  the  Industry  or  Albatross, 
being  one  of  two  brigs  which  sailed  from  Zansebar  subse- 
quently to  her  (the  Succ^s)  departure  about  two  or  three 
days:  but  not  being  able  to  approach  her  sufficiently  near 
ta'  keep  sight  of  her  during  the  iiight,  «Se  shaped  our  course 
towards  that  direction  which  we  suj^posed  the  strange  vessel

**  Tha  dapoBtut  cotidtw  that  the  couiie  the  waa  stttcriag

3.  Extract  of  a  Liiier  from  his  Excellency  Governor 
Sir  R.  T.  Farquhar  to  Captain  Moreaiy,  of  hit 
MafeMtjft  Skip  Menai,  respecting  the  Case  of  lia 
Sticcis,  dated  Port  Louis,  Mauritius,  &th  April, 
1821. 

'*  I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  4th  instant,  informiDg  me  of  your  haTing  aent 
into  this  port  the  brig  Succ^s,  under  French  colours,  having 
on  board  340  Slaves  from  the  port  of  Zanaebar. 

**  I  entirely  coincide  with  you  in  opinion,  that  thia  veiMl, 
under  all  the  circumstances^  appears  to  be  one  of  those,  af 
which  we  had  informaiion,  that  were  proceeding  to  fbi« 
a  dep6t  in  some  of  the  small  islands  which  form  the  depen* 
dencies  of  this  government,  in  order  that  the  Slaves  nijigfat 
be  introduced  from  thence  into  this  island,  or  the  Seychelles, 
or  Roderigues. 

**  I  iaslose  you  extracts  of  my  correspondence  with  the  Gk>- 
vemor  of  Bourbon  relative  to  a  similar  case,  the  seizure  of 
a  British  vessel  '  L*£spoir/  under  British  colours,  with  a 
cargo  of  Slaves  on  board,  which  was  boarded  and  seised^ 
and  carried  into  Bourbon  by  his  most  Christian  Majeaty's 
vessel  of  war  the  Lys,  and  the  caae,  notwithstanding  my 
claim  on  the  part  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  referred  fay  A^ 
Governor  of  Bourbon  to  the  French  tribunals,  and  to  the 
Court  of  France  for  instructions. 

**  You  will  observe  that  his  Excellency  refused  to  accede  to 
my  application  to  have  the  criminals,  the  Slaves,  and  the 
vessel  delivered  up  to  this  Government,  to  be  dcaU  with  as 
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jttBlice  rcqufaped,  althoagli  tbat  veteel  was  under  Briliilir«|N» 
loan  when  seized — Brituh  property,  with  regvkrly  registeftdki 
oimers  here^-*fitted  ont  in  Port  Louis  for  Madagascar^'an 
Afiricao  isUndy  and  bound,  on  her  return  from  Madagascai^ 
to  Manritins ;  staling  as  precedents  for  his  jostification»  that 
sinUar  meaanres  had  been  adopted  here  in  the  case  of 
French  Sbve-Tessels  seized  by  the  English,  and  espeeiaHyr 
that  of  ^^  Leonore,  seised  at  sea  under  French  colours ; 
and  it  is  important  to  observe  here,  that  the  reason  he  states 
for  his  not  Slaving  made  any  '  rscfamoltoii,'  or  claim,  in  thal^' 
or  oth^  similar  cases,  was  chiefly,  *  par  oe  que  j'etais  penetr^ 
dtt  defir  sincere  que  mon  sourerain  a  manifosl6  d'aboiir  la 
Tr«te  des  Esdavea,  et  d'y  fxioperer  de  tons  «ea  efforte-^«t 
par  ce  qa*il  est  de  principe  qu'un  delit  commis  dans  Pmmm* 
lUnemet^du  territoire  d'une  nation  quelconque  est  justieiabfe 
des  tribunaux  ou  la  frande  a*eat  foite ;'  thereby  establishiof 
as  for  as  he  could,  and  so  for -as  these  islands  are  concerofd^ 
a  nutuai  right  of  seizure,  as  roost  conducive  to  the  great 
object  which  our  respective  sovereigns,  as  well  as  aU  lh(a> 
allied  powers  of  Europe,  have  declared  to  be  of  such  tran- 
scendent importance-r-the  suppression  and  abolition  of  tkou 
Sbve  Trade,  by  the  most  prompt  and  effectual  measures. 

**  It  is  also  to  be  kept  in  view,  as  applicable  to  this  subjeei^ 
specially  in  these  blands,  that  in  claiming  from  the  govern-  . 
meat  of  Bourbon  the  English  ship  *  Espoir,*  taken  under 
Engiisli  colours  by  the  French  ship  of  war  Lys,  to  be  dealt 
with  aeoofdmg  to  hur  here,  1  offered  to  adopt  reciprooai 
measures,  by  delivering  np  any  vessel  under  the  French  flag  • 
on  hoMd  of  which  Slavfs  might  be  found,  and  that  might, 
be  l^rought  into  thif  port. 

"  The  Governor  of  Ek>urbon  was  silent  upon  this  last  pro- 
position ;  and  sUted,  that,  upon  the  whole,  he  hope4  his 
reasons  for  not  delivering  up  the  English  vessel,  the  Espoir, 
will  be  satisfoctory  to  me ;  but  plainly  declaring,  that  he  is 
himself  so  convinced  of  the  justice  and  regularity  of  his  pro- 
coedinga,  that  he  will  not  release  the  vessel  and  cargo  withr 
put  a  special  order  from  his  government* 

i'  HfMrittg  thus  stated  to  you  the  gronida  for  my  conolii4*t

isspectife  govemrocnts,  I  shall  beg  to  offer  a  few  observa- 
vponthe  peculiar  circumstances  attending  the  present 


^The  information  receifcd  some  time  since  of  several, 
vessds  having  undertaken  to  carry  on  the  Slave  Trade  within 
these  islands,  by  means  of  a  dep6t  to  be  ojnade  at  the  isles 
of  ^fcovidsDee^  a  dependency  of  this  government,  fiom 
whenie  the  Slaves  were  to  be  introduced  into  these  colonies^ 
fcadnally,  after  having  become  what  b  called  Francis^,  led 
mt  to  request  you  to  proceed  without  delay  to  those  islandsy^ 
to'prevent  any  attempt  to  disembark  Skives  there,  and  to 
seiat  them  and  any  vessels  that  mig^t  be  suspected  to  be 
engaged  in  tiiis  illicit  trade  there,  or  in  the  other  islands  in 
the  'duster  of  that  archipelago,  within  the  limits  of  this 
government.  The  same  information  led  me,  shortly  after 
your  departure,  to  send  an  expeditioo,  in  co-opeiation  wi^

Succ^s,  that  the  introduction  of  fifty  Slaves  here  was  mona

4.  Deposition,  in  the  Case  of  the  Espotr,  rrferred  to  im 
the  above  Letter  from  Governor  Sir  R.  T.  Farquhar. 

^  Friday,  May  the  eleventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-one : 

"  We,  Jean  Marie  Denis  Virieux,  First  Assistant  of  the 
Commissary-General  of  Police,  have,  in  virtue  of  the  orders 
of  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  been  required  to  take  and 
receive,  in  the  h6tel  of  the  Government,  the  declarationa  of 
Anloine  Riviere,  a  native  of  Malines,  domiciled  in  the 
quarter  of  Moka  in  the  bland  of  Mauritius,  on  all  the  cir- 
cumstances of  his  departure  from  that  part  of  Madagaaenr 
called  Tamatave,  with  the  intention  of  proceeding  to  -the 
Isle  of  Bourbon.  The  which  Antoine  Riviere,  liere  present 
bis  sworn  before  us  to  speak  the  truth;  and  thereupon  has 
deelaved  that  he  has  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  Mauritius  ibr 
twenty  years  past:  That  about  a  year  ago,  being  at  Tamatav^ 
he  made  an  agreement  with  Captain  Panon,  commaadiag 
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the  logger  L^Espoir,  regularly  registered  under  the  Eof^h 
flag,  and  bound  for  Port  Lonb  in  tiie  Mauritius,  for  flie 
conveyance  of  himself  and  seven  new  Negroes  to  the  Isle  of 
Bourbon  or  the  Mauritius  :  That  Captain  Panon  consented 
to  take  them,  at  the  rate  of  twenty  piastres  per  head  for  tiie 
passive  of  the  Negroes:  That  he  embarked  on  board  the 
said  logger,  which  had  for  her  second  captain  the  Sienr 
Augusta,  a  Creole  of  the  Isle  of  Bourbon,  and  had  ako  on 
bourd  three  passengers, — viz.  Pedro,  an  Italian,  domiciled 
in  the  Mauritius ;  Legrune,  domiciled  in  tiie  Isle  of  Bour- 
bon; and  Constandion,  a  native  of  Malines,  domiciled  at 
Tamatave  in  Madagascar :  That  there  were  four  sailors  on 
board  whom  he  knew, — ^namely,  John  Nelson,  an  English- 
man,  who  was  shipped  on  board  the  Sylphe,  as  a  seaman, 
by  order  of  the  French  Government ;  Henry,  a  Creole  of 
flie  Isle  of  Bourbon ;  Li^vre,  a  Creole  of  the  Isle  of  Boor- 
bon ;  and  Vicinte,  an  inhabitant  of  the  Mauritius :    That 
the  lugger  L'Espob  was  captured  at  the  distance  of  more 
than  eight  leagues  from  land  by  the  French  corvette,  Le 
Lys;  and  that  Captain  Panon  surrendered  UEspoir  on  the 
second  gun  fired  from  Le  Lys :  That  it  was  six  in  the  morn- 
ing when  they  saw  the  land;  and  that  at  six  in  the  evening 
of  the  same  day  they  were  taken  between  La  Possession  and 
St.  Paul :    That  Sienr  Augusta,  the  second  captain,  was 
1  anded  by  order  of  the  captain  of  the  Lys  at  La  Ravine  k 
Jacques,  near  La  Possession ;  and  that  three  days  after  they 
bad  been  taken,  he  heard  Captain  Panon  say,  and  also 
during  the  passage,  that  there  were  two  hundred  and  seven 
new  Negroes  on  board  of  L'Espoir,  and  that  he  knows 
only  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  were  landed  at  St  Denis : 
That  he  had  heard  it  stated  by  the  persons  on  boardL'Espoir, 
that  her  boat  had  been  three  or  four  times  on  shore  at  La 
Ravine  ik  Jacques,  on  tiie  night  of  the  day  on  which  they 
came  to  anchor :    That  being  next  day  on  board  Le  Lys  he 
returned  on  board  L'Espoir  to  look  after  his  property,  and 
that  one  of  his  new  Negresses  told  him  that  on  the  pre- 
ceding evening  a  certain  number  of  new  Negroes,    her 
•ompaniotts,  had  been  landed :  Thst  during  his  detention  in 
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tfie  iwkMbl'of  St.  Deoid,  wh^re  be  wbb  afeng  with  Captni 
PasoD)  the  passengers  and  crew  of  the  lugger,  and  Sitnr 
hMgmtK^  the  second  captain,  «anie  to  converse  witli  Ca{>taia 
ViBDCMi ;  That  the  Stear  fimile  Raoaldeliv^ed  in  lus  presence 
la  Captain  Paaon  all  the  pq>efa  oonoeming  L'Eapoir,  which 
papers  had  been  delifared  m  bis  presence 'at  Tamatave  by 
If.  Tadebois  to  M.  Emile  Raouk  llisll  Captain  Panon  com- 
ttaiided  aft  seat  Tbat  'iie  was  not  certain  Whether  L'Bspoir 
Witt,  to  go  lotbe  Mauvitius  ootil  after  they  came  in  sight  of 
lilld  ctf  the  Isle  of  Sourbon,  when  they  perceived  a  goelette 
ll^  wMward:  That  Captain  Panon  did  not  endeavour  to 
esiMipe :  That  they  were  captured  by  tliis  goelette,  whieh 
proved  to  be  Le  Lys ;  and  that  L'Espoir  straek  the  Eaglish 
a^loars. 

**  Being  asked,  whether  aay  landing  bad  been  aiade  before 
ika  vessel  was  captured: 

''  He  replied,  that  there  had  no^t:  That  theyeonld  not  even 
lioist  out  tiicsr  boat,  as  it  was  too  heavy :  That  the  corvette, 
Le  Lys,  having  hailed  them  wHh  these  woids, '  Wlither  are 
yon  boand  ?'  Captain  Panon  answered, '  To  the  Maoritius.' 

^  Being  asked  how  amny  days  L'Espoir  continued  with  Le 
Lys  before  htiag  caitied  into  St.  Deliis,  and  where  she  had 
Wn: 

*'  He  replied,  tiiat  after  standing  out  to  sea,  they  were  two 
ttoys  in  reaching  the  Ravine  ik  Ifacques,  where  they  anchored 
tski  lay  one  4ii^t :  Vhat  wext  ^j  tbey  made  sail  for  St. 
Denis^  where  they  anchored  on  the  same  day ;  and  that  on 
4hetouMiiigof  that  day  be  had  been  en  board  for  bis  tmnk, 
the  >veasel  being  at  anche/r  6ff  the  Ravine  h  Jacques. 

''  Bebig^aaked  how  H  happened  ihtft  he  had  stated  that  tbe 
bimt^f  L'Ei^ir  eaald  vtot  be  hoisted  out  before  she  was 
aaptured,  as  «ptMf  fif  no  atteaipt^at  disefiibarkatiott  having 
been  made;  while  be  had  before  dledared  that  the  beat  had 
been  three  or  'four  tim^  on  shove  after  the  capture : 

"  He  replied,  that  before  pio^sessiou  was  taken  <yf  L^Espoir, 
the  captain  of  Le  Lys  ordered  them  to  hoist  tbcfr  boat 
overboard ;  aad  th«t  not  being  able  to  obey  this  order,  the 
captain  df  Le  Lys  sent  on  board  his  second  explain  and

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three  seamen,  who  amHsled  the  crew  of  L'Espoir  in  hoif  lii^^ 
out  the  boat.  . «: 

"  Beinfp  atked  how  he  and  his  companions,  being  contoedl 
in  the  hoM  of  Le  Lys,  could  know  that  the  boat  of  L'Bspoir 
had  been  three  or  four  times  on  shore  during  the  mgbt »( 
the  day  on  which  they  anchored  off  La  Ravine  k  Jacques : 

**  He  replied,  that  John  Nebon,  English  sailor  on  board 
L'Espoir,  and  his  companion,  being  standing  on  the  bmmi 
hatchway  of  Le  Lys,  saw  the  boat  putting  off  from  L'Eapoir« 
and  going  to  and  returning  from  the  shore,  as  it  was  clear 
moon-light,  and  the  vessels  lay  near  each  other ;  and  that 
on  every  trip  which  the  boat  made  to  the  shore,  Nelsoo  aaid 
to  the  dedarant  and  his  companions,  '  Hollo,  you  there  I 
dou*t  you  hear  ?  The  boat  is  putting  off  from  L'Espoir,  going 
on  shore  and  coming  back  again.'  The  declarant  adds, 
that  a  small  boat  belonging  to  Le  Lys  accompanied  L'Espoir's 
boat  in  these  trips  on  shore. 

**  Being  asked  whether  they  took  on  board  provisions  and 
water  at  La  Ravine  ^  Jacques : 

**  He  replied,  that  they  took  noUiing  on  board,  and  wanted 
nothing,  having  made  the  passage  in  four  days  from  Tamataive. 

**  Being  asked  how  he  and  his  companions  could  know  tbsit 
the  two  boats  he  had  mentioued  put  Slaves  on  shore  at  La 
Ravine  ik  Jacques : 

"  He  replied,  that  as  they  had  taken  on  board  207  Negroes 
at  Tamatave,  and  had  landed  only  176  at  St.  Denis,  and  aa 
there  had  been  no  mortality  during  the  passage,  it  was  en* 
i^ni  that  the«two  boats  of  which  he  had  spoken  had  bean 
employed  in  conveying  on  shore  the  difference  between  the 
175  Negroes  landed  at  St.. Denis,  and  the  207  tf^^n^Mi 
board  at  Tamatave ;  which  was  also  farther  proved  by  the 
statement  of  his  Negress,  who  told  him,' when  he  was  seek- 
ing his  effects  on  board  L*£spoir,  that  several  of  her  com- 
panions had  been  sent  on  shore  during  the  night.  ■<- 

**  Being  asked  how  long  he,  th^e  passengnms,  the  captain^  and 
the  sailors  had  been  in  prison  : 

"  He  replied,  that  the  sailors  lay  iq  prison  about  twenty 
days:  That  tk^  were  embarked  on  Imaid  La  Sylphe  cor- 
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^Mettcy  M  weietlflM)  two  patfongers,  CoMlaiidion  aad  Pedro : 
That  all  the  rest,  with  the  exception  of  the  second  captahi^ 
Slenr  Aagnala,  who  had  gone  ashore  with  the  Negroes  at  La 
Ravine  I^Jacqaes,  continued  about  fifty  days  in  priton :  That 
after  that  time  they  were  released ;  and  that  they  all  obiained 
their  pardon  and  their  libertV^ 

**  Being  asked  whether  iie  had  passed  himself  as  an  English 
subject : 

"He  replied,  that  he  had  ;  aud  that  on  the  release  of  the 
sailors,  when  he- was-  carried  before  the  Commissary  of 
Marine, — (the  declarant  exhibiting  a  passport  as  an  English 
fl(ttiijeet,  and  not  wishing  to  be  sent  on  board  the  Sylphe) — 
the  Commissary  said  to  him,  *  Very  well,  you  shall  be  con- 
veyed to  the  redoubt ;  *  where  the  declarant  did  remain 
fifty  days*  ■ 

**  Being  asked  whether  he  aud  the  others  had  been  tried : 

'^  He  replied,  that  only  the  captain  had  been  brought  to 
trial :  That  when  he  was  in  the  redoubt,  two  persons,  not  in 
imiform,  whom  he  afterwards  saw  at  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missary  of  Marine,  came  to  his  prison,  and  asked  him  an 
the  other  prisoners  to  what  countries  they  belonged :  That 
the  declarant  answered,  that  he  came  from  the  Mauritius ; 
that  Nelson  declared  himself  from  Jersey ;  Vincinte  deckired 
himself  a  native  of  Malines,  domiciled  in  the  Mauritius ; 
Pedro  declared  himself  an  Italian,  domiciled  in  the  Mau- 
ritius ;  aud  the  rest  stated  that  they  belonged  to  the  Isle  of 
Bourbon.  He  besides  declared,  that  he  recollected  Pedro 
having  seven  or  eight  Negroes  belonging  to  him  on  board 
but  could  not  say  whether  the  other  individuals  had  any  or 
not.  Further  he  was  not  interrogated.— After  the  contents 
hereof  had  been  read  to  him,  he  stated  that  he  understood 
the  same  well ;  and  Uiat  he  would  neither  change'nor  retract 
any  thing,  his  declarations  being  correct :  and  the  declarant 
has  along  with  us  signed  this  examination ;  the  day,  month, 
and  year,  as  above  and  over  against  expressed,  and  signed 
by  his  Excellency  the  Governor."

ing Shives  from  Mozambique  and  Zanzebar,  to  the  nles  of 
Phyvidencey  and  other  islands  of  the  Seychelles  Archipelago, 
for  the  purpose  of  being  left  there,  in  dep6t,  until  they 
became  *'franei8(/*  and  then  to  be  introduced  into  Ail 
island.  Being  asked  why  vessels  under  the  French  flag  did 
not  prefer  going  direct  to^  Bourbon ;  he  replied.  That  Slaves 
were  selling  dog-cheap  there,  from  the  numbers  that  hate 
been  introduced:  That  a  good  stout  Mozambique  Steve 
would  not  fetch  above  150  dollars  there ;  whereas  he  was 
worth  300  or  400  here^  which  rendered* it  more  profitable 
fof  th6  Slave-dealers  to  take  the  risk  of  this  circuitous  modie 
of  llttrMtaclng  tAiem  here,  than  to  enxry  them  direct  to  Bom^ 
bon.  The  said  informant  further  observed.  That  he  wai 
conviticed  that  before,  or  at  fbrthest  by  the  25th  of  April,  F 
should'  find,  if  I  sent  any  vessels  to  look  out,  at  least  one,*  if 
not  two  cargoes  of  Slaves,  landed  in  the  isles  of  Providence, 
or  other  islands  of  the  Seychelles  Archipelago ;  and  thlit  he 
had  thia  information  from  those  persons  in  thb  colony  who 
are  the  best  informed  as  to  the  movements  of  the  Slave- 
dealers."

I  wrote  U>  him  to  request  that  we  might  be  admitted 
to  commooicate  with  the  8liore»  not  having  any  contagiona 
disorder  on  hoard.  He  fixed  eight  days :as.  die  term  of  ow 
qoanintine :  hot  fife  days  after  we  were  put  under  an  inde* 
finite  quarantine^  in  consequence  of  ialbrmation  having  been 
lodged  with. the. Governor  that  the  Succ^  had  effected  a 
landing  of  Negroes.  But  the  cargo  had  i^een  already  laadad«  ' 
and  even  sold.  M<^trs.  Lory  and  Gamin*  have  doubtless 
written  and  advised  you  of  the  drcumstance :  fifteen  Nc^pno^ 
which  a  planter  was  coqducting  home  were  seised  by  the 
gendarmes,  and  conveyed  to  Saint  Denis.  But  they  must  be 
restored  to  the  proprietor;  the  Negroes  and  the  vessel  being 
only  subject  to  seizure  at  the  time  of  debarkation,  or  withki 
the  *  Pas  Greometriqoestf'  and  thb  is  not  our  case.

-  **  Sir — V  arrifed  at  St.  Denis  yesterday  from  St.  Paurs. 
I  have  this  morning  seen  the  advocate  who  b  to  defend  oar 
cause :  he  is  a  man  of  talenv:  he  defended  the  cause  of  General 
Traveanx,  at  Rennea.  He  has  been  made  acquainted  with 
the  examinations  which  the  crew  of  the  Sncc^  underwent 
before  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  at  St.  Paul's,  which  are  al- 
together in  our  favour.  We  have  the  laws  too  in  our  favour : 
we  were  not  taken  in  the  fact,  and  therefore  they  cannot 
condemn  us.  AU  the  judges  are  colonUts,  who  have  ^Aem- 
eehei purchased  Negroes  belonging  to  our  cargo^  and  therefore 
we  are  perfectly  easy,  and  you  may  be  so  too. 

"  The  whole  of  the  cargo  is  sold,  with  the  exception  of 
four  Negroes  that  were  infected  with  the  small-pox :  these 
we  kept  on  board,  in  order  to  their  recovery,  which  u  now 
attained,  and  they  will  sell  well.  I  shall  transmit  you  by 
the  first  opportunity  my  statement  of  trading  transactions ; 
which,  however,  will  not  be  very  specific,  fit>m  the  circum- 
stance of  my  having  been  under  the  necessity  of  burning  my 
waste  book  and  journal,  our  instructions,  invoices,  and  even 
your  letters,  which  came  to  hand  on  onr  arrival  at  Bourbon, 
and  the  letters  from  our  jamilies^  being  apprehensive  of  a 
search  on  board.  We  even  sunk  in  the  roads  our  caboose 
and  the  copper  boilers  for  the  Negroes,  and  the  iron  fetters ; 
but  we  may  easily  recover  them. 

*'  I  conceive  that  the  sales  will  exceed  from  thirty  to  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars ;  but  we  shall  be  subjected  to  great 
expense  and  delay.  In  the  event  of  my  being  too  late  in 
proceeding  to  Zanzebar,  to  return  thence  in  time  to  double 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  during  the  fine  season,  I  shall  take 
OB  board  a .  cargo  suited  to  the  coast  of  Angola,  and  pro- 
ceed from  thence  for  the  island  of  Cuba. 

"  1  did  not  succeed  in  getting  my  full  complement  of 
Negroes,  in  consequence  of  there  having  been  four  large  Spa- 
nish vessels  slaving  at  the  time ;  and  from  this  circurotsance 
I  had  to  pay  very  dear  for  the  Negroes  that  were  obtaineil. 

*'  I  only  procured  two  hundred  and  ibrty-eight  head  of

Our  cause  would  liave  come 
on  yesterday^  had  it  not  been  AlUSaints-day.  Our  counsel 
has  delivered  over  to  the  President  of  the  Court  all  the 
documents.  Probably  our  cause  will  be  brought  into  Court 
on  Friday,  or  else  on  Wednesday  next.  We  demand  the 
Ub^ratioB  oT  our  vessel,  and  full  indemnification  for  the 
losses  to  wUch  au  this  delay  has  given  rise.  As  to  this 
ilKlemnificatioib>  we  do  not  much  calculate  upon  it ;  but  the 
den&'and  may  accelerate  a  decision.

^  1  continue  in  the  .determination,  if  we  should  be  too  late 
to  double  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  to  proceed  to  trade  for 
Slaves  on  the  coast  of  Angola,  in  order  not  to  fail  in  carrying 
into  ieffect  the  voyage  to  the  Isle  of  Cuba.  This,  however, 
is  not  the  object  desired  by  Captain  Bertrand,  who  would 
rather  take  on  board  a  cargo  for  Nantes,  and  so  retnni 
immediately.  I  have«  however,  observed  to  him,  that  if  we 
should  thus  act  we  should  fail  in  performing  our  engage- 
ments, and  dishonour  ourselves  in  the  public  estimation  and 
in  the  eyes  of  our  owners ;  that  the  more  difficulties  we  have 
to  encounter  the  more  ought  we  to  shew  of  decision  and 
firmness,  and  that  I  entertained  the  greatest  hope  of  suc- 
ceeding. I  do  not  know  whether  my  reasoning  carried  con- 
viction with  it;  but  I  can  assure  you,  that  as  far  as  matters 
may  depend  upon  me,  the  voyage  to  Cuba  will  take  place.

=  *  I  shall  not  close  my  letter  until  the  very  moment  tbff 
courier  is  about  to  take  his  departure  for  St.  Paufs,  by  irhott 
will  be  dispatched,  to-morrow,  the  clearances  of  the  RoMi- 
lane.  If  sentence  should  be  pronounced  by  noon  to-morroW/ 
I  will  apprise  you  of  it;  but  do  not  be  uneasy.  We  have' 
never  entertained  arny  uneasiness,  excepting  what  is  occa^ 
stoned  by  the  delay  we  experience.  We  are  making  arrange-* 
ments  for  our  departure;  and  I  conceive  that  in  the  course  of 
fifteen  days  we  shall  have  left  this  for  Zanzebar.  I  calculate 
on  remaining  there  engaged  in  trading  for  the  space  of  three 
weeks.

80c.  amount  car* 
ried  to  your  debit  on  the  24ih  of  January  last^  as  well  as 
your  share  of  the  insurance  of  58,(K>0f.  firom  hence  to 
iBourbon  only. — ^As  to  what  reg^ards  the  Slave-trade  msu* 
puice,  I  must  refer  you  to  what  I  have  stated  in  my  last^ 
promising  you  that  my  father  will  do  the  best  he  can  for 
the  benefit  of  all.  So  much  the  worse  for  us,  if  we  cannot 
cover  the  whole  amount. — Inform  Mr.  Latorzee,  if  yo(| 
please,  that  I  have  transmitted  to  his  lady  a  copy  in  detail 
of  the  account  of  the  outfit,  for  the  satisfaction  of  his  friends 
who  are  interested  in  the  adventure.  He  is  likewbe  debited 
in  the  account-current  with  twenty-two  one-hundredth  parts, 
for  the  shares  which  he  represents  in  the  concern,  as  well  as 
for  the  insurances  effected  to  Bourbon. 

''Without  having  a  more  particular  reason  for  writing 
you,  the  Victorine  will  not  sail  without  my  taking  occasioii 
of  remmding  you  that  you  are  frequently  in  our  thoughts^ 
and  that  we  are  very  sensibly  interested  in  your  good  health 
as  well^as  your  complete  success.  May  all  our  hopes  be 
realised ! 

**  The  circumstance  of  the  epidemic  disorder,  from  which 
both  colonies  appear  now  to  be  freed,  may  contribute  to  the 
success  of  your  adventure.  In  reference  to  this  circum- 
stance, a  word  of  advice  on  the  disposal  of  your  second 
paigo  of  Slayes :  Might  you  not,  in  consequence  of  the 
greater  loss  of  Negroes  at  the  Mauritius,  proceed  thither  and 
effect  a  landing,  without  ruuping  greater  risks  than  at  BouP: 
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boD  ?  We  are  informed  by  all  the  letters  from  that  country^ 
that  more  tlna  eight  thouMod  Negroci  haie  fmllen  victioui 
to  the  dnorder.  We  concei?e  that  joa  would  reap  great 
advantage 'from  each  a  coorae.  Consult  together  on  the 
aal^jaet;^  but  do  not-  eonaider  these  hints  as  fresh  instmc- 
thMM^-wfaioby  however,  wonU  become  saperfloons,  whatever 
wight  be  their  tendency.  Here  we  shoald  be  qieaking  ia 
the  dark.  In  fine;  act  for  the  best :  this  is  the  most  prudent 
copclasion  to  which  we  can  come.  Our  interests  are  in 
your  hands ;  but  we  rely  too  implicitly  on  your  foresight  and 
judgment^  and  on  those  of  Mr.  Latorzee,  not  to  be  certain 
tMt  they  will  be  wdl  attended  tp. 

*'  My  father  will  not«  on  the  present  occasion,  write  to  Mr. 
Latorzee^  having  nothing  of  interest  to  communicate ;  and  I 
tlH^k  we  shall  write  to  neither  of  you  until  we  have  had  fresh 
-inteUigence  of  you,  or  at  least  some  subject  to  write  upon 
4hat  may  make  it  worth  while.  Renewing  to  you,  my  dear

1.  TSranslation  of  a  Circular  Letter^  dated  Nanies, 
16th  Feb.  1821,  containing  the  Prospectus  of  a 
Slave  ^  Adventure. 

**  Sir — Being  desirous  that  yon  should  take  a  share  in  an 
expedition  which  I  am  about  to  form  for  the  coast  of  Africa, 
I  proceed  to  detail  to  you  my  plan,  together  with  its  cost 
and  probable  result.  You  will  not  fail  to  remark,  from  the 
contents  of  this  paper,  that  the  only  risk  to  be  incurred  will 
be  that  of  profit,  as  every  thing  will  be  insured. 

*'  it  appears  to  me  that  these  are  in  fact  the  best  speco* 
lations  to  be  undertaken  in  the  present  day :  this  kind  of 
adventure  offers  very  great  advantages,  of  which  our  port 
bears  testimony  by  the  number  of  ecfuipinents  whicb  are 
daily  fitted  out  there  for  the  coast  of  Africa. 

**  My  vessel  is  new,  a  superior  sailor,  and  seventy  feef 
from  head  to  stem ;  is  brig  built  and  rigged ;  and  I  flatter 
inysdf  there  is  not  a  better  in  this  port. 

^  Soon  after  thU  last  letter  of  the  seriea  wat  written,  the  Sncc^ 
was  detained  by  the  Menai.  and  brought  into  the  Maoritins  for 
adjudication,  having  S44  Slaves  on  board.  The  Jadgo  of  the  Vice-

**  ik)Urbon  is  now  overstocked  vrith  Slaves  t  and  die 
dealers  in  th^m  find  it  impossible  to  luid  at  the  Maurittos, 
untn  they  have  given  them  the  appearance  of  old  Blacks, 
and,  by  few  at  a  time,  clandestinely  import  them. 

"  The  next  subject  that  now  engrosses  the  attention  of  the 
French  Slave-dealers,  is  the  trade  to  the  Spanish  and  Portu- 
guese settlements  in  this  part  of  the  world;  and  at  Nantes, 
it  appears  little  to  be  doubted  but  they  have  taken  up  the

**  Mr.  has  been  to  windward,  imd  remained  some 

weeks  at  Goree.  He  has  dreadful  accounts  of  the  French 
Slave  TradCf  which  he  means  to  publish  in  the  Sierra  Leone 
Gavett^. 

**  f^  send  you  one  or  two  of  these  facts. — Bourgerell,  le 
procureur  da  rqi^  at  Senegf^,  has  agents  at  Joal,  and  at 
Zinc^iefichor  and  Jimbram,  (Fortuguse  settlements  net^^ 
Ca4;beo  and  Caaamanxa).  He  succeeded  to  the  house  of 
Bftfti^e  the  banker,  lately  at  SenegaL  Mr.  Blanchardj  one 
fif  bw  ^^nts,  bf|d  collected  at  Canmanxa  a  caigo  of  Slaves 
^  t^e  Alricaii^t;  but  it  became  so  notorious,  that  the 
Qpv^^npi^r  a$  Seneg^  made  the  owners  or  captain  of  the 
A^^cfiififi  g^fe  bpi\d  not  to  carry  Slaves,  and  she  therefore 
now  remains  m  the  Senegal.    A  large  schooner  belonging  ti^ 
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Legfoi^  of  Ooree  has  been  hired  by  them,  at  the  rate  of  10 
dollars  per  day,  and  insnred  for  2000  dollars,  though  not 
worth  200.  She  cleared  from  Goree  for  the  Cape  Verds^ 
bat  went  to  the  Gambia,  and  thence  to  the  Casamanza« 
Commodore  Dn  Plessis,  finding  the  thing  too  public,  sent 
one  of  his  squadron  down  to  Jimbram,  where,  after  some 
firingy  ten  or  twelve  Slaves  were  taken  from  the  shore. 
BoargereU,  whose  property  they  were,  made  a  complaint  to 
Goyemor  Coup6,  and  he  ordered  Du  Plessis  up  to  Senegal^ 
to  answer  for  his  conduct ;  and  he  had  left  Goree  for  that 
purpose  before  Mr.  *-^—  sailed*  Bourgerell  lately  pur- 
chased 200  Slaves  at  Galam,  and  marched  them  over-land 
to  Marango,  or  Maranghin,  to  the  north  of  Senegal,  where 
they  were  embarked. 

**  Bishop,  an  inhabitant  of  Goree,  lately  sailed  with  his 
two  craft  to  Cacheo  and  Cazamanza ;  where  he  filled  both 
vessels  with  Slaves,  which  he  carried  over  to  the  Isle  of  Sal» 
one  of  the  Cape  de  Verds,  and  landed  before  the  face  of 
Captain  Hagan,  of  his  Majesty*s  ship  Thistle.  There  are 
upwards  of  600  Slaves  on  Sal,  in  charge  of  Martines,  which 
have  been  carried  over  in  a  similar  manner,  waiting  to  be 
shipped  off  to  the  Havannah.  A  brisk  Slave-trade  is  thus 
carried  on  between  the  coast  and  the  Cape  Verds,  and  from 
the  Cape  Verds  to  the  Havannah.  Several  vessels  are  ex- 
pected at  Sal,  direct  from  France,  for  that  purpose. 

"  Agabe,  the  Governor  of  Albreda,  told  Mr.  —  that 
he  had  purchased  fourteen  Slaves  at  one  time  for  Colonel 
Schmaltz,  and  that  he  had  Schmaltz^s  written  orders  to  shew 
for  it.  He  had  also  received  a  letter,  stating  that  fourteen 
vessels  had  sailed  from  Nantz  for  Slaves,  which  he  shewed 
to  Mr.  ■  as  a  triumphant  proof  that  the  French  go- 

vernment did  not  wish  to  abolish  the  trade.  Among  these 
vessels  was  one  commanded*  by  Forest,  formerly  of  the  Louis, 
— the  vessel  on  which  Sir  W.  Scott  pronounced  his  famous 
judgment, — said  to  mount  24  guns  ;  and  I  think  there  can  be 
little  doubt  but  the  five  vessels  at  the  Gkdlinas,  so  anxious  to 
meet  Captain  Hagan,  by  whom  the  Louis  had  formeriy  been 
taken,  were  pwct  of  this  fleet.

*'  L.  St.  Macary,  the  captain  or  supercargo  of  the  brig 
le  Dauphin,  was  brought  to  this  colony  some  years  since  ia 
a  Slave-vessel,  which  was  condemned  in  the  Vice-Admiralty 
Court  He.r^iflejd  here  fpr  about  eighteen  months,  during 
which  time  he  was  employed  in  the  Commissariat  Depart- 
ment as  a  Clerk.  He  left  thi^  co^>ny  in  February  or  March, 
1814,  and,  99  ik  q>p^^4  reti^med  to  bjs  founer  traffic.  At 
the  present  numkent  .^ere  is  a  French  Slave-vessel  in  the 
Rio  Ppngos,  informatii^n  q{  which  was  duly  given  to  M .  Vil- 
leneau,  the  senior  officer  cQm|p(ianding  fl^e  French  schooners 
of  war  lately  in  this  harbour.  On  Iftavjuog  l^if^  these  vessels 
sailed  to  leeward.'' 

July  14th,  18S1. 
*'  Xh0  loss  of  the  Spanish  Slaving-schooner  Carlota,  com- 
manded by  Manuel  Lamont,  a  native  of  Spam.— 
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« Iirottff  Nuibef  IM  U  noticvdhtbls'dreiiMil  oMuimiee 
cf  the  loes  of  the'  Spanish  SlttTiDg^-scbooiier  CaiiotB;  the 
iatdligieiite  of  which  was  brought  to  the  colony  bj  thrte 
seamen  who  belonged  to  her.  They  arrived  in  it  small  open 
boot,  in  the  most  wretched  and  hopeless  condition :  one  of 
them  has  since  died,  and  the  remaining  two  have  recovered. 
The  depositions  of  these  two  men  were  taken  on  oatb»  before 
cue  of  the  magistrates  of  the  colony,  and  the  followiog  is  an 
abstract  of  the  information  diereby  gained.  The  names  of 
the  two  men  ar^,  FVancisco  ColKa,  the  mate>  and  Carlos 
Steerbucky  a  seaman. 

**  The  Carlota  left  the  Havannah  seven  or  eight  months 
ago,  for  the  coast  of  Africa ;  and  was  near  «  month  at  the  Oal- 
linas  before  Commodore  Sir  Qeorge  CoMer  arrived  thtre^ 
and  took  her  down  to  Cape  Coast,  where  he  allowed  her  to 
depart.  She  returned  to  the  Gallinas  in  twenty  days. 
They  found,  on  their  return,  that  their  captain,  Manuel 
Lamont,  had  sailed  in  the  interim  in  a  French>Slaving-brig, 
orbrigantine,  which  had  completed  her  cargo  of  Slaves; 
and  as  the  cargo  of  the  Carlota  had  been  landed  previously 
to  the  arrival  of  the  commodore,  and  the  captain  of  her 
having  left  no  instructions  for  the  guidance  of  Francisco 
Collia,  the  mate;  it  was  resolved  to  return  without  any 
cargo  to  the  Havannah.  As  they  were  preparing  to  depart; 
Antonio  Ferra,  the  commander  of  a  French  Slaving-schboiiery 
fireighted  the  Cariota  to  Guadaloupe,  and  immediately  after- 
wards sent  116  Slaves  on  board  of  her.  The  articles  of 
agreement  then  entered  into  were,  that  each  should  eontrv- 
bute  alike  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Slaves  during  the 
vo^jrage;  and  for  each  Slave  Francisco  Collia  hmded  at 
Guadaloupe,  he  was  to  be  paid  forty-five  'dollars.  They 
(Francisco  Collia  and  Carlos  Steerbuck)  hired  themselves  at 
the  Havannah  to  Manuel  Lament,  to  whom  they  supposed 
the  Carlota  and  her  cargo  entirely  belonged.  Collia  was  to 
receive  eighty,  and  each  seaman  twenty,  dollars  per  month. 
They  were  informed  by  the  captain,  that  they  were  going  to 
th«  Crallinas  for  palm  oil  and  ivory ! 

*'  They  sailed  from  the  Gallinas  with  a  crew  of  sevenle^ 
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Wbite  meD,  and  one  hundied  and  sateen  Slaves ;  were 
days  at  sea  before  the  dreadful  event  happened ;  and  fmrn 
that  time  to  their  arrival  at  Cape  Mount  they  were  nine 
days  without  food,  and  obtained  only  a  little  water, 
was  collected  when  it  rained.  It  appears  they  had  met 
vtry  baffling  winds  and  calms.  The  day  on  which  the  sad 
disaster  occurred  was  rainy,  with  frequent  tornados  and 
very  little  wind  :  they  had  set  their  foresail,  mainsail,  and 
two  jibs :  a  whirlwind  suddenly  came  on,  and  in  an  instant 
of  time  upset  the  vessel,  which,  melaocholy  to  relate,  sunk 
with  the  whole  of  the  Slaves  and  six  of  the  crew.  The  rest 
of  the  crew  (eleven)  succeeded  in  saving  the  small  boat ; 
and,  as  already  stated,  were  nine  days  in  it  before  they  ^ 
reached  Cape  Mount.  Their  privations  and  sufferings 
were  so  great,  that  several  of  them  have  since  died."

''  When  Mr. .  left  the  Gallmas,  on  the  4th  instant 

three  hermaphrodite  brigs  and  two  schooners  were  slaving 
there — all  under  the  French  flag.     From  the  natives  hemg 

ignorant  of  the  French  language,  and  from  Mr. (aa 

European  belonging  to  this  colony)  being  carefully  avoided 
by  all  belonging  to  these  vessels,  he  was  unable  to  leam 
their  names. 

**  One  of  the  brigs  intended  to  carry  off  five  hundred  and 
fifty  Slaves,  and  was  said  to  be  armed  with  fourteen  guns, 
and  manned  with  one  hundred  men  :  she  is  commanded  by 
a  Captain  Chegel  (or  some  name  similar  in  sound  to.  this), 

who,  to  Mr. ^"s  own  knowledge,  carried  off  on  his  last 

voyage  four  hundred  and  fifty  Slaves  from  Shebar.  Another 
of  the  brigs  intended  to  carry  off  four  hundred  and  fifty 
Slaves,  and  the- smallest  of  the  schooners  two  hundred  and 
fifty.  What  number  the  other  two  intended  to  carry,  Mr. 
— — —  was  unable  to  learn.'' 

September  20, 1821. 

*'  His  Majesty's  brig  Snapper,  commanded  by  Lieutenant 
Knight,  in  proceeding  down  the  coast  in  the  month  of  June 
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kst,  and  ivheo  off  Cape  Moudt,  chased  two  tchoonen 
vader  Ffench  colours,  that  made  every  exertion  to  escape ; 
but  when,  from  the  vicinity  to  the  shore,  they  found  that 
impossibk,  they  separated,  so  that  one  only  could  be 
boarded.  The  largest  one  was  the  object  of  attention ;  and 
when  the  Snapper  got  near,  a  shot  was  fired  to  bring  the 
▼easel  to,  which  shot  was  immediately  returned  by  the 
schooner:  a  second  shot  from  the  Snapper's  long  gun, 
however,  brought  her  to  in  all  haste.  She  was  found  to  be 
the  JPrench  schooner  Ffitincelle,  of  Bourdeaux,  absolutely 
fitted  out  at  that  port  for  the  Slave  Trade :  her  equipment 
was  pf  the  most  superior  description,  and  her  cabin  superb 
— French  mirrors,  and  scarlet  curtains,  &c.  The  captain 
begged  earnestly  Mr.  Knight's  acceptance  of  some  presents, 
and  wished  to  have  put  some  cases  of  Champagne  into  the 
boat :  he  said,  as  an  excuse  for  the  shot  that  he  fired,  that 
he  took  the  Snapper  for  an  insurgent.  The  other  schooner 
eluded  search,  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  evening. 

''When  the  Snapper  was  at  Calabar,  she  found  there,  besides 
the  Portuguese  schooner  sent  up  for  condemnation,  a  Spanish 
felucca,  and  two  French  schooners,  THypolite  and  Le  Nep- 
tune. The  Spaniard  is  so  fast  a  sailer,  that  they  entertain 
no  fear  of  her  capture,  when  once  clear  of  the  river :  she  is 
a  constant  trader  between  the  Havannah  and  Calabar.  The 
late  visits  of  the  men  of  wav  and  their  boats  have  made 
the  Slave-traders  at  that  place  so  cautious,  that,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Conceicao,  all  were  keeping  their  Slaves 
in  ketones  on  shore,  until  the  very  day  of  their  de- 
parture. 

^'  Lieutenant  Knight  was  informed,  that  a  French  schooner 
had  lately  sailed  with  200  Slaves  for  Cayenne ;  which  vessel, 
from  the  sharpness  of  her  build  for  the  advantage  of  sailing, 
could  only  carry  at  the  rate  of  nine  gallons  of  water  per 
Slave;  and  the  commander  of  her  had  no  intention  of 
touching  at  any  other  place  before  he  reached  his  desti- 
nation. This  commander  was  second- lieutenant  of  the 
frigate  that  engaged    the    Amelia  off   the  Isles  de   Lot

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**  When  there  were  lately  several  Siave-vesseb  together 
up  that  river,  they  were  moored,  with  springs  on  their  cablei^ 
in  a  position  so  as  at  a  ^hort  notice  to  present  a  half-moo» 
battery,  and  were  determined,  as  they  said,  to  support  eacfe 
other  to  the  last.  They  went  to  quarters  every  night,  and 
had  guard-boats  for  some  miles  down  the  river  in  commuiii- 
cation  with  each  other,  and  they  threatened  to  hinder  the 
sailing  of  the  English  oil  ships  until  they  were  all  off  them- 
selves;— but  did  not  persist  in  making  such  an  attempt  r 
the  Duke  Ephraim,  who  is  friendly  to  the  English,  haviii|p 
declared  he  would  not,  in  that  case,  allow  a  Slave  to-  be  sold' 
to  them. 

"  It  was  with  much  pain  that  tlie  commander  and  officers 
of  the  Snapper  observed,  when  up  the  river  Calabar,  the 
very  frequent  and  almost  constant  practice  of  human  sacri- 
fices that  take  place  at  religious  ceremonies,  particularly 
funerals :  several  took  place  when  the  Snapper  was  moored 
off  the  town.  The  remonstrances  that  were  used  were  con- 
sidered as  ridiculous;  a  man  conceiving  he  would  be 
haunted  by  the  spirit  of  his  deceased  relation,  were  he  not 
to  send  Slaves  to  accompany  him  to  the  other  world  *• 

"  The  officers  were  treated  with  the  utmost  respect  hf 
the  natives,  and  all  the  neighbouring  chiefs.  Duke  Ephraim 
also  went  on  board  the  brig  in  great  state.  This  great  per* 
sonage  went  in  an  immense  canoe,  with  a  train  of  above  fiftjp 
men,  colours  flying,  and  great  noise  of  drums  and  other  na- 
tive instruments. 

"  Setting  aside  the  Slave  Trade  and  the  diabolical  practice 
above  spoken  of,  the  people  of  Calabar  seem  to  surpass  all 
the  other  African  nations  of  the  coast  in  every  branch  of 
civilization ;  and  domestic  comfort  is  much  better  understood 
and  practised  by  them.  Every  man  of  consequence  can 
write  English,  and  speak  it  fluently;  fbr  notwithstanding 
tiiey  are  as  often  visited  by  Spaniards,  Portuguese,  and 

*  It  has  been  alleged  that  the  Slave  Trade  prevents  such  sacrifi. 
ces  of  human  life.  Here  we  have  a  proof  to  the  contrary.  The 
Slave  Trade  only  serves  to  destroy  the  sympathies  of  hnmanity,  and^ 
to  barbarize  the  persons  concerned  in  it 
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FrenchmeB,  as  by  our  own  countrymen^  no  person  of  any 
other  nalion  k  inviled  tp  the  Duke's  dinner  parties,  or  re- 
4seived  into  their  houses  with  any  degree  of  kindness  and 
hospitality.  The  Duke's  property  is  supposed  to  amount  to 
60»000/.  sterling ;  and  consequently  his  power  is  almost  un- 
liouttded  in  such  a  country.  Every  house  b  fitted  up  with 
European  furniture ;  for  their  great  resources  in  Slaves  and 
the  palm-oil  trade  enable  them  to  command  every  necessary 
commodity.  The  houses  are  a  good  deal  in  the  Moorish 
style,  consisting  of  laige  courts,  with  apartments  round 
them.  The  seragib  is  in  imitation  of  the  same  nation :  every 
apartment  is  fancifully  and  very  skilfully  painted  by  the 
women.  At  the  Duke^s  dinner  parties,  French  wines,  cor- 
dials, and  other  good  things,  abound ;  and  he  then  only 
dresses  in  the  English  costume,  wearing  a  red  coat  and  silk 
•stockings."

*'  The  Portuguese  settlements  of  Zinchinchor  and  Jam- 
bram,  in  the  Cassamanza,  it  is  well  known,  have  been  for 
some  years  the  principal  mart  of  the  merchants  of  Senegal 
for  the  supply  of  their  Slave-vessels  with  cargoes.  At  the 
former  place,  the  La  Louise,  belonging  to  M .  Bastide,  the 
Paris  banker  of  slave-deaUng  celebrity,  took  in  her  cargo ; 
aifd  from  thence  many  other  vessels  on  his  account  were  si- 
milarly laden :  but  he  is  now  no  more,  and  we  have  only  to 
do  with  the  living.  M.  Bourgerell,  le  procureur  du  roi  at 
Senegal,  and  the  successor  of  Bastide  in  the  mercantile 
house  at  that  place,  treads  in  the  steps  of  his  predecessor, 
and  is  at  this  moment  carrying  on  that  trade  with  a  notoriety 
«od  to  an  extent  that  even  there  is  unprecedented.  I  select 
the  following  instance,  because  it  was  attended  with  the 
interference  of  the  naval  officer  of  Goree.  During  the  month 
of  July  last,  M.  Blanchard,  the  agent  of  Bourgerell's  house, 
had,  with  the  assistance  of  M.  Bnrdet,  collected  in  the  Cas- 
samansa  200  Slaves,  which  were  to  be  shipped  on  board 
FAfricaine,  then  lying  at  Senegal:  this  vessel  was  in  the 
usual  manner  to  have  cleared  out  on  a  trading  voyage,  to 
have  touched  at  Cassamansa,  taken  in  her  cargo,  and  pro- 
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ceeded  to  Martinique. -«The  publicity  that  was  g^ven  to 
project,  and  the  circumstance  of  M.  Bhincbard  having  taken^v 
wftter-^aaka  from  Goree  in  a  small  schooner  hired  for  that 
purpose,  induced  M.  du  Plessis,  the  senior  naval  officer 
there,  to  dnpatch  a  brig  of  war  to  Cassamania.  This  vessel 
returned  on  the  18th  of  August  with  ten  Slaves.    Blanchard*s 
hired  schooner  was  seized,  but  was  given  up  the  next  day : 
and  this  wretch  was  permitted  to  go  at  large  in  Goree;  it 
appearing  that,  as  the  French  law  now  stands,  there  is  do  . 
criminality  attached  to  Slave-trading,  and  therefore  there  ia  > 
no  punishment.    I  understood  the  captured  Slaves  were  to^ 
be  employed  on  the  government  works  for  twelve  years,  at 
the  termination  of  which  period  they  were  to  be  declared 
free;  but  as  they  are  the  only  Negroes  captured,  smce  the 
restoration  of  Goree  and  Senegal  to  the  French,  it  is  proba- 
ble there  are  not  yet  fixed  any  regulations  respecting  them. 
The  Africaine  is  not  to  be  permitted  to  leave  Senegal  until 
the  proprietors  give  security  that  she  will  not  be  employed 
in  the  Slave  Trade. 

*'  On  the  line  of  coast  from  Cape  Verd  to  the  entrance  of 
the  river  Gambia,  Slave-factories  are  established  in  almost 
every  native  village :  those  at  Salum  and  Joalla  are  on  the 
most  extensive  scale.  At  the  latter,  M .  Foquet,  and  another 
Frenchman  known  in  Goree  by  the  Jaloof  name  of  Papah 
Boorah,  had  collected  in  July  last  100  Slaves.  These  victims 
were  seen  in  irons  by  a  trader  from  our  settlements  in  the 
Gambia.  From  this  person  I  learned  that  the  chief  of  Joalla, 
being  rather  in  wadt  of  money,  had  seized  fifty  of  the  Slaves ; 
declaring,  that  he  had  as  good  a  right  to  capture  Slaves  as 
any  otlier  sovereign.  Foquet  and  Papah  Boorah  will,  how- 
ever, most  likely  get  them  restored  on  making  the  chief  a 
suitable  present. 

**  I  cannot  advert  to  the  French  factory  still  permitted 
within  our  own  jurisdiction,  at  Albreda,  without  entertaining, 
as  a  British  subject,  feelings  of  shame  and  regret.  That  a 
noble  river  like  the  Gambia,  which  we  have  taken  under  our 
protection,  and  the  exclusive  possession  of  which  is  guaran* 
teed  to  us  by  treaties,  should  be  polluted  by  a  Shive-fieLciory, 
is  a  reproach  to  the  British  name.    Of  the  Slave  Trade  car- 
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ried  on  at  Aibr«da,  I  will  merely  observe,  that  I  have  seen 
an  affidavit  of  a  British  merchant  connected  with  the  Gambia 
trade,  stating,  that  M.  Agaias,  the  present  French  resident, 
ofFeHed  him  Slaves  in  payment  of  a  debt.  It  is  almost  unne* 
cetsary  to  add,  that  such  an  offer  was  indignantly  refused. 

''The  carrying  Slave-trade  from  the  coast  to  the  Cape 
Verd  Islands,  has  increased  latterly  in  an  astonishing  degree: 
a  great  proportion  of  the  Goree  small  craft  are,  at  present, 
occupied  in  that  traffiic.  Numerous  instances  came  to  my 
knowledge  during  my  stay  at  that  island  :  among  the  rest, 
M.  Bishop,  an  inhabitant,  sailed,  as  it  was  understood,  for 
the  Cape  Verd  Islands:  instead,  however,  of  proceeding 
there  direct,  he  went  into  the-  Gambia,  communicated  with 
Albreda,  thence  sailed  to  the  Cassamanza,  loaded  two 
schooners  with  Slaves,  and  carried  them  to  the  Cape  Verd 
Islands,  where  they  were  landed.  The  master  of  an  English 
vessel,  who  visited  these  islands  in  August  last,  assured  me, 
that  on  Sal  alone,  there  were  several  hundred  Slaves  ready 
for  shipment.  This  island  is  the  property  of  Senor  Martins,  or 
Martinez ;  by  whom,  or  at  least  under  whose  auspices,  an  ex- 
tensive Slave-trade  is  now  carried  on,  not  only  to  Rio  Janeiro, 
but  in  French  ships  to  th^  Havannah,  from  the  Cape  Verd 
Islands.  To  persons  acquainted  with  the  windward  coast, 
I  need  only  remark,  that  Damel  had  ravaged  a  great  part  of 
the  Syriar  country,  and  had  carried  off  a  great  many  Slaves, 
to  convince  them  of  the  increased  demand  at  present  for 
Slaves  to  windward. 

**  In  the  harbour  of  Goree,  there  is  generally  stationed 
a  brig  of  war  and  two  schooners,  as  I  understood,  for  the 
purpose  of  repressing  the  Slave  Trade  within  the  French 
jurisdiction.  A  vigilant  look-out  certainly  appears  to  be  kept 
up  for  the  prevention  of  new  Slaves  being  introduced ;  but 
it  must  be  obvious  to  persoos  acquainted  with  the  island, 
that  unless  a  registry  of  Shives  is  kept,  the  strictest  police 
must  prove  ineffectual ;  the  more  particularly  from  the  Ne- 
groes OB  the  mainland  speaking  the  same  language  as  those 
OB  the  bknd  :  in  fact,  I  had  opportunities  of  observing  that 
Slaves  are  iatrodnced,  and,  in  oae  iBBtancei  £rom  Albreda: 
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the  Dames  of  the  parties  I  can  give  if  necessary. — 1  irill 
close  this  commaDication  for  the  present,  by  remarking  thit 
the  general  feeling  of  the  people  of  Goree  seems  to  be  thiA 
the  government  of  his  most  Christian  Majesty  is  by  no 
means  hostile  to  this  diabolical  traffic.  This  feeling  waa 
strengthened  by  the  arrival  of  a  brig  from  Nantes,  with  the 
intelligence  that  not  less  than  thirteen  vessels  had  sailed 
from  that  port,  completely  fitted  for  the  Slave  Trade,  and 
most  of  them  heavily  armed.  A  commanication  had  also 
been  received  from  the  notorious  For^t,  formerly  master  of 
the  Louis,  breathing  vengeance  against  Lieut.  Hagan,  by 
whom  his  vessel  had  been  captured,  and  slating  his  deter- 
mination to  bring  the  Thistle  to  action  wherever  he  might 
fall  in  with  her :  in  that  case,  we  may  expect  to  see  thi^ 
ruffian  once  more  in  Sierra  Leone."

"We  are  indebted  to  our  correspondents  on  board  the 
Snapper  for  the  following  information  respecting  the  SlaTe 
Trade,  acquired  during  her  late  cruize. 

*'  During  our  last  short  cruize,  we  fell  in  with  nine  Slave- 
vessels  ;  seven  of  theoi  were  boarded  and  found  to  be  French 
completelv  fitted  for  the  Slave  Trade :  in  fact,  two  of  them 
had  their  Slaves  on  board  :  the  eighth,  a  large  French  brig, 
was  not  visited,  owing  to  the  badness  of  the  weather  and 
lateness  of  the  evening ;  hot  her  nationality  was  ascertained 
by  the  fullest  information.  The  other,  a  small  Dutch 
schooner,  escaped  by  superior  sailing,  and  succeeded  in 
carrying  off  her  miserable  cargo,  which  was  purchased  at 
Cape  Mount.  Most  of  the  French  vcsseb  were  fitted  out  and 
equipped  at  Nantes,  a  certain  evidence  of  the  indifference 
(to  use  the  mildest  term)  shewn  by  their  government 
towards  the  prevention  of  that  traffic ;  for  it  is  certainly 
difficult  to  fancy  that  vessels,  furnished  with  tiers  of  water- 
casks,  large  boilers,  irons  and  gratings,  and  also  heavily 
armed,  could  clear  for  this  coast  for  any  other  purpose  than 
the  Slave  Trade 

"  The  number  of  Slave-vessels  at  present  on  the  coast. 
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and  indeed  the  avowals  of  the  masters  and  supercargoes,  too 
plainly  testify  that  France,  profiting  by  oar  treaties  with  the 
other  powers,  has  become  the  carrier  of  Slaves  for  those 
nations,  and  thus  reaps  the  enormous  gains  produced  by  this 
imIjous  system. 

"  One  of  the  French  schooners  boarded  was  a  mere  boat, 
though  she  had  on  board  150  Slaves,  literally  packed  fo- 
feiher.  These  poor  creatures  were  truly  in  a  pitiable  state, 
and,  by  their  most  expressive  cries  and  gestures  towards  us, 
evinced  their  anxiety  to  be  released.  The  feelings  of  our 
cfficers  on  the  occasion  need  not,  and  indeed  could  not, 
be  described.  Our  sailors,  not  very  familiar  with  laws  or 
treaties,  expressed  their  indignation  in  no  equivocal  terms, 
on  our  permitting  the  schooner  to  proceed :  they  of  course 
feel  rather  at  a  loss  to  account  for  the  partiality  shewn  to 
the  French  flag.

**  That  this  abomioable  traffic  has  increased,  and  is  e?i« 
dently  iocreasiog,  we  assert  without  fear  of  contradiction 
from  any  person  who  may  have  taken  the  trouble  to  make 
himself  acquainted  with  the  subject.  The  exertions  of  Sir 
George  Collier,  and  the  squadron  under  his  command,  we 
are  satisfied  are  duly  appreciated  in  this  colony,  as  well  as 
by  every  friend  to  humanity :  yet  it  is  impossible  not  to  cal- 
culate what  would  have  been  effected,  did  not  certain  provi* 
slons  of  the  treaties,  under  which  the  squadron  act,  protect 
the  Slave-ships  from  seizure  unless  Slaves  are  actually  on 
board  them.  So  long  as  thb  clause  remains  in  force,  we  must 
expect  numerous  Spanish,  Portuguese,  and  Dutch  vessels 
on  the  coast ;  but  it  is  the  flag  of  the  most  Christian  king 
which  has  given  an  impube  and  an  activity  to  this  traffic 
hitherto  unknown.  In  our  late  Numbers  we  have  occasion- 
ally published  the  names  of  vessels  under  that  flag,  visited 
by  our  naval  officers,  many  of  them  having  their  human 
cargoes  on  board.  We  have  understood  that  most  of  the 
Slaves  carried  from  the  coast  in  French  vessels,  find  their 
way  to  the  Havaunah  market ;  for  it  is  rather  incredible, 
that  so  many  Slaves  could  be  required  in  their  West-India 
possessions.  Numerical  calculations  we  will  not  now  enter 
into :  in  fact,  if  at  all  correct,  they  must  from  their  magni- 
tude appear  incredible. 

"  The  increase  of  this  horrid  traffic  is  sensibly  felt  in  this 
colony;  and  indeed  it  is  truly  painful  to  reflect  that  the 
exertions  of  our  Government,  in  effecting  its  total  abolition, 
should  be  thwarted  by  the  torpidity  and  indifference  of  those 
powers  whose  good  faith  stands  pledged,  by  their  public 
declarations,  for  its  suppression.  At  no  very  remote  period, 
the  traffickers  in  human  blood,  however  numerous  on  the 
coast,  could  not  with  impunity  visit  the  rivers  in  our  vici- 
nity; but  now,  with  unparalleled  audacity,  they  anchor 
almost  within  view  of  the  British  flag.  Even  at  the  moment 
we  now  write,  a  French  vessel  is  taking  in  her  Slaves  at 
Shebar,  a  few  miles  south  of  the  Bananas ;  and  a  Spaniard, 
the  Rosalia,  Don  Francisco  Freyre  master,  waiting  for  a 
similar  cargo,  not  forty  miles  from  the  Isles  de  Los !" 
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ISth  January,  isat. 

'^  In  a  former  Namber,  we  adverted  to  the  circumstanoe 
of  a  Spanish  vessel  having  some  time  since  sailed  from  the 
Bio  Pongos,  with  a  full  cargo  of  Slaves.  The  arrival  of  a 
trader  belonging  to  this  colony,  from  that  river»  now  enables 
us  to  publish  some  facts  regarding  the  vessel  alluded  to, 
which  will  form  a  melancholy  item,  in  addition  to  the  already 
too  horrible  annals  of  slave-dealing  atrocity. 

"  The  schooner  — — ,  Don  Morales  master,  arrived 
in  the  Rio  Pongos  during  the  month  of  August  last,  where 
she  took  on  board  200  Slaves,  and  sailed  in  the  beginning  of 
September  for  the  Havannah.  Our  informant  states,  that 
the  master  (Morales),  when  trading  for  his  cargo,  exhibited 
many  instances  of  a  ferocity  of  character  towards  his  Slaves ; 
but  it  appears  that  after  leaving  the  river  his  cruelty  had  its 
full  scope.  The  number  of  Slaves  on  board  being  quite 
disproportionate  to  the  stowage  of  the  schooner,  he  was 
obliged  from  the  first  to  issue  short  rations  of  water  and 
rice,  in  consequence  of  which  some  discontent  was  manifest, 
ed  by  the  Slaves.  Morales,  deaf  to  their  wants,  by  way  of 
punishment,  kept  them  all  below  for  three  days  without  food 
of  any  kind ;  and,  with  a  barbarity  unparalleled,  except 
amongst  Slave-dealers,  discharged  all  the  fire-arms  in  his 
vessel  into  the  hold  upon  the  poor  victims,  bound  down  and 
fastened  to  each  other  with  chains.  Some  of  the  sailors 
presumed  to  interfere;  but  thb  barbarian  silenced  their 
clamour,  by  cutting  off  the  head  of  the  most  forward  with  hb 
sabre.  He  then  made  sail  again  for  the  Rio  Pongos,  where, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Slave-fiictors,  he  got  every  thing 
put  to  rights,  took  in  Slaves  to  supply  the  number  killed* 
and  again  sailed  for  the  Havannah. 

'*  The  above  facts  are  from  the  month  of  Morales  him- 
self; and  we  feel  it  unnecessary  to  offer  any  further  commeats 
upon  them.** 

January  IStb,  IdSS. 
"  By  advices  firom  Cape  Mount,  we  learn,  that  the  Fremik 
brig  of  war  L'Huron  had  anchored  there  on  htr  passage 
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down  the  coast,  the  28d  ultimo :  up  to  that  time  she  Iwdl 
not  detained  any  Slave-vesseb.  We  are  therefore  led  to 
infer  that  the  L'Horon  did  not  touch  at  the  Gallinas  ;  for  we 
know  that  three  French  Slave-vesselsy  lying  in  that  neigfa^ 
bourhood,  mast  have  had  their  cargoes  completed  about  tiie 
above  date.  We  also  know  that  a  Slave-ship  of  the  largest 
class,  under  the  white  flag,  arrived  at  the  Gallinas  a  fort- 
night since,  and  that  she  is  now  trading  for  her  cargo. 

"  We  shall  deem  it  particularly  gratifying,  should  the 
present  cruize  of  the  L'Huron  enable  us  to  record  any  cap- 
ture made  by  her.  The  seizure  and  condemnation  of  a  single 
Slave-vessel  from  amongst  the  numbers  now  bearing  and 
disgracing  the  French  flag,  would  at  least  be  a  good  pie- 
cedent ;  and  it  would  tend  to  contradict  the  assertions  of 
the  Slave-dealers,  viz.  that  the  government  of  his  most 
Christian  majesty,  although  not  approvmg  of,  was  not  in- 
clined to  prevent,  the  traffic  in  Slaves. 

*'  Should  the  L*Huron  continue  her  cruize  to  leeward,  fnH 
opportunity  will  be  afforded  her  commander  of  manifesting 
the  sense  of  his  government  in  regard  to  the  Slave  Trade ; 
for  it  is  an  absolute  fact,  that  there  is  scarcely  a  Slave* 
factory  north  of  the  Equator  at  which  a  French  vessel  may 
not  be  found  waiting  for  a  cargo  of  human  beings." 

March  5,  1822. 

**  The  following  circumstances,  illustrative  of  the  Slave 
Trade,  are  taken  from  the  depositions  made  on  oath  in  the 
case  of  the  American  schooner  Dolphin,  of  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  Benjamin  Pearson  master,  detained  by  an  officer 
of  the  United  States  Navy  for  a  breach  of  their  Slave-trade 
Abolition  Laws. 

"  Thb  schooner,  in  the  year  1B19, — being  then  called  the 
Florida,  the  property  of  James  Dariey,  of  Augustine,  East 
Florida,  having  one  John  Odonis  on  board  as  Spanish 
master,  and  Benjamin  Pearson,  her  present  master,  being  a 
passenger  (as  he  says),  — carried  a  cargo  fromAugustine  to 
Guadaloupe ;  and  there,  in  Bay  Mahon,  on  the  north  side  of 
the  island,  purchased  thirty  new  Negro'Slaves  from  a  French 
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Slafe-vessel  lyiog  there;  which  Slaves  were  carried  from 
Gaadaloupe  to  Matanzes^  in  the  island  of  Coba,  and  thence 
to  Augustine.  These  Slaves  were  the  property  of  James 
Darley;  and,  on  their  arrival  at  Augustine,  were  seized, 
and,  with  the  vessel,  condemned.  On  an  appeal  to  the 
Havannah,  the  vessels  and  Slaves  were  restored ;  but  why 
seized  and  condemned,  or  why  restored,  Pearson  says  he 
does  not  know.  At  the  time  the  Slaves  were  purchased 
from  the  French  ship,  there  were  three  other  French  Slave- 
vessels,  with  Slaves  on  board,  at  anchor  in  Bay  Mahon. 

**  The  Dolphin,  on  her  present  outward  voyage,  brought 
over  seven  Black  men  as  passengers,  who  were  landed  at 
Senegal  on  the  5th  or  6th  of  January,  in  the  present  year. 
These  men  are  native  sailors,  who  were  engaged  there  by 
Mr.  Disc  (as  pronounced,  or  Dessi,  as  Pearson  spells  it),  to 
navigate  his  vessel  (supposed  to  be  the  Scholastique),  which 
carried  a  cargo  of  Slaves  from  the  Rio  Pongos  last  June. 
It  appears,  that  on  their  arrival  at  the  Havannah,  the  Slaves 
were  sold,  and  the  vessel  condemned  as  unseaworthy.  A 
passage  was  found  for  Mr.  Dise  and  them  in  a  brig  bound 
for  Bourdeaux,  which  put  into  Charleston  in  distress,  and 
was  also  condemned  as  unseaworthy :  a  passage  was  then 
procured  for  them  in  the  Dolphin  to  Senegal,  through  the 
intervention  of  the  French  Consul,  for  the  sum  of  two  hun« 
dred  dollars ;  for  the  payment  of  which  Mr.  John  Stoney,  a 
merchant  of  Charieston,  became  security  in  case  Mr.  Gans- 
ford  of  Senegal,  or  Mr.  Lightbume  of  the  Rio  Pongos,  did 
not  pay  it;  which  they  have  not  done* 

**  The  utmost  stretch  of  charity  will  not  allow  us  to  sup* 
pose  that,  in  a  small  island  like  St.  Loub,  only  one  mile  long 
and  three  hundred  yards  broad,  these  cirtumstances  could 
have  taken  place  without  the  cogioizance  and  collusion  of 
the  local  authorities,** 
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lii  proof  of  tli€  atsertioti  in  the  teity  it  is  only  neeessarjf  to 
Tofer  to  the  present  Report^  to  that  of  the  kst  year,  an^  lo 
the  comniimlcatioDs  firoifr  Gvadaloope  which  appeared  fa 
the  AppemiR  to  the  htter.  These  last  are  more  partlMh 
larly  alluded  to  on  tfie  present  occasion,  because  aa  attempt 
has  been  made  by  the  French  gbvemmenty  as  ap^rs  fK>m 
the  papers  lately  placed  on  the  table  of  the  House  of  Coitt* 
moas^  to  vindicate  the  proceedings  of  the  local  autbofitiei  at 
Guadsloupe  from  the  imputations  cast  upon  them  ia  the 
documents  abore  alluded  to.    The  defence  b  as  follows  s«^ 

*'  In  consequence  of  the  yarious  complaints  made  hist 
year  by  the  British  Oovemmenty  his  Most  Christiatt  Majes- 
ty's Government  chai^^ed  the  Count  de  Lardeaoy,  Govenntf 
bf  Guadaloupe,  to  cause  inquiries  to  be  mide  as  to  the  tactSy 
rektive  to  the  Slave  Trade  imputed  to  the  French  flag. 

''This  administrator  has  addressed  to  the  Minister  of  the 
Marine  several  documents,  attesting  the  seal  manifested  by 
him  to  discover  and  repress  any  fraud  ia  what  concerns  this 
odious  traffic.  Amongst  these  documents  is  a  letter  from 
the  Director-General  of  the  Customs,  whose  character  for 
probity  the  Count  de  Lardenoy  can  vouch  for. 

**  In  1B19,  and  1820,  this  officer  had  intelUgcace  of  four 
dberabarkations  of  Slaves,  said  to  have  taken  place  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Port  Louis,  of  the  Petit  Canal,  and  the 
Moule.  He  was  informed  that  a  considerable  number  of 
Slaves  had  been  seen  crossing  the  country  near  Port  Louis, 
who  had  been  landed  in  the  neighbourhood.  He  imme- 
diately ordered  his  deputy  at  Port  Louis  to  get  assistance 
and  endeavour  to  discover  these  Slaves.  He  learnt,  however, 
that  this  individual,  instead  of  obeying  his  orders,  commu- 
nicated his  instructions  to  the  person  interested  in  this 
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traosBCtioD.  He  immediately  accused  him  of  this ;  and  the 
€k>veraor  having  called  a  council,  this  faithless  agent  was 
dismissed. 

*'  The  second  disembarkation,  which  also  took  place  at 
Port  Louis,  was  in  consequence  of  a  fraud  committed  by  the 
captain  of  a  Spanish  Slave«vessel.  The  Director  of  the 
Customs  having  obtained  this  information  too  late,  he  could 
only  remove  the  agent  on  the  ground  of  his  conduct  appear- 
lag  auspicious ;  and  he  was  dismissed  accordingly. 

**  Other  reports  announced  that  a  disembarkation  had 
jnst  taken  place  from  some  large  canoes  at  Petit  Canal,  and 
that  the  Slaves  had  already  been  conducted  to  a  house  which 
was  pointed  out.  A  detachment  of  soldiers  was  immediately 
•tnt  there,  with  two  persons  employed  in  the  Custom- 
house :  but  the  accusation  was  false  ;  and  General  Faugas, 
commanding  the  district  of  the  Petit  Canal  (who  had  himself 
asaisted  in  the  search  which  was  made,  with  all  the  celerity 
and  zeal  that  could  be  wished,)  addressed  to  the  Count  de 
Lardenoy  a  report  Which  removed  all  doubt  on  the  subject. 

"  The  fourth  disembarkation  was  effected  in  the  district 
of  the  Moule.  The  Director  of  the  Customs,  having  had 
reason  to  suspect  the  conduct  of  the  agent  dispatched  to  the 
Moule,  of  the  comptroller,  and  of  the  landwaiter,  applied  to 
Count  Lardenoy  to  have  these  three  individuals  punished. 
The  first  was  suspected  of  having  permitted  the  landing, 
and  even  of  having  received  a  bribe ;  the  two  others  having 
gone  their  rounds  in  the  district  of  Moule  a  few  days  after 
the  landing,  were  looked  upon  as  not  ignorant  of  the  fact, 
and  were  therefore  culpable  in  not  having  given  the  informa* 
tion  to  the  proper  authority.    They  were  all  three  dismissed. 

**  The  authorities  of  Guadaloupe  being  thus  exculpated 
from  the  reproaches  of  negligence  advanced  against  them, 
the  attention  of  the  Ministers  of  hb  Britannic  Majesty  wiU, 
no  doubt,  be  directed  to  the  circumstance  already  made 
known  to  them, — the  fabrication  of  fidse  French  papers 
in  the  islands  of  St.  Thomas,  St.  Bartholomew,  and  St. 
Eustache. 
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**  It  appears  evident  ironi  a  letter  of  M.  de  Ligaej,  • 
Freach  agent  in  St.  Thomas's,  that  fabe  papers  are  fabri- 
cated in  that  island,  either  with  the  forged  signature  of  die 
Governor  of  Guadaloupe,  or  that  of  Count  Darzelot,  Go^ 
vemor  of  Martinique;  and  that  by  this  means  foreign 
speculators  have  been  enabled  to  throw  the  odium  of  this 
illicit  traffic  upon  the  commerce  of  France. 

<<  Since  the  coininencement  of  the  war  of  Hie  Revolution^ 
thb  horrible  practice  haa  etisled  in  those  islanda  called 
Free  Porta ;  and  it  is  very  difficult  to  discover  the  authors 
of  these  crimes,  it  is  particularly  in  St.  Thomas's  wberis 
they  aie  most  frequently  committed :  it  b  not  long  ago  that 
M.  de  Ligney  was  obliged  to  apply  to  the  Governor  to  order 
«  vessel  to  be  fired  at,  which  had  entered  in  the  morning 
under  Danish  colours,  and  departed  the  same  day  with  the 
French  flag. 

'Mf  a  comparison  be  made  of  the  census  taken  inGuada- 
bupe  in  1810  and  1820,  and  if  it  be  admitted  that  the  births 
are  nearly  equal  to  the  deaths,  a  further  proof  will  appear  of 
the  exaggeration  of  the  reports  made  to  the  British  Govern- 
ment. In  1810  the  Black  population  was,  according  to  the 
said  census,  102,039 ;  and  in  1820,  it  was  88,397,  which 
gives  a  difference  at  least  of  14»542 ;  and  yet  the  Slave 
Trade  was  allowed  to  continue  till  1816;  and  up  to  that 
period  African  Slaves  might  have  been  introduced  into  that 
colony  without  the  least  opposition. 

"  The  British  Government  must  be  well  convinced  that 
the  French  authorities  have  not  ceased  an  instant  to  watch 
and  oppose  the  frauds  that  may  have  been  attempted.  If, 
however,  notwithstanding  all  their  care,  persons  have,  by 
escaping  their  vigilance,  succeeded  in  landing  some  Black 
Slaves  on  the  coast,  it  is  a  misfortune  which  they  could  no 
more  prevent  than  the  intioduction  by  fraud  of  a  great 
quantity  of  prohibited  merchandize.  They  have  carried 
their  exertions  so  far  as  to  prevent  any  expeditions  direct, 
|iot  only  to  the  French  establishments  of  Goree  and  of 
Senegal,  but  also  to  the  blands  of  Cape  Verd;  and  the 
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lABtractkNis  given  to  the  Solicitor-OeDeraly  by  order  of  the 
Governor  of  Guadaloupe,  of  which  the  inclosed  is  a  copy, 
will  afford  a  fresh  proof  of  the  zeal  they  shew  to  second  the 
wishes  of  their  government/*

Now,  independently  of  the  want  of  specification  in  Ais 
account,  it  is  perfectly  obvious  that  it  forms  no  satisfactory 
explanation  of  the  various  facts  which,  in  the  Reports  of  tiie 
Institution,  were  asserted  to  have  occurred  in  Guadaloupe. 
Twenty-four  Slave-ships  were  distinctly  pointed  out  as 
having  landed  their  cargoes  at  Guadalonpe  in  1820  and 
1821  ;  and  these  were  only  a  part  of  the  ships  of  this  de- 
scription which  arrived  there  during  that  period. 

The  inference  drawn  from  the  state  of  the  population,  even 
if  the  enumeration  of  Slaves  were  correct,  is  altogether  un- 
satisfactory. Such  facts,  if  facts  they  be,  may  only  shew 
that  great  mortality  has  been  produced  by  overworking 
the  Slaves  ;  or  they  may  only  mark  the  extent  of  the  expoirt 
of  Slaves  from  Guadaloupe  to  Dutch  and  Spanbh  colonies. 

The  statements,  therefore,  contained  in  the  diplomatic 
communication,  inserted  above,  prove  little  else  than  how 
easily  a  governor  may  be  misled  by  interested  informants.  It 
"would  surely  have  been  more  to  the  point  to  have  shewn  that 
the  facts  stated  in  the  Reports  of  the  Institution  were  untrue ; 
and  that  hb  own  vigilance,  and  that  of  the  douaniers  at 
Guadaloupe,  were  not  a  mere  boast.  He  ought  to  have  shewn 
that  the  Sylph,  and  the  Thetis,  and  the  Adele  Aim^e,  and 
the  Atalante,  and  the  Eugenie,  and  the  Fox,  and  the  Eliza,  and 
many  others  besides, — some  of  them  making  .two,  and  some 
three,  successful  voyages, — did  not  land  their  Slaves  at  Gua- 
daloupe without  molestation.  He  ought  to  have  disproved 
the  facts,  that  sales  were  effected  with  little  or  no  con* 
cealment  at  Port  Louis,  St.  Ann's,  Petit  Canal,  the  Moule, 
Anse,  Bertrand,  St.  Francois,  St.  Marie  Capisterre,  and 
other  places ;  and  that  Messrs.  Segond,  and  Ferrand,  and 
Ranc6,  and  Morin,  and  Devilie,  and  Lamey,  &c.  See.  of 
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Poini4-Pitref  were  the  ownen,  or  the  agents  of  the  actio- 
narien  in  these  transactions. 

As  for  the  alleged  fabrication  of  French  papers,  it  is  in 
their  own  power  to  prevent  this  by  vigilance  on  the  part  of 
their  cruisers,  and  by  giving  up  to  English  search  those  who 
thus  abuse  their  flag. 

Let  all  credit,  however,  be  given  to  the  French  function* 
aries  for  their  vigilance,  whenever  it  is  exerted. >  During  the 
last  year,  one  vessel  appears  to  have  been  condemned  for 
Slave-dealing  at  Marseilles ;  a  case  to  which  this  peculiarly 
attaches,  that  it  is  the  only  conviction  that  has  yet  been 
stated  to  have  occurred  in  France. 

The  following  extract,  from  the  Moniteur  of  the  8th  June, 
1822,  gives  two  other  cases  of  conviction  in  the  following 
terms  : — 

*'  Par  arr^t  du  15  Mars,  1822,  la  Commission  Speciale 
d*Appel  de  la  Guiane  Fran^oise  infirmoit  deux  jugemens  du 
Tribunal  de  pr4mi6re  Instance  de  Cayenne,  a  prononc6  fat 
confiscation  du  navire  le  Neptune  armi  de  cette  colonie,  et 
Finterdiction  du  capitaine  pour  motif  de  contravention  en 
mati^re  de  Trait6  des  Noirs. 

**  L'armateur  propri^taire  du  batement  sVst  senl  ponrw 
en  cassation. 

*'  Lea  tribunaux  de  la  Martinique  sont  en  ce  moment 
saisis  d'une  contravention  du  m^me  genre.  On  ^crit  de 
cette  colonie  que  la  corvette  du  roi,  la  Sapho,  faisant  partie 
de  la  station  Fran9oise  des  Antilles,  a  capture  un  batement 
Negrier,  la  goelette  UAm^lie,  du  port  de  St.  Pierre,  Marti- 
nique. Ce  navire  avait  d*abord  paru  devant  Tisle;  mais 
ayant  ^t6  ch^se  par  les  felouques  garde  c6tes  il  s*est 
dirig6  sur  Tisle  de  Cuba.  C'est  dans  ce  port  qu^il  n 
iie  arrets  par  la  corvette  dii  roi*  L'Am^lie  etoit  en  si 
pitoyable  (tat,  que  quatre  jours  apr^s  sa  capture,  elle  ne 
peut  Gontinuer  sa  route,  et  fut  couUe.  Uequipage  et  les 
Noirs  composant  la  cargaiflpn,  out  ti€  regun  k  bord  de  la 
Sapho.''

**  Obntlsmbn — As  I  intend  to  speak  only  to  one  point,  I

the  impatience  natural  to  the  Chamber^  after  so  long  a  de- 
bate»  might  deprive  me  of  the  advantage  of  being  listened  tov 
I  sbftD  therefore  proceed,  premising  that  I  shall  direct  mj 
bbAervatiotts  to  the  single  point  to  which  I  have  alluded ; 
bdt  I  am  persuaded  that  its  importance  will  be^eltby  the 
Chamber  t  and  I  have  purposely  separated  it  from 'every 
other  topic^  in  order  that  the  Ministerof  the  Marine^  in  the 
answers  which  he  doubtless  will  give,  may  find  no  occasion 
for  making  digressions,  or  for  diverting  your  attention  from 
the  particular  object  in  view. 

"  Desirous  not  to  encroach  on  your  patience,  I  riiall  adf* 
dresi  only  two  questions  to  the  Minister  of  the  Marine;  I 
iball  state  no  facts  which  are  not  authentic ;  I  shall  lay  before 
you  no  proofs  which  are  not  indisputable. 

'*  How  happens  it  that  although,  in  the  last  session,  he 
promised  to  introduce  a  law  on  the  subject  of  the  Slave 
Trade  more  severe  than  those  which  now  exist,  and  which 
in  fkctare  insufficient,  he  has  hitherto  proposed  no*  measure 
against  the  most  atrocious  crime  of  which  a  malefactor  can 
be  gailty?  The  following  were  the  precise  expressioas  of  the 
Minister  in  the  sitting  of  the  SSKh  of  June  last  year: — 
'  '"It  is  certain  that  the  legidation  on  this  subject  requires 
to  be  rendered  complete.  I  have,  in  concert  with  the  Ge- 
neral Council  of  Commerce,  digested  the  project  of  a  law. 
t  have  referred  this  project  to  the  Council,  and  it  is  now  imder 
consideration.     If  the  session  should  be  prolonged,  the  pro*

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jeet  may  be  presented  to  you ;   bat  it  is  probable  that  its 
iotmlaction  will  not  be  practicable  in  the  present  sessioo/ 

^  About  the  same  period  a  like  prombe  was  repeated^  in 
a  Report  presented  to  the  Chamber  on  a  Petition  since  be- 
come memorable**  In  that  Report,  which  was  meant  to  re- 
Mf  c  yoiir  apprehenaionB  respecting  the  abuses  to  which 
yow  attention  had  been  called,  it  is  stated,  that  the  necessity 
of  increasing  the  severity  of  the  prohibitory  measures  was 
Ml;  that  the  Minister  of  the  Marine  was  occupied  with  the 
ooMideration  of  the  means  for  accomplishing  that  object; 
Md  that  a  law  project  which  was  before  the  Council. had 
Mtidpated  the  petitioner  s  suggestions. 

''Thus,  gentlemen,  according  to  the  avowal  of  the  Bii* 
aifler,  it  is  necessary  that  the  legislation  on  this  subject 
•hoiild  be  completed :  even  the  law  intended  to  be  propoaed 
wia  prepared.  The  closing  of  the  last  session  was  stated  tQ 
Vo.tiie  only  obstacle  to  the  introduction  of  the  project ;  and 
jot  At  present  session  is  now  about  to  terminate  without  its 
bebg  laid  before  you. 

**  These  dekys,  gentlemen,  are  not  only  prejudicial  to  the 
i^ause  of  humanity ;  they  are  also  injurious  to  the  political 
siliiation  of  France,  and  to  the  interests  of  our  commerce*. 
Yoa  are  aware  that  the  English  are  endeavouring  to  per- 
suade Europe  that  the  Slave  Trade  cannot  be  abolished, 
CKCept  by  granting  a  mutual  right  of  search.     Our  ministry 
has  refused  to  accede  to  this  proposition ;  and  their  conduct 
ni  Aat  respect  has  my  approbation.    Independently  of  the 
amnerous  inconveniences  which  this  right  of  search  would, 
occasion  to  our  shipping,  I  cannot  consent  to  intrust  tO' 
foreigners  any  kind  of  police  whatever  over  Frenchmen^. 
Every  government  ought  to  be  able  to  enforce  respect  to  its 
Jaws  by  those  whom  it  governs;  and  my  mind  revolts  with 
indignation  from  any  thing  like  foreign  influence. 

^*  But  the  more  we  feel  repugnant  on  grounds  of  reason, 

*  Report  to  the  Chamber,  by  M.  Conrvoisier,  on  a  Petition  pre^ 
senHd  by  M.  Morenai ,  detailing  a  variety  of  infractions  of  the  laws 
ab^klishing  the  Slave  Trade  which  had  occorred  at  Goree  and  8e- 
aegal» 
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and  from  a  just  feeling  of  Dational  pride,  to  this  mutual 
right  of  seaich^  the  more  is  it  our  daty  to  hasten  the  adop- 
tion of  v^oroos  and  efficacious  laws  against  the  esecrable 
(laffie  ia  8k?cs.    Our  laws  are  not  snch. 

*'  If  we  compare  our  kws  with  the  laws  of  other  ccran- 
trieS'  on  this  subject,  we  shall  find  thai  ours  are  the  most 
Jax»  the  most  shamefully  indulgent,  and  the  most  easy  to  be 
eittded. 

**  £ngland  has  made  the  carrying  of  Negroes  from  Africa 
felony.  The  penalties  inflicted  for  this  crime  are  confisca- 
tion of  the  ship  and  cargo ;  imprisonment,  not  merely  for  the 
captain,  but  the  crew ;  und  the  transportation  of  the  former 
to  Botany  Bay. 

"  In  the  kingdom  of  the  Netherlands,  the  same  offence 
subjects  the  offender  and  his  accomplices  to  a  fine  of  6000 
florins  and  five  years'  imprisonment.  In  Portugal,  the  traffic 
is  punished  by  the  loss  of  the  Slaves,  the  confiscation  of  the 
cargo,  the  banishment  of  the  captain,  master,  pilot,  and  su* 
percargo,  to  Mozambique  for  ^ye  years,  and  a  fine  equal  to 
the  presumed  profit  of  the  adventure.  Similar  rigour  is  ob- 
served in  Spain,  where  the  law  inflicts  transportation  for  tei| 
^ears  to  the  Philippine  islands.  In  America,  there  is  a  still 
greater  severity  of  legislation  combined  with  the  maintenance 
of  cruisers  on  the  coast  of  Africa. 

''  We  have  adopted,  it  is  true,  a  cruisbg  system  like  that 
of  the  United  States ;  but  which,  as  will  soon  appear,  is  far 
less  vigilant.  We  have,  however,  enacted  no  imprisonment 
Sox  the  guilty,  no  banbhmeqt  or  transportation.  Our  law 
merely  condemns  the  ship  and  cargo  to  confiscation,  and 
renders  the  captain  incapable  of  holding  a  future  command. 
But  every  one  must  be  sensible  that  simple  confiscation  is 
not  w  adequate  punishment;  since  such  are  the  profits  of 
this  infamous  traffic,  that  one  successful  voyage  will  affoni 
an  indemnification  for^the  loss  occasioned  by  several  penal- 
ties ;  and  that,  with  the  prospect  of  this  almost  certain  com- 
pensation, it  is  easy  for  those  who  engage  in  this  criminal 
pursuit  to  insure  against  the  risk. 
.  **  It  did  not  then  require  the  avowal  of  the  Minister  of  the 
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Marine  to  convince  us  ot  the  disproportion  and  insnfficiencjr 
of  our  existing  laws  on  the  Sla^e  IVade.  But  since  he  hai 
made  this  avowal,  why  has  he  not  applied  a  remedy  ? 

'*  Can  it  be  possible  that  he  does  not  believe  the  offences 
which  the  lax  state  of  our  legbhtion  encoorages?  Even  that 
would  not  be  an  excuse.  Laws  are  not  made  merely  for  ik^ 
punishment  of  crimes  already  committed,  but  also  for  pre- 
venting their  recurrence.  In  the  Report  to  which  I  have  al* 
feady  referred,  the  honourable  reporter  who  defended  the 
Minister  stated^  on  the  authority  of  M.  de  Mackau,  Inspect- 
ing Commissary  at  Senegal,  who  left  that  colony  in  Febrsflsry 
1B20,  that  several  merchants  were  only  waiting  for  a  favour- 
able opportunity  to  renew  their  guilty  traffic.  Why  then  fa 
not  this  odious  hope  stifled  by  the  law  which  has  been  pro- 
mised to  France  and  to  Europe? 

'*  Besides,  gentlemen,  I  can  here  appeal  to  the  good  faith 
i>f  the  Minister,  and  here  also  my  second  question  findsf  its 
place.  It  is  impossible  that  he  can  doubt  facts  snpported 
by  evidence ;  facts  which  are  notorious,  which  our  diplomatfa 
correspondence  proves,  and  the  truth  of  which  is  acknow«* 
ledged  by  our  own  agents. 

^  I  shall  not  go  farther  back  than  the  year  1818.  In  a 
dispatch  from  Sir  C.  Stewart,  the  English  Ambassador,  td 
Lord  Castlereagh,  I  find  this  statement :  *  The  Minister  of 
the  Marine '  (M.  Mol^  was  then  Minister)  *  informed  me,  that 
the  French  Government,  having  instituted  inquiries  respect- 
ing the  fiicts  which  are  stated  in  the  memorial  I  lately  de-» 
livered  to  Monsieur  de  Richelieu,  he  had  the  mortificatkm 
to  find  that  the  result  of  the  information  he  had  obtained 
proved  your  lordship's  intelligence  to  be  correct,  and  left 
no  doubt  that  repeated  violations  of  the  royal  ordonnance  on 
the  part  of  the  French  authorities  on  the  coast  of  Africa  had 
defeated  the  plans  of  the  government  for  the  civilization  of 
the  natives,  and  had  given  rise  to  mischiefs  which  years  of 
unwearied  attention  will  hardly  remedy.' 

''  Have  things  changed  between  1818  and  1820?  1  find 
it  stated  in  a  letter  from  Lord  Castlereagh  to  Sir  C.  Stewart, 
dated  the  8th  of  December  last,  that  *  the  English  squadron 
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on  the  coMi  of  Africa  has  fallai  in  mth  a  nomber  of 
bearing  the  French  flag,  and  openly  engaged  in  the  Slare 
Thule.  The  number  of  vesBels  thus  met  exceeds  twen^- 
fifei  and  Sir  George  Collier,  on  entering  the  harbour  of  the 
li^Taonah,  found  there  upwards  of  thirty  Slave-ships  bearing 
die.French  flag/ 

**  How  is  it  possible  to  doubt  these  facts,  when  a  Sieur 
Pelletier,  taken  va  flagrante  deHcto,  instead  of  endeavouring 
.to  palliate  his  crime,  Tesorted  to  complaints  and  menaces 
far  the  loss  of  his  Negroes  ; — when,  on  the  15th  of  March, 
1820,  he  signed  a  protest,  in  which  he  declared  that  he  had 
sailed  from  Martinique,  on  the  Ist  of  July,  with  a  Captain 
Ouyot,  for  the  coast  of  ^Africa;  and  that  on  his  return 
voyage,  106  Slaves  had  been  taken  from  him ;  that  Captain 
Gnyot  had  died  from  chagrin,  (a  circumstance  which  I  con- 
fits  does  not  excite  in  me  the  slightest  commiseration) ; — 
and  finally,  when  he  demands  costs  and  damages  for  the 
cargo  of  Slaves,  and  the  outfit  of  the  vessel,  the  whole  of 
which  he  had  lost? 

*'  Gentlemen,  the  Report  which  misled  us  last  year  Is 
now  contradicted  in  every  part.  It  consisted  principally,  not 
of  positive  denials,  but  of  declarations  that  the  information 
asked  forbad  not  arrived.  Butthere  has  been  ample  time,  since 
June  29,  1820,  for  answers  to  reach  the  Minister ;  and  when 
it  is  proposed  to  vote  funds  which  may  either  be  employed 
in  a  beneficial  manner  for  the  prosperity  of  the  colony  and 
the  civilizatioh  of  the  natives,  or  which  may  be  stained 
with  innocent  blood  by  the  continuation  of  an  execrable 
traffic,  we  are  entitled  to  demand  clear  aud  explicit  expla- 
nations. 

**  This  Report,  which  served  hist  year  to  render  ineflfectual 
the  representations  of  humanity,  consisted  chiefly,  as  I  have 
intimated,  of  vague  assertions,  and  in  postponements  which 
have  proved  to  be  indefinite. 

•  *'  Several  facts  (stated  in  the  Petition  of  M.  Morenas) 
are  however  denied  in  ihb  Report:  but  it  is  singularly  unfor* 
timate  for  those  who  drew  it  up,  that  every  fact  on  which 
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doubt  WM  then  cast«  has  in  the  interval  becomt  capable  oC 
deroonstnitian. 

"  To  be  brief,  f  shall  select  only  two  of  those  facts ;  but 
these,  I  think,  must  suffice  to  enlighten  you  as  to  the  degree^ 
of  confidence  which  ought  to  be  reposed  in  the  denials  ad- 
Tanced  by  the  honourable  reporter,  for  whose  intentions  and. 
personal  veracity  I  at  the  same  time  entertain  resipect. 

**  The  Elisa,  of  Bourdeaux,  had  been  pointed  out  as  hav- 
ing carried  a  cargo  of  Negroes  from  Afirica  in  1818.  '  This; 
vessel/  says  the  reporter.  *  was  in  ^t  suspected ;  and  the, 
same  year  the  Minister  of  the  Marine  wrote  to  the  Commis- 
sary of  the  Marine  at  Bourdeaux,  and  to  the  Commamlant  of 
Senegal.  According  to  the  ansvfers  received,  no  prosecyi- 
tion  had  been  instituted,  because,  in  the  answers,  no  proof 
of  the  infraction  of  the  law  had  been  discovered/  , 

'*  What !  no  proof  of  infraction  discovered  I— Geiitlemeii, 
1  shall  take  the  liberty  of  asking  the  Minister,  whether  ori-^ 
ginal  documents  for  the  sale  and  purchase  of  Negroes, 
bearing  on  them  the  name  of  the  vessel,  the  name  of  the^ 
captain,  the  name  of  the  purchaser,  and  shewing  that  the 
price  bad  been  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  captain,  are  ^oti 
proofs  1— Well,  the  petitioner  stated  that  he  possessed  onfi, 
of  these  vouchers.    He  has  been  reproached  for  not  having, 
deposited  it  at  Senegal; — at  Senegal,  the  authorities  of 
which  he  had  the  misfortune  to  suspect  1    But  why  was  he 
not  required  to  produce  this  document  at  the  office  of  the 
Ministry  of  the  Marine  ?    Why  was  it  not  kept  there  in  safe 
custody,  and  a  copy  transmitted  to  the  Commander,  who 
was  consulted  on  the  subject  t    Instead  of  tbis^  what  waa 
done  ?    *  Four  persons,'  said  the  reporter,  *  compromised  in . 
the  purchase  of  Negroes,  and,  convicted  by  moral  evidence, 
have  been  dismissed.' — But  are  you  aware  what  it  is  which 
in  this  case  is  called  dismissing  ?     I  find  in  the  documents 
of  our  official  correspondence  with  England,  that  the  Mi- 
nister of  the  Marine,  in  an  expot^,  dated  April,  1820,  states, 
that  certain  subaltern  agents,  having  engaged  in  the  Slave 
Trade,  wer^  obliged  to  retire  on  pensions ;  that  is  to  s;^, 
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testead  of  enforcing^  against  them  our  already  (oo  indulgent 
lafvty  the  punishment  inflicted  consisted  in  removiog  them 
wkii  a  pension  from  a  pestilential  climate,  to  the  fine  climate 
of  France. 

**  Do  you  know,  gentlemen,  what  farther  has  been  done? 
This  ship,  the  Elisa,  conricted  on  moral  evidence,  because 
the  functionaries,  dismissed  or  pensioned,  (singular  syno* 
nime !)  had  purchased  Negroes  for  her,  and  which  probably 
woukl  have  been  convicted  on  legal  proofs,  had  it  been 
thought  fit  to  ask  the  petitioner  for  the  documents  which  he 
possessed ; — this  ship,  the  Elisa,  was  neither  prosecuted  nor 
confiscated,  but  was,  on  her  return  from  her  voyage,  pur*^ 
chased,  from  the  captain  who  had  carried  on  this  traffic,  by 
the  Governor  of  Senegal.  Yon  thus  see,  gentl^en,  how  the 
Minuter  of  the  Marine  has  been  deceived.  He  perceives  it 
hiniaelf,  and  I  am  convinced  that  he  deeply  regrets  it.  I 
shall  console  him'.  Here  is  the  document  which  proves  the 
sale  of  the  Negroes.  It  contains,  as  1  have  stated,  the  name 
of  the  vessel,  the  name  of  the  captain,  the  name  of  the  pur- 
chaser, and  the  names  of  the  payers,  who  declare  that  they 
deKvered  the  proceeds  to  the  said  captain.  Assunedly  it 
win  not  be  said  that  there  arc  not  here  sufficient  proofs  o£ 
the  violation  of  the  law. 

**  The  second  Act  is  still  more  serious.  It  relates  to  the 
ship  Rodeur.  The  statement  of  this  fact  exposed  those  who 
made  it,  to  bitter  reproaches.  It  was  said  that  they  had 
inconsiderately  cast  blame  on  the  Government  of  their 
country ;  and  it  was  even  pretended  that  they  had  drawa 
their  fidse  and  fabricated  intelligence  from  an  English  news-r 
paper,  called  the  Sierra  Leone  Gazette. 

*^  This,  however>  was  greatly  to  misapprehend  the  matter.: 
In  the  first  place»  a  nation  cannot  be  charged  with  the 
crimes  of  a  few  individuals.  Slave-dealers  belong  to  no. 
country ;  and  to  unmask  the  captains  of  Slave -ships,  is  not 
to  impute  blame  to  France.  Secondly,  the  fact  respecting 
the  Rodeur  was  not  extracted  from  an  English  newspaper. 
It  is  related  in  a  French  work»<^a  work  which,  from  its 
nature  and  the  situation  of  its  author,  is  of  unqnestionnble 
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authority;  and  the  statements  in  wiiichare  confirmed  by  M 
reference  to  ocular  testimony,  and  foy  the  total  abaence  of 
all  design  on  his  p^rt  in  the  publication.  The  work  in  qiiea^ 
tioo  is  the  Bibliatheque  Ophtalmohgiqne  of  Dr.  Guilli6^ 
Director-General  and  Physician  in  Chief  of  the  Royal  Insti- 
latioa  lor  the  Young  Blind;  oculist  to  the  duchess  of  An- 
gouUme*  This  work  is  occupied  exclusively  in  treating  of 
the  diseases  of  the  eye ;  and  the  author  does  not  contemplate 
tiie  jfacts  which  he  states,  intuiy. other  than  a aurgical  point 
•f  view.  The  following  is  the  statement  alluded  to.-— 
-.  **  *  The  Rodenr  sailed  from  Havre  on  the  d4th  of  Jannaiy 
m9»  for  the  coast  of  Afriea.«.to  pni^hase  Slave8**.Wheii 
voder  the  Line,  it  was  perceived  that  the  Negroes^  who  were 
heaped  together  in  the  hold,  and  between  decks,  had  eoe-^ 
tracted  a  considerable  inflammation  in  the  eyes....Thej  were 
aucccssively  brought  on  deck,  in  order  tiiat  they  night 
breathe  a  purer  air....But  it  was  necessary  to  disconthme 
tfiis  practice,  because  they  threw  themselves  into  the  sea^ 
locked  in  each  other's  arms... .On  the  airival  of  the  ship  at 
Gandaloupe,  the  crew  was  in  a  most  deplorable  conditioe^ 
•••Of  the  Negroes,  thv-ty-nine  had  become  Hind,  and  wem 
9kraum  cver'4foard  /  * 

**  Gentlemen,  this  statement  cannot  be  disputed*  I  will 
prove  it  to  yon.  The  editor  of  the  woik— -a  man,  as  you  may 
perceive  from  his  titles,  of  great  respectability — says  in  is 
Bote,  '  The  surgeon  who  was  employed  on  board  continues 
blind  ;*  and  he  afterwards  udds,  ■*  This  young  man  furnished 
»e  with  a  part  of  the  details  which  compose  the  history  of 
tiiis  melancholy  event.'  M.  Guillie  therefore  obtained  bin 
information  from  an  eye-witness,  from  a  man  t>elonging  to  the 
ship,  irom  a  man  who  related  what  he  had  seen  and  heard. 

**  Gentlemen,  the  vessel  is  named  ;  the  port  whence  she 
sailed  is  pointed  out ;  the  name  of  the  captain  is  known :  the 
surgeon  is  here ;  his  name  is  Maignan.  You  cannot  then 
think  it  extraordinary  that  I  should  ask,  at  the  end  of  eigb* 
teen  months  after  the  fact  has  become  public,  whether  the 
captain  has  been  prosecuted,  and  whether  the  surgeon,  who 
witnessed  the  whole,  has  been  interrogated  ?    I  have  much 


to  doubt  tbat  any  thing  of  th^  kind  has  been  done ; 
fbr  at  the  close  of  the  year  1820^  the  Rodeur  was  refitied  for 
an  adventure  of  the  same  kind,  under  the  same  captain.-^ 
Another  circumstance,  which  I  shall  state  to  you,  corroborateij 
my  doubts. 

"  I  hold  in  ray  hand  the  Biblioth^que  Ophtalmologique^ 
printed  in  November  1810,  with  (he  names  of  the  author  and 
primer.  It  contains  the  whole  of  the  passage  which  I  hav^ 
quoted,  with  the  name  of  the  captain  at  full  length,  and 
diese  horrible  wordi,-^2%trfy-iiuie  Negroei  were  throum 
eieer^hotttd.  Bint  here  is  another  BibUathSqne  Ophtalmo- 
hfique^  with  the  iame  date,  the  tame  names  of  auih^  and 
pHnier:  but  the  name  of  the  captain,  and  the  horrilik 
iBordM  which  I  have  just  repeated,  are  omitted.  I  declare 
that  I  received  the  first  copy  which  contains  the  words  on 
ike  tery  day  of  its  publication.  The  second  itnd  mutilated 
oopy  did  not  reach  me  until  long  after.  Has  a  seco/id 
edition  been  published  for  the  purpose  of  obliterating  the 
traces  of  a  most  atrocious  crime  ?  This  I  believe  to  be  the 
ikct,  f&t  my  copy  ii  the  only  one  of  thejirst  ed&tioi^  t  have 
beeK^^aile  to  find;  and  dl  persons  who  possess  the  second 
edition  refuse  to  credit  what  I  stated  to  theni  on  the  author 
ri^  6t  the  first. 

*'  I  ask  pardon  for  having  afflicted  you  with  these  mdan- 
choly  details,  and  I  now  hasten  to  the  conclusion. 

"The  traffic  is  still  carried  on,  and  carried  on  with 
impunity.  The  dates  of  the  departures,  of  the  purchases. 
of  the  arrivals,  are  known.  Advertisements  are  published, 
inviting  persons  to  take  shares  in  this  trade.  The  onlj 
attempt  at  concealment  is  to  represent  the  purchase  ^ 
Slaves,  as  the  purchase  of  mukt,  on  the  coast  of  Africa, 
where,  in  fact,  there  are  no  mules.  The  traffic  is  conducted 
with  more  cruelty  than  ever ;  because  the  Slave-captains, 
to  avoid  detection,  have  recourse  to  the  most  atrocious  ex- 
pedients for  getting  rid  of  their  captives.  By  the  official 
reports  relative  to  La  Jeune  Ettelle,  fourteen  Negroes  were 
on  board.    The  vessel  was  stopped  and  examined,  but  no 
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Negro  could  be  found.  A  search  was  instituted*  but  in  v^in.* 
At  last  a  groan  was  heard  issuing  from  a  cask.  It  wa» 
opened,  and  two  young  girls  from  ten  to  fourteen  years  of 
age  were  found  nearly  suffocated  within  it.  Several  casks  of 
the  same  form  and  dimensions  had  beefl  previously  thrown 
over<>  board. 

**  Gentlemen,  in  the  name  of  humanity, — of  that  cau^e 
which  ought  to  make  all  distinctions  of  party  to  disappear^-^ 
I  call  upon  you  to  unite  with  me  in  demanding  the  law  which 
the  Minister  has  promised.  Insist,  under  the  pain  of  re- 
fusing the  required  supply,  that  the  law  shall  be  introduced 
during  the  present  session.  The  session  may  be  prolonged 
for  a  few  days,  but  thousands  of  human  creatures  wUl 
thereby  escape  from  the  fate  with  which  farther  delay 
menaces  them ;  and  we  should  not  accumulate  on  our 
heads  the  responsibility  of  all  the  atrocities  which  are  perpe* 
tratiDg  even  at  the  moment  in  which  I  am  addressing  jfou^  ^  .^ 

**  Above  all,  let  this  law  repress  an  abuse  which  the  Mi- 
Dister  admitted  last  year,  and  which  *he  appeared  to  regard 
as  a  thing  quite  natural.  When  the  English  capture  and 
confiscate  Slave-ships,  they  give  freedom  to  the  Negro^j^^ 
but  on  asking  the  Minuter  what  had  been  done  with  the 
Negroes  confiscated  at  Senegal,  he  replied,  that  they  had  be- 
come the  property  of  the  government,  and  were  employed  in 
the  works  of  the  colony.  Truth,  gentlemen,  discovers  itself 
through  this  smooth  expression.  U  is,  in  fact,  saying,  that  in 
spite  of  promises,  of  treaties,  and  royal  ordonnances,  the  Slavc| 
Trade  is  carried  on  for  the  profit  of  the  State.  The  govern- 
ment  reaps  the  sanguinary  fruits  of  the  crimes  which  it  pu- 
nishes; and  Africans,  torn  from  their  country  in  despite  of 
the  laws,  are  nevertheless  made  Slaves." 
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Copy  of  a  Letter  from  M.  Guillii,  Editor  of  the  Bilh 
Uothique  Opktalmologique^  to  the  Editor  of  the 
Courier  Franfais,  dated  Paris,  June  28,  1820. 

Sir — Permit  me  to  have  recourse  to  your  journal,  in  order 
to  express  my  regret  that  a  periodical  work,  which  1  devote 
exclusively  to  science,  and  more  particularly  to  the  studies 
connected  with  my  art,  should  have  served  as  a  text  for  se- 
lions  reproaches  on  the  French  Government,  delivered  yes- 
terday. In  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  by  an  honourable  mem- 
ber, who  perhaps  gave  way  with  too  much  vehemence  to  a 
generous  emotion  of  philanthropy. 

I  allude  to  a  statement  inserted  in  one  of  the  Numbers  of 
the  BibHothique  Opktalmologique,  dated  the  30th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1810.  I  there  gave  an  account  of  a  contagious  ophthal* 
mia  which  occurred  among  the  crew  of  a  Slave-ship,  and 
the  details  of  which  were  furnished  to  me  by  the  captain, 
surgeon,  and  several  of  the  seamen,  who  came  to  Paris  ta^ 
entrust  themselves  to  my  care. 

In  that  account,  I  stated  the  names  ofthe  ship  and  of  the 
captain ;  but  having  learned  that  a  provincial  journal  had 
seized  upon  the  facts,  and  misrepresented  them,  I  hastened 
to  recal  the  Number  which  contained  the  account,  only  a 
i^w  copies  of  which  had  been  distributed,  and  to  cause  it  to 
be  reprinted  with  the  names  suppressed,  and  the  facts  re- 
stated in  a  shape  more  conformable  to  the  spirit  of  my  work, 
which  is  devoted  entirely  to  medical  science. 

I  feel,  Mr.  Editor,  that  I  owe  to  the  public  this  profes- 
sion of  principles.  Those  who  know  me  are  aware  that  I 
htive  nothing  so  mnch  at  heart  as  the  tranquillity  of  my 
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eovntry.  They  will  be  convinced  that  I  never  intended  to 
disturb  it ;  and  to  those  who  do  not  know  me,  I  can  wy, 
that  before  the  restoration,  generous  efforts  made  to  obtw 
that  tranquillity,  and  the  re-establishment  of  the  legitimate 
dynasty,  drew  on  me  an  honourable  persecution.

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Extract  from  the  Account  of  the  Delate  on  the  Budget 
of  the  Colonies,  on  the  &th  April,  1822,  inserted  m 
the  Qficial  Journal  of  France,  the  Moniteur^ 

M.  Benjamin  Constant.—"  It  is  now  four  year9  since  the 
Minister  of  the  Marine,  beings  questioned  aa  to  the  meaaufM 
wjiich.  the  government  meant  to  take  relative  to  the  Slavi 
Trade,  replied,  that  he  was  occupied  in  perfecting  the  law* 
on  that  point.  Two  years  ago  I  put  a  similar  question,  and 
ministers  again  acknowledged  that  the  laws-  framed  for 
Mippressing,  what  they  themselves  designated,  *  that  infa* 
mqus  traffic,'  were  insufficient  for  their  purpose, 

*'  In  1820,  the  Minister  of  the  Marine  thus  expressed 
himself: — '  The  laws  now  in  force  are  defective:  had  tha 
session  been  prolonged,  the  report  on  the  subject  might  still 
have  been  presented  to  you.'  This  declaration  of  M. 
Portal  has  lately  been  confirmed  by  the  more  recent  state- 
ment of  one  of  his  predecessors  in  the  same  office  :  '  When  I 
became  Minister,'  observed  M.  Mol^, '  four  years  ago,  there 
was  no  regulation  on  the  subject,  except  the  ordonnance  of 
the  8th  January,  1817.  I  at  oncQ  saw  and  acknowledged  iti 
insufficiency  ;  and  the  law  of  the  45|b  April»  1B18,  and  tbt 


OffdoQaaacQ  of  tbe  24th  of  June,  wefe  added  to  the  fiirMCff 
neasuref  of  repressioD.  But  ia  promulgating  these  mm 
laws,  I  was  so  far  from  indulging  tbe  presumptuooa  e9peclr« 
ation,  that  ooihiiig  more  would  be  wasted,  that  I  e?eB  Ihw 
eyplained  tbe  farther  measure  to  which  it  might  be  necesaaij 
to  have  recourse  hereafter.  To  have  aliedged  that  the  lawf 
then  passed  were  sufficient  to  effect  the  entire  suppresaioQ  of 
tbe  Blave  Trade,  would  be  contrary  to  the  belief  of  all  whe 
were  conversant  with  the  subject.* 

"  After  such  avowals,  how  does  it  happen  that  the  laws 
respecting  the  Slave  Trade  remain  in  their  former  state  of 
imperfection  and  insufficiency  1  Why  this  delay  in  the  pio« 
mised  amendments  ?  The  result  of  this  supineness  is  truly 
deplorable.  The  trade  continues :  it  increases :  from  tbe 
very  circumstance  of  its  being  prohibited,  it  is  more  crueL 

*^  I  will  not  repeat  the  facts  I  adduced  last  year :  im* 
hapiMly,  however,  I  can  adduce  new  ones.  I  hold  in  mj 
hand  the  judgment  pronounced  in  the  Vice-Admiraltry  Court 
of  the  Mauritius  in  1821,  in  the  case  of  '  L.e  Succes,  and 
tbe  correspondence  found  on  board,  duly  authenticatedt 
and  which  both  developes  tbe  nature,  and  establishes  the 
multiplicity,  of  the  frauds  that  are  practised  by  the  Slave*- 
tfaders.  Were  I  to  produce  extracts  from  this  correspond^ 
euce,  you  would  be  astonished  at  the  facts  which  it  brings  to 
light*  You  would  then  see  the  impunity  whicb«  in  our  colo* 
ni^,  those  are  certain  of  eiyoying  who  violate  tbe  laws  oC 
humanity,  and  of  their  country.  Nay,  you  would  there  find 
what  is  scarcely  credible,  and  certainly  deeply  to  be  de- 
plored, that  men  invested  with  the  office  of  judge,  and 
charged  to  pronounce,  in  the  name  of  the  king,  the  sentence 
of  the  law  on  this  most  execrable  crime,  do  not  scrapie  them- 
selves to.  buy  Slaves  of  the  very  persons  whom  their  duty 
aid  their  oaths  bind  them  to  condemn. 

"  Why,  I  ask,  is  it  that  this  trade,  declared  in&mons  as  it 
is»  by  our  own  government,  and  proscribed  by  all  tbe  govern* 
meats  of  Europe,  is  continued  with  such  andaciousoesat 
It  i&  becaaae  the  laws  are  inadequate  to  ita  aappresaion* 
But  why  are  the  laws  inadequate?    Bteanae  ibe  penialH. 
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itf  tbey  assign — namelj  the  confiscation  of  ship  nwrf 
tugo,  and  tbe  sospension  of  the  captain — arc  illusory  awl 
iieffeclual.  The  confiscation  .is  ineffectual,  because  the 
piofits  of  the  trade  are  enormous,  amounting  even  to  200  of 
990  per  cent.  A  single  successful  expedition  indemnifies  thcf 
owners  for  several  fieulures.  The  risk  is  now  insured  as  low 
as  sixteen  to  eighteen  per  cent.  Confiscation,  therefore,  never 
can  suppress  such  lucrative  speculations,  abominable  as  tbey 
may  be. 

"  The  suspension  of  the  captain  is  still  more  ineffectual. 
The  nan  who  has  enriched  himself  by  several  criminal  ad- 
vestures,  even  if  he  should  be  condemned,  has  only  to  mei^ 
is  the  general  class  of  his  fellow-citizens,  and  to  embrace  a- 
new  mode  of  life.  He  is  subjected  to  no  degradatioD,  to  na 
sarveillance. — What  an  extraordinary  inequality  in  our  laws  1 
The  miserable  man  who  commits  an  act  of  common  delin- 
<|iien<;y,  incited  to  it  perhaps  by  seeing  his  fiimily  starviBg, 
or  the  man  who  rashly  utters  some  sentiment  which  is  judged 
to  be  injurious,  is  subjected,  even  after  he  has  undergone  a 
severe  punishment,  to  a  surveillance,  to  a  privation  of  hSr 
civil  rites;  io  short,  to  measures  of  precaution  which  preat 
heavily  upon  him  for  a  long  time  after  his  crime  has  beear 
expiated;  whilst  he  who  with  premeditation  proceeds  to 
traffic  in  the  blood  and  sufferings  of  his  fellow-creatures, 
may,  even  after  he  has  been  convicted  and  condemned/ 
march  with  his  head  erect,  protected  from  the  horror  his 
crimes  should  inspire,  and  enjoying  shamelessly  the  fruit  of 
his  infamous  adventures. 

*'  The  laws  of  no  other  country  are  so  scandalously  lenient; 
Degradation  and  imprisonment,  exile  and  even  death,  are  the' 
punishment  of  this  crime,  and  a  punishment  by  no  means  too' 
severe.     Besides,  in  forbidding  the  trade,  without  effectually 
repressing  it,  it  is  rendered  an  hundred  times  more  cruel. 
Shut  up  in  small  vessels  ;  crowded  together  in  larger  num- 
bers, carefully  concealed  from  sight  (I  will  not  detail  facts, 
lest  I  should  be  charged  with  exaggeration),  the  wretched* 
Slaves  suffer  a  thousand  deaths  in  the  passage  to  their  dc9. 
tined  place  of  perpetual  bondage. 
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v*vBieiBOt^sarprised  if  I  oow  confine  myielf  to.  general  alle- 
;>riiwn  .'.  Last  session  I  adduced  particular  facts.  I  named 
^tm  9«iilty.  I  read  from  this  tribune  authentic  details, 
libef  .then  accused  me  of  bringing  charges  against  indin- 
teaia  which  I  had  no  right  to.  bring.  To  day  I  have  sup- 
IMressed  the  name :  but  take  my  forbearance  in  good  part ; 
if  dot,  if  you  require  facts,  hear  me,  and  I  will  give  you  such 
la  will  appear  frightful. 

'*  With  a  view  to  the  interests  of  humanity,  the  actual  state 
»f  the  lawkjs  more  to  be  deplored  than  a  positive  and  legal 
pemiasion  of  the  trade,  and  it  is  no  less  to  be  deplored  as  it 
impljoates  the  national  honour.  The  Slave  Trade  is  the 
lecaaion,  or  the  pretext,  for  numerous  outrages  on  the  flag 
!>f  France.  I  do  not  inquire  whether  England  labours -to 
repreas  the  Slave  Trade  from  selfishness  or  from  philan- 
tkmpby.  I  look  only  at  facts.  The  continuance  of  the 
ndt:  affords  England  an  apology  for  that  presumptuous 
^gilance  which  their  cruizers  exercise  over  our  ships,  sou^ 
imea. accusing  them  of  piracy,  sometimes  of  illicit  trading 
vith  their  colonies :  they  stop  them,  seize  them,  drag  them 
alopori  for  adjudication.  Are  you  not  eager  to  deliver  our 
lag  from  such  a  humiliating  inquisition  ?  Make  strong  laws 
ubmI  let  them  be  rigidly  enforcedy  and  suffer  Frenchmen  no 
onger  to  expose  themselves,  for  the  sake  of  a  criminal  and 
vretched  gain,  to  be  judged  and  condemned  by  foreigners. 

**  Before  X  descend  from  the  tribune,  permit  me  to 
fstablish  the  truth  of  a  fact  mentioned  by  me  on  a  former 
>ccasion,  and  the  truth  of  which  was  then  contested.  On  the 
1 3th  of  March  last,  I  stated,  that  the  Negroes  who  were 
:oBfi8cated  in  our  colonies,  far  from  being  restored  to  liberty, 
wete  subjected  to  treatment  which  exceeded  even  slavery  in 
its  horrors ;  and  that  they  were  stamped  with  a  red  hot  iron, 
i»  belonging  to  the  king.  You  then  exclaimed.  The  statement 
is.fidse! — Gentlemen,  denials  cost  little,  especially  when  fol- 
lowed by  the  closing  of  the  discussion.  But  it  is  a  fact :  it 
ia  alti;iled  by  a  man  whose  testimony  is  above  all  question; 
by  an  .inlmbitaBt  of  the  island  of  Bourbon,  chosen,  by  a 
majority  of  suffrages,  to  be  a  dep«ty  of  that  colony  at  Paria. 
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It  u  Bsterted  in  t  work  to  which  this  eye-witness  has  afitcd 
his  name ;  and  sahseqoently  to  your  tumultuary  denegatioM^ 
he  has  writtea  to  me,  offering,  on  his  personal  responsihiltljr» 
to  estahlbh  the  fact,  to  the  truth  of  which  he  had  already 
filedged  himself  in  his  work.  Such  a  case  should  put  yom 
on  your  g^ard  against  rish  denials,  which  is  indeed  ma 
easy,  but  not  a  very  safe  way  of  getting  rid  of  facts.  The 
discussion  thus  closed  to-day  is  opened  to-morrow,  aad 
the  disputed  statements  re-appear  incontestably  proved. 

*'' Gentlemen,  I  desire  neither  the  nnbappiness  nor  the  db^ 
#idet  of  onr  colonies.  I  deplore  the  calamities  which  have 
reached  them.  But  in  order  to  cure  their  mbfortoncs,  and 
to  prevent  disorders  snd  the  renewal  of  past  diiaslera,  yoa 
must  relinquish  the  Slave  Trade,  if  not  from  motives  of 
Jintianity,  at  least  from  motives  of  prudence ;  and  if  not 
'fiioni  pure  desire,  yet  from  a  regard  to  yoar  honour.  Tb* 
Slave  Trade  is  now  peopling  your  cokiniei  with  enemioa 
who  will  one  day  be  terrible :  think  of  St.  Domingo  I  The 
Slave  Trade  subjects  your  vessels  to  the  insolence  of  fordgo^ 
ers :  read  the  records  of  the  English  Admiralty  Courts.  The 
Slave  Trade  dishonoors  in  the  eyes  of  Europe  those  wIns 
carry  it  on,  and  those  who  tolerate  it :  recollect  the  dedans 
tioas  of  the  govemmenta  united  by  the  holy  alliance^  la  thol 
holy  alliance  to  beiavohed  only  against  the  independence  of 
nations  ?  and  are  we  to  nullify  only  such  of  its  decrees  m 
lavcNir  the  cause  of  humanity?" 

3^,  de  Vaublane, — "  I  will  say  oaly  one  word  in  reply  to 
the  last  speaker*  We  all  hold  in  detestation  the  practiee 
he  has  been  reprehending,  and  ita  frightiid  consequences* 
The  evil  certainly  arises  from  the  insufficiency  of  the  laws. 
The  government  has  several  times  declared  that  it  wan 
occupied  with  the  subject.  But  it  is  also  occi^ed  with 
prosecuting  the  guilty  perpetrators  of  this  species  of  crime. 
Tou  have  lately  seen  in  the  journals  a  qnesdon  of  this  kind 
agitated  before  the  tribuaab.  Though  the  last  speaker  has 
had  the  forbearance  not  to  name  the  accused  parties,  they 
will  be  named  at  the  bar  to  which  they  are  summoned.  Tho 
Soremment  has  neglected  nothing,  and  will  neglect  nothin^^ 
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to  suppress  this  trade.  We  have  a  guarantee  of  thiSi  not 
only  in  the  principles  of  the  present  ministry,  but  in  the  per- 
sonal character  of  the  Minister  of  the  Marine  *•  I  have  no 
doubt  yon  all  join  in  the  sentiments  I  have  expressed ;  and  I 
can  confidently  assure  you  that  to  render  the  Slave  Trade 
unnecessary  the  French  planters  are  taking  the  method  for 
augmenting  the  population  which  is  pres(iribed  by  humanity, 
that  of  the  better  treatment  of  their  Slaves :  as  a  proof  of 
this,  they  have  recently  of  themselves  given  to  their  Slaves 
an  additional  day  in  the  week  to  labour  in  their  gardens,  and 
to  go  to  market  t" 

M,  Laim^  de  VillevSque  thus  enumerates  the  reforms 
which  are  required  in  the  French  colonies.  — 

**  Let  us  forthwith  insist  on  the  honest  and  loyal  execution 
of  the  0>de  Noir.  Let  us  soften  slavery,  after  the  example 
of  the  Spaniards :  let  us  facilitate  manumissions  ;  they  will 
prove  a  guarantee  of  the  safety  of  the  colonies.  According 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Code  Noir,  let  civil  rights  be  granted 
to  all  free  men ;  but  let  not  political  rights  be  granted  to  any 
but  those  whose  property  is  a  guarantee  of  their  conduct. 

*  It  ifl  to  be  regretted  that  M.  de  Vanblauc  has  adduced  no  fact«, 
dnriDg  the  five  or  six  melancholy  yean  which  have  witnessed  the 
progressive  and  frightfal  angmentation  of  the  French  Slave  Trade, 
to  justify  his  panegyric  of  the  French  government;  and  that  no 
attempt  has  been  made,  either  by  him  or  by  any  one  else,  to  explain 
any  of  the  opprobrions  transactions  which  have  at  different  times 
been  detailed  in  the  Reports  of  this  Institution. 

t  If  this  statement  be  true,  it  is  very  creditable  to  the  French 
planters.  It  is  obvious  that  such  a  regulation  must  be  in  the 
highest  degree  beneficial,  not  only  to  the  slave,  but  to  his  master. 
The  adoption  of  it  in  the  English  colonies  might  have  obviated 
much  of  the  distress  they  are  now  suffering.  So  large  a  portion  of 
labour  deducted  from  the  cnltivatidn  of  sugar,  and  applied  to  the 
purpose  of  procuring  more  abundant  means  of  subsistence  and  com- 
fort for  the  slave  himself^  independently  of  foreign  supply,  would  at 
one  and  the  same  time  have  prevented  the  depression  which  has 
taken  place  in  the  price  of  that  article  through  the  excess  of  ifh 
cultivation;  and  would  have  spared  the  planter  much  of  the  expense 
he  must  otherwise  have  incurred  in  providing  for  bis  Slaves,  who 
might  thus  have  provided  for  themselves.

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Let  tlic  civil  and  commercial  codes  of  France  regulate  tte 
interests  and  rights  of  the  colonists.  Let  the  sword  of  fhe 
law  be  placed  in  pure  and  impartial  hands,  and,  accordiii|^ 
to  the  ancient  ordonnance  of  Louis  XIV.,  only  in  the  handft 
of  European  jndges.  Let  it  strike  equally  and  impartially 
an  delinqu^ts,  whatever  be  their  rank  or  colour,  as  in  the 
Eagtish  colonies.  Let  fraudulent  sequestrations  be  re^ 
pressed.  Let  the  French  monetary  system  take  the  place  of 
the  ridiculous  and  arbitrary  system  which  now  prevails.  Let 
the  use  of  the  plough  and  of  steam-engines  be  encouraged. 
And,  lastly,  let  the  registration  of  the  Slaves  annihilate  the 
last  hopes  of  a  hateful  commerce,  condemned  alike  by  reli- 
gion, humanity,  the  taws,  and  the  faith  of  treaties.  It  is  by 
such  wise  and  provident  measures  that  you  will  senubly. 
ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  three  casts  that  people  your 
colonies ;  and  that,  under  the  shield  of  a  government  then 
truly  paternal  and  reparatory,  your  colonies  wiU  recover 
from  their  languor  and  astonish  the  world  by  their  pro- 
sperity*.'* 

After  some  other  speeches,  in  one  of  which  the  Minister  of 
the  Marine  was  called  upon  for  explanations  relative  to  the 
new  settlement  of  Mana  in  French  Guiana,  and  to  the  Slave 
Trade,  he  made  the  following  observations : — 

''  Gentlemen,  my  replies  shall  be  simple. 

**  With  respect  to  the  proposed  colonization  at  Mana,  the 
first  question  for  the  government  to  resolve  was  this :  Must 
we  give  up  a  country  of  extraordinary  fertility,  of  great- 
extent,  promising  many  advantages,  before  we  have  ascer- 
tained whether  these  advantages  can  or  cannot  be  realised? 
It* was  necessary,  therefore,  to  institute  a  survey :  it  is  now 
proceeding,  and  the  successive  reports  we  receive  inspire  - 
fresh  hopes.  You  may  be  assured,  however,  that  we  shaH 
not  consent  to  compromise  the  safety  of  any  Frenchman 
who  may  be  sent  to  Mana.  That  country  b  covered  with 
woods.    These  must  be  opened  to  give  air  to  the  iuha* 

^It-is  obviously  not  to  the  French  colonies  alone  that  these  sage 
counsels  of  M.  Lai8n4.de  Vil!ev6quc  are  applicable. 
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^bitaits;  dweBtngs  iii«st  be  prepared  for  them ;  so  tbal^  on 
tbeiff  arrival  from  Europe^  they  may  Dot  be  exposed  to  iht 
iiicleBieBcy  of  the  seasons  or  the  intemperature  of  the  dl- 
fiiate*  It  is  to  obviate  these  iBeoDvenieiiees  that  pBiam  hsva 
beai  takeu,  and  yoa  mast  approve  of  them*. 
.  *'  As  to  the  Slave  Trade,  I  have  but  one  reply  to  vnkei 
We  participate  in  all  the  horror  which  has  been  express^ 
for  this  traffic*  la  order  to  repress  it,  what  could  govern* 
meat  do  more  than  exercise  a  constant  vigilance?  In  this 
respect,  it  is  liable  to  no  reproach  whatever.^  Not  only  have 
^ips  of  war  been  employed  to  watch  the  trade  f,  but  the 
moi^t  positive  instructions  have  been  addressed  on  the  sub* 
jeet  to  all  commandants  and  governors.  I  could  exhibit  the 
list  of  the  ships  on  whom  this  vigilance  has  been  exercised}. 
Twenfy*two  have  been  cotidemned:  fourteen  have  been 
acquitted:  ei^teeh  are  still  under  trial.  Government 
has  fulfilled  its  obligations;  and,  certainly,  it  is  not  its 

*  The  IP'rench  government  professes  its  intention  of  colonizing 
Mana  with  emigrants  from  France.  It  may  easily  be  conjectured 
4n  what  manner  this  proposed  intention  will  be  realized.  Nor  can 
any  man  doubt  tbr  a  moment  that  this  coimtry  of  extraordinary  fer- 
tility, of  great  extent,  and  promising  many  advantages,  **  will  open, 
under  the  operation  of  the  system  which  prevails  in  France,  a  new 
drain  on  the  population  of  Africa."  One  of  the  speakers  upon  thb 
occasion^  M.  Boreal  de  Reals,  indeed,  has  the  honesty  to  state  pretty 
plainly  his  opinion  (hat  this  must  he  the  result.  *^  Goiana,"  he  says,

t  FiDr  an  exemplification  of  the  naval  vigilaace  so  much  boasted  of 
h^  the  aitnister,  see  Appendix  I.  p.  ISO.

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faulty  if  capidity  etruggles  against  th«  sererity  of  the  law. 
We  are  called  upon  lor  an  increase  of  that  severity;  to  sub-* 
stitnte  death  for  confiscation*.  But  it  is  not  an  increased 
severity  which  renders  laws  effectual.  Are  there  no  muideiVy 
though  murderers  are  capitally  punished?  Is  smnggiio^ 
prevented  by  the  severity  of  the  penalties?  Certainly  notf. 
It  is  the  strict  execution  of  the  laws  which  tends  chiefly  to 
repress  crime ;  and  in  this  respect  the  government  is  secure 
from  all  reproach  in  every  thmg  relating  to   the   Slave 

Trade  t." 

M.  MmiMd  followed  the  Minister  of  the  Marine*  He 
chiefly  directed  his  speech  to  the  proposed  colonisation  at 
Mana  by  means  of  Europeans.  "  As  to  the  assertion  of  the 
Minister  of  the  Marine/'  he  adds,  '*  that  every  thing  pricti- 
cable  had  been  done  to  suppress  the  Slave  Trade,  I  would  onl  j 
observe  in  reply,  that  this  is  language  altogether  at  variance 
with  what  we  heard  in  the  last  session  from  the  mouth  of 
one  who  was  then  minister,  that  the  trade  was  indispensable 
for  the  wants  of  the  colonies ;  and  he  thence  inferred  the 
extreme  difficulty  of  preventing  it.*' 

M.  LaM,  after  having  recapitulated  the  reasons  he  had 
stated  last  year  against  increasing  the  severity  of  the  law  oa 
the  Slave  Trade,  adverted  to  the  case  of  those  nations  wbich» 
though  their  penalties  were  more  rigorous,  yet  carried  on  the 
Slave  Trade  more  extensively  than  France,  whose  flag  was 
often  falsely  assumed  §.    **  The  amount  of  bounties  which

t  The  law,  however,  should  be  of  a  nature  calculated  to  repress 
the  practice.  The  principals  in  the  Slave  Trade  can  never  be 
deterred  from  carrying  it  on  by  the  risk  of  some  pecuniary  losa 
against  which  they  can  protect  themselves  by  insurance,  whilst  no 
insurance  office  can  save  them  from  the  infamy  of  the  brand  or  the 
galleys.

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appear  in  the  British  budgets  to  be  paid  for  the  capture  of 
Slaves,  proves  either  that  the  English  also  engage  in  this 
trade,  or  that  the  crimes  of  other  nations  are  made  a  soured 
of  profit  to  England.  She  enrols  in  her  armies,  or  employs 
in  cultivation,  the  captured  Slaves*.  After  her  example, 
our  government  attaches  the  confiscated  Negroes  to  colonial 
works,  but  renders  their  condition  milder  than  that  of  the 
Slaves.  On  this  point,  plans  are  devising  which  will  prove 
the  philanthropy  of  the  government 

"  One  thing  will  render  it  henceforward  easier  to  repress 
the  Slave  Trade.  It  is,  that  the  only  Power  in  Europe  who 
may  stUl  lawfully  carry  on  the  trade,  is  bound  to  interdict 
it  this  very  year.  The  repressive  measures  of  other  States 
will  thus  be  rendered  more  easy.  Whatever  may  be  the  re« 
proaches  made  against  us  by  other  governments,  or  by  phi* 
lantbropic  societies,  it  is  certain  that  the  French  are  daily 
diminishing  their  share  in  this  guilty  traffic.  They  are  either 
discouraged  or  converted  f.  The  debates  of  last  session, 
when  no  one  had  the  impiety  to  defend  the  trade,  and  those 
of  the  present,  will  serve  to  enlighten  the  public.  The  tri- 
bunals are  daily  acquiring  more  strength,  and  more  good  will 
also,  to  enforce  the  existing  laws.  Evidence  b  obtained 
more  easily;  and  justice,  which  has  already  pronounced 
several  condemnations,  will  frighten  cupidity  from  continuing 
its  crimes. 

**  If  it  be  true  that  the  guilty  traders  have  adopted  the 
plan  of  sailing  directly  from  the  West  Indies  to  Africa,  this

On  his  arrlTal  at  the  seat  of  bis 
govemiawit,  a  ftw  mootlis  ago,  he  Issaed  a  proclaaMtfon  detsOiag 
tlie  views  and  intentions  of  his  nost  Christian  majesty  with  respaci 
to  these  establishments.  A  new  and  better  system  of  jadicatare  is 
to  be  introduced ;  certain  commercial  privileges  are  to  be  granted  ;

And  yet  from  the  be- 
ginning to  the  end  of  this  proclamation  not  one  word  is  uttered  res- 
pecting the  Slave  Trade — no  intimation  whatever  of  the  ling's 
wishes  aod  intentions  on  this  sobject — no  reprehension  of  this  prac*' 
tlce,to  which  it  was  admitted,  by  the  late  Minister  of  the  Marine 
UiaX  the  inhabitants  of  Senegal  and  Goree  were  most  obstinately 
addicted,  and  from  which  it  stands  confessed  that  the  utmost  vigi. 
lance  of  the  government  had  been  found  inadequate  to  restrain  them. 
On  the  contrary,  of  this  very  people,  publicly  and  recently  branded 
as  they  have  been,  with  all  the  guilt  of  this  bloody  and  nefarious 
traffic,  pertinaciously  carried  an  by  them  in  defiance  of  the  laves  of 
their  country,  and  the  engagements  of  their  sovereign ;— of  this  very 
people,  this  proclamation,  issued  iu  the  name  of  that  sovereigu, 
speaks,  as  altogether  <<  French," — as  a  people  whom  the  governor, 
Roger,  his  Majesty's  representative,  has  learnt  to  "  appreciate  ;**  and 
**  whose  mildness,  natural  goodness,  and  hospitable  character,  lie 
has  learnt  to  love  f  Strange,  after  all  that  has  passed ;  after  all  thct 
admissions  of  the  French  government  with  respect  to  Senegal  and 
Goree ;  after  all  its  protestationti  of  zeal  in  this  cause ;  that  on  such 
an  occasion  as  this  there  should  not  have  l>een-  given  to  the  inha- 
bitants of  these  colonies  a  single  warning  to  abstain  from  the  trade 
in  Slaves,  or  a  single  mark  of  commendation  on  the  supposition  of 
their  having  abstained  from  it !  Tlic  matter  appear^  not  even  to  buve 
been  thought  of,  either  by  the  new  French  Miuibtcr  of  the  Marine, 
or  by  the  new  Govcruoi  ut' IScncgul. 
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ddrntnifltraiioii  of  l^enegal  is  sa  0|ipas^  to  t&e  trade,  llmt 
we  shall  have  the  abominable  Slave  Trade  completely  re« 
pressed  there ;  while  we  co-operate  tlieBce  in  promoting  the 
happiness  of  the  Africans,  and  encouraging  them  to  proeare» 
by  the  fruit  of  their  industry,  sudi  of  our  goods  as  they  nay 
want. 

**  The  government  are  accused  of  continually  promising 
new  laws  respecting  the  Slave  Trade,  and  doing  nothings 
The  government  has  not  proposed  any,  because  it  was  o£ 
opinion  that  they  would  be  rather  injurious  than  favourable 
to  the  noble  end  in  view,  until  the  trade  shall  no  longer  be 
a  legitimate  trade  for  one  nation  while  it  is  a  crime  in  aiH 
other.  Till  then,  farther  legislation  would  be  inefficacious  : 
but  then  the  government  will  be  both  well  disposed,  and 
more  fully  justified,  in  proposing  new  laws  *•''

Translation  of  the  Speech  of  the  Due  de  Broglie,  on 
the  Slave  Trade,  in  the  French  Chamber  of  Peers, 
on  the  2Sth  March,  1822. 

**  Gentlemen— When,  towards  the  close  of  the  last  cen- 
tury, some  virtuous  men  ventured  publicly  to  attack  the 
Slave  Trade,  their  object  appeared  visionary,  their  hope» 
chimerical*  They  were  few  in  number,  and,  generally 
speaking,  poor,  unknown,  and  unsupported.  The  traffic 
had  existed  for  nearly  three  centuries^  every  where  authorized 
by  the  laws,  every  where  encouraged  by  premiums  an4 
vewards*     On  the  faith  of  such  a  protection,  *"»n>fnfy 

*  All  this  U  mere  assertion  without  any  proof.  Indeed|  the  whole 
speech  is  so  incorrect,  that  comments  seem  saperflnons.  It  i»  only^ 
necessary  to  phice  it  ia  eoatiast  with  the  undeniabU  fiicU  afiready^

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capitab  were  embarked  in  the  Slave  Trade  ;  ricli  cities  were 
proud  of  beiog  indebted  to  it  for  their  wealth  and  grandeur  i 
the  sea  was  covered  with  their  ships;  the  abominable  acts 
of  cruelty,  which  ever  attend  the  efforts  to  procure  the 
Negroes  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  their  conveyance  to  the 
West  Indies^  were  shrouded  by  a  thick  veil.  Those  only 
whom  avarice  had  attracted  on  board  Slave-ships  knew  the 
dreadful  secrets ;  and  men's  minds  were  every  wher«  deeply 
imbued  with  the  prejudice,  that  the  fate  of  the  principal 
European  States  depended  on  the  prosperity  of  their  colonies^ 
and  that  the  maintenance  of  that  prosperity  depended  on  the 
rapid  increase  of  the  Slave  Trade,  and  the  continual  aug- 
mentation of  a  Slave-population,  which  it  was  impossible  to 
recruit  by  any  other  means. 

"  Such  was  the  state  of  things  in  1785 ;  such  the  obstacles 
which  were  then  to  be  surmounted. 

**  Those  whom  duty  now  calls  to  plead  the  cause  of  the 
Africans,  are  placed  in  far  more  favourable  circumstances. 
Their  task  appears  comparatively  smooth  and  easy.  Thanks 
to  the  efforts  of  their  precursors,  the  work  of  religion  and 
humanity  is  almost  accomplished.  The  Slave  Trade  is  no 
longer  defended  either  on  the  score  of  law  or  principle. 
The  horrors  which  ever  march  in  its  train  have  been  unfold- 
ed at  the  bar  of  the  English  Parliament,  and  demonstrated 
with  an  irresistible  force  of  evidence.  In  point  of  fact,  it  is 
now  abolished.  All  the  nations  of  the  civilized  world  arc 
agreed  on  this  point ;  and  their  sovereigns,  assembled  at  the 
Congress  of  Vienna,  have,  by  an  authentic  and  solemn  act, 
consigned  this  scourge  of  Africa  to  the  execration  of  man- 
kind. The  experience  of  fifteen  years  has  justified  the  pre- 
dictions of  men  versed  in  political  economy,  and  proved  that 
the  colonies  may  prosper  without  the  aid  of  a  constantly 
renewed  and  increasing  importation  of  Slaves.  Those  mer- 
chants who,  urged  by  motives  of  disgraceful  cupidity,  now 
endeavour  to  revive  or  perpetuate  this  horrible  traihc,  have 
really  no  excuse.  They  prove  themselves  rebels  to  the  laws 
of  the  country,  and  deaf  to  the  voice  of  conscience :  they 
deserve  neither  consideration,  nor  lenity,  nor  pity. 
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*<  It  iqppean  to  me>  therefoi^^  thaf  in  now  addressing  you, 
with  tlie  firm  resolution  of  exposing  practices  so  criminaU 
and  urging  theif  repression^  I  ought  not  either  to  feel  dis- 
trust myself,  or  to  excite  it  in  others.  I  do  not  seek  to 
provoke  rash  innovations.  I  come  before  you,  holding  in 
one  hand  treaties  subscribed  by  the  king,  and  in  the  other 
law9  sanctioned  by  yourselves.  I  come  to  say,  *  The  en- 
gagements entered  into'  in  the  name  of  the  state  have  not 
been  fulfilled  ;  the  laws  which  you  have  enacted  have  .not 
attained  their  object :  the  honour  of  France  must  be*  upheld 
in  the  eyes  of  foreigners ;  you  must  make  your  decrees  to  be 
respected  by  the  citizens  of  France.'  Assuredly  language 
such  as  this  has  nothing  of  menace  or  hostility :  it  is  not 
of  a  nature  to  rouse  ihe  passions,  or  to  disturb  the  public! 
tranquillity. 

"  And  yet  I  am  well  aware  how  many  prejudices  I  shall 
have  to  contend  with  as  I  proceed ;  but  I  have  made  up  my 
mind  before  hand  to  bear  with  them. 

*'  The  disasters  which  inconsiderate  philanthropy  inflicted 
about  thirty  years  ago,  upon  the  most  important  of  onr: 
colonies,  still  prepossess,  and,  it  must  be  confessied,  not 
uiyustly,  the  minds  of  many  good  men.  Some  whose  hearts- 
are  not,  on  other  occasions,  shut  against  the  feelings  of  .c^^nir 
passion,  cannot  without  alarm  hear  a  word  uttered  in  favour 
of  Negroes.  Every  expression  of  commiseration  for  those 
unhappy  beings,  every  measure  which  proposes  to  alleviate, 
their  sufferings,  appears  to  those  terrified  individuals  like  a 
fire-^braud  ready  to  bei  once  more  borne  across  the  Atlantic, 
to  fire  the.  plantations,  and  to  give  the  signal  for  the  mas* 
sacre  of  the  colonists. 

*'  But  is  it  proper  to  consider  under  this  point  of  view  the 
subject  on  which  I  am  about  to  address  you  ?  The  present 
is  no  question  of  interfering  with  the  internal  regulations  of 
the  colonies,  or  of  relaxing  the  bonds  of  slavery.  Or  will  you 
say  that  such  was  the  object  of  the  sovereigns  of  Europe,  when, 
in  proclaiming  the  Abolitiou  of  the  Slave  Trade,  they  stigma- 
tized it  as  a  dreadful  scourge,  which,  to  use  their  own  energe-. 
tic  and  noble  language,  had  too  kmg  dnolated  Africa,  degraded

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Europe,  mid  afflieied  hmmamhf  t  No :  fhey  koew  too  wdl 
that  slavery  it  an  evil  for  which  immediate  freedom  is  not 
always  the  best  remedy ;  an  evil  from  which  we  must  for 
■oiany  years  to  come  avert  our  eyes  in  sorrow.  What  they 
had  in  view,  and  what  I,  in  imitation  of  them»  now  propose, 
is^  that  a  period  should  at  length  he  put  to  the  depredations 
and  rapine  which  afflict  the  coast  of  Africa.  What  they 
desired^  and  what  I  also  require,  is,  that  nations  enlightened 
by  the  beams  of  Christianity,  and  rich  in  the  blessings  of 
dvilixation,  should  no  longer  shew  themselves  in  the  midst 
of  these  barbarous  tribes,  for  the  single  purpose  of  spread* 
ing  around  them  kidnapping,  and  pillage,  and  massacre. 
As  it  respects  the  colonists,  the  strict  maintenance  of  the 
laws  prohibiting  this  traffic  can  be  productive  of  but  one 
result;  which  is,  to  induce  them,  for  the  sake  of  their  own 
interest,  to  treat  their  Slaves  with  lenity  and  indulgence,  to 
enoourage  marriage  among  them,  to  promote  the  education 
of  the  young,  and  thus,  with  their  willing  aid,  to  pave  the 
way,  by  an  insensible  gradation,  for  the  new  relations  which 
must  one  day  subsist  between  the  master  and  the  slave. 

'*  But  it  would  be  little,  merely  to  tranquillize  these  excuse- 
able  alarms,  or  to  prove,  in  anticipation,  that  the  measures 
which  I  am  about  to  submit  to  your  consideration  are  free 
ftom  all  tendency  to  excite  disturbance  in  our  colonies :  I  am 
aware  that  I  should  still  be  exposed  to  the  opposition  of 
another  sentiment  no  less  worthy  of  regard, — a  sentiment 
which  on  all  occasions  I  myself  esteem  it  an  honour  to  share, 
— I  mean  a  feeling  of  national  pride,  and  a  dislike  of  every 
measure  which  might  seem  to  be  imposed  on  us  by  a  jealous 
and  rival  nation,  and  a  fear  of  aggrandizing  that  nation  at 
our  own  expense. 

**  It  cannot  be  denied  that  England  has  been  the  first  her- 
self  to  prohibit  the  Slave  Trade ;  and  that  she  is  -now  pro- 
secuting the  task  of  inducing  other  nations  to  do  the  same, 
with  a  perseverance  which  is  indefatigable.  But  is  there  no 
secret  purpose  disguised  beneath  this  zeal  ?  Can  we  with- 
out danger  yield  to  her  solicitations  and  importunities  ? 

**  I  recur  to  these  sentiments,  because  I  have  a  thousand 
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6m^  iHN|i!cl.tJ^Bi.  Bitered :  I  recur  to  them,  becavte  I  ba?e 
Imown  them  to  drop  from  men  who  were  aninflueoced  by 
pienoiml  interest  and  party  feeling.  But  I  must  frankly  con- 
fess that  I  cannot  comprehend  their  views,  nor  conceive  that 
there  is  here  any  room  for  their  patriotic  jealousy.  Is  it  not 
saying  in  effect,  that  we  have  yet  to  deliberate  on  the  pro- 
priety of  abolishing  the  Slave  Trade  1  Is  it  not  saying  that 
this  question  is  still  open,  and  that  it  depends  on  us  to  de« 
cide  it  in  the  way  that  may  seem  most  expedient  ? 

**  Assuredly*  even  if  it  were  so,  and  I  had  now  to  discuss 
the  whole  question,  I  should  experience  no  difficulty  as  to 
the  course  I  should  pursue.    To  those  who  might  be  tempted 
to  regard  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade  as  a  snare  spread 
for  us  by  the  mercantile  body  of  England,  I  should  say,  that 
that  body  has  never  solicited  the  Abolition — has  never  either 
iavoured  or  supported  it.    On  the  contrary,  it  was  in  oppo- 
sition to  them  that  the  Abolition  was  carried.    They  were 
decidedly  and  actively  hostile  to  the  measure ;  and  they  only 
relinquished  the  trade  at  last,  after  having  obstinstely  strug- 
gled for  twenty  years  to  retain  it,  and  having,  for  that  end^ 
exhausted  themselves  in  efforts  and  imprecations.     Even  at 
the  present  day,  if  some  English  merchants  could  venture  to 
raise  their  voices  on  the  subject,  perhaps  it  would  be  found 
to  be  their  wish  that  they  might  not  be  shut  out  from  a  share 
in  this  traffic  under  foreign  flags  ;  and  that  they  would  lament 
any  measure  which  should  deprive  their  odious  speculations 
of  their  last  disguise  and  refuge. 

''To  those  who  accuse  the  English  Ministry  of  being 
guided,  in  their  representations  and  proceedings,  only  by 
sordid  views  of  interest,  I  would  say, — Consider  who  are  the 
wen  that  at  present  take  the  lead  in  the  British  Cabinet! 
How  did  they  acquire  the  notion  that  the  Abolition  of  the 
Slave  Trade  would  prove  to  England  a  source  of  prosperity, 
and  would  give  her  an  immense  advantage  over  other  nations? 
How  long  is  it  since  this  idea  has  occupied  their  minds  t 
Are  they  not  then  the  same  men  who,  for  twenty  years^ 
ranged  themselves  among  the  most  decided  opponents  of 
the  holy  cause?  Did  they  not  coptinue  to  vote  in  those  si||a|l 
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luidoriliet  which  pcraisted,  to  the  terj  httlioitr.  Hi  ttuUborti 
oppositioD  to  the  measure?    Did  not  these  fery  men  pre- 
diet,  as  an  inevitable  consequence  of  the  Abolition,  the  rain 
of  the  colonies,  and  even  an  nnWerasl  bankruptcy  ?  Unques- 
tionably they  were  mistaken ;  and  wise  men  then  affirmed 
the  same  truths  which  they  affirm  at  this  day.    Unqnes^ 
tionably  Providence  designed  that,  in  this  case,  as  in  so 
many  others  which  we  too  easily  forget,  justice  and  inte- 
rest,  well  understood,   are  always  found  to  go  hand  in 
hand.    But  still,  is  not  the  circumstance  I  have  addvced  st 
least  enough  to  absolve  the  English  Ministers  from  the  sosT- 
picion  of  the  wretched  Machiavelism  imputed  to  them  T    Is 
it  their  policy  which  has  triumphed,  or  their  work  of  which 
they  are  endeavouring  to  ensure  the  success  ?  Assuredly  not. 
In  labouring  for  the  final  destruction  of  the  Slave  Trade,  they 
are  in  some  measure  atoning  for  their  errors :  they  have  been 
subdued  by  the  ascendency  of  public  opinion,  by  the  force 
of  reason  and  truth ;  and  it  is  still  the  ascendency  of  public 
opinion,  it  is  still  the  force  of  reason  and  truth,  which  con- 
troub  and  impels  their  efforts. 

**  I  would,  in  the  last  place,  say  to  all  intelligent  men.  If; 
in  the  English  colonies,  it  is  now  acknowledged  that  the 
■on-importation  of  Slaves  may  be  compensated  either  by 
the  natural  increase  of  the  population,  or  by  mechanical  im- 
provements, why  should  it  be  otherwise  in  our  colonies? 
Is  their  soil  different  ?  Are  they  situated  under  a  different 
climate  ?  Are  they  subject  to  different  influences  ?  Let  us 
go  still  further.  Is  it  not  a  fact — a  fact  ever  to  be  lamented — 
that  all  our  colonies  have  belonged,  for  a  longer  or  a  shorter 
period,  to  England?  Were  they  then  placed  under  any 
peculiar  regime  ;  and  did  England  use  two  sets  of  weights 
and  measures  ?  When  she  possessed  our  colonies,  did  she 
tolerate  the  Slave  Trade?  How  can  the  same  order  of 
things  which  she  then  established  ibr  the  French  colonies, 
obviously  for  no  other  reason  but  that  it  was  found  to  be 
wbe  and  useful,  become  injurious  and  destructive  solely 
because  they  have  been  restored  to  the  don^ipion  of 
France? 
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«.^  f*iim«we  cannot  fail  to  recogniit  all  tha  abanrdity  of 

.pfciiudice.  .What  tiie  fiugUah  Govenunent  aoKcits  from  na  in 

.  tha  name  of  humanity,  and  witiiout  any  other  title  than  that 

of  having  been  the  first  to  open  thb  cafeer,  she  haa  henelf 

mot  hesitated  to  execute.  She  haa  submitted  to  the  temporary 

inconveniences  occasioned  by  the  Abditionof  the  Slave  Trade^ 

imd  we  ought  to  sustain  them  in  our  turn;    She  will  soon  be 

.reaping  lasting  benefits  from  the; measure:  let  us  prepare  to 

reap  them  >  likewise*.    There  cannot  by  possibility  be  any 

concealed,  or.  sinister,  design  in  their  soliciting  our  con- 

enrrence. 

"  Such,  Gentlemen,  would  be  my  language ;  such  would 
be;the  groand  on  which  I  should,  without,  hesitation,  take 
ny  standi  even*  if  the  qoestioii  of  the  Abolition  were  now 
open  to  debate.  But  what  signify  suppositions  on  •  the 
aulQeci?  What  will  it  now  avail  to  exhaust  ourselves  in 
iceriminations  and  conjectures?  All  is  decided ;  the  ques* 
iion  is  settled.  We  may,  if  we  please,  impute  reprehensible 
intentions  to  England ;  but  we  cannot  impute  such  motives 
to  the  king  of  France,  who  freely  and  voluntarily,  in  the 
name  of  the 'State,  entered  into  a  solemn  engagement-  to 
abolish  the  Slave  Trade,  and  who  has,-  on' two  different 
occasions,  renewed  that  engagement  in .  the  &ce  of  aU 
Europe.  Four  years  ago,  laws  were  enacted  in  fulfilment  of 
this  obligation.  Being  enacted,  are  they  not  to  be  observed? 
Who  will  presume  to  question  it  I  Shall  we  suffer  them  to 
be  fraudulently  eluded,  or  insolently  infringed  ?  Who  would 
dare  to  give  such  advice? 

**  This  being  granted  ;  are  otir  laws  efficient  ?  Has  the 
foresight  of  the  legislature  been  adequate  and  complete? 
This  is  the  only  question  which  we  have  to  resolve :  it  is,  at 
least,  the  only  one  which  I  propose  to  agitate. 

•  **  This  question  is  not  new. to  the  chamber  of  peers:  thin' 
is  not  the  first  time,  as  you  will  recollect,  that  it  haa  been* 
discussed  within  theseC walla; 

•  "  In  the  course  of  the  last  session  a  petitioner,  the  Sieur 
Morenas,  formerly  an  officer  in  the  colony  of  Senegal,  made* 
a  complaint  to  the  two  chambers.    He  had  resided  for  aomei 
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liBie  OB  the  coast  of  Africa^  and  had  there  been  a  witnoa  to 
BMnevoiia  traiuaclaoiis  whkh  he  regaided  either  as  crimia^ 
acts  of  mahersatioDy  or  as  odious  iafractions  of  the  fiisfhn 
laws,  aad  particolarly  of  those  which  prohibit  the  Sim 
Tsadf ;  and  he  doabtkss  felt  that»  in  bringing  them  befoiai; 
joa^  he  was  faJfiUing  the  duties  of  a  good  citixen.  * 

**  In  one  of  jfour  committees,  his  Petition  became  the  sab*., 
ject  of  serious  investigation;  and  it  gate  occasion  to  a  Report^; 
harsh  in  its  language,  and  still  more  harsh  in  its  condasioBSb. 
After  faaTingheard  this  Report,  you  disaussed  the  compkiats 
and  re<|uisitioiis  of  the  Sieur  Morenas,  by  passing  to  the . 
Older  of  the  day* 

^  It  is  aot  particulariy  my  inteatioB  lo  attribnte  this 
decisioB  to  Uameable  motives :  neither  do  I  mean  to  attaek  ' 
all  parts  of  it  alike. 

**  The  Petition  in  question  embraced  several  very  differeal 

objects*     The  petitioner  had  claims  to  urge  against  the 

government ;  you  considered  these  claims  to  be  unfounded: 

be  it  so ;  I  have  nothing  to  say  on  this  point.    Ue  attadccd 

with  much  bitterness  all  the  publio  functionaries  in  our  Affv 

can  establishments,   imputing  to  them  not  only  the  oob» 

tinnance  of  the  Slave  Trade,  but  numerous  abuses  and  . 

vexations  of  every  kind.    You  conceived  that  these  charges 

had  been  rashly  made,  and  I  am  not  disposed  to  renew 

them.    But  he  also  stated  facts  which  the  committee  repre* 

seated  as  doubtful  or  exaggerated,  and  to  which  I  dad  it 

necessary  to  revert, — because  they  were  importaat  facts,  of 

which  clear  proof  may  be  obtained,  and  against  which  an 

incidental  decision  of  this  chamber  cannot  avaiL 

"  It  is  on  this  last  point  only  that  I  put  in  my  appeal ;  and 
1  have  a  right  to  do  so.  There  b  indeed  no  doubt  that  aoch 
decisions,  given  on  evidence  more  or  less  Incomplete,  are  in 
their  nature  only  provisional,  and  cannot  be  considered  as 
conclusive. 

"  Let  it  then  be  clearly  understood,  that  the  rejection  of 
the  Petition  of  the  Sieur  Morenas  cannot  be  seriously  op- 
posed to  my  pursuing  this  course,  as  there  has  been  in 
reality  no  decision  respecting  the  ia^ts  to  which  I  allude* 
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llerfdes'I  ili«fliil«k^  'k  dHFerait  use  of  tfaote  ftets  tro&tk  tHutt 
which  wai  made  of  them  by  the  Sieur  Morenas :  my  object 
b  «t  ODce  more  direct  and  more  limited  than  his. 

""ttoerely  propose  to  demonstrate,  to  the  most  incredulous, 
that  the  Slate  Trade  still  subsists ;  that  in  defiance  of  tbe 
kws  which  yon  hate  enacted,  in  spite  of  the  precantiotts 
wUeh  ^ou  ha^e  taken,  it  continues  to  be  prosecuted  without 
iilermption,  in  broad  day,  and  almost  without  the  necessitf 
of  disguise. 

"^  If  I  succeed  in  solidly  establishing  this  general  (act,  not 
indeed  on  legal  evidence— -ibr  this  is  not  in  the  power  of 
any  individual — but  on  such  moral  and  substantial  proo6 
aft  neither  the  conscience  nor  the  candour  of  any  maa  who 
hean  me  can  resist,  one  of  these  two  consequences  mast 
necQMarily  follow :— either  our  laws  are  impotent,  and  have 
BOl  armed  the  government  with  adequate  and  efficacious 
nleaiis  of  repression ;  or  the  government,  which  is  charged 
with  their  execution,  is  wanting  in  vigilance  and  skill. 

*  Will  this  last  alternative  be  denied  !  Will  it  be  main* 
tailed  tiiat  the  government  has  hitherto  done  all  that  it 
coaM  or  ought  to  do?  I  will  admit  it :  I  will  not  dispute 
thia  point.  The  more  of  merit,  care,  attention,  and  un<*> 
shrinking  severity  is  attributed  to  the  government,  the  more 
will  my  main  proposition  be  confirmed.  If  in  spite  of  this 
vigilance,  these  cares,  and  this  boasted  severity,  the  Slave 
Trade  be  continued, — if  with  a  sort  of  conscious  security  it 
displays  itself  to  the  eyes  of  afl  indignant  worid,  then  are  our 
laws  altogether  defective ;  their  authority  is  paralysed ;  and 
the  necessity  of  remoulding  and  invigorating  them  becomes 
presaittg  and  imperious. 

*'  Thia  conclusion  b  inevitabb ;  and  I  will  urge  it,  however 
little  it  may  be  required,  to  the  last  extremity.  I  will  even 
concede  that  not  a  smgle  fault  has  been  committed,  not  a 
single  precaution  neglected,  not  a  single  act  of  vigthnce 
forgotten  or  badly  executed.  I  am,  in  particubr,  biost 
willing  to  admit,  seriously  and  not  as  a  mere  concession, 
that  statements  more  or  less  probable,  even  the  statements 
of  ocular  witnesiies  (when  these  witnesses  are  absent  and 
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bdong  to  any  other  country  than  our  own) ;  that  prooft 
collected  by  foreign  tribunab,  thoagh  sufficient  to  eataUbk 
beyond  denial  the  exiitence  and  retAity  of  certain  facta,  atill 
are  not  of  diat  nature  which  would  authoriae  the  drawing  of 
inferences  from  them  against  the  government,  or  agaiutt  the 
agents  it  employs.  It  is  one  thing  to  affirm  that  the  Slaw 
Trade  subsists  and  is  continued,  and  another  to  aficitm 
persons  in  authority  of  knowingly  toleratbg  it,  or  evcu/af 
conniving  at  it  or  ikvouring  it.  It  is  only  the  first  of  tbem 
two  propositions  that  I  intend  to  establirii:  time  an^  pablie 
opinion  will  decide  the  second.  My  only  .wish  is,  that  with 
respect  to  whatever  concerns  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave 
Trade,  the  laws  and  treaties  which  have  received  the  royal 
signature  should  be  enforced.  I  have  no  intention  to  crindnate 
men  whom  I  do  not  know,  and  concerning  whose  condoet 
I  have  no  means  of  acquiring  information.  Neither  ami 
raising  any  party  question,  but  a  question  of  humanity, 
of  Justice^  and  of  national  dignity. 

*'  I  am  now  about  to  proceed  to  the  development  of  faets, 
which  prove  the  continued  eitistence  of  the  traffic.  Bi4t 
before  entering  on  that  task,  it  is  necessary  I  should  bri^ly 
describe,  on  the  one  hand,  the  general  state  of  the  legislaliqn 
of  the  civilized  world,  the  European  public  law,  on  this 
subject ;  and,  on  the  other,  the  slate  of  the  French  leg^ 
lalion  upon  it. 

**  In  the  history  of  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade 
various  periods  may  be  distinguished. 

"  Up  to  the  latter  end  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  traffic 
was  universally  permitted,  without  restrictions  or  limitations: 
merchants  of  all  countries  were  allowed  to  purchase  Negroes 
on  every  part  of  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  were  at  full  liberty 
to  deal  with  them  as  common  objects  of  traffic. 

**  Gradually,  and  when  the  nature  of  this  odious  trade 
came  to  be  better  understood,  several  governments  deter- 
mined to  subject  it  to  certain  restrictions  :  some  interdicted 
every  adventure  which  might  have  for  its  object  to  import 
Slaves  into  the  colonies  of  other  governments:  others,  carry- 
ing their  scruples  still  further,  prohibited  all  purchase  of 
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'Sttgnen,  eiceptia  their  owo  eitablishmento  od  the  coait  of 
Afiioi:  almost  eveiy  where  the  total  abolition  was  pre- 
ceded  by  some  partial  aboUtioo. 

"By  the  terms  of  the  compact  on  which  the  confede- 
ration of  the  United  States  is  founded,  the  American  Con- 
,  glass  was  prevented  from  interfering  with  the  fret  import- 
ation of  Slaves,  at  least  until  the  expiration  of  the  year 
18Q7.    But  on  the  22d  of  March*  1794,  an  Act  vras  passed 
proUhiting  to  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  other  indivi. 
dufds  residing  there,  any  participation  in  the  Slave  Trade, 
when  the  adventure,  instead  of  having  for  Its  object  to  recruit 
the  SUve-population  of  the  United  States,  should  be  made 
subservient  to  the  supply  of  foreign  countries ;  that  is  to  say, 
the  colonies  of  European  states.  This  Act  was  subsequently 
.confirmed  and  extended  by  another  Act  passed  on  the  lOth 
of  May,  1800.    Three  additional  A  cts^the  first  passed  on 
the  3d  of  April  1708,  the  second  on  the  18th  of  Feb.  1803, 
and  the  third  on  the  2ath  of  March  1804— prohibited  the 
importation  of  Slaves  into  the  new  territories  of  the  Mis- 
aiioipj  and  I^uisiana,  which  weris  po^  included  il^^c  stipu- 
lations of  the  federal  compact. 

"  Eigland  followed  this  exampi^^  On  the  23d  of  March, 
l606,  previous  to  the  total  abolition^  Sir  Arthur  Pigot,  the^ 
Attorney  General,  introdiiced  into  Parliament,  and  cancied 
through  it,  two  bills ;  the  object  of  virhich  was  to  prohibit 
English  subjects  from  carrying  on  the  Slave  Trade  for  the 
supply  of  the  colonic  of  any  foreign  power,  and  to  prevent 
imy  new  ships  from  embarking  in  the  Slave  Trade. 

'<  (laving  thus  prepared  for  the  entire  and  definitive 
annihilation  of  the  trade,  these  two  great  maritime  powers — 
these  two  powers  th.en  sovereigps  of  the  sea^ — did  not  d^lay 
the  completion  of  their  work. 

"  In  the  same  month  of  the  same  year  was  the  total 
Abolition  declared  at  Washington  on  the  2d  of  March, 
and  at  London  on  the  25th  of  March,  1807. 

"  At  this  period,  the  war,  and  the  continental  system,  had 
put  a  stop  to  all  navigatTon  on  the  part  of  most  of  the  Euro- 
pean powers !  Portugal  alone,  being  the  ally  of  England,  and 

2G 
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tbe  Spanish  colonies  in  Sooth  America,  were  enabled  (• 
tittue  tbe  traflic;  but  tbe  latter  were  then  a  prey  to  rcrmta- 
tionary  disorders,  which  have  not  jet  entirely  subsided. 
*  "  On  the  19th  of  Feb.  1810,  a  treaty  was  concluded  betweea 
his  DritAnilie'Mtij}esty  and  the  Prince  Regent  of  Portugal ;  ia 
virtue  of  whiafa,  the  Slave  Trade,  in  so  far  as  it  was  raniad 
on  under' th^  Portuguese  flag,  experienced  its  first  Kmilih 
tions.  The  Portuguese  were  prohibited  from  procmm 
Negroes,  except  from  their  own  dominions  on  the  coast  ^ 
Africa,  and  from  canyhg  them  to  any  place  eicept  to  tbdr 
own  colonies. 

"  About  the  same  period,  the  Junta  prssiding  in  Ae 
government 'of  the  province  of  Caraccas,  prodaimed  the 
Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade ;  and  its  example  was  followed 
•hdrdy  after  (on  the  9d  of  May»  1819,)  by  the  Republicaa 
'Government  of  Buenos  Ayres. 

**  On  the  3d  of  May,  1818,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  bj 
which  the  colony  of  Guadalodpe  was  surrendered  to  Sufl^ 
den,  that  power  engaged  to  prohibit  the  importation'  df 
Slaves,  i»t!her  into  that  island  or  bto  any  other  of  its  Wcit 
Indian  possessions. 

"  Such  was  the  state  of  things  when  the  continent  of  Europe 
shook  off  tbe  yoke  beneath  which  it  had  so  long  groaned. 

*'  The  peace  of  IB  1 4  once  more  opened  the  seas  to  aB 
the  powers  of  Europe. 

**  The  first  care  of  England  was  then  anxiously  to  in- 
terpose her  mediation,  to  prevent  the  renewal  of  the  conn 
mercial  intercourse  of  the  world  from  producing  at  the 
same  time  the  renewal  of  those  scenes  of  devastation  and 
carnage  which  had  so  long  desolated  Africa. 

''  To  act  this  part  belonged  of  full  right  to  the  English 
Government.  It  had  been  the  first  in  Europe  to  decree  the 
abolition  of  the  odious  traffic — the  first  to  proclaim  all  its 
infamy ;  and  whatever  may  since  have  been,  in  other  respccti^ 
the  conduct  of  that  Government^ — however  deep  the  regret 
which  every  Frenchman,  and  every  friend  of  liberty  and  tbe 
rights  of  nations,  must  experience  in  contemplating  tbe  pre- 
sent state  of  Europe^  and  the  bitter  fruits  of  the  policy  of 
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the  British  cabinet^—stiii  justice  must  be  rendered  whereit 
is  due ;  io  all  that  relates  to  the  fate  of  the  Negroes,  the 
exerlioas  of  the  Briliah  Cabioet  have  beea  aiacere  and  pei^* 
•cwriogi 

"  On  the  14th  of  Jaanaiy,  1814,  a  treaty  was  coneluded 
bctweca  EaglaiKi  and  Denmark,  by  virtue  of  which  the  sub- 
jects of  the  latter  kingdom  were  prohibited  firom  carrying  oi| 
the  Sbve  Trade. 

<'  On  the  15th  of  June,  in  the  same  year,  the  new  king 
of  the  Netherlands,  at  the  solicitation  of  Engbnd,  issued  a 
decree  imposing  a  similar  prohibition  on  bis  subjects. 

"  The  efforts  of  the  British  cabinet  were  not  so  successful 
with  regard  to  France,  Portugal,  and  Spain. 

''  France,  however,  engaged,  by  an  additional  article  of 
the  treaty  of  the  80th  of  May  1814,  to  abolish  the  SUive 
Trade  at  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  day  on  which 
the  treaty  should  be  ratified ;  and,  during  that  interval,  not 
to  permit  the  trafiic,  except  for  th^  purpose  of  recruiting  the 
Slave-population  of  the  French  colonies. 

**  Spain,  by  another  treaty,  signed  on  the  16th  of  July,  of 
the  same  year,  likewise  engaged  to  prohibit  all  trajGc  in 
Slaves,  which  should  not  have  for  its  objeet  the  supply  of 
her  own  colonies ;  and  moreover,  to  prohibit  the  trade  eur 
tirely  at  the  end  of  eight  yean. 

<^  Shortly  after,  on  the  8lfa  of  Febroary  1815,  the  sove- 
leigtts  assembled  at  the  congress  of  Vienna,  either  in  per* 
son  or  by  their  ambassadors,  subscribed  the  memorable 
declaration  to  which  I  have  already  several  times  had  occa* 
Bton  to  refer ;— -a  declaration  which  contains  an  unanimous, 
energetic,  and  solemn  protest  against  the  Slave  Trade,  under 
whatever  name  it  might  be  disguised,  or  within  whatever 
limits  it  might  be  restricted. 
**  This  declaration  has  not  remained  a  dead  letter. 
**  As  &r,  indeed,  as  concerns  Pnissiap  Austria,  and  Russia^ 
it  has  not,  and  could  not,  produce  any  practical  iDon8e?> 
quence,  since  the  two  first-mentioned  powers  have  no  navy, 
and  the  last  possesses  no  colony. 
'*  But  on  the  22d  of  January,  of  the  same  year,  Portugal 
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•igiied  a  new  treatjr,  by  which  she  eDgtged  no  kMfer  to 
permit  the  continuance  of  the  Slave  Tirade  to  the  north  of 
the.  Equator.  At  the  same  time,  her  ambassador  formally 
promised,  thai  even  to  the  south  of  the  Equator  it  should  be 
definitively  prohibited  in  the  space  of  eight  years. 

**  Meanwhile^  the  events  of  the  20th  of  March  spread  goik 
stemation  through  France*  and  alarm  through  Europe.  One 
of  the  first  acts  of  the  Government  of  the  Hundred  Days, 
whether  dictated  by  the  hope  of  thereby  disarming  England, 
and  conciliating  public  opinion  in  that  country,  or  by  any 
other  motive,  was  the  complete  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade. 
But  whatever  may  have  been  the  intention  of  that  Govern- 
ment, it  rendered  a  real  service  to  humanity ;  for,  from  tiiat 
period,  every  voyage  undertaken  for  the  purpoae  of  reaioving 
Negroea  from  Africa,  and  conveying  them  to  the  Antilles  or 
the  Isle  of  Bourbon,  became  absolutely  illegal.  In  facty  a 
letter  addraned  by  prince  Talleyrand,  the  king's  ninister 
for  foreign  aflhirs,  to  lord  Castlereagb,  on  the  dOtfa  of  July, 
1815,  informs  us,  that  one  of  the  first  meaamtai  of  Ids 
mqesty,  on  his  return  to  his  states,  was  to  give  osden  for 
the  Mifatenance  of  the  prohibition, — a  resolution  .whirik 
toon  modved  an  authentic  and  public  confirmation  by  the 
trea^  of  the  OOth  of  November,  1816. 

"  Lastly ;  By  a  treaty  concluded  with  Englaad,  on  the 
28d  of  September,  1817,  the  King  of  Spain  engaged,  first, 
to  effect  the  immediate  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade  on  the 
north  of  the  Equator,  and  then  its  definitive  and  total  aboli- 
tion firom  the  30th  of  May  1820. 

'*  From  this  exposition  it  results,  first.  That  the  Slave 
Trade  is  now  completely  prohibited  to  the  north  of  the 
Equator; — secondly.  That  to  the  south  of  the  Equator,  the 
Portuguese  are  permitted  to  continue  it,  ea  <;onditioa  of 
their  procuring  Negroes  only  in  their  own  Afirican  establiah- 
ments ;— thirdly.  That  this  last  remnant  of  a  traffic  oniver* 
sally  reprobated,  must  itself  disappear  in  the  course  of  the 
ensuing  year. 

'^  In  as  far  as  regards  France,  the  Slave  Trade,  which 
had,  in  point  of  fact,  been  suppressed  for  nearly  thirty 
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J9M%  by  Mte^irdBaiistfliices  of  tbe  war,  eboM  not  legally  be 
•earned  on,  iexcept-  during  an  inter^  of  ten  monCjis,  (rix. 
ifoai  the  Mtb  of  May  1614/  to  the  29th  of  March  IBU); 
and  from  this  latter  period,  every  voyage  undertaken  for 
Slaves  muxt  have  been !  contrary,  to  tbe  wishes  and  the 
:expres8  orders  of  th«  Government. 

^*  These  ten'moAths>  however,  were  not  neglected.  During 
that  brief  space,  the  traffic  was  renewed  with  unprecedented 
ardour  and  activity.  Among  others,  the  cities  of  Nantes, 
Havre,  and  Bordeaux,  were  remarkable  for  the  number  and 
extent  of  their  Slave-trading  adventures.  This  is  a  fact  be* 
jfond  all  donbt;  for  in  consequence  of  the  declaration  of 
war  occasioned  by  the  aggression  of  tlie  Hundred  Days,  some 
of  the  Slavfrrahipn  having  &llen  into  the  bands  of  the  English, 
became  the: subject  of  diplomatic  transactions,  and  have 
•inee  been  rMjored'  to  their  owners. 
.  *f  Frotk  the  80th  of  March,  18 15,  the  Slave  Trade,  as  I 
have  alr^dy  observed,  was  no  longer  permitted. by  law. 

*'  The  decree  of  the  39th  of  March  prohibited  it,  under 
|>ato  oitht  c6Bfis(cation  of  ship  and  cargo.  Some  doubts 
iiaviBg  arisen  respecting  the  validity  of  this  decree,  which 
W9B  Mined  darkig  the  Hundred  Days,  a  royal  ordonnanee  was 
alAiiiitated  for  it  on  the  0th  of  November,  1817:  this  ordon- 
MUM  inflicted  oQ'every  captain  of  a  Slave-ship  die  additional 
pnaiabment  oflnu  of  employment :  it  was  converted  into  a 
kw  on  the  16th  of  April,  1818 ;  but  the  provisions  remained 
unaltered.  These  two  last-mentioned  measures  constitute 
at  present  the  whole  of  our  legislation  on  thb  subject.  To 
shew  in  what  degree  they  are  efficacious  is  the.  object  to 
which  I  mean  now  to  direct  this  discussion. 
•  ^*  TlMre  are  two  modes  of  appreciating  the  soundness  and 
energy  of  repressive  laws:  one  is,  to  examine  in  point  of 
het  vrfaethef  the  acts  prohibited  by  such  laws  have  ceased 
aince  their  promulgation ;  or  whether,  on  the  contrary,  thev 
are  continued  and  renewed  in  spite  of  their  prohibitions:  the 
other  is  to  examine  whether,  in  point  of  principle,  their 
•anetions  are  sufficiently  powerful. 

^  I  shall  adopt  by  turns  each  of  these  methods. 
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<«  Between  the  aoth  of  Jtaly,  IBti,  aid  the  aMi  of  My, 
1821»  fix  yean  had  elapsed.  The  efeqts  which  have  oo- 
eorred  in  that  mterfal  I  will  relate  wiAout  disguise,  exagge- 
ntion,  or  eoooeabiieBt  The  authoritieB  on  which  I  sbail 
letty  the  aouoes  whence  I  shall  derive  the  facts,  are  of 
various  kinds.  Some  may  be  regarded  as  almost  official : 
odiers  present  bwer  elaims  to  confidence.  I  conodve  that 
those  which  may  be  considered  placed  beyond  the  reach 
of  all  serious  controversy  are,— 

*'  First,  The  Reports  made  to  the  French  government  by  its 
own  agents ; 

<*  Secondly,  The  judgments  pronounced  by  tribunals^ 
French  as  well  as  foreign : 

<<  Thirdly,  The  ReporU  made  to  the  different  European 
governments  by  the  governors  of  colonies,  commanders  of 
stations,  judges,  and  other  constituted  authorities,  whea 
such  reports,  official  in  themselves,  have  been  officially  pub- 
Ibhed,  and  when  the  reporter  states  facts  of  which  he  was 
an  eye-witness. 

«<  Doubtless,  were  we  constitnted  as  a  judtdal  tribunal,  and 
did  the  question  before  us  respect  the  condemnation  of  aii 
individua],  we  could  not  be  satisfied  with  such  proofs:  w« 
should  require  the  evidence  to  be  adduced  in  an  authentic 
and  regular  form ;  the  witnesses  to  be  confronted ;  their  de* 
positions  to  be  oral,  and  to  be  given  under  the  sanction  of 
an  oath.  But  in  the  present  case  it  is  necessary  to  call  to 
mind  the  obvious  distincuon  between  the  conviction  of  the 
man  and  of  the  judge ;  a  distinction  with  which  the  walhi 
of  thb  chamber  were  lately  made  to  resound.  Before  the 
judge  can  pronounce  his  decision,  before  he  can  inflict 
penalties,  he  must  not  merely  be  convinced,  but  he  must 
obtain  this  conviction  by  legal  means,  according  to  the 
rigorous  methods  which  the  laws  have  prescribed.  To  enable 
the  man  or  the  legislator  to  credit  the  existence  of  a  certain, 
number  of  facts,  it  is  sufficient  that  those  facts  should  be 
stated  in  precise  and  categorical  terms,  by  respectable  au-^' 
thorities  having  the  means  of  well  ascertaining  their  truth.  To. 
require  more  would  be  to  require  what  is  impossible.    To 
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iirgue  for  Ae  neieeilslty  of jadieial  proofii,  wo«M  be  t#  reowMl 
in  a  vicious  circle.  Those  who  affirm  that  the  Shne  Tmit 
is  cOntiiiiied  in  defiano^  of  the  laws,  affirm  at  the  same  time 
that  the  laws  are  insuffieient  lo  enforce  the  eondemnatioo  of 
eriminab.  They  cannot,  therefore,  be  oaHed  apos  to  ad^ 
^nce  soch  cbhdemnatioiis  in  proof  •eftiie  continaaiiee  <rfA€ 
traffic.  •  •  •. 

'  **^  Independently  of  the  authorities  I  'have  just  mentieinedi 
there  are  others  which  may  Aitnisfar  «s  with*  nsefiil  infermar 
tion.  ■     i 

*'  Thus,  for  eiampie,  the  Alifcan  Society  established  in 
London,  which  for  fifteen  years  has  devoted  its  attention  and 
labours  to  the  improfemetit  of  Afnca,  has  agents  and  cor* 
respondents  in  different  parts  whiere  the  traffic  is  carried  cm 
The  reports  of  these  agents  and  correspondents  may  indeed 
to  a  certain  degree  be  distmsted ;  they  may  be  suspected  of 
exaggeration  or  partiality ;  but,  nevertheless,  they  are  tfes* 
pectable  witnesses,  often  eye-witnesses,  and,  in  m  ptcniiiary 
point  of  view,  disinterested  witnesses.  It  is  ptopef ,  therefore, 
io  listen  to  them. 

"Several  Frenchfften,  who  hate  resided  in  differenl eap^* 
cities  in  ouif  cotonial  estabKshments,  have  submitted  to  tte 
pubGc  their  observations  on  the  sobyect  whichnow  oeeupica 
our  attention :  their  testimony  ni/nst  not  certainly  be  Tseeived 
without  due  canttoii ;  they  may  have  interests  or  passions  ti> 
gratify;  they  vMiy  be  offieinded  or  irritated ;  bat  it  is  still  po0^ 
sible  they  may  speak  the  truth,  and  it  is'  therefore  just  to 
listen  to  them  also. 

"  Moreover,  certain  recent  publications  contain  details  oa 
the  subject;  some  of  them  disclose  facts,  which  are  the 
more  valuable  since  their  authors  wrote  with  a  different 
object,  or  with  views  directiy  contrary  to  ours. 

^'  In  consulting  these  various  documents,  we  shall  be  care* 
ful  to  compare  them,  to  appreciate  their  accuracy,  and  <  to 
determine  the  degree  of  credit  that  may  be  due  to  them. 

'*  Let  us  trace  the  facts  from  year  to  year,  from  the  regu** 
lar  abolition  of  the  traffic,-  to  the  latest  accounts  we  have 
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received  from  the  remote  climes  which  ue  the  theatre  of  these 
deplorable  events. 

''  The  best  trathenticated  of  the  facts  nrhich  relate  to  the 
first  of  these  periods,  is  that  concemiog  the  ship  LomiM. 
This  vessel  had  been  fitted  out  at  Martioiqae,  whence  she 
uil^d  ott  the  3d  of  Jaanaryi  1816,  to  take  in  a  cargo  of 
Negroes  on  the  coast  of  Africa.  Being  met  on  this  voyage 
liy  the  £iiglish  ship,  the  Qiiee»  ChaarUtU^  she  was  captured, 
after  a  spirited  engagement,  near  Cape  Mesurado,  and  cac^ 
ried  into  Sierra  Leone.  In  that  port  a  trial  took  place,  and 
the  loitii^  was  condemned,  for  having  violated  the  laws  which 
prohibit  the  Slave  Trade  in  France.  On  an  appeal  \o  t^p 
High  Conrt  of  Admiralty  in  London,  the  judgment  was  re- 
versed, on  the  ground  of  its  t>eing.contrai7  to  the  principlesL 
of  the  law  of  nations  for  one  government  to  interfere  in  the 
taebution  of  the  hiws  of  another ;  and  the  ship  was  restored 
to  her  ownefli. 

*^  It  vronid  be  diffieak  to  call  in  question  a  fact  so  note* 
viom:  the  correspoiidieQta  of  the  African  Society  meotion 
many  othen,  which  I  pass  over,  because  t|iey  rest  on  their; 
aathority  alone.  But  they  produce  in  sujyport  of  their  alle- 
gations soAm  ningnlar  and  convincbg  documents,  which 
seem  to  predude  all  possibility  of  mistake :  among  them 
are  advertisements,  which,  if  we  may  give  credit  to  the  ac- 
comits,  were  at  this  period  posted  on  the  walls  in  the  prin- 
cipal cities  of  our  colonies,— advertisements  which  announcctl 
wkhoift  disguise  the  arrival  and  sale  of  Negroes  newly  land- 
ed. The  fottowiog  is  one  instance  among  otliers,  which 
seems  fully  to  justify  all  that  has  been  advanced  on  thb 
head. 

*'  *  On  Tuesday  next,  December  dd,  the  undersigoed  will 
put  up  for  sale  in  their  store  fifty  superb  Negroes,  of  the 
coast,  to  the  purchasers  of  which  they  will  afford  all  the  fa- 
cilities that  can  be  wished.

"  Tfw  other  names  are  torn  off. 
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^*  Our  establishmenu'on  the  coast  of  Africa  were  sarren-^ 
tiered  to  the  French  govemment  on  the  26th  of  January^ 

1817.  This  moment  was  impatiently  looked  for  by  the 
inhabitants.  It  would  appear,  however,  that  they  did  not 
wait  its  arrival  to  rteommence  the  traffic  in  Slaves.  It  seems 
that  an  adventure  was  undertaken  previous  to  the  evacuatioli 
of  Goree  by  the  English,  and  that  the  persons  engaged  in 
the  speculation  were  obliged  to  wait  on  the  continent  until 
they  could  re-appear  without  incurring  the  severe  punish* 
menls  which  the  English  law  inflicts  on  such  criminal  enter- 
prises. 

<'  From  the  25th  of  January,  1BI7,  to  the  8th  of  Novem- 
ber of  the  same  year,  the  correspondents  of  the  African  So- 
ciety mention  several  adventures  of  this  kind :  they  acquaint 
us  with  the  names  of  the  ships,  the  places  of  their  destination^ 
and  the  periods  of  their  departure :  they  point  out  a  Spanish 
vessel,  which  sailed  from  Goree  on  the  dd  of  March  with  & 
cargo  of  150  Negroes :  they  specify  also  the  £U8a  of  Bor^ 
deaux,  the  AitrSe  of  Nantes,  aud  the  Sylphe  of  Nantes ;  and 
they  add,  that  Qn  the  8th  of  November,  1817,  the  EhfiSe  ot 
Bordeaux,  and  the  Z6phir  of  Martinique,  were  lying  in  the 
road  with  a  cargo  of  Slaves  on  board. 

**  These  facts,  gentlemen,  ate  incontrovertible,  for  they 
were  communicated  to  our  govemment  through  the  medium 
of  the  English  Ambassador:  their  perfect  correctness  has 
been  acknowledged  by  my  honourable  friend,  who  was  then 
Minister  of  the  Marine.  His  decbrations  are  contained  in 
a  dispatch  of  the  JE^glish  Ambassador,  dated  January  18th, 

1818,  which  was  officially  communicated  to  the  Britbh 
Parliament.  The  following  are  the  terms  of  this  dispatch : — 

f*  *  Two  days  after  this  conversation,  M.  Mol6,  the  Mini- 
ster of  the  Marine,  infonned  me,  that  the  French  govemment 
having  instituted  inquiries  respecting  the  facts  which  are 
stated  in  the  Memorial  I  lately  delivered  to  Mons.  da 
Richelieu,  he  had  the  mortification  to  find  the  tesult  of  the 
information  he  had  obtained  proved  your  lordship's  intelli- 
gence to  be  correct,  and  left  no  doabt  that  repeated  viola- 
tions of  the  royal  ordonnance  on  the  part  of  the  French 

2H 
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aulhoriticjk  on  the  coast  of  Africa  had  defeated  the  plaia  of 
governnieot  for  the  civilization  of  the  natives.' 

**  These  admissions  are  in  many  respects  important:  th^ 
shew  that  the  traffic  was  lai^ely  carried  on  in  the  course  of 
the  year  1817;  and  Uiey  prove  that  the  information  fiir-^ 
nisbed  hy  the  correspondents  of  the  African  Society  is  in 
general  well  founded  and  worthy  of  credit. 

**  We  learn  from  the  same  source,  that  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  1818,  the  2^phyr.oi  Martiniquic,  th^  Eh^M^  of 
Bordeaux,  the  Eliza  of  Senegal,  another  Eliaa  of  Bor^ 
deaux,  which  had  made  a  similar  voyage  in  18t7,  and 
the  Marie  of  Marseilles,  had  sailed  with  cargoes  of  Ne- 
groes. 

"  The  same'  correspondents  affirm,  t)iat  on  the  18tfi  of 
March,  1818,  the  Sylphe  of  Nantes,  which  had  already  been 
engaged  in  the  trade  in  1817  ;  la  Eeine  Carolme  of  Nante«^ 
the  EUs^  of  Bordeaux,  also  on  her  second  voyage;  the 
Zephyr  of  Nantes,  and  the  PostiUon^  were  lying  in  the  river 
of  Senegal  taking  in  Slaves. 

"  These  facts,  like  the  former,  are  beyond  the  possibility  ofi 
doubt :  their  truth  is  even  guaranteed  by  Che  French  go- 
vernment itself.  In  the  month  of  September,  1819,  the. 
Baron  Mackau  was  sent  from  Paris  to  Senegal,  to  in- 
quire into  the  truth  of  the  assertions  contained  in  the  com- 
munications of  the  EnglishMini  stry.  The  Baron  left  Senegal 
to  return  to  France  on  the  3d  of  January,  1820.  The  fol« 
lowing  stateme;nt  occurs  in  his  Report  to  the  Minister  of  the 
Marine,  and  is  given  in  a  note  of  the  French  Ambassador, 
which  was  last  year  communicated  to  the  English  Parlia- 
ment : — '  The  Baron  de  Mackaw  penetrated  to  the  source. 
uf  each  fact ;  and  he  discovered  that  the  greater  part  of 
those  reported  in  a  printed  statement,  published  m  England^ 
and  entitled,  ExposUioti  of  Facti  rekUioe  to  the  Slaioe  Trade 
in  the  Vicinity  of  Senegal,  were  true.  Thus  it  is  demon- 
strated that  the  vessels  the  Queem  Carolme,  the  EHza,  the 
Aitrea,  the  t^lph,  the  Zephir,  another  vessel  named  the 
Eliza,  and  the  Maria,  carried  off  Slaves,  at  Senegal,  firom. 
the  25th  of  January,  1817,  to  the  15th  of  July,  1818;  that 
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4t  Goree  particularly,  this  conmierc^  wad  carried  on  whh 
Remarkable  ard6tir  and  publicity,  &c.* 

"  Tijtis  iheii,  even  by  thb  pablic  afovral  of  the  Fre(i<^ 
gbvemment,  we  are  certain  tbat  up  to  the  15th  of  July  IBIS, 
the  traffic  was  cairried  on  with  ardour  and  pubHdty. 

'*  About  this  p)eHod,  the  ship  the  PostiUon,  which  was 
found  ilvith  a  fcargo  of  Negroes  on  boards  was  detained  by 
the  French  authorities,  and  has  since  been  condemned. 

**  It  would  appear  that  this  first  example  of  severity  pro- 
duced sdme  effect,  fdr  we  hear  of  no  further  adventures  df 
the  same  kind  during  the  five  liist  months  of  1818. 

'*  We  howeter  find,  from  the  note  transmitted  by  the 
French  Ambassador  to  Lord  Castlereagh  on  the  12th  of  Feb. 
1821,  that  the  ship  the  Sylplie,  of  Nantes,  was  proceeded 
agahist  oil  the  20lh  bf  August,  1818,  at  Guadaloupe,  on  a 
charge  of  importing  Slaves  ;  and  that  she  was  acquitted  in 
the  Courtsri4>oth  of  First  Instance  and  a^so  of  Appeal. 

**  I  will  not  hdzard  any  reflection  on  this  judgment :  I  will 
inerely  obserte,  that  this  same  ship  had  previously  made 
two  voyages  for  the  sole  object  of  cdnve^iiig  Negfoes  to  the 
eoloniea,*— ft  fact  #hich  is  established  by  the  declarations  of 
tM  Minbter  of  the  M^Hne,  aiid  df  M  Hnton  Mackau. 

**  Towards  the  tl6ied(  1818,  the  Sylphe^  which  had  so^ 
lately  been  acquitted,  dg&ini  sailed  for  the  coast  of  Africa ; 
arid  at  the  riv^  Bonny,  took  in  a  cargo  of  three  hundred  and 
eighty  Slav^jj  foi*  Guadaloupe.  Abotft  7  deg.  15  min.  north 
latitude,  she  was  captuted  by  the  English  ship  the  Redwing, 
atfd  coiidiicted  to  Sierre  Leone,  where  she  was  condemned 
Ota  the  imh  of  F^btuary,  1819. 

"  This  feet  is  s^lf-proved  ;  for  the  capture,  being  contrary 
to  the  laW  6f  natioofs;  becamie,  on  the  part  of  the  English 
gbvemmeiit;  ttr^  suliject  of  a  formal  reparation,  made  in  the 
name  of  thait  government  by  its  ambassador,  on  the  15th 
of  October,  1819. 

**  Th^  nature  of  the  csSigo  is  ptoved  by  the  sentence  of  the 
Vi6e-XdAiira(hy  Court  of  Sier#a-Lcone.  The  proceed  inga, 
in6ftover,  s^ed  to  shenir  the  nature  of  the  voyage  for  virhieb 
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.  the  d^ifpiU  bad  recently  been  acquitted,  and  to  bring  taligM 
acMie  curioue  details  coaceniiag  the  neaas  emplojed  fSor 
kading  the  Negroes  at  Guadaloupe.  '  The  S^^  had»  ia 
this  voyage»  leaded  the  Negroes  at  a  little  village  caUed  Sl« 
Thomas,  haTing  a  sandy  bay,  situated  to  the  leewanl  o€ 
Poiate-ii-Pitre.  Her  owner,  or  the  person  to  whom  the>^^aga 
was  consigned,  being  informed  of  tiie  place  of  debarkatioa,^ 
immediately  proceeded  thither,  in  order  to  take  charge  q€ 
the  Slaves,  and  to  lodge  them  properly,  until  the  sal^  should 
take  place.  The  vessel  then  appeared  at  Poiatefi-Pit4, 
where  she  was  announced  as  having  arrived  from  the  coasi 
of  Africa,  and  there  landed  a  small  quantity  of  ivoiy  ami 
other  African  productions  which  she  had  on  hoard/ 

"  The  horrible  history  of  the  ship  the  Rodemtt  is  referable 
to  neariy  the  same  period.  You  know  by  what  a  con^ 
bination  of  singular  circumstances  this  history  came  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  public, 

**  Three  learned  and  respectable  individuals,  Dn  GuUli£« 
Director-General  and  Chief  Physiciaa  of  the  Institution  des 
Jeunes  Aveugles,  in  Paris,  Dr.  Dupuytren,  and  Dr.  Parisel^ 
published  the  story  in  a  w<Mrk  entitled,  BibiioikSg^  Ophiair 
9Mhgiqu€,  cmReemeild^ObtervaiumM  mr  lei  MakuHei  desYew^ 
finiet  6  la  CUrnqme  detAtHiuiian  rm^duJemtea  Aveugleu 
The  object  of  this  publication  is  purely  scientific :  the  cir- 
cumstances relative  to  the  present  subject  were  inserted  onlj 
to  illustrate  certain  medical  observations;  and  so  foreign 
was  the  intentions  pf  the  conductors  from  any  politica 
view,  that  having  found  that  the  first  edition  made  mention 
of  an  atrocious  fact,  which  had  no  connexion  with  th^ 
advancement  of  science,  they  immediately  stopped  the  sale 
of  the  edition,  and  substituted  a  second,  in  which  thiU  £scl 
was  suppressed.  I  have  in  my  hand  the  first  as  well  as  I  he 
second  editioii.  (  quote  the  following  statement  literally 
Orom  the  former : — 

^'  *  The  vessel,  the  Rodeur,  Captain  B ,  of  200  tons 

burden,  sailed  from  Havre  on  the  il4t&  of  January,  1819,  fot 
tht  9P9^t  of  Africa,  where  she  arrived  on  the  XiMn  of  M«rcl\ 
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firilowiog,  tad  anchored  before  BonDy,  in  tlic  river  Cnkbav, 
tortkepwrpoteofcarrymgomiheSkn^Trade'^.  The  ccew, 
cooBistiRg  of  tweoty-two  individnab,  continoed  parfccUy 
bealtby  during  the  voyage  and  their  stay  at  Bonny,  whidi 
lasted  till  the  6th  of  April.  No  trace  of  ophthalmia  had 
been  obserred  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  coast;  and  it 
was  not  until  a  fortnight  after  setting  sail,  on  their  retnni 
home,  and  when  the  vessel  had  nearly  reached  the  Eqnator» 
that  they  felt  the  first  approaches  of  that  dreadful  malady. 

**  *  Itwas  observed  that  the  Negroes,  who,  to  the  number 
of  one  hundred  and  sixty,  were  crowded  in  the  hold  and 
between  the  decks,  had  contracted  a  considerable  redness 
about  their  eyes,  which  wa»  commtmieated  with  singuiar 
fnpiditgjrom  one  to  amother.  Little  attention  was,  however^ 
in  the  outset,  paid  to  this  disease,  which  was  supposed  to  be 
occasioned  by  the  want  of  fresh  air  in  the  hold,  and  by  the 
scarcity  of  water,  which  even  then  began  to  be  felt.  Their 
allovrance  was  at  that  time  reduced  to  eight  ounces ; 
and  sobsequently  they  received  only  half  a  glass  of  water 
^ach  day, 

***  In  pursuance  of  the  advice  of  M.  Maignan,  the 
.sorgeon  of  the  ship,  the  Negroes,  who  had  till  then  been 
confined  in  the  hold,  were  successively  brought  upon  deck, 
in  order  that  they  m^^bt  breathy  a  fresher  air ;  but  it  became 
necessary  to  abandon  this  salutary  measure, — for  many  of  the 
Negroes  being  affected  with  nostalgia  (the  desire  of  return- 
ing to  their  native  country),  leaped  into  the  sea,  embracing 
each  other.  The  ditetiue,  which  spread  with  frighijul  rapif 
dity  among  the  Africans,  soon  becante  contagims,  and  excited 
apprehensions  for  the  safety  of  the  crew.  The  danger  and, 
probably,  the  cause  of  the  infection  were  increased  by  a 
violent  dysentery,  attributed  to  the  use  of  rain  water.  The 
first  of  the  crew  who  was  seized  with  the  disorder  was  a 
sailor,  who  slept  under  the  deck,  near  the  grated  hatch 

^  Tlie  passages  marked  in  italics  are  those  which  were  eitlie( 
altered  or  tuppre^eed  iq  the  secoqd  editioii. 
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IfMteb  coaniiiiiUimtied  with  the  hold.  Next  day,  an  ap(im- 
tiee  wts  attacked :  ai  #ere  also,  ia  the  course  of  the  thirth 
Mknking  days,  the  c^i^tain  aod  nearly  the  whole  of  tKb 
crew* 

*<  *  Thi^  diMm!^  hiereatwd  daily,  as  well  ab  the  aumb^  bf 
Ihdse  who  became  blind ;  so  that  the  ct«Wi  in  addifioD  to 
thdr  fears  of  a  mminy  Among  the  Negroes,  were  in  dr6ad  of 
Mt  being  able  to  navigate  the  veibsel  to  the  AaiiUes,  If  th4» 
oidy  ■flUor  who  had  escaped  the  infeetion,  and  in  whom 
Were  centered  all  thei^  bopeSi  like  his  companions,  should 
toae  his  sight. 

**  *  Such  an  occurrence  actually  took  place  on  board  the 
Zeon,  a  Spanish  ship,  which  fell  in  with  the  Rodeur;  everjr 
one  of  whose  crew  were  compelled  ftoit  blindness  to  abM- 
d6n  the  navigation  of  tiie  vessel,  and  throw  themselves  apoii 
the  compassion  of  the  almost  equally  uofortanate  Rodeur. 
But  the  crew  of  the  latter,  on  account  of  their  cargo  of 
Slaves,  could  neither  forsake  their  own  ship  to  go  on  board 
the  Spaniard,  nor  could  they  receive  the  crew  of  diat  vesse!, 
their  own  affording  scarcely  accommodation  sufficient  foft 
themselves. 

''  *  On  the  21st  of  June,  1819,  they  arrived  at  Guade- 
loupe, in  the  most  deplorable  condition.  Of  the  Negroes 
thtrty-nine  had  become  totally  blind,  and  voere  thrown  ini» 
th^  sea:  twelve  had  lost  one  eye,  and  fourteen  were  more  or 
less  afflicted  with  spots  upon  the  cornea.' 

**  I  shall  abstain  from  all  comment  on   this  dreadffal 
narrative.     Btit,  I  ask,  can  we  reasonably  doubt  fticts  thus 
disclosed  by  ikleii  worthy  of  credit,  strangers  to  aH  pohtieal 
controversy,  relating  what  was  stated  to  them  by  the  acit/ts 
in  this  horrible  drama  1    And  what  are  we  to  think  of  a 
state  of  things  in  which  such  disclosures  can  be  openly 
made,  without  seeming  to  excite  astonishment,  and  without 
rousing  public  indignation  to  visit  the  offenders  with  signal 
vengeance  ?    I  must  add,  that  these  circumstances  having 
last  year  been  made  a  subject  of  animadversion  in  the 
chamber  of  deputies.   Dr.  Guillt^  inserted  in  the  public 
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jpi^rw^  9  kttei^  ift  which  be  dedaved'  the  puritjr  of  bis 
11^1914109/1  and  hi^.  defotedness  fa  the  royal  family,  but 
mriU^ut  invalidating  in  the  slightest  degree  any  of  the  fiiots 
ata^  in  the  BibUoth^que  Ophtalmologique. 

**  About  the  month  of  August,  1819,  the  ship  fo  ScbolaS' 
iiquCf  of  Marseilles,  sailed  from  Senegal  for  Guadaloape, 
with  twenty-five  Negroes  on  board.  The  circumstance* 
'  was  communicated  to  the  procureur  da  roi.  The  ship  was 
tried,  and  coademned  by  default  on  the  8th  of  September^ 
1819.  She,  nevertheless,  landed  her  cargo  at  Martinique : 
but  having  returned  to  Senegal,  the  judgment  by  default 
was  converted  into  a  definitive  judgment.  This  occurrence 
i$  proved  by  the  Report  of  the  Baron  Mackau. 

**  Independently  of  these  three  facts,  which  are  beyond 
aU  denial,  many  others  are  mentioned  in  the  correspondence 
of  the  African  Society  of  London  ;  viz. — 
'  "  A  ship,  the  name  of  which  is  unknowo,  took  on  boaid, 
00  the  29th  of  February,  1819,  130  Negroes,  saved  from 
the  con68cated  cargo  of  the  PosHUon,  The  Sieur  Morenas, 
in  his  Petition,  while  he  confirms  this  fact,  also  communi- 
cates the  name  of  the  seller  (M.  B.  Valentin)* 

''  LAugtute,  of  Havre,  sailed  from  St.  Louis,  Senegal,  at 
the  beginning  of  May,  the  same  year,  with  twelve  Slave* 
on  board. 

*^  Le  Narcme^  of  Havre,  sailed  towards  the  end  of  the 
same  month,  having  on  board  185  Slaves,  taken  from  the 
Portuguese  factory  of  Cacheo. 

''  Xes  Deux  Sceursi  of  Havre,  stopped  at  St.  Louis  to  take 
in  a  cargo  of  Slaves  for  the  West  Indies. 

M.  There  were  several  other  ships  of  Havre  and  Bor- 
deaux, whose  names  were  unknown.  Among  them  L'Afiri- 
ctaiu,  (formerly  la  Marie'Paul,  of  St.  Malo,)  took  in  a  cargd 
of  100  Negroes  at  Goree  and  Senegal. 
<  **  With  regard  to  the  first  and  last  of  these  two  vesseb, 
the  assertions  of  the  correspondents  of  the  African  Society 
are  confimod  by  the  testimony  of  the  Baron  Mackau,  who 
states,  that  these  two  vessels  were,  on  the  part  of  the  French

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aothorities»  the  object  of  vigilftnt  but  fruitless  legal  plirslill^t 
Widi  respeot  to  the  other  shlps^  the  French  goveniBMSilt 
declares,  that  iDqoiries  have  taken  place  without  producingf 
any  result ;  but  it  must  be  confessed,  that  the  correctness  of 
the  information  hitherto  furnished  by  the  African  Society,  m 
calculated  to  excite  a  prepossession  in  favour  of  the  veracilj 
of  its  correspondents. 

**  The  year  1820  witnessed  the  renewal,  with  unabalad 
pcnfeverance,  of  these  scenes  of  desolation  and  misery.        ^  • 

*'  About  the  commencement  of  that  year,  the  ships  ii 
jHane,  Is  Caikarme,  and  la  Jeume  Etielle;  were  visited  ami 
captured  by  the  English. 

**  The  facts  relative  to  these  three  ships»  are  extracted 
from  the  Reports  addressed  to  the  English  Admiralty  by 
Commodore  Sir  George  Collier,  and  which  were  laid  be£M« 
Parliament. 

*'  The  schooner  la  Marie  had  L06  Negroes  on  board  when 
she  was  captured,  on  the  20th  of  January,  1820.  She  was 
carried  into  Sierra  Leone, ^where  the  Negroes  were  landed) 
and  the  vessel  was  afterwards  sent  to  Senegal.  The  EngUali 
government  has  made  reparation  to  France  for  this  acl;^ 
which  was  a  violation  of  the  law  of  nations.  I  consider  il 
here  Only  as  it  regards  the  fact  of  the  continuance  of  th€ 
trade ;  and  so  far  was  this  fact  from  being  denied,  that  the 
following  was  the  statement  of  the  captain  of  the  schooner 
la  Marie,  beft>re  the  authorities  of  Sierra  Leone. — 

"*  Protest  of  the  Captain  of  the  Marie. 

March  lith,  1820. 

** '  I,  Auguste  Lepelletier,  second  captain  of  the  French 
schooner  la  Marie,  commanded  by  M.  V.  Guyot,  and  fitted 
out  at  St.  Pierre,  Martinique,  on  the  1st  of  July  1810,  for  a 
voyage  to  the  coast  of  Africa ; — 

"  *  Considering  that  the  said  schooner  having  been  detain- 
ed, with  106  Slaves,  in  the  roads  of  Gallioas,  on  the  21st 

*  See  the  Report  made  by  M.  Courvoisier  to  the  Chamber  of  ]>e- 
pntiesy  on  the  i^th  of  Jane,  1820. 
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of  Iflnoary  lB2e,  liy  tlie  sloop  Morguma,  Captam  Sandi- 
iaad,  aad  afterwards  condoeted  by  the  schooner  Mynn»- 
doB  to  Sierra  Leone,  where  oar  106  Slates  were  pat  on 
shore  orithout  order  or  judgment  pronoanced ;  and  that 
afterwards  Captain  Guyot,  havmg  taken  every  step  which  he 
tcoBceived  "necessary,  without  being  able  to  obtain  from  the 
president,  or  any  person  representing  him,  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  what  was  to  be  done  with  the  ship,  or  of  even  pro- 
curing the  documents  necessary  for  settling  with  the  owners^ 
fell  ill  and  died  of  grief  in  the  course  of  a  few  days ;  and 
that  I,  the  second  captain,  having  wished  to  continue  the 
application  of  the  captain,  but  having  obtained  only  vague 
replies  concerning  the  fate  of  the  schooner,  which  was  daily 
decaying,  being  even  unfit  to  put  to  sea,  destitute  of  provi- 
sions, wood,  &c.  I  have  thought  fit,  by  a  formal  act,  to  pro- 
test against  the  detention  of  the  ship,  the  right  of  visiting 
having  been  refused  to  the  English  at  the  Congress  of  Aiz- 
larChapelle,  in  November,  1818;  against  the  landing  of  the 
Slaves;  and  finally,  against Hhe  delay  and  total  loss  of  the' 
adventure ;  by  making  a  general  surrender,  and  declaring  that 
I  will  prosecute  Captain  Sandiland,  or  cause  him  to  be  pro- 
•eeuted,  for  the  detention  of  my  vessel, — and  the  Grovemor  of 
Sierra  Leone,  for  having  caused  the  detained  Slaves  to  be 
landed,  and  occasioning  the  total  loss  of  the  adventure, 
while  the  ship  is  thrown  on  my  hands. 

**  *  Done  in  duplicate,  at  Sierra  Leone,  on  the  day,  month, 
and  year  above  named.*

The  ship  la  Catherine,  which,  like  la  Maries  was  de- 
tained on  suspicion  of  having  committed  an  act  of  piracy, 
which  deprived  her  of  the  protection  of  the  law  of  nations, 
was  likewise  conducted  to  Sierra  Leone.  She  was  there 
condemned,  and  the  Negroes  she  had  on  board  were  landed 
and  set  at  liberty.  La  Catherine  was  afterwards  conducted 
to  Senegal,  under  the  escort  of  the  Myrmidon. 

'*  With  regard  to  la  Jeune  Ettelle,  the  folk>wing  ure  the 
particulars  which  were  published  in  an  abstract  of  the  papers 
laid  on  the  table  of  the  British  House  of  Commons.-r-

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*"  Od  the  4Ui  of  Miurch  1820,  afiter  a  long:  chfM*,'» 
TeMel  was  boaixled  by  the  boats  of  bis  Majesty's  .ship 
Tartar^  commaDded  by  Sir  George  Collier,  Bart,  wbidi 
proved  to  be  2a  Jeiune  Esteiie,  of  Martiuique,  Olympe  SMi*- 
gaines  master.  Od  beiog  boajrded.  Sanguines  declared  ibat 
he  had  been  pbmdered  of  his  Slaves,  and  that  none  remaiaed 
on  board.  The  agitation  and  alarm  which  marked  caclp 
countenance  on  board  his  vessel,  excited  suspicion,  and  led 
to  the  examination  of  her  hold.  During  this  examiuation,  a 
sailor  who  struck  a  cask  which  was  tightly  closed  up,  beard 
a  feint  voice  issue  from  it,  as  of  a  creature  expiring.  Tbe 
cask  was  immediately  opened,  when  two  Slave-girls,  of  about 
twelve  or  fourteen  years  of  age,  in  the  last  stage  of  suffoca-* 
Uon,  were  found  packed  in  it ;  and,  by  tliis  fortunate  iater- 
position  were  rescued  from  a  miserable  death. 

**  *  These  girls,  when  brought  to  the  deck  of  the  Tartar, 
were  recognixed  by  a  person  on  board,  who  had  been  takea 
prisoner  in  another  Slave-ship,  as  having  been  the  property 
of  Captain  Richards,  of  the  schooner  Swift,  of  New- York  ; 
and  an  Investigation  having  taken  place,  it  appeared  thai 
this  American  contrabandist.  Captain  Richards,  bad  died  at 
a  place  on  the  coast  called  Trade  Town,  leaving  behind  him 
fourteen  Slaves,  of  whom  these  two  girls  formed  a  part ;  and 
that  after  his  death.  Sanguines  had  landed  his  crew,  armed 
with  swords  and  pistob,  and  carried  ofif  these  fourteen 
Slaves  on  board  the  Jeune  Estelle.  Sir  George  Collier,  con- 
ceiving that  the  other  twelve  Slaves,  who  had  been  procured 
by  this  piratical  act,  might  still  be  secreted  in  that  vessel, 
ordered  a  fresh  search.  The  result  was,  that  another 
Negro,  a  man — not,  however,  one  of  the  twelve, — was  rescued* 
from  death.  A  platform  of  loose  boards  had  been  raised  on 
the  ^^titcr-casks  of  the  vessel,  so  as  to  form  an  etUrepcmi  (a 
between -decks)  of  twenty-three  inches  in  height.  This  was 
the  space  allotted  for  the  accommodation  of  the  unfortunate 
cargo  of  human  beings,  the  victims  of  his  avarice,  whom  M. 
Sanguines  intended  to  procure  and  carry  from  the  coast. 
Beneath  this  platform,  one  of  the  boards  resting  on  hia 
body,  januned  between  the  crevice  of  tnro  water-casks,  wais

not  feel  himself  authorized  to  do  so.  Had  the  vessel  b6^' 
Mplible  of  beating  ap  to  Senegal,  He  would  have  serit  her 
thither  fot  adfodleatioii  to  M.  Schmaltz :  but  she  was  not 

'' '  But  what  did  it  appear  had  b^c<yme  of  the  othitf 
twehe  Slaves  taken  by  force  from  Trade  town  ?  On  tbW 
point'  no  distinct  information  could'  be  Obtained  beyond  the 
assertion  of  M.  Sanguines,  in  which  he  strenuously  persisted'; 
that  he  had  been  plundered  of  them  by  a  Spanish  pirate. 
Bdt  it  was  noW  recollected,  with  feelings  of  horror,  by  the 
officers  and  crew  of  the  Tartar,  that  when  they  first  began 
the  cfaacd  of  the  Jeune  Estelle,  tbev  had  seen  several  caska 
floating  ptet  them,  in  whieh  th«fy  noW  suspected  that  these 
vhetched  b^ingi^  rtflgbt  fnuve  b^^n  inclosed,  having  bedii 
thrown  oVer-board  by  Sanguine,  to  ddde  the  detection  of 
his  piratical  proceedings.  It  Was  n6W  impossible,  however, 
to  ascertain  the  fadt,  as  the  chace  had  led  them  many  leagues 
to  leeward ;  and  even  after  they  had  consumed  the  tiihfe 
which  would  have  been  necesasE^y,  by  beating  to  windward  to 
reach  the  ptatewbere  the  chace  had  commenced,  there  were 
imanry  chances  against  their  again  seeirig  the  casks  whidh 
^ey  had  seen  before,  and  no  chance  whatever  that  any  of 
the  Slaves  inclosed  in  them,  if  they  were  so  inclosed,  would 
be  found  still  alive.  Supposing  the  fact  to  have  been,  that 
the  twelve  Slaves,  of  whom  no  satisfactory  account  could  be 
obtained,  had  beeri  thrown  into  the  sea,  it  is  obvious  that  it 
became  necessary'  to  put  them  into  casks ;  fbr  otherwise, 
their  exposed  bodies  floating  by  would  have  been  very  likeljr 
to  have  m^'tiie  view  of  some  one  on  board  the  British  frigate, 
and  tor  have  disclosed  the  horrid  catastrophe.  The  easfcli 
were  affirmed  to  have  been  water- casks,  thrown  hastily  ovl^ 
Miard  td  lighteri  the  vessel. 

"'II  di%ht  aolf  to  b^  oiiiitled,  that  M.  Satitirftitt-  Utt 
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tlucateBed  Sir  Geoige  Collier  with  a  fiofectttiott  for  hanif 
daied  to  viiit  hit  ship,  sailing  ander  a  French  flag:  and. 
when  upbraided  by  that  officer  with  his  Yiolation  of  the  lawia 
<^f  his  coantry,  he  replied,  that  if  he  was  wrong  in  what  he 
was  doing,  he  knew  of  upwards  of/orfy  captains  of  vessokp 
under  the  French  flag,  who  were  in  precisely  the  same  piedi- 
canent/ 

V  On  the  4th  of  October,  m  the  same  year,  the  ship  U 
Louise,,  from  Senegal  to  Ouadaloupe,  consigned  to  MM. 
Delisleand  Ranc£,  entered  by  mistake  into  the  port  of  An- 
tigua, where  she  was  seised  for  attempting  to  introduce 
Negroes  into  that  English  colony.  8he  was  there  tried  and 
condenmed,  and  the  Negroes  she  had  on  board  were  set  at 
liberty.  Consequently  this  fact,  which  is  stated  in  the  Fif- 
teenth Report  of  the  African  Society,  also  rests  on  the 
authority  of  a  legal  decision. 

**  I  pass  oyer  all  those  facts  which  are  attested  only  by 
individuals  without  public  character,  or  those  which,  though 
mentioned  by  the  admirals  or  conunanders  on  English  cruiip 
iag  stations,  are  not  completely  authenticated  by  them* 

"  We  possess  but  little  information  concerning  the  events 
of  the  last  year ;  but  that  which  we  do  possess  is  precise 
and  deserving  attention. 

*'  The  French  ship  le  Dauphin,  Captain  Saint-Macary,  at 
the  commencement  of  last  year,  sailed  from  Bonny  for  the 
West  Indies  with  a  cargo  of  Negroes.  The  Sierra  Leone 
Gazette,  which  states  the  fact  on  the  authority  of  eyer 
witnesses,  at  tiie  same  time  publishes  a  curious  document, 
well  calculated  to  prove  the  authenticity  of  the  statement. 
It  is  a  list  of  the  duties  paid  by  the  ship  to  the  king  of  the 
country,  together  with  a  list  of  the  different  articles  which 
the  captain  of  the  Dauphin  had  given  in  barter  for  each 
Negro. 

*'  The  following  particulars  were  deposed  publicly,  and  on 
oath,  in  the  course  of  July  1821,  before  the  Magistrates  of 
Siierra  Leone. 

"  The  Spanish  ship  la  CJarlotap  sailed  from  the  Havannah 
for  tiie  coast  of  Africa  in  the  course  of  the  year  1820.    She 
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«med  at  the.  GaUinaB,  where:  she  reaained  for  a  mepitb, 
when  4be  was  captured  ky  the  Eoglish  Coimnodorey  Sir 
George  CoUkr,  who»  however,  soon,  released  her.  The^ 
crew,  on  their  return  to  the  Gallinas,  did  not  find  their 
captain,  whom  they  had  left  behind  them  at  that  place :  he 
had  sailed,  in  the  mean  time,  on  board  a  French  Slave-ship, 
with  a  complete  cargo  of  Negroes.  In  this  perplexity,  the 
lieutenant  of  the  ship,  who  is  one  of  the  deponents,  was 
about  to  depart,  without  a  cargo,  for  the  Havannah,  when 
his  vessel  was  freighted  for  Guadaloupe,  by  Antoine  Fera, 
the  commander  of  another  French  Slave-ship.  They  took  in 
a  cargo  of  116  Negroes.  After  having  been  at  sea  for  nine- 
teen days,  the  ship  was  lost  near  Cape  Mount,  and  the  crew 
saved  themselves  in  a  boat. 

'*  About  the  beginning  of  this  year,  la  Phflii  was  seised 
at  Cayenne,  by  order  of  the  Governor  of  the  colony ;  and 
her  commander  was  accused  of  having  introduced  101  Ne* 
groes  into  French  Guiana.  Fifteen  Negroes  were  seised  at 
the  same  time,  as  forming  part  of  the  cargo.  It  was  proved 
before  the  tribunals  of  the  country,  that  the  ship  had  really 
carried  off  101  Negroes  from  the  coast  of  Africa;  but  it 
was  not  proved  that  the  fifteen  Negroes  jseised  formed  part 
of  the  cargo.  On  this  account,  though  the  ship  was  confis- 
cated, the  Negroes  were  released.  An  appeal  was  made  on 
an  incidental  point ;  and  the  affair  was  brought  before  the. 
Supreme  Court,  which  annulled  the  sentence,  and  referred 
the  parties  to  the  Royal  Court  of  Bordeaux. 

''  The  last  foct  which  1  have  to.  state  to  you  occurred  in 
another  part  of  the  world,  and  affords  a  curious  example  of 
the  impunity  with  which  the  Slave  Trade  may  be  carried  on 
in  these  distant  regions. 

**  The  ship  le  Sucdt,  belonging  to  Sieur  ,  a  mer- 

chant of  Nantes,  sailed  from  France  tor  the  Isle  of  Bonrbon, 
in  February  1820.  She  arrived  at  the  Isle  of  Bourbon,  and 
thence  sailed  for  the  coast  of  Mozambique,  in  June  of  the 
same  year.  On  her  return  from  the  Isle  of  Bourbon,  in  the 
SMMHh  of  October  she  became  the  subject  of  legal  pro* 
sectttion,  for  having  introduced  Negroes  into  the .  ccloiiy. 
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Htffiiif  bees  aequitted  firit»  in  the  come  of  Noremlkr,  MA 
Merwaitb  by  tiie  Cooncfi  of  K^yisiod  ift  December,  sbesaiMt^ 
dgkiD  for  the  eoast  of  Africa,  and  was  captured  oo  iMr 
i^Cbtd  by  the  Engliih  «4iip  the  Memm^  Captain  More^by,^ 
Md  tilken  to  the  Fsle  of  FHuice,  where  she  was  tried, 

**  I  have  in  my  hand  a  minute  of  the  judg^menty  whioh^ 
shews  that  the  ship  was  kden  with  324  Negroes,  and  that 
^he  was  French  property :  a  sentence  of  confiscation  was 
ilc^erthdess  pronounce,  on  Che  ground*  that  neither  the 
eaptain  nor  proprietor  thought  fit  to  make  any  chiim  for  tine 
property. 

**  The  nature  and  object  of  the  voyage  are  certainly  stti^ 
ficiently  proved  by  this  trial ;  but  this  is  not  alt:  the  shiipV 
papers,  which  were  found  on  board,  and  of  whkhl  havehMcr 
anauthenticoopy,  explain  more  fully  the  natore  of  the  voyage 
of  the  Snisth,  and  what  opinions  ought  to  ho  form^  of  tMo 
jtnlgment  by  which  she  had  been  previously  acquitted  at  the 
^le  of  Bbufbon. 

<'  If  time  permitted  me,  to  submit  to  your  notice  all  the 
particulars  of  which  this  correspondence  consikts,  the  pem^ 
sal  would  be  a  thousand  times  more  instructive  than  aH  (he 
facts  I  can  produce.  There  reign  throughout,  such  perfect 
frankness,  such  an  extraordinary  naiv^e ;  all  the  cirdum- 
Stances  attending  the  introduction  of  the  Slaves  iato  the 
colony  are  unfolded  with  so  much  simplicity  and  bluntnes8> 
that  after  having  read  tbem,  it  is  impossible  to  harbour  the 
slightest  doubt  on  the  sabject.  We  there  see  the  cdnsth- 
tuted  authorities  tnrtted  into  derision^  as  being  infected  with 
Anglo ttiarihi  and  philanthropv  ;  the  judges  purchasing  a  por* 
tion  of  the  cargo  of  N^^groes  on  the  fate  of  which  they  were 
to  decide  ;  the  merchants  and  the  officers  of  the  ship  tott^ 
certing  measures  to  elude  the  laws,  agi^Ketog  on  their 
signals,  arranging  their  adventures,  meVitionrafg  those  which 
had  had  a  favourable  isst:^,  congratulating  each  other  on 
fheir  sU^ess,  and  preparing  to  enter  into  new  specdailions  I 
All  this  is  fo  be  fouitd  in  these  papers.  I  will  lay  them  on 
the  table  of  the  chttobef,  that  every  one  may  ooMult  them  af 
his1eiSfir«. 


^' ThcM  «re  tii«  fkels :  Aey  tre  MOMpoiit  and  ▼ariom; 
fk»f  art  ckar  aadijuMleaiaiikk  I  luive  omitle^  to  aotiee  iV 
Ihoat  wbidi  might  havetwaoaie  tht  object  of  pliuiiUe  ipMa^ 
iHNi;  Uoktifiyoa  be  molved  to  rcfi^ardy  as  fitise,  deposi- 
tioas  given  on  oath,  and  authentic  aentences  in  oonjiaatvd 
jttdical  ptoceedings;  unlcsa  yon  mean  to  accmo  of  im- 
poaturoy  men  eminent  in  station  or  respectable  for  thaiir 
character  and  talents,  when  they  state  in  detail  ctrcunl^ 
staaces  of  which  they  have  a  perfect  knowledge ;  it  must  be 
ndlnitttd  4hat  these  Acts  are  true.  Hew  many  others  may 
we  fairly  suppose  to  have  occurred,  of  which  we  have  not 
adequate  proof?  How  many,  for  example,  have  been  dis- 
tindiy  specified  by  the  African  Institution,  which  I  consider 
it  my  duty  to  pass  over  in  silence,  lest  some  aecidemlal 
inacanracy  should  prejudise  the  cause  which  I  am  no# 
advocating  before  you . 

^*  But  let  na  forget  these  facts,  let  us  suppose  thatnolbing 
has  been  proved,  let  us  suppose  that  no  light  has  been 
thrown  on  the  inefficiency  of  our  legislation  in  what  regards 
the  nprassion  of  the  Slave  Trade ;  let  us  examine  what  that 
legislation  is  in  itself,  and  see  what  results  any  man  of 
undeistanding  eould  promise  himself  firoai  it. 

^^  In  the  first  place,  there  is  one  otrenmatance  which  mnsi 
be  borne  in  mind.  In  France  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave 
Trade  was  not  preceded  by  any  interference  of  public 
opinion, 

*^  When  that  measure  was  accomplished  in  England,  the 
good  men  and  the  friends  of  humanity  had  previously,  io¥ 
the  apace  of  twenty  years,  been  solemnly  denouncing  to  the^ 
pahiic  the  atrocious  crimes  and  dreadful  cruelties  of  which' 
the  mafe  Trade  is  the  inevitable  cause.  Hundreds  of  wit- 
nesses had  been  examined  on  the  subject  at  the  bar  of  the 
Ettghah  Paiiiament.  The  moat  able  and  enlightened  men  of 
the  age  had  exerted  all  the  powers  of  their  eloquence  in  favour 
of  the  Negroes.  Dra%rings  and  prints,  representing  either  the 
silnatian  of  tiiose  unhappy  beings  on  board  Slave-ships, 
or  the  hc^ble  tortures  to  which  they  were  exposed,  ware 
profusely  circulated  throughout  the  three  kingdoms.    Sor 
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popular  had  the  queation  beoome,  that  in  the  ooiurae  of  die 
year,  M9%  upwards  of  800^000  indtvidualf  voluotarily  abaa^ 
doued  the  use  of  West-Indian  sugar,  to  avoid  conGurring, 
even  indirectly,  in  crimes,  the  existence  of  which  had  been 
clearly  proved  to  them. 

*'  In  France  nothing  of  this  kind  took  place.  The  traffic 
liad  ceased  for  the  space  of  five  and  twenty  years  in  conae- 
jquence  of  the  reverses^  of  our  navy :  it  has  since  been  prulM* 
bited  merely  by  virtue  of  a  decree  issued  by  the  Froich  Go- 
vemment  at  a  period  of  disastrous  recollections*  This  is  the 
whole  history  of  the  business. 

"  It  is  not  therefore  surprising  that  most  of  the  merohanta 
of  our  ports  should  regard  this  prohibition  as  somewhAt 
capricious,  arbitrary,  and  anti-national.  It  is  not  astonishinf 
that  their  consciences  should  but  feebly  warn  them  of  the 
baseness  of  the  speculations  in  which  they  are  embarked* 
They  follow  old  traditionary  practices ;  nothing  which  they 
do  excites  a  blush ;  and  when  they  set  their  profits  in  the 
balance  against  the  reproaches  of  philanthropists,  they  are 
tempted  to  regard  those  reproaches  as  the  exaggerations  of 
disordered  minds. 

**  Besides,  these  profits  are  immense.     One  of  the  correa*. 
pendents  of  the  African  Institution  writes  from  Senegal,  that 
a  prime  Negro  may  be  valued  at  from  300  to  370  francs  on 
the  coast  of  Africa ;  and  that  be  sells  in  our  colonies  at  from 
1600  to  IBOO  francs. 

"  The  prospectus  of  a  Slave-trading  adventure  from  Havre^ 
which  was  circulated  in  France,  and  in  which  the  real  object 
of  the  adventure  is  clumsily  disguised  under  the  name  of. 
a  trade  for  muleg,  states  the  purchase  price  of  each  mmle, 
meaning  each  Negro,  to  be  500  francs,  and  the  selling  price 
2760  francs*. 

*'  A  similar  document,  which  was  likewise  publicly  circu- 
lated, was  addressed  by  a  merchant  of  Nantes,  the  Sieur 
Berthier,  to  a  respectable  person,  whom  I  am  authorised  to 
name  should  the  chamber  wish  it,  estimates  the  cost  of  250

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**  We  mutt,  moreover,  deduct  the  mortality  which  ocem^ 
ID  tlie  passage ;  and  it  is  a  well  known  fact  tliat  a  fourth,  or 
even  a  third,  of  the  cargo  generally  perishes  either  on  ship- 
hoard,  or  soon  after  the  landing,  from  the  diseases  incident 
to  the  voyage. 

"  We  will  make  an  ample  allowance  for  these  causes  of  re-, 
ductbn,  and  will  estimate  the  profits  only  at  one  half  the 
above  valuation ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  observ* 
ed,  that  these  profits  of  nearly  200  per  cent,  may  be  gained 
two  or  three  times  in  the  course  of  the  same  year,  the  pas-. 
tl^e  from  the  coast  of  Africa  to  the  West  Indies  beiqg  suf- 
ficiently short  to  admit  of  this.  I  have  already  had  occasioa 
to  notice  vessels  which  had  performed  the  voyage  at  least 
twice  within  the  year. 

*'  Profits  so  enormous  are,  it  must  be  confessed,  |i  power- 
ful temptation  to  embark  in  this  trade ;  which  can  only  be 
counterbalanced  by  a  risk  efiectually  great  and  imminent. 
But  what  is  the  actual  risk?  What  are  the  threats  whicb  the 
legislature  holds  out  to  deter  our  merchants  from  enterprises 
so  lucrative  ? 

"  The  ordonnance  of  the  8th  of  November,  1817,  which 
on  this  point  corresponds  with  the  law  of  the  15th  of  April, 
1818,  inflicts  on  those  who  embark  in  the  Slave  Trade, — first, 
the  confiscation  of  the  ship  and  cargo,  a  penalty  that  ex- 
tends to  all  the  parties  concerned;  secondly,  the  prohibi- 
tion to  navigate,  a  punishment  which  fails  only  on  the  cap- 
tfun  of  the  ship. 

"  With  regard  to  the  first  of  these  penalties,  there  is  a* 
observation  that  must  immediately  strike  every  man  accus- 
tomed to  consider  such  subjects.  To  lose  his  ship  and  caigo 
is  a  risk  to  which  every  one  who  speculates  in  maritime  trade 
is  exposed.  This  risk  is  more  or  less  serious,  more  or  less 
menacing,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  cargo,  the  good- 
ness of  the  ship,  the  length  of  the  voyage,  the  season  at 
which  it  is  undertaken,  and  the  seas  that  are  to  be  navigated. 
This  risk  may  be  pretty  accurately  estimated,  and  reduced 
to  figures ;  and  it  then  only  remains  to  compare  the  chances

mS  )tom  with  Ibe  cbancct  of  profit  If  the  former  predomi- 
■atc  over  tbe  latter,  the  speculation  is  abandoned :  in  tbe 
contrary  case,  it  is  pursued  in  spite  of  the  risk. 

''  Now,  what  has  been  done  by  the  law  of  the  16tfi  of 
April,  1818?  It  adds  a  new  chance  of  loss  to  the  chances 
which,  in  the  very  nature  of  things,  are  already  incurred  by 
the  merchants  who  carry  on  the  SkiTe  Trade :  it  imposes  a 
new  risk  on  the  traffic.  This  being  done,  if  the  new  risk  be 
such  as  to  predominate  over  the  chances  of  profit,  the  Slave 
Trade  will  cease :  in  the  contrary  case,  it  will  be  carried  on 
without  difficulty* 

'*  Now,  what  is  this  risk?  It  is,  in  the  first  place,  that 
of  being  captured  by  a  small  squadron  of  ships  cruismg 
aloBg  a  coast  of  only  forty  leagues  in  front  of  our  African 
establishments,  while  the  trade  may  be  earned  on  along  an 
immense  extent  of  coast.  It  is,  moreover,  the  danger  of 
being  caught  in  the  very  act  of  landing  Slaves  in  our  co- 
lonies :  for  it  may  be  seen,  on  examining  the  papen.  of 
Is  iSbicc^,  that  the  public  functionaries  are  not  aathoriscd  to 
seise  Negroes  when  they  are  once  landed,  and  have  passed 
what  are  termed  let  Pas  Geomehiqius;  that  is  to  say,  about 
fifty  toises  from  the  shore. 

**  I  have  just  observed  that  this  risk  is  capable  of  being 
valued.  And,  in  point  of  fact,  as  every  one  knows,  maritime 
risks  are  not  in  general  incurred  by  the  owners  of  ships;  but 
for  ages  past,  they  have  been  the  subject  of  a  particular 
contract,  called  a  Policy  of  Insurance, — by  means  of  which, 
tbe  hasards  of  the  adventure  are  transferred,  on  the  payment 
of  a  premium,  more  or  less  considerable,  to  companies  who 
guarantee  to  the  owners  the  restitution  of  their  capital  iq 
case  of  loss. 

**  This  being  the  ease,  the  only  effect  which  the  law  can 
have  is  to  augment  the  premium  of  insurance,  paid  by 
Skive  dealers,  and  consequently  to  reduce  their  profits  in 
that  proportion.  And  if  the  premium  be  not  so  high  as  to 
absorb  the  profits,  or  if  it  do  not  reduce  them  below  their 
ordinary  rate,  it  is  certab  that  the  law  must  be  inefficient, 
and  that  the  trada  will  proceed  without  obstruction.

*•  The  ship's  papers  of  te  5lioe^  which  i  baa^  saiMMttgd 
to  tllie  efeamiootiotaa  of  the  ohaiaber^  pnyveat  to  havd  beoa 
iateiided-  that  that  Teasel  shoatd  sait  tnm  the  ioaal  #f  Afkioal

A  letter,  dated  Dembmni,  August  ia»  18i0;  add  which 
foma  part  of  the  docaiieiita  ofiiciaUy  cotaMnaokatsd  f&. 
the  English  Parlkment, .  ilifiomM'  «s=  thai  the  traffic  m  Slavtri 
whiieh'  \$  oatried  o»  between  the  French  AatiDea-  and  Africa^ . 
is  not  intended  merely  for  ^ewasffky  of  tboae  isiaodsy  hot? 
that  Martinique  forms  an  intermediate  surt,  whedee  nnnio«! 
roas  oaigoes  of  Negroes  are  daily  reshipped  to  Sannanii<aiHl  - 
other  colonies.  This  fact  is  moreover  Mly  confirmed  by  the . 
ofliciai  reports  made  to  the  English  gofenNnent  by  ita  com** 
missioaers  at  Sarinam. 

*'  If  such  be  the  toscr  dready,  when  moat  of  the  laws  of. 
the  different  nations  of  fiufope  rdatifo  to  the  Abolition  ^ 
the  Slave  Tfttve  have  seared^' begim  to  he  eafiarced,i  when 
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Ihose  Jaiwan  jdL  imperfect,  ivheD.  tilt  kntaiiirai  taken  to 
cany  them  fall;  into  effect «re  yet  incompletf,  wbataii^  be 
jeoLpected  when  the  onion  which  exists  ampng  the  different 
aoMuritime  powers  shall  have  consolidated  -and  extended  theit 
q^eratipn?  We  see  by  the  pt^iers  laid  on  the  table  of  the 
£ng;li8h  House  of  Commons  that  an  extensive  traffic  idf  Slaves 
is  still,  in  spite  of  the  laws,  carried  on  under  the  Spanish, 
jQntch,  and  Portuguese  flags :  but  we  also  ste  that  numeroni 
condemnations  haye  already  taken  plftce ;  that  the  obscure  and 
qiiestionable  points,  which  still  fovour  fraud,  are  the  subject 
of  active  conespondence  and  reciprocal  adjustment  between 
tdke  above  powers  and  England ;  that  new  decrees  are  issued 
when  they  are  found  necessary ;  and  that  the  doubtful  parts 
of  the  laws  and  treaties,  are  interpreted  according  to  the  ge- 
nerous, and  humane  spirit  which  dictated  them*  la  propor- 
tion, therefore,  as  the  engagements  of  this  kind  shall  be 
strengthened  between  the  United  States,  England,  the  Ne- 
therlands, Spain,  and  Portugal ;— in  proportion  as  the  means 
of  repression  shall  be  fortified  by  their  influence  on  each 
other,  and  perfected  by  experience,  the  traffic  carried,  on 
Imder  the  flags  of  those  countries  will  become  more  and 
more  hazardous;  it  will  soon  entirely  cease;  it  will  be 
ooncentrated  under  the  French  flag;  our  colonies  will  be- 
.OQme  a  general  Slave-mart,  wher^  all  other  colonies  may 
supply  themselves  as  they  wish,  eluding,  by  means  of  a  short 
contraband  voyage,  the  vigilance  of  the  cruisers  stationed  on 
the  coast  of  Africa ;  our  ships  will  then  become  the  universal 
vehicle  of  this  universally  proscribed  and  universally  detested 
commerce ;  and  France  will  at  length  enjoy  the  execrable 
Bionopoly  of  a  trade  in  human  flesh  .and  blood,  of  a  trade 
which  i*  the  opprobrinm  of  civilised  ages  and  nations. . 

**  How  are  we  to  escape  thb  humiliati9n  ?  how  avoid  this 
dreadful  prospect  ?  The  remedy  is  simplo  and  easy^  .  We 
must  follow  the  example  of  surrounding  nations.  We  must 
advance  with  as  firm  a  step  as  they  have  done  in  the  road 
which  they  have  strnck  out :  we  must  arm  ourselves  as  they 
have  done  with  energetic  means  of  repression,  and  combine, 
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OB -the  Boddi  whieh  tftey  pMtent  te  My  a  ijfttei»  of  riipA 
wdl  amuigad  pvtoaulkHis.  The  qnm^/aanow  is  not,  Uliilhi 
we  ihall  gire  way  to  the  spirit  of  ionoTatioDy — wbcthcv.wia 
•hall  enter  apoli  aatiodden  paths.    The  cxperiaeotliatf  bo«i 
nade^  and  heocefertk  we  BMiy  be  enlighteDed  by  ezpeneBoa 
as  well  as  by  leaioii* 

"  To  contider  the  ^aniHMi  merits  of  the  different  meana  aff 
repressioB,  woqU  at  present  oecvpy  too  mach  time.  I  ahaffl 
confine  myself  to  briefly  pointing  them  oat,  and  shewing  that 
none,  absolutely  none,  have  hitherto  been  adopted  by  Fraaoab 

V  Thns»  for  example,  in  every  country  when  the  Slawt 
Trade  has  been  abolished,  an  exact  and  detailed  defiaitioB  mi 
the  different  acts  intended  to  be  prohibited  has  been  gif«i  t 
it  has  not  been  deemed  sufficient  to  say,  in  the  teima  of  owv 
law  of  the  15th  of  April,  181B,  that  ail  participation  in  tba 
traffic  known  by  the  name  of  the  Slave  Trade  was  prohibited* 
It  has  been  considered  a  duty  to'  enumerate,  specify,  aad 
explam  all  the  prohibited  acts,  carefully  distinguishing  tboae 
which  take  place  in  the  mother  country,  such  as  the  fitting 
out,  the  freighting,  and  the  insurance,  from  those  committed 
in  Africa,  or  the  interior  of  the  colonies ;  foreseeing  all  cases!^ 
providing  for  all  cases,  and  defeating  every  artifice  befiirs-t 
hand.  In  this  spirit  are  drawn  up,  Ist,  the  statutes  passed 
in  1800, 1807,  and  1811,  by  the  English  Parliament ;  Sdly^ 
the  statutes  passed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  ia 
18L7, 1818,  and  I8S0 ;  3dly,  the  decree  issued  by  the  king 
of  Portugal,  on  the  26th  of  January,  1818 ;  4thly,  that  which 
the  king  of  Spain  issued  m  December,  1817 ;  6th,  that  sane* 
tioned  by  the  king  of  the  Netherlands  on  the  20th  of  Novemr 
ber,  1818*  And  after  these  acts  have  been  thus  prohi*' 
bited,  they  have  without  hesitation  been  made  crimes,  and 
vbited  with  severe  punbhments. 

**  By  the  terms  of  the  laws  which  I  have  just  mentioned. 
Great  Britain  punbhes  all  who  have  participated  in  the  Slave 
Trade,  in  any  other  way  than  as  inferior  officers  or  sailors 
serving  on  board  a  Slave-ship,  with  hard  labour  for  five 
years  at  most,  or  transportation  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
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pmk&&it*ymgii-  A»'tD  Chemfeffior  offieen  anii  MtilofB»  ibty 
sM'tHlij^  to  an  JiDprisomncnt  which  mty  extend  to  two 


mH^Bjt  an  Afft  of  the  i6lh  of  May^  189a»  die  United  States 
iflffot  the  punishment  of  deaik  indiscriminately  on  every 
American  citisen,  who  may  form  part  of  the  crew  of  a  vessel 
employed  in  theSlave  Trade,  and  on  every  individttal  whatever^ 
kf  4he  event  of  the  vessel  being  fitted  out  on  account  of  an 
ikihabitant  of  the  United  States.  Other  offences  connected 
with  this  traffic  are  punished,  by  virtue  of  an  anterior  Act, 
with  imprisonment,  which  may  be  protiacted  to 'seven  years, 
and  a  fine  which  may  amount  to  100,000  francs* 

■ '  *'  In  pursuance  of  the  decree  itaued  by  the  king  of  Portu- 
gal, the  captain,  supercargo,  and  pilot  of  any  Portoguese 
ship  seised  in  contraventibn  of  the  laws  which  regulate  or 
prohibit  the  Slave  Trade,  are  punished  with  five  yean'  trans- 
portation to  the' coast  of  Mozambique,  and  the  insurers  are 
condemned 'to  pay  a-fine  of  three  times  the  amount  of  their 
inanvance. 

''*'  By  virtue  of  the  decree  issued  by  the  kmg  of  Spam,  the 
filler  out,  the  captain,  the  master,  and  the  pilot  of  every 
Spanish  Sbve-sh^^tfc  condemned  to  ten  years'  transporta- 
tlott>to  the  PhiHppbe Islands. 

**  Finally,  by  the  decree  of  the  king  of  the  Netheriuids, 
whoever  participates,  in  any  shape,  in  the  Slave  Trade,  is 
snh^t  to  the  punishment  of  solitary  confinement  for  the 
spaoe  of  five  years,  in  addition  to  a  fine  of  6000  florins. 

/'^'Hl^vingUius  enacted  penalties,  more  at  less  severe,  for 
the  different  acts  indaded  under  the  generic  name  of  the 
State  Trade,  attention  has  beea  directed,  in  several  conn- ' 
tri^,  to  promoto  and  secure  the  discovery  of  these  acts,  by 
Iharing  among  the  captors  of  Slave-ships,  among  those  who 
ntoy  bring  to  light  these  homicidal  frauds,  a  considenfble 
portion  of  the  produce  of  the  confiscation.  England  has 
dblribnted  large  sums  in  this  way ;  namdy,  about  1000 
francs  for  every  Negro  man  fanning  part  of  a  cargo  obtained 
by  contraband  m^ans;  000  francs  for  each  Negress;  250 
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fnact  for  cverj  jonag  Negfo.    The  United  States  andiBcr* 
tygld  fclioquish  to  the  capton  oae-balf  of  the  total  pn>dHoe« 

"  Bot  of  all  the  precautions,  the  most  prudent,  oeitain» 
humane,  and  effiuienti  has  hitherto  been  adopted  only^by 
England.  It  couaiata  in  obliging  the  coloniata,  and  goveni- 
menta  of  cokmiesj  to  make  an  exact  and  detailed  register  of 
the  Slave-population«  existing  at  a  particular  time,  in  each 
oolony  and  habitation,  accurately  apecifying  every  indivi->' 
dual,  by  name,  age^  sex,  occupation,  place  of  abode,  &e* ; 
die  whole  being  carefully  recorded  in  a  public  ofl&oe,  tmd' 
every  variation  arising  from  birth,  death,  sale«  exchange,  oc 
any  other  circumstance,  officially  entered  in  the  same  register. 

"  The  advantages  of  this  measure  are  incalculable:  it  is 
the  only  means  of  effectually  preventing  the  introduction  of 
new  Slaves  into  the  colonies.  At  present,  in  our  islands,  it 
b  impossible  to  discover  the  fraud ;  for,  as  soon  as  it  in 
committed,  every  Slave  found  on  the  estate  of  a  colonbt  is 
presumed  to  belong  to  him  in  full  right :  it  is  for  the  govern- 
ment to  prove  the  illegal  introduction;  and  how  can  it 
succeed  in  producing  this  proof?  The  public  proaecutor 
can  only  bring  forward  as  witnesses  the  parties  interested  in 
the  fraud,  or  Negroes,  whose  testimony  is  in  no  case  admiU  - 
ted  in  law,  and  in  particular  cannot  be  received  against  their 
masters. 

"  But,  from  the  moment  that  the  state  of  the  population 
b  accurately  ascertained  in  each  colony  and  on  each  plant- 
ation ;  from  the  moment  that  the  variations  are  regularly 
noted  down,  as  soon  as  they  take  place,  every  new  comer, 
whose  origin  cannot  be  distinctly  proved,  may  be  justly 
presumed  to  be  fraudulently  introduced :  the  ontit  fnt^MouH 
then  falls  on  the  possessor ;  and  whenever  he  is  unable  Co 
prove  his  right  of  possession,  by  reference  to  the  registers  of 
the  colony,  he  must  incur  the  penalty  of  the  law,  and  the 
Negro  becomes  free. 

**  This  measure,  which  was  at  first  introduced  by  the 
authority  of  the  English  Government  into  the  islands  con- 
quered  by  the  English  during  the  war  (Trinidad,  St.  Lucia, 
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Md  UmtUm)^  mA  whteh  wm  8A«rwttidf  extended  to  all 
Hm  Eif^iflh  coloDiest|ir$High  Ibe  kiteiTeiitioii  of  the  colooial 
kgialalarei»  1m»  lioce  recci? ed  a  new  degree  of  efficacy  by 
the  estabhihiiieBi  of  a  general  fegiaterM>ftce  m  London,  in 
«dychdB|»)ieateeof  thediffeientregistenare  collected;  an 
offioe»  the  records  of  which  now  form  the  neeeesaiy  basis  of 
all  transaclioBs  which  respect^  the  sale  or  transfer  of  Negroes. 

**  Among  the  measures  calculated  to  ensure  the  abolition 
of  the  traffic,  one  of  the  most  simple  and  natural,  and  that 
which  first  presents  itself  to  the  mind,  is  without  doubt  the 
establishment  of  a  certain  number  of  cruizing  stations,  and 
enissrs,  for  interceptbg  the  passage  of  Slave-ships;  It  has 
been  adopted  by  every  nation:  even  France  has  not  ven** 
tured  to  dispense  with  it. 

**  Still,  hqwever,  this  measure,  though  simple  and  easy, 
is  unfortunately  almost  illusory. 

.  ^'  In  time  of  war,  it  is  a  principle  of  the  law  of  nations  (a 
principle,  however,  which  b  contested),  that  the  ships  of 
belligerents  have  the  right,  subject  to  reciprocity,  of  visiting 
the  ships  of  all  other  powers ;  but  in  time  of  peace  tins  right' 
ceases  and' becomes  extinct 

**  Hence  it  followathat  every  Slave-ship  which  may  be  in 
danger  of  being  captured  by  a  cruiser  of  her  own  nation, 
may  immediately  hoist  a  foreign  flag ;  and  under  its  protec- 
tion may  elude  examination  and  punishment. 

*'  To  defeat  this  stratagem,  this  artifice  which  is  so  easily 
carried  into  effect,  four  of  the  chief  Buropean  powers  have 
had  recourse  to  an  expedient,  which,  at  first  sig^t,  seems. to- 
be  attended  with  some  inconvenience^  laodf^on  the  merits  of 
which  I  do  not  at  present  intdidfltp  prqeounce  auy.opinion»^ 
This  expedient  is  to  mamtaio,  in  time  of  peace,  tlie  mutual 
light  of  search,  such  as  it  exists  in  time  of  war.- 

**  England  and  Portugal  signed  si  treaty  to  this  effect,  on-* 
the  28th  of  July,  1817.    A  sisubur  treaty  was  entered  mto* 
between  England  and  SpainrOn*  die  28th  of  September,. 
1817 :  another  of  the  same  nature  was  concluded  on  the  4th 
of  Blay,  1818^  between  Englaad  and  Oe  Netherlands. 
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**  llai  lln  MnveBtioo-iiiaj  impl^  M  fobo^ 
flag  to  another,  it  is  stipulated  that  the  concessioB  0t  IM 
lif^  of  search  is  firee»  tolantary,  and  KfooaUe.  It  is,  moie- 
ofer»  stipakted  to  be  agwed  to  on  the  footing  of  the  mMt 
pwficet  leciprocity •  Lest  the  disproportion  existing  betweeil 
theoHvy  of  Enghuid  and  ^thaC  of  other  conntnes,  shoiM,  in 
£Mt,  place  the  latter  in  a  «ta(e  of  inferiority,  it  is  agreed  Aat 
the  fight  of  search  shall  be  granted  only  to  a  certun  anmber 
of  ships  4>f  war,  perfectly  equal  on  both  sides.  And  to  ob« 
viate  eiery  umecessary  impediment  to  commerce,  it  wal 
agmed  Ihat  the  right  of  search  should  be  exercised  o^  in 
certain  seas,  and  in  certain  latitudes.  The  seixure,  more- 
ofcr,  can  only  take  place,  when  Slaves  are  actoaHyibaM 
on  board  the  ship  visited  ;  in  which  case,  the  ship  is  conveys 
ed,  withottt  delay,  before  a  Mixed  Commission,  consisting 
of  an  equal  number  of  judges  belonging  to  each  of  the  two 
contracting  nations.  Tbe  decision  of  this  Gommtssion  is 
final,  as  to  die  fcte  of  the  ship:  the  offenders  are  afteiwarda 
delivered  over  to  the  government  to  which  they  belong,  to  be 
dealt  with  respectively,  ttcconMag  to'tbe  laws  of  their  owti 
country.  By  virtue  of  each  treaty,  two  Mixed  Commis« 
sioners^ie  instituted:  each  contracting  party  specifies  the 
place  wheie  one  of  the  Commissions  is  to  sit. 

**  Eogkuid  has  several  times  proposed  to  the  United 
States  to  enter  into  this  confederation,  which  is  foonded 
on  m  principle  of  humanity.  The  head  of  that  Republicaa 
Govenunent  objected  to  it,  alleging  as  a  reason,  diat  such  a* 
convention  probably  exceeded  the  powers  with  which  Con- 
gress is  invested,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  Constitutional 
Compact.  However,  he  afterwards  submitted  this  qnestioa 
to  the  Chamber  of  Representatives,  by  a  message  dated  the 
9th  of  January  1821 :  the  Chamber  of  Representatives  dis- 
cussed it  in  a  luminous  Report,  considering  it  both  with 
respect  to  the  national  faonovr  and  the  interests  of  trade. 
I  have  here  this  Report,  which  was  published  on  the  9th  of 
February  1821 :  it  concludes  with  a  resolution  which  has 
been  since  adopted,  and  which  tends  to  authorise  the  Pre* 


flkkmt  to  Mgocftftte  wMi  Biiglaiid  fmHnt  huh  piopdMri  by 
tkftt  power.^ 

^<  One  other  point  remained  for  the  attentioB  of  the  different 
pwemn^nto  which  lisfe  aboUsbed  the  Slate  Trade ;  namely, 
the  Ale  of  Ae  unfortunate  Negroes  seixed  on  board  tiie 
tesaels  surreptitiously  transporting^  them.  MThat  was  to  be» 
come  of  these  victims  of  European  rapacity  ?  On  this  point 
the  French  govemment  was  still  more  improrident  Iban  in  any 
other  respect;  and  it  will  be  seen  that  i  her^  make  use  of 
the  mildest  term  that  can  possibly  be  employed.  The 
ordonnance  of  the  8di  of  November,  ]819»  decrees^  that  tfie 
government  shall  take  possession  of  these  unfortunate  beings; 
and  employ  diem  in  compulsory  labour  in  the  colonies.  A 
traveller  worthy  of  credit,  moreover,  informs  us,  that  to 
prevent  these  Slaves  again  becoming  objects  of  traffic,  they 
are  branded  with  a  hot  iron.  (Vogage  aux  CoUmim  Oriok^ 
ttJeit  par  AuguHe  BiUard.) 

**  Was  there  ever,  I  ask,  a  moie  odious  and  preposterous 
state  of  things?  The  French  government  avows  itself 
powerless  when  opposed  to  crime :  it  is  unable  to  prevent 
the  wretched  Negroes  from  being  torn  from  their  country 
and  their  families ;  and  when  chance  delivers  them  into  its 
power,  what  course  does  it  pursue?  It  leagues  itself  with 
criminals,  voluntarily  becomes  their  accomplice;  and  like  the 
dog  in  the  fiible,  unable  to  fulfil  its  duty,  incapable  of  main- 
taining its  ground  against  those  whom  it  ought  to  resist  and 
overcome,  it  participates  in  the  plunder.  This  at  least  ts 
not  the  example  set  by  foreign  nations. 

'*  England  emancipates  the  Negroes  whom  she  rescuet 
from  the  hands  of  Slavcmerehants*  If  they  are  qualified 
and  are  inclined  to  enter  the  military  serrice*,  they  are 
received  into  it;  and  their  pay  differs  but <  little  from  that* 
which  is  allowed  to  English  soldiers.  Others  are  appren- 
ticed for  a  period  of  longer  or  shorter  duration,  to  manufac* 
turers  or  merchants.     England,  however,  has  gone  still 

*  This  praetice  has  entirely  ceaied  dnee  the  termbatioa  of  a* 
state  of  war. 
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ftrlher  e  fbie  ham  fo«aded  a  coloo j  te  the  puipoie  of  fi#» 
motiiig  civiliiaUoii  in  Africa.  The  victims  of  the  Slave 
Tnde  ave  bow  aeat  chiefly  to  this  coloay,  whete  Aey 
jeccive  a  Chiittiaa  and  mond  edocatioa.  The  mea  whoai 
«e  lepreteat  at  bratea,  when  we  have  been  at  pains  to 
hnitalice  them,  are  there  established  and  tndned  to  the  arts 
of  social  life.  The  colony  prospers  under  the  protection  of 
English  laiws :  it  has  its  magistirates,  its  juries^  its  civil 
govemmant ;  and  it  will  one  day,  if  European  barbarity  do 
aot'snoceed  in  destroying  it,  exhibit  a  degree  of  liberty 
and  happiness  calculated  to  excite  the  envy  of  nations,  who 
have  long  figured  in  history. 

**  .The  United  States  have  adopted  another  plan.  The 
act  of  1807  at  first  consigned  the  Negroes  seised  on  boavd 
Slave-ships  to  the  care  of  individual  States  of  the  Unioiu 
Some  abuses  having  arisen  out  of  this  anraogement,  the 
Negroes  are  now,  by  virtue  of  another  Act  of  Congress. 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  President ;  who  is  authorised 
to  take  care  of  Uiem,  and  to  restore  them  to  Africa.  For 
this  purpose,  the  United  States  have  taken  possession  of 
a  territory  on  which  the  Negroes,  thus  emancipated,  are  to 
be  settled  ;  affording  them,  however,  facilities  for  returning 
to  their  native  land,  if  that  be  possible. 

**  Finally,  by  virtue  of  the  treaties  which  I  have  just  cited, 
it  has  been  stipulated  between  England,  the  Netherlands, 
Portugal,  and  Spain,  that  the  Negroes  released  by  the  deci- 
sions of  the  Mixed  Commissions  shall  be  placed  under  the 
care  of  the  government  in  whose  possessious  the  Comniissioii 
that  has  pronounced  the  judgment  happens  to  be  sitting, 
and  shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  freedom. 

*'  Such  are  the  precautions  adopted  by  foreign  nations. 
Such  are  the  measures,  all  of  which — I  say  all,  without  ex- 
ception— have  been  omitted,  neglected,  or  rejected  by  us. 

*^  But  have  we  adopted  any  others?  Do  there  exist  any 
acts  of  the  government  which  bear  testimony  to  its  seal  and 
foresight?  Has  it  endeavoured  to  promote  the  education  of 
the  Negroes  in  the  colonies?  Has  it  sought  to  induce  the 
colonists  to  second  its  designs  by  improvements  in  their  le* 
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gislat^n  calcvTated  to  enlighten  them,  and  to  reconcile  them 
Co  a  change  of  system  ?    No :  most  of  the  legislative  provi- 
sions which  oppose  all  refbrm  in  the  internal  management 
of  the  plantations,  still  subsist  in  full  force.    The  laws  still 
permit  the  proprietor  to  make  by  will  compulsory  appropria- 
tions of  his  Negroes ;  to  separate  families,  to  tear  the  hus- 
band from  the  wife,  to  remove  the  father  irom  his  infant 
children;  and  if  he  fails  to  make  a  will,  the  laws  of  succession 
produce  similar  results.    The  revenue  also  cruelly  subjects 
to  a  capitation*tax  the  yonng  Negro  while  yet  only  a  burden 
Co  his  master,  and  the  Negress  whose  pregnancy  renders 
her  unfit  for  labour,  and  mercilessly  seises  them  to  satbfy 
its  claim.    IVhat  good  might  not  be  effected  by  a  govern- 
ment which  should  exercise  its  right  of  reforming  the  legis- 
lation of  the  colonies  ?    What  services  might  not  such  a 
government  render  to  the  cause  of  humanity  ?    But  nothing 
haia  hitherto  been  done.    No  compensatory  encouragement 
has  been  offered  to  the  proprietor  who  might  endeavour  to 
conform  to  the  law.     It  has  been  thought  sufficient  loudly 
Co  assert  that  England  could  easily  effect  the  Abolition  of  the 
Slave  Trade,  because  she  had  been  more  provident  than 
ourselves,  because  she  had  prepared  her  colonies  for  it; 
but  hitherto  nothing  has  been  done  to  imitate  her  foresight. 
**  Our  government,  however,  will  have  to  come  to  a  deci- 
sion in  this  matter.    I  have  presented  a  statement  of  the 
measures  taken  by  other  powers,  without  presuming  to  guide 
its  choice.     Among  the  means  of  repression  which  I  have 
specified,  there  are  perhaps  some  which  cannot  be  adopted 
without  much  precaution.     But  whatever  plan  may   be 
adopted  by  government,  it  is  necessary  that  it  should  be  de- 
clared ;  whatever  resolution  may  be  take^  it  is  necessary  that 
it  should  be  operative,  and  be  clearly  understood.    We  have 
long  enough  been  exposed  to  strong  and  painful  reproaches ; 
^e  have  long  enough  been  represented  to  Europe  as  men 
void  of  humanity,  indifferent  to  the  finith  of  treaties,  secretly 
favouring  what  we  affect  loudly  to  condemn.    These  are 
insults  which  we  must  not  tolerate— these  are  accusations 
the  weight  of  which  we  must  not  endure.

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*'  I  here  close  this  long  discussion.    It  now  only  remubs 
for  me  to  apologixe  to  the  chamber  for  having  so  largely 
trespassed  on  its  indulgence.     I  have  at  least  endeavooicd 
to  merit  that  indulgence  bv  avoiding  any  thing  calculated  t» 
excite  passion,  or  to  stir  up  any  party-question.     It  mtoiM 
have  been  easy  for  me  to  have  attacked  with  bitterness  either 
the  past  or  the  present  adminbtration.  I  could,  and  perhaps 
I  ought,  to  have  invoked  the  vengeance  of  Heaven  and  eaitib 
OB  those  functionaries  whose  indolence  and  negligence  have, 
without  doubt,  powerfully  contributed  to  perpetuate  horrons 
the  bare  thought  of  which  hsrrows  up  the  soul.  I  could,  and 
perhaps  I  ought,  to  have  suffered  the  cry  of  innocent  blood 
to  have  been  heard  against  them.    I  have  done  violence  to 
my  feelings ;  I  have  abstained  from  all  personal  accusation ; 
1  have  wished  to  appeal  only  to  your  reason. 

**  Still,  however,  justice  and  humanity  have  their  rights. 
Such  a  question  cannot  be  decided  in  the  absence  of  every 
sentiment  of  charity,  sympathy,  and  commiseration.     Sup- 
ply* gentlemen,  what  my  silence  has  omitted:  do  what  I 
have  abstained  from  doing.    Call  to  mind  those  hbrriUe 
scenes,  the  description  of  which  you  have  doubtless  all  read 
in  the  accounts  of  travellers  who  have  visited  the  continent 
of  Africa :  recollect  those  dreadful  narratives  which  roused 
the  indignation  of  all  England,  at  a  period  when  the  system 
of  terror  which'  prevailed  in  France  presented  to  the  world 
other  features  of  desolation  and  carnage,  and  know,  that 
the  crimes  then  perpetrated  are  daily  far  exceeded  by  those 
to  which  the  Slave  Trade  now  gives  birth.     I  say  exceeded, 
and  I  say  it  confidently ;  for  no  comparison  can  be  drawn 
between  the  crimes  which  that  odious  traffic  caused  when  it 
was  permitted  by  law,  and  those  which  it  occasions  now  that 
it  is  but  imperfectly  prohibited. 

"  When  the  Negro  merchants  (for  I  can  give  them  no 
other  name)  could  freely  purchase  Slaves  along  the  whok 
extent  of  the  coast  of  Africa,  their  demand  was  spread  over 
an  immense  territory ;  the  supply  was  divided  among  a  mul- 
titude of  tribes  ;  and  it  may  be  supposed  that  the  demand 
was  in  some  degree  proportioned  to  the  number  in  each 
tribe.    Nevertheless,  it  has  been  proved,  on  the  most  con- 
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▼incing  evidence  that  these  demands  had  the  fatal  effect  of 
developing  and  exciting  every  vice  and  every  bad  passion 
among  those  barbarous  nations;  of  perverting  their  rude 
institutions,  and  poisoning  their  domestic  relations.  It  has 
been  proved,  by  unquestionable  evidence,  that  through  the 
intervention  of  the  Europeans,  the  petty  tyrants  of  those 
countries  were  daily  induced  to  condemn  indiscriminately 
whole  families  for  trivial  or  imaginary  crimes,  with  the  sole 
object  of  obtaining  possession  of  the  persons  of  the  indivi- 
duals composing  those  families,  and  exchanging  them  for 
bad  powder  and  bad  muskets; — to  station  their  soldiers  in 
ambush  on  the  roads,  with  orders  to  rush  on  the  unarmed 
traveller,  and  load  him  with  chains ; — to  attack  at  night,  and 
without  previous  notice,  villages,  sunk  in  sleep,  dragging  into 
slavery  men,  women,  and  children,  of  an  age  suited  to  their 
purpose,  and  mercilessly  butchering  the  old  men  and  infants. 
It  has  been  proved,  on  the  best  authority,  that  famine,  devas- 
tation, and  continual  warfare  undertaken  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  procuring  prisoners,  were  the  inevitable  consequences 
of  the  presence  of  Slave-ships  on  the  coast ;  and  that  the 
Europeans  not  only  were  witnesses  of  this  spectacle  of  de- 
golation,  but  furnished  the  arms,  nouiished  the  hatred,  and 
fomented  the  discord  which  produced  it. 

"  What  then  must  be  the  present  Htate  of  things,  when  the 
danger  of  cruizers,  and  the  dread  of  being  captured  by  them, 
obliges  the  contrabanil  traders  to  concentrate  their  demands 
on  the  least  exposed  points  t  What  must  be  the  case  now, 
when  the  necessity  of  eluding  detection  by  abridging  the 
time  of  being  at  sea,  and  by  not  passing  from  one  port  to 
another  on  the  coast,  compels  the  Slave-ships  to  take  in 
their  cargoes  at  one  time  and  place?  What  must  ensue 
now,  when  it  is  found  necessary  to  re-open  those  sources  of 
misery  which  were  half  closed,  half  dried  up,  by  the  lapse  of 
time,  and  the  desuetude  of  crime  ? 

"  During  the  seven  years  which  intervened  between  the 
Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade  by  the  English  and  Americans, 
and  the  peace  of  1814,  those  vast  regions  of  Africa  which 
are  situated  between  the  Tropics  had  been  restored  to  »

GoiDpftraihre  state  of  tranquillity  and  happiness :  the  Afiicatt 
nations  lifed  in  a  state  of  greater  peace  with  each  other;  fibc 
efforts  of  the  generous  founders  of  Sierra  Leone  were  crovrtt- 
ed  with  a  certain  degree  of  success :  some  seeds  of  indnatij 
were  apparent ;  religion  was  gaining  some  conquests ;  ami 
civiliEation  was  advancing.  But  when  the  renewal  of  peace 
in  Europe  became  the  signal  for  the  renewal  of  the  Slave 
Trade,  the  scene  was  totally  changed.  The  unfortnaate 
Africans  recommenced  their  predatory  and  mnrderoas  war-* 
fate :  parents  began  again  to  sell  their  children,  the  husbaad 
his  wife,  the  brother  his  brother ;  all  family  ties  were  once 
more  torn  asunder. 

**  It  must  likewise  be  considered,  that  when  the  Slare 
Trade  was  carried  on  openly,  and  without  restraint,  the  go- 
vernments of  Europe  could  direct  their  vigilanee  to  the  legii* 
lation  of  Slave-ships :  they  could  prescribe  the  number  €»f 
Negroes  which  each  was  allowed  to  transport,  according  to 
her  burden ;  provide,  in  a  certain  degree,  for  the  mamtenance 
of  these  wretched  beings ;  ensure  to  them  a  sufficient  qnan- 
tity  of  water  and  wholesome  food  ;  and  protect  them,  more 
or  leas,  from  the  barbarity  of  their  tyrants.     Now  wh«i  the 
traffic  is  entirely  prohibited,  those  who  carry  it  on  have  a 
direct  and  immediate,  nay  a  double,  interest  in  crowding  the 
Negroes  together  between  the  decks  of  their  ships  in  as 
great  numben  as  the  space  will  permit,  and  in  compelKng 
them,  by  stripes  and  cruel  tortures,  to  continue  in  this  into* 
lerable  situation.  Thus  the  expense  and  danger  of  additional 
voyages  are  saved.-— Yon  have  seen  by  the  detaib  which  I 
have  laid  before  you,  that  when  the  captains  of  Slave-ships 
find  themselves  closely  chased  by  the  vessels  that  porane 
them,  they  do  not  scruple  to  throw  their  Negroes  overboard, 
as  contraband  merchandize.    You  have  seen,   that  when 
these  miserable  beings  are  assailed  by  disease,  the  same 
expedient  is  resorted  to  ;  and  they  are  thrown  into  the  sea, 
as  damaged  goods  subject  to  average. 

'*  In  short,  the  ferocious  habits  to  which  this  traffic  neces- 
sarily inures  those  who  puraue  it  are,  in  the  present  state  of 
things,  aggravated  by  resistance,  and  increased  by  danger. 
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The  individuals  compoung  the  ciewi  of  Slave-shipt  now 
join,  to  the  character  of  men  trafficking  in  the  flesh  and 
Uood  of  their  feUow-creatures,  that  of  armed  contrabandbts. 
They  are  ever  ready  to  plunge  into  ail  sorts  of  excesses; 
ever  ready  to  become  pirates  in  the  true  sense  of  the  term ; 
and  most  of  the  facts,  which  are  proved  by  eye-witnesses, 
and  to  which  I  have  more  than  once  aUuded,  have  been 
attended  by  circumstances  of  piracy  which  in  themselves 
merited  the  severest  punishment. 

'*  What  then  can  induce  a  civilised  government,  a  humane 
and  Christian  government,  to  close  its  eyes  upon  atrocities 
such  as  these  ?  When  was  the  rigour  of  punishment  ever 
more  justified  by  the  enormity  of  crime?  What  disastrous 
and  unnatural  mercy  can  give  birth  to  such  blindness  or 
such  weakness  ? 

'' '  Never,'  said  Mr.  Wilberforce,  in  the  EoglUh  Parlia- 
mient,  upwards  of  twenty-five  years  ago, — '  never  was  a  more 
complete  system  of  injustice  and  cruelty  exhibited  to  the 
world.  To  whatever  portion  of  this  odious  traffic  you  turn 
your  eyes,  you  find  neither  consolation  nor  relief.  The  hor- 
rors attendant  on  tearing  the  Africans  from  their  native 
country,  are  only  to  be  compared  to  the  horrors  of  the 
voyage :  the  latter  are  only  equalled  by  the  horrors  of  colonial 
slavery  itself.  By  a  merciful  dispensation  of  Providence,  in 
the  moral  as  well  as  the  physical  order  of  things,  some  degree 
of  good  generally  accompanies  evil :  hurricanes  purify  the 
air ;  persecution  excites  enthusiasm  for  truth  ;  pride,  vanity, 
and  profusion,  frequently  contribute  indirectly  to  the  happi- 
ness of  mankind.  There  is  nothing,  however  odious,  that  has 
not  its  palliative :  the  savage  is  hospitable,  the  brigand  is  in- 
Uepid :  violence  is  in  general  exempt  from  perfidy,  and  daring 
iniquity  from  meanness.  But  there  is  no  benign  concomitant 
here :  it  belongs  to  this*  hateful  traffic  to  deteriorate  alike  the 
good  and  the  bad,  and  even  to  pollute  crime  itself:  it  is  a  state 
of  warfare  undignified  by  courage :  it  is  a  state  of  peace  in 
which  there  is  no  security  against  devastation  and  massacre. 
There  you  find  the  vices  of  polished  society,  without  the 
delicacy  of  manners  by  which  they  are  tempered ;  the  ,pri- 
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ihitive  savageness  of  man,  stripped  of  all  its  innocence ;  per« 
Terseness,  pure  and  complete,  full  and  finished,  desUtnte  of 
every  honourable  sentiment,  of  every  advantage  that  can  W 
contemplated  without  indignation,  or  acknowledged  without 
the  deepest  shame.' 

**  What  can  I  add.  Gentlemen,  to  these  admirable  senti- 
ments?    Certainly  nothing;  and  yet  the  great  and  good 
man  who  uttered  ihem  was   labouring  under    an   error* 
Neither  the  long  existence  of  the  traffic,  nor  its  destructive 
effects,   have  proved  useless  to   the  cause  of  humanity. 
Providence  has  suffered  both  to  exist  for  our  instruction ;  to 
make  known  to  us  the  dreadful  facility  with  which  civilized 
man  may  resume  the  ferocity  of  the  savage ;  to  exhibit  to  us 
also  the  omnipotence  of  justice,  virtue,  and  couragepus  per- 
severance among  a  free  people ;  to  manifest,  by  a  striking 
example,   how  petty  and  contemptible,  how  feeble  and 
worthless,  are  the  most  firmly  established  interests,  and  the 
most  inveterate  prejudices,  when  opposed  to  truth.     Forty 
years  have  not  yet  passed  away  since  a  young  clergyman, 
unknown,  friendless,  and  without  fortune,  first  denounced 
the  Slave  Trade,  in  a  Latin  Dissertation  addressed  to  the 
University  of  Cambridge.     Within  seven  years  from  that 
time  all  the  talent  in  Europe  was  leagued  in  the  cause ;  and 
fifteen  years  have  already  elapsed  since  it  triumphed  both 
in  the  old  and  the  new  world.     Those  who  concurred  in 
achieving  this  glorious  work  are  now  numbered  among  the 
benefactors  of  mankind.    Their  memory  will  never  die,  but 
their  work  may  perish.    It  is  in  our  power,  it  is  in  the 
power  of  onr  criminal  negligence,  to  deprive  a  Granville 
Sharpe,  a  Clarkson,  and  a  Wilberforce,  of  the  fruit  of  their 
labours  and  their  watchings.     Is  it  in   this  way  that  we 
would  wish  to  associate  ourselves  with  their  renown  ?    Shall 
we  consent  to  load  ourselves  with  this  ignominy  in  the  eyes 
of  posterity— we  who,  during  the  lives  of  those  distinguished 
men,  have  already  treasured  up  their  names  to  transmit  them 
to  the  admiration  and  gratitude  of  the  remotest  generations? 
«  I  conclude,  with  proposing  that  we  humbly  supplicate 
his  majesty, — 
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**  Isty  To  cause  to  be  laid  before  bim  the  treaties  by 
virtue  of  which  France  engaged  to  abolish  the  Slave  Trade, 
and  also  the  laws  and  ordonnanccs  which  have  since  been 
passed  on  ibis  subject. 

"  2d,  To  cause  a  Report  to  be  made  to  him  of  the  (acts 
which  give  reason  to  believe  that,  in  spile  of  those  laws  and 
ordonnances,  the  Slave  Trade  is  still  carried  on  under  the 
French  flag. 

"  3dly,  To  cause  to  be  prepared  in  the. council  of  state, 
all  the  measures  which  may  seem  best  calculated  to  ensure 
the  complete  abolition  of  that  traflic." 


This  motion  was  opposed  by  the  Minister  of  the  Marine 
and  the  Minister  of  the  Finances.  It  was  supported  by  the 
Count  d'Argout,  the  Count  MoU,  and  the  Baron  de  Baraute. 
The  Count  de  Pont6coulant,  and  the  Count  de  Polignac, 
made  various  observations  on  the  form  in  which  the  propo- 
sition was  drawn  up.  The  latter  moved.  That  its  consider- 
ation should  be  adjourned. 

Before  the  debate  was  closed,  the  Due  de  Broglie  replied 
in  nearly  the  following  terms  :— - 

*'  After  having,  at  the  opening  of  the  sitting,  put  the 
indulgence  of  the  chamber  to  so  severe  a  test,  it  is  now  my 
duty  to  limit  my  observations :  I  shall  be  brief.  Two  sorts 
of  objections  have  been  submitted  to  yon;  some  bear 
against  the  very  groundwork  of  the  proposition  on  which 
you  are  deliberating ;  others  assail  only  its  external  form. 
Let  us  first  advert  to  the  former.  The  Minister  of  Finance 
has  said :  '  I  regard  this  proposition  as  an  act  of  accu- 
sation  against  the  ministers :  for  there  are  two  things  to  be 
considered;  either  you  are  asked  to  entreat  the  king  to 
adopt  new  measures  purely  adminbtrative,— and  this  would 
imply  negligence  on  our  part;  or  you  are  required  to' 
solicit  his  majesty  to  propose  new  laws, — and  this  would 
infer  defects  in  the  present  state  of  the  legislation,  which  we 
should  be  guilty  of  having  overlooked,' 
"  To  this  dilemma  my  reply  is  simple*    Doubtless,  in  a 
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country  in  whidi  the  monarch  possesses  at  once  the  plem- 
tode  of  the  execothre  power,  and  the  initiative  of  the  laws, 
every  spontaneons  proceeding  on  the  part  of  the  chambers 
impUes  a  censure  of  the  minbtry,  more  or  less  direct ;  for 
the  duty  of  mbisters,  rigorously  speaking,  is  to  do  every 
thing,  and  to  provide  for  every  thing.    On  this  occasion,  I 
have  not  hesitated  to  avow  that  I  thought  the  ministry 
blameable,  for  having  neglected  to  adopt  the  administrative 
measures  best  calculated  to  ensure  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave 
Trade,  and  also  for  having  hitherto  debyed  the  introduction 
of  the  necessary  laws.    I  have  expressed  my  opinion  perhaps 
with  too  great  a  degree  of  moderation,  with  a  forbearance 
perhaps  carried  too  far.    The  Minister  of  Finance  may 
make  use  of  high  sounding  words,  and  characterize  my  pro- 
position by  the  title  of  an  aei  ofacauatum:  but  it  is  not  by 
refusing  to  receive  them  that  he  can  reasonably  refute  the 
justice  of  my  representations:  and  you,  gentlemen,  may 
take  them  into  consideration,  with  a  safe  conscience,  and 
without  incurring  the  slightest  risk  of  thereby  overthrowing 
the  present  administration. 

"  The  same  Minister  has  likewise  said,  that  my  proposi- 
tion was  somewhat  anti-natumal;  that  it  had  reference  to 
treaties  concluded  under  fatal  auspices  ;  and  that  it  was  im- 
prudent to  call  to  mind  in  what  circumstances  France  had 
consented  to  the  Abolition  of  the  traffic.    Thh  insinuation 
astonished  me :  I  referred  to  the  treaties  of  1814  and  IB  15, 
because  I  wished  his  majesty  to  have  before  him  the  state  of 
the  law  on  the  Slave  Trade.    I  could  not  refrain  from  ad- 
verting to  the  arrangements  which  form  its  basis  :  I  had  no 
thought  beyond  this.     Doubtless  these  treaties  revive  the 
recollection  of  unfortunate  tiroes :  they  doubtless  contain 
clauses  at  which  our  national  pride  may  justly  revolt ;  but 
what  connexion  is  there  between  such  clauses  and  those 
to  which  I  have  referred  ?    Assuredly  none.    The  king  pro- 
claimed the  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade  of  his  own  free  will : 
he  would  unquestionably  have  held  the  same  language  at  the 
head  of  a  victorious  army ;  and  the  respect  for  justice  and 
the  rights  of  humanity  could  never  have  been  imposed  upon 
him  as  a  sacrifice. 
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^'  I  betr  io  mind  a  bst  word,  iv€U  vorlby  of  remaik^ 
vbich  Ml  from  the  counsellors  of  (he  crpvifQ.  They  haf ^ 
declared,  in  formal  terms,  that  thi^  regard  the  pte^eaf 
jegiskition  as  fully  sufficieat :  thus  they  now  disown  the  pro- 
mises of  their  {Mredecessors, — those  promises,  to  ^  tardy 
fulfilment  of  which  I  iiad  confined  my  complaint. 

« I  have  proved  hy  cakulf\tions  which  no  one  has  at- 
tempted to  refute,  that  the  repressive  oporatioo  of  our  laws 
may  be  summed  up  as  follows : — *  Mearobants  of  Frauce,  you 
are  prohibited,  under  pain  of  a  fine  of  500  francs,  from 
entering  into  speculations  which  will  produce  profit^ 
amounting  to  20,000  francs.'  And  this  is  the  tegislatipn 
which  b  sepresented  as  being  sufficient !  What  are  the 
arguments  employed  to  convince  us  ?  Has  smy  one  of  the 
lacts  stated  by  me  been  contradicted  ?  No :  but  we  are 
told  with  a  magnanimous  resignation,  that  the  matter  must 
not  be  viewed  with  such  scrupulous  nicety ;  that  the  best  of 
laws  do  not  completely  fulfil  their  object;  that  there  ase 
severe  laws  against  theft  and  murder,  aud  that  nevertheless 
murders  and  robberies  are  still  committed.  Admirable 
reasoning  I  Were  murder  and  robbery  punishable  only  by 
a  fine  of  some  thousands  of  francs,  would  not  these  crimes 
be  of  more  frequent  occurrence  ?  If  brigands  infested  the 
high-ways  oi  France ;  if  the  streets  of  Paris  were  recep- 
tacles for  cut-throats  ;  if  assassins  walked  about  openly,  in 
defiance  of  justice  and  public  indignation,  would  there  not 
be  reason  to  reflect  on  the  laws  under  which  such  abuses 
were  tolerated  ?  It  has  been  unhesitatingly  asserted,  that 
the  whole  of  the  crew  of  a  Negro>ship  must  not  be  visited 
viith  punishment,  lest  it  should  be  found  impossible  to  pro- 
cure witnesses  to  give  evidence  against  the  captain.  What 
would  be  said  of  a  law  which  should  decide  in  principle, 
that  only  the  chief  of  a  band  of  robbers  was  to  be  punished, 
in  order  that  the  rest  might  be  produced  as  evidence  against 
the  principal  author  of  the  crimes  committed  1  The  cases 
would  be  perfectly  parallel,  aud  the  argument  is  the  same. 

"  To  the  doubt  which  the  Minister  of  Finance  has  ex- 
pressed concerning  the  conduct  of  the  present  Ministers

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of  U§  Britannic  Majesty,  at  the  period  of  the  Abolition  of 
the  Slafe  Thule,  I  reply  by  the  fact.  Let  the  Mhiiater  of 
Finance  peruae  the  debates  of  the  time  :  he  wiH  see,  in  the 
hist  and  lowest  minorities,  the  names  of  Lord  Liverpool, 
tben  Lord  Hawkesburj,  and  Lord  Castlereagfa.  The  minority 
of  the  House  of  Peers,  if  my  memory  do  not ,  betray  me^ 
amounted  to  no  more  than  twenty  members,  and  that  of  the 
House  of  Commons  was  not  more  than  fifteen. 

*'  I  shall  say  only  one  word  respecting  the  form  of  my 
proposition.  Among  the  measures  which  appear  to  me  ne- 
cessary to  ensure  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade,  there  are 
some  which  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  administration  to  adopt ; 
there  are  others  which  require  the  intervention  of  the  legis- 
lature. The  former  may  be  immediately  put  in  force :  the 
^  latter  can  neither  be  brought  to  maturity,  nor  adopted,  during 
the  present  session.  I  thought  it,  however,  my  duty  to  bring 
them  all  at  once  under  consideration.  I  thought  it  im- 
portant to  obtain,  at  present,  all  that  it  is  possible  now  to 
realise.  I  thought  it  nectf^sary  even  to  entreat  his  ma- 
jesty to  order  the  preparation  of  all  the  necessary  laws  to 
bring  the  legislation  to  a  desirable  degree  of  perfection. 
The  19th  Article  of  the  Charter  is  adduced  in  opposition  to 
roe ;  and  it  is  alleged  that  every  motion  for  a  law  should  be 
drawn  up  in  the  form  of  a  resolution,  and  sent  to  the  other 
chamber  for  its  concurrence.  Doubtless  every  motion  for 
a  special  law,  every  precise  and  determiuate  propositioa 
should  be  submitted  to  your  dejIberaUon  in  that  form.  But 
it  is  one  thing  to  present  to  his  majesty  the  plan  of  a  law 
ready  drawn  up,  and  which  he  has  only  to  invest  with  his 
initiative,  and  another  to  entreat  him  to  take  into  consi- 
deration the  state  of  legidlstion  on  a  given  subject,  and  to 
order  to  be  prepared  in  his  councils  the  laws  and  other 
measures  neces&ary  to  ameliorate  and  complete  it.  This  may 
be  the  subject  of  an  addrcbs ;  and  I  know  oo  limit  to  the 
constitutional  right  of  presenting  addresses.  But  it  is  suf- 
ficient that  some  members  should  have  conceived  scruples 
on  this  head,  to  induce  me  not  to  deprive  the  very  foun- 
dation and  substance  of  my  proposition  of  the  advantage  of 
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llieir  aiseni.  I  llicrefbre  willingly  consent  to  the  proposed 
adjournmenty  for  the  purpose  of  re-producing  my  motion  in 
another  shape,  provided  it  be  distinctly  understood  that 
nothing  is  now  decided  but  the  point  of  form»  and  that  the 
question  remains  whole  aud  entire."

*'  The  Baron  de  Turkheim,  Vice-President,  briefly  adverted 
to  the  object  for  which  the  Committee  had  been  instituted. 
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'  Yoa  have  considered/  said  he,  '  that  the  moat  oeMain 
means  of  attaming  that  oh^ct  would  be  to  awaken,  hff 
pamphletB  wiitten  with  calmness  and  prudence,  the  morii 
affections,  which  ezerdse  so  ^reat  an  inflnence  over  a  g«re«* 
reus  nation.  This  union  of  nfo^itj  with  religion  forms  the 
basis  of  our  association :  it  will  shine  with  conspicuous  lustre 
in  its  application  to  the  defence  of  the  Africans.

^*  Article  L — The  Committee  appointed  for  inquiring  into

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Smith  Thompson,  Esq.  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States,  to  the  Chair' 
man  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives,  on  the  Slave  Trade,  dated  February  7th, 
1821. 

**  Thbrb  appear  to  have  been  partial  captures  made  upon 
the  coast,  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Georgia,  by  the 
public  vessels  of  the  United  States.  The  Slaves  in  some  cases 
have  been  bonded  out  to  individuals  until  adjudication. 

**  The  Slave  Trade  has  been  checked  by  our  cruisers  upon 
the  southern  coasts  of  the  United  States ;  and  no  great  at- 
tempts appear  to  have  been  made  to  introduce  Slaves  through 
illicit  channels. 

**  There  are  now  in  charge  of  the  Marshal  of  Georgia,  248 
Africans,  taken  out  of  a  South-American  privateer,  the 
General  Ramirez,  whose  crew  mutinied,  and  brought  the 
vessel  into  St.  Mary's,  Georgia :  sixty  more  are  in  the  custody 
of  the  Marshal,  detained  and  maintained  in  the  vicinity  of 
Savannah :  forty  or  fifty  more  have  been  sent  out  of  that  State, 
under  what  orders  it  is  not  known. 

'*  The  ships  cruizing  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  during  the 
last  year,  captured  the  following  vessels  engaged  in  the  Slave

^  The  Slave  Trade  is  carried  on  briskly  in  this  neighbour- 
hood. Had  I  authority  so  to  do,  I  could  take  a  vessel 
lying  within  the  floating  of  one  tide,  say  twenty-five  miles 
ftom  us,  in  tfie  Sbebar,  under  American  cotours,  takmg  in  a 
cargo  of  Slaves.  Their  policy  is  to  come  with  a  cargo  of 
goods  suited  to  the  market,  deliver  it  to  a  Slave-factor  on 
shore,  and  contract  for  Slaves.  They  then  lie  at  anchor  in 
the  river,  or  stand  out  to  sea  for  a  specified  number  of  days, 
till  the  Slaves  are  all  procured  and  brought  to  the  beach, 
and  placed  under  a  hovel  or  shed  prepared  for  the  purpose, 
all  chained  two  and  two.  At  the  appointed  time,  or  on  a 
concerted  signal,  the  vessel  comes  in  and  takes  her  Slaves  on 
board,  and  is  off  in  an  hour.  This  is  rendered  necessary,  as 
they  cannot  be  seized  unless  they  have  Slaves  on  board  ;  and 
they  are  watched  by  the  cruisers,  so  as  to  be  taken  when 
they  have  Slaves  with  them.  The  Augusta  (the  schooner  I 
purchased)  is  a  vessel  of  104  tons,  a  swift  sailor,  and  was 
intended  to  take  a  cargo  of  100.  She  had  a  caboose 
fitted  to  boil  rice  in  laiige  quantities  :  Slaves  receive  one  pint 
each  per  day/'

of  Baltimore,  or  Charleston,  or  any  otl^er  port. within  the 
United  States,  nor  caused  to.  sail  from  the  port  of  Balti- 
more, or  Charleston,  or  from  any  other  port  in  the  United 
States,  for  the  purposes  in  the  said  amended  libel  charged : 
Thatuhe  was  engaged  in  a  trade  or  commerce  permitted  by 
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the  kw8  af  Spain,  and  therefore  not  wnenable  to  any  tribu- 
nal of  the  United  States  of  America. 

**  The  truth  of  this  answer  b  now  to  be  tested  by  the  evi- 
dence which  has  been  produced,  and  by  the  circumstances 
oflhe.caae.  !  - 

^*  I  say,  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case ;  because  it  is  a 
kmg  and  well  estabUshed  rule  of  Admiralty  Courts,  toexa* 
mine  with  care  the  circumstances  of  the  cases  submitted  to 
.their  consideration,  and  compare  them  cautiously  and  deli- 
berately with  the  testimony  in  the  cause.    It  is  among  their 
most  laborious  and  difficult  duties,  to  weigh  the  emdaUia  ret;' 
and  to  give  it,  in  their  deliberation,  its  due  effect,  when' 
contrasted  with  the  positive  declarations  of  a  witness ;  and ' 
t)ie  known  facts,  and  admitted  circumstances,  of  a  case' 
must  often  be  allowed  to  control  its  fate.'  This  i«#tf6urse* 
of  investigation,  and  a  mode  of  decision,  founded  in  neoes-» 
i|ity^  and  injustice  too.    Cases  brought  here  are  often^,  if 
not  commonly,  founded  in  fraud,  and  the  perpetrator^  of  a 
fraud  never  fail  to  resort  to  the  most  ingenious  devices,  to' 
enable  themselves  or  others  to  swear,  without  incurring  the 
penalties  of  perjury  here,  and  by  a  casuistry  of  their  owd, 
generate  a  hope  to  escape  the  condemnation  of  Heaven. 
Swearing  alone,  therefore,  is  not  enough.    It  must  be  credit' 
ble  swearing, — not  swearing  that  puts  faith  to  the  torture, 
and  baffles  every  rational  effort  to  reconcile  it  with  plain  and 
palpable  iJEUsts.    The  most  frivolous  and  inefiectual  forms,*— 
a  bill  of  sale,  for  example,  given  without  consideration- or- 
proper  inducemoit,  to  be  cancelled  or  returned  when  tiie* 
temporary  purpose  for  which  it  is  given  is  acoompibhed;— •» 
often  fcmn  the  foundation  of  a  positive  oath,  as  to  property? 
apd  owneiship.    Proceedings  of  this  sort,  when  their  iaicu' 
ness  may  be  reasonably  suspected,  must  be  investigated - 
ligorously,  with  a  view  to  detect  the  true  inducement  to  the 
transfer,  and  the  fmud,  if  any.  These  can  only  be  developed 
by  means  of  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  transac*- 
tion  ;  and  when  they  are  all  atrwar  with  the  forms  that  sUs* 
tain  the  ;oaths  of  the  witnesses,  they  must  be  allowed  to 
outweigh  and .  invalidate  them.    The  importance  and  ^cc( 
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often  conceded  to  circnnistnatiai  efidenoe,  in  €o«rti  of 
Admiralty,  necessarily  resohs  horn  tlw  course  end  oeoslito* 
tion  of  these  eonrts.  Tbey  seek  and  receive  testunon j  and 
informaikui  from  aooffccs  unknown  to  the  common  law.  Mmm 
are  here  often  swearing  under  the  pressure  of  peouaiaiy 
interests,  or  the  terror  of  personal  penaUies.  Their  aberra- 
tions and  c!vaaions  most  be  corrected  by  a  earefnl  oonsidem- 
tion  of  the  plain  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case. 

**  I  have  made  these  remarks  in  reply  to  tbo  stress  that  woo 
laid  upon  the  oath  said  to  have  been  taken  by  Marinn  at 
Santiago,  that  this  vessel  was  lus  property.  I  do  *ot  pciw 
oeive  by  the  papers  that  he  has  sworn  to  that  Ihct,  althottfh 
it  is  in  evidence,  that  the  documents  for  dM  vessel  oodd  aoi 
have  been  obtained  regularly  without  it.  Be  this  «■  it  may, 
imwillittg  as  I  am  to  impute  peijory  to  any  man,  yet  if,  in  the 
enecntion  of  my  pubHo  duty,  I  thUik  that  the  noeeesary  and 
irresistible  inferences  from  the  other  evidence  in  (ho  oauee, 
ftom  the  other  facts  and  cireamslances  eonnected  with  it, 
lead,  to  such  an  imputation,  I  am  not  peruNtted  to  shnnk 
from  a  decision  that  involves  the  charge. 
.  <*  Before  I  proceed  to  the  written  and  veitei  evklenoe  in  thin 
cause,  it  will  be  best,  perhaps,  though  at  the  hasard  of  a 
little  irregularity,  to  dispose  of  some  other  legal  positions  thai 
were  urged  on  the  trial. 

**  Undue  weight,  if  not  absolato  conclusiveness,  was 
claimed  for  the  Spanish  documents  found  on  board  this 
vessel.  This  Court,  however,  and,  I  should  suppose,  every 
other,  receives  papers  of  this  sort  as  prima  fmcie  evidence 
only  of  the  fiu^t  they  are  mtended  to  establish ;  to  wit,  the 
national  character  of  tiie  vessel.  When  verified  and  osfm* 
peached,  they  are  conclusive,  and  entitled  to  the  prompt 
recognition  of  the  Court  Bat  they  are  liable  to  impeach- 
ment by  all  the  means  developed  by  the  facts  in  the  easa  i 
and  the  Court  must  determine,  by  the  ordinary  rules  of  evi* 
dence,  which  is  entitled  to  credit. — (Case  of  the  Odin.) 

<<  It  has  been  contended  also  that  the  onus  pr(4>andi  tenia 
upon  the  libellants  ;  that  it  is  incumbent  on  them  to  prove 
affirmatively  and  conclusively,  that  this  vessel  was  American 
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ptopcrty  ftt  the  time  of  capture.  This  b  also  a  mialake. 
lo  proceedings  in  rem,  the  United  States  must  make  out  a 
prkmajmeie  case ;  and  will  then  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits 
of  the  presunptiotts  arising  from  H,  until  the  claimant  ex* 
phtins  and  obviates  the  difficulties  in  which  his  property 
b  involved.  When  it  b  found  under  suspicious  ciroum* 
ftanees,  or  placed  in  a  situation,  or  employed  in  pursuits, 
interdicted  by  the  laws  of  the  country,  it  b  reasonable  that 
the  owner  should  be  held  to  devdop  ^e  mysteries  that  sur- 
round it,  and  the  innocence  of  hb  object.  He  possesses  ail 
the  means,  an  J  can  readily  Aimbh  all  the  requbite  explana- 
tions. He  b  not  permitted,  therefore,  to  sit  with  folded 
anas,  and  demand,  in  the  first  instance,  a  demonstration  of 
his  fraudulent  design,  or  iUegal  pursuit. 

''  As  part  of  the  defence,  the  juifadlcfion  of  thb  Court  luw 
been  resisted ;  because,  as  it  is  contended,  the  comBaander 
of  the  Cyane  ought  to  have  sent  the  captured  vessel  into  the 
port  of  Baltimore.  The  fifth  section  of  the  Act  of  1819  di- 
rects the  commander  of  a  -vessel  making  a  capture  *  to  bring 
the  captured  vessel  and  cargo  for  adjudicadon  into  some  of 
the  ports  of  the  state  or  territory  to  which  such  vesseb  ee 
captured  shall  belong,  if  he  can  ascertain  the  same.'  What 
degree  of  evidence  ought  io  satbfy  the  commander  of  that 
feict,  is  not,  I  conceive  for  this  Court  to  det^mine.' 

'*  Jurisdiction  in  these  cases  b  expressly  given  to  all  this 
Dbtrict  Courts  of  the  United  States;  and  a  departure  from 
theb  instructions  by  the  commanders  of  our  armed  ships  can 
never  deprive  a  court  of  its  general  jurisdiction.  When  the 
capture  b  brought  within  the  dbtrict,  the  jurisdicdon  at- 
taehes ;  and  the  officer  is  responsible  elsewhere  for  the  viola- 
tioii  of  his  duty,  if  any  has  been  committed. 

**  The  pleadings,  as  stated,  present  two  questiona  of  hH 
for  the  decbion  of  the  Court : — 

'*  I  St.  Whether  this  vessel,  during  any  period  of  thb 
enterprise,  was  wholly,  or  in  part,  American  properly ; — 
and, 

**  2dly.  By  whomsoever  owned,  whether  she  was  prepared

**  la  advertiiig  to  the  testimooy  in  the  cause,  I  shall  first 
stajte  the  priacipal  aiui  leading  facts ;  and  then,  if  necessary, 
neler  to  the  details  of.  the  evidence  to  support  the  conclu- 
sioBs  I  baye  drawn. 

V  Tbui  Yj^sse)  sailed  ftom  the  port  of  Baltimore  in  Decem-t 
bar  1B18.  In  April  following,  with  an  American  snpeicargo 
QDtboiMd,  navigated  chiefly  by  Americans, — ^for  all  her  officers 
^pcept  Gonsales,  alleged  to  be  her  captain,  were  American 
citisens, — and  with  a  caigo  which  bad  recently  left  the  United 
States,  she  was  found  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  engaged  in  the 
Slave  Trade.  These  circumstances  justifiedt  and  amply 
justified,  the  commander  of  the  Cyane  in  seizing  and  send^ 
iig.b^r  in  for.  a^j indication.  They  make  out  a  strong  jraMi 
fmde  case,  $md  impose  imperatively  upon  the  claimant  the 
burden  of  shewing  that  she  was  there  j^ally,  and  employed 
in  a  legal  pursuit.  For  this  purpose,  a  bill  of  sale  is  produced, 
with  the  intention  to  prove  that  the  vessel  in  quesUon  at  the 
ti^e  of  capture  was  the  property  of  a  Spanish  subject ;  and 
her  papers  are  produced  to  shew  that  she  was  regulariy  do* 
cumented  as  a  Spanish  vesseL  This  brings  us  directly  to 
the  inquiry,  whether  this  transfer  was  a  bima  Jide,  or, 
as  is  alleged  by  the  libellants,  a  fraudulent  transaction. 
In  prosecuting  this  iqquiry,  the  papers  must  be  laid  out  of 
view ;  because,  if  obtained  through  fraud,  they  are  vitiated, 
and  the  claimant  can  derive  no  benefit  from  their  possession. 

*'  It  is  in  proof  that  thb  schooper,  at  the  time  she  left 
Baltimore,  was  the  property  of  Thomas  Shephard,  Heqry. 
Didier,  jun.,  and  John  d*Arcy ;  that  she  left  it  with  the  name 
of  the  Plattsburgb,  with  Joseph  F.  Smith  master,  and  George 
Storks  supercargo.  She  cleared  for  the  island  of  Saint 
Thomas,  but  went  direct  to  Santiago  de  Cuba.  Here,  if 
there  be  a  fraud,  is  the  first  link  of  the  chain  that  leads  to 
its  detection— a  false,  or  at  least  a  concealed,  destination. 
But  clearances  of  this  sort,  it  is  said,  are  not  uncommon ;  and 
where,  it  is  asked,  is  tbe  motive  for  concealment?    But 
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where  the  voyage  b  a  kgal  and  fair  one,  a  clearance  for  one 
phice  with  an  intention  to  go  to  another  is  uncornmon;  aaA. 
in  diit  ioitanoe  the  moiitre  for  anch  a  eourae  is,  to' my  ttnd, 
▼cry  obfioua.  It  was  known  that  ^e  Slave  Trade  cowld  nol 
be  prosecuted  from  the  island  of  9t.  Thomas ;  that  it. was 
interdicted  by  the  sovereign  to  whom  it  bdongs.  It  was 
equally  notorious'  that  in  Santiago  this  traffic  was^puianed 
wiA  much  vigour  and  activity.  We  have  it  in  evidence  that 
the  Plattsbufgh  was  well  ddculated  for  that  employment  s 
a  destination  to  St.  Thomas^  therefore,  was  not  calculated 
to  eicite  suspicion;  but  a  dearance  for  SantiagOi  with  a 
vessel  of  her  construction,  could  scarcely  have  foiled  to  it* 
tntet  the  attention  of  the  cottediMr,  whose  v^^ihmce  ^had^al* 
leady  been  awakened  by  the  reputed  transactions  of  tier 
sapefcargo;  for  it  would  seem  that  this'man  was  well  skHied 
and  well  practised  in  these  neforious  pursuits,  and* an  adept 
iir  c^ading^  the  laws  of  this  country.  No  part  of  the  cargo  of 
the  Phitlsburgh  belonged  to  her  ownen ;  a  circumstance  con^ 
sistent,  to  be  sure,  with  a'foir  voyage,  but  still  more  so  with  Ae 
caution  and  circumspection  required  by  a  fraudulent  design. 
She  arrived  at  Santiago  de-Cuba  the  2dth  or  26th'of  Decem- 
ber s?  and  her  cargo,  which  consisted  of  variou^artlcles  be- 
longing to  different  persons,  was*  all  landed  by  die  4th  or  5di 
of  January,  as  is  stated  by  the  claimant's  own  witness.  The 
moment  her  cai^o  was  discharged,  the  repairs  or  alteratiolis 
necessary  to  equip  her  for  an  African  voyage  commenced. 
The  two  principal  witnesses  on  both  sides,  to  wit,  Fervea 
and  Rapp,  concur  in  thdr  statements  of  these  three  foots  ;-^ 
the  period  of  her  arrival  at  Santiago,  the  time  occupied  in 
diicharging  her,  and  the  commencement  of  the  repairs. 
Rapp  states  that  it  took  about  f  ilbnth  to  repair  her,  which 
fixes  the  date  of  her  complete  equipment  on  the  4th  or  Oth 
of  February.  She  was  transferred  on  the  27th  of  January. 
Now  by  whose  authority,  and  at  whose  expense, -had  these 
heavy  repairs  been  made?  Three  weeks  out  of  four  Jiad 
been  consumed  in  equipping  her,  and  the  title  remained  in 
the  original  pioprietors.  Can  it  be  supposed  that  Ma- 
rina would  have  expended  such  considerable  sums  on  this 
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teiid  on  bb  own  icconnt  befor«  he  received  hit  fillet  The 
preMinpHon  is  ineonsif  teot  with  the  haliitaal  preoiaion  and 
cAillion  of  tbo  mercantile  character;  and  the  inference  in 
iUv  And  fcreiUd,  that  the  schooner  was  eqnipped  for  and  ov 
aecoitnt  of  ^hephard^  Didier,  and  D*Arcy. 

**  Bnt  she  was  finally  transferred,  and  by  whom  t  By 
QMMgc  StoAs,  hef  Stipereatgo.  In  the  recitals  to  the  bill 
of  safe  ht  has  repreneited  himself  as  the  sole  owner  of  Ihn 
PhUsbUtgii,  trhich  is  nntroe :  at  least,  it  is  untrve  accotding 
to  the  «Viden6fe  befere  the  Conirt.  Shephard,  Didier»  and 
D'Arcy,  were  Ae  owners  when  she  left  Baltimore ;  and  it  is 
not  pretended  that  they  at  any  tim^  sold  or  transferred  her 
to  StoAs.  No  power  of  attoniey  from  diem  tosell  her  has 
been  produced  or  prehMded,  It  has  been  called  fer  in  whw 
If  thb  vessel  had  b«en  Sent  to  the  West  Indies  for  the  par* 
pns^  of  being  flMf  sold,  would  not  the  ownsn  hawi  fer* 
nihhed  theilr  ageM  With  the  moans  necessary  to  give  a  legal 
title  to  her  f  Th«y  wonld  either,  ft  SMtas  to  ma^  faaso 
invested  her  with  the  legal  dik!,  or  with  saftdent  power  to 
transfer  it.  Wonld  not  a  bmkaJUk  pttrchaser  for  a  valnaUe 
coiisideratiott,  examine  th«  papers  of  a  vessd,  to  aseeitain 
to  whom  she  really  belongMl,  or  demand  of  the  sopercargo 
his  authority  to  sell  her?  It  is  no  t|I  believe,  among  the 
usual  privitegeii  and  pkerogntives  of  a  supercargo,  to  sell  his 
vessel  when  and  where  he  plMses.  Marina,  however,  neither 
examined  ttie  one  nOr  demanded  the  other,  bnt  received  feom 
Storks  a  bill  of  sale,  for  aught  ^t  appeam,  perfectly  nnan« 
thorized;  and  then  swears,  as  is  said,  though  it  does  not 
appear  in  etridence,  that  the  Vessel  l)eloogs  to  him« 

**  There  is  certainly  something  in  these  proceedings,  thus 
hr,  that  exposes  Aem  to  deoided  and  jist  sospioion.  It  was 
essentially  necessary  to  the  claimant's  success  that  he  should 
hav6  shewn  a  legal  title  to  this  vessel ;  a  valid  transfer  from 
the  American  owners.  As  the  evidence  now  stands,  the 
title  remains  I^Hy  in  Shephard,  Didier,  and  D'Arcy. 
Whether  it  was  ever  intendMl  to  be  conveyed^  may,  perhaps, 
be  more  satisfactorily  determined  upon  a  still  Anther  prose- 
cution of  this  inquiry. 
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.^^  Whes  the  Mari^  Gertrudes  (for  fbat  was  the  n^  liaine 
gWea  her  by  JUbnrina>was  eqaipped^  a  eargo  was  of  course  to> 
be  procured  suited  to  the  objects  of  her  intended  voyage.' 
How  and  where  was  4t  obtained?  The  sdution  of  tliis 
foestion  Biaj  throw  some  light  on  this  dark  and  invoked 
transaction. 

'*  It  appears  by  the  deposition  of  James  M'Culloch,  that 
about  the  time  the  Plattsburgh  left  Baltimore,  as  was  pre-; 
tendedt  for  St.  Thomas,  another  vessel  belonging  to  the 
same  owners  by  the  name  of  the  Eros,  cleared  out  from  the 
same  port  for  Santiago  de  Cuba,  loaded  with  a  cargo  suited 
la  the  Slave  Trade.  This  circumstance  of  course  excited 
suspicion ;  but  as  the  vessel  herself  was  supposed  unfit  for 
the  purposes  of  an  African  voyage,  the  collector  allowed  her 
to  proceed  with  her' cargo,  after  depriving  her  of  her  guns 
and  other  artides  that  might  be  deemed  constituent  parts  of 
a»  equipment  for  such  an  enterprise.  The  cargo  of  the  Eros 
belonged  to  George  Storks,  yfbo  sailed  in  the  Plattsburgh,  as 
a  supercargo,  and  transferred  her  to  the  Spaniard,  Marina, 
aft'Santiago*  A  great  portion  of  this  cargo  of  the  Eros  was 
fiNmd.  on  board  the  Plattsburgh,  or  the  Marie  Gertrudes,  las 
she  is  now  called,  at  the  time  of  her  capture  and  on  her 
arrival  within  Ibis  district.  These  hetM  lead  directly  to  the 
cenelusion,  that  the » sailing  of  these  two  vesseb  formed  a 
pait  of  the  same  design.  The  one  intended  for  the  coast  of 
Africa,  to  evade  the  hiws  of  the  United  States,  sailed  under 
cifcnmstanees,  as  fiur  as  they  were  known,  not  liable  to  sus* 
pieion,  but  with  the  view  of  receiving  the  cargo  of  the  other, 
at  some  place  beyond  the  jurisdictional  limits  of  the  United 
Stales./  .Thus  both  escaped  deteii|ion.  The  Eros  arrived 
at  Santiago  a  few  days  after  thfi:>|nattsburgh.  Her  cargo 
belonged,  it  most  be  remembered,  tO'4he  supercargo  df  the 
Plattsburgh;  and. I  kncfw  that  the  witness  swears  it  was  sold 
to  one  Girard  m  Santiago. .  Bat  how  did  it  get  on  board  the 
Plattsbttigh?  DtdGimrdpntit^ere?  If  he  did,  and  hid 
bfpiight  it  faurly,  wlqf  does  he  not  ask  tobave  it  restored  ?  It 
is  here  unclaimed.    The  real  proprietor  seema^te  disowa  it, 
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and  thiM  justifies  the  ioference,  that  .it  it  fke  |ueopeciy  of  a 
penoQ  who  would  incur  the  penalties  of  our  laws  by  aaaaii^ 
ing  bis  title. 

.  *\  Having  looked  briefly  into  the  origin  of  tbe  cargo^^  I 
ibaU  proceed  to. an  examination  of  ibe  crew.  Who  and  what 
were  they  ?    All  the  persons  that  imposed  the  ciew  of  the 
nattsbnrgb^  when  she  left  Baltimore,  supercargo,  officers, 
and  men,  with  the  exception  of  two  seamen,  were  found  ool 
board  the  same  vessel,  with  a  new  name  on  th^  coast  of 
Africa.    It  will  not  be  denied  that  this  is  an  important  £M:t 
entitled  to  great  weight  in  the  consideration  of  this  cause* 
The  same  Storks,  who  left  Baltimore  as  siq>ercargo,  waa 
still  on  board   in   that   capacily ;    the  same  mates  aliU 
held  theiv  •former   rank  and  station.     Joseph  F.  Smilb, 
ipaster  of  the    Plattsburgh,    on  her   voyage  from  Balti- 
more to  SaptiagOfe  was  still  a  conspicuous,  personage  in  Uie 
l^farie  Gertrudes,  active,  I  am  bound  I  think  to  say»  in  the 
management  of  the  vessel,  and  the  discharge  of  important 
functions.  But  it  is  alleged  that  he  was  not  the  master  of  this 
ve^sel  when  she  was  captured.    If  not,  who  wns  l    This  han 
npw. become  a  necessary  inquiry :  a  satisfactory  solutioa  of  it 
will  form  an  expressive  feature  in  this  case.    It  is  contended 
that  Gonzales,  the  present  claimant,  was  the  commander  of 
the  Marie  Gertudes :  the  papers  arc  referred  to,  to  prove 
it :  he  swears  it — Rapp  awears  it ;  but  what  say  the  facts  in 
the  case,  for  I  still  diink  they  are  worth  much  more  than 
swearing  under  the  delusive  and  ingenious  forms  of  a  well 
concerted  project?    That  the  name  of  Gonzales  is  in  the 
papers,  is  true ;  that  he  possessed  some  document  that  would 
enable  him  to  swear,  if  necessary,  to  his  authority,  witbont 
incurring  the  legal  penalties  of  perjury,  I  do  not  doubt. 
This  is  an  indispensable  and  invariable  precaution  in  eases 
of  this  sort.     Who  then  was  Gronzales,  and  what  was  be  ? 
Nothing  is  known  or  proved  coaceming  him,  but  that  he  was 
a  resident  of  Santiago.    It  appears  clearly  that  he  was  not 
a  seaman,  and  that  be  was  ignorant  of  wivigation.    Rapp 
nevertheless  knows  that  he  vras  the  real  master  and  com» 
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mander  of  this  vessel ;  but  I  am  unwilling  to  repose  with 
implicit  confidence  on  the  testimony  of  this  witness.'  I  mean 
to  press  nothing  to  his  iiyurj :  I  cannot,  however,  withhold 
the  remark,  that  be  swears  with  a  promptitude  and  intre- 
•pidity  not  usual  with  those  who  have  a  deep  and  sdlenn 
'ieflse  of  the  obligations  of  an  oath.  He  is  full  of  know- 
ledge,  perfect  master  of  all  the  minutiae,  and  details,  and  ma- 
chinery connected  with  this  transaction  ;  but  I  hope  it  is  not 
uficbaritable  to  observe,  that  his  knowledge  seems  brought 
up  to  the  necessities  of  the  case,  rather  than  the  result  of 
accident,  or  acquired  in  the  usual  and  natural  course  of 
events.  He  was  chief  clerk  in  the  compting-house  of ,  the 
Alan  who  loaded  and  fitted  this  vessel  for  her  voyage ;  anfl 
"yet,  when  asked,  though  possessed  of  all  this  useful  infor- 
mation, swears  thkt  he  was  not  sent  here  to. testify  in- this 
cause.  I  hope  for  his  sake  it  is  so.  It  is  in  proof  that 
Cronzales  could  neither  write,  read,  nor  speak  English  intcl- 
liglibly.  His  log-book  was  kept  in'  English ;  his  mates  were 
Americans,  for  aught  that  appears,  ignorant  of  the  ISpanisb 
language.  Here,  thcfn,  we  have  the  strange  spectacle  oif  ^ 
Ihaster,  who,  besides  being  professionally  ignorant  of  his  inty 
hnd  unfit  for  his  station,  could  neither  read  the  log-fapok  of 
his  own  vessel,  nor  converse  intelligibly  with  his  officen« 
Charitable  as  I  am  disposed  to  be,  it  is  asking  too  much^ 
T  think,  of  charity,  to  concede  that  men  of  common  sense 
Would  thus  have  prepared  and  organized  a  long  and  dan-, 
gerous  voyage. 

*  "  But  Joseph  F.  *Smith,  the  master  of  this  same  vessel^ 
when  cihe  left  the  tJnited  States,  was  on  board ;  and  Bfapp 
swears  without  hesitation,  or  reserve,  or  doubt,  that  he  went 
out  merely  as  a 'passenger.  To  elucidate  this  point  I  im\ 
again  resort  to  l!he  acts  and  conduct  of  Smith,  as  a  better, 
and  purer  source  of  information.  They  cannot  lie.  I  will 
begin  at  the  commencement  of  the  voyage,  at  Cuba.  WbW 
the  vessel  was  about  to  sail.  Smith,  it  seems,  was  on  shorCf 
and,  in  the  evening  previous  to  the  day  of  her  intended,  de- . 
parture,  wrote  to  the  mate  of  the  vessel,  whose  name  wa« 
also  Smith,  the  following  letter : —

This  letter  goes  very  far  t9wards  proving  that  SmitbstiU  re* 
tained  the  comiqand  of  the  vessel.    Biijt  let  us  follow  him  to 
the  .coast  of  Africa.    When  Lieut.  Stiingham  approacbccl 
the  Marie  Gertrudes  ia  his  boat,  and  hailed  her,  Sioitb  «m* 
swered  him.    When  he  i|vowed  bis  determinaUpn  to  board. 
Smith  consulted  with  the  other  officers  on  the  quarter-deck, 
and  then  told  him  he  might  board.  He  received  Stringhain  al 
the  gangway,  ordered  the  helm  to  be  put  up,  and  performed 
all  the  duties  of  captain.    When  tbe  papars  were  depianded, 
Smith  spoke  in  Spanish  to  Gonsalea,  wbo  prpcfired  the 
papers  and  handed  them .  to  Sipith,  by  wbom  tbey  were 
surrendered  to  Lieut.

I  thiai^  an  ia£»*eace  may) be  drawn ^ivofnihiapm* 
iDeeding»  in  favour  of  the  autbqrity :  and  comnaad.of  Saiidu 
It  is  said  too,  that  Smith  performed  all  these  duties  gra> 
ioitottsly,  and  only  because  he.  understood  £nglish.  But

«<  By  aa  Aet  of  the  9d  March,  1807,  the  impertatioa'ef 
fikvea  iato  aay  port  of  the  Uaited  Statca  was  to  be  pr«M 
hibiled  after  tlie  Ist  of  Jaauary,  1806,  the  tone  presetibe4 
by  the  constitatioaal-profisioa*  This  Act  eoataias  maij^ 
ae? ere  proviiioBa  agaiaal  aay  interference  ar  partieipatiOB  hi 
the  Slave  Trade,  auch  aa  heavy  fines,  hmg  imprispameaiat 
aad  the  ferfeitarea  of  vessels*  The  President  waa  ahm 
aathortzed  to  employ  armed  vessels  to  cruise  on  aay  part  of 
the  coast  where  he  aiight  judge  attempts  woald  be  made  la

^«  Byao  Aot  of  the  SOth  April,  1818*  thehwsia  prohibitidif' 
of  the  Slave  Trade  were  further  iaiproved.  This  Act  iaclHH 
racterised  with  a  pecaUarity  of  l^gisliKtive  precaatioa,  espe* 
cially  aa  the  8th  sectioa,  which  throws  the  laboar  of  pioof 
upoa  the  defcadaat,  that  ^e  Coknured  Persons  broagh^ 
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iMto  the  United  States  by  him  h^  BOt  bcea  hiougbt  ■ 
trary  to  the  laws. 

"  By  aa  Act  of  the  9d  Macoh,  181P,  the  power  k  contiaacd 
la  the  President  to  employ  the  armed  ifaips  of  the  Uaited 
States  to  seise  and  bring  into  poit  any  vessel  engaged  in  the 
Slave  Trsde  by  citiatnB  or  rendeata  of  Ae  United  States  ; 
and  snch  vesseb,  together  with  the  gooda  and  effects  om 
boaid»  are  to  be  forfeited  and  sold,  and  the  proceeds  to  be 
distributed  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  dia- 
tribation  of  prises  taken  from  an  enemy ;  and  die  officers  and 
crew  are  to  undergo  the  punishments  inflicted  by  pcwioas 
Acts.

'*  And  in  addition  to  all  the  aforesaid  laws,  the  present 
Congress,  on  the  15  th  of  May,  1830,  believing  tiiat  the  theft 
existing  provisions  would  not  be  sufficiently  available,  enact- 
ed. That  if  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  being  of  the  crew 
'  or  ship's  company  of  any  foreign  ship  or  vessel  engaged  m 
the  Slave  Trade,  on  any  reason  whatever,  being  of  ^e  crsir 
or  ship's  company  of  any  ship  or  vessel  owned,  in  the  whole 
or  in  part,  or  navigated  for  or  in  behalf  of  any  citisen  or 
Citiaens  of  the  United  States,  shall  land  from  any  snch  Mp 
or  vessel,  and  on  foreign  shore  seise  any  Negroor  Mulatto, 
not  held  to  serve  or  labour  by  the  laws  of  either  of  the  States  *

9t^€r  death. 
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**  The  inkmoral  and  pernicious  practice  of  the  SlaV^^Trade, 
has  attnctcd  much  public  attention  io  Europe  within  the  hat 
four  yeara ;  wA  n  a  Congreaa  at  Vienna,  on  the  0th  of  Feb* 
maiy,  1815,  five  of  the  principal  Powers  made  a  aolemii 
engagement,  in  the  fiice  of  mankind,  that  this  traffic  should 
be  made  to  cease;  in  pursuance  of  which,  these  Powers 
have  enacted  municipal  laws  to  suppress  the  trade.  Spain^ 
though  not  a  party  lo  the  original  engag;ement,  did  aooil 
ailer,  in  her  treaty  with  England,  stipulate  for  the  immediate 
Abolition  of  the  Spanish  Slave-trade  to  the  north  of  the 
Equator,  and  fbr  its  final  and  universal  abolition  on  ihe  30th 
of  May,  1820.  Portugal  likewise,  in  her  treaty  in  1817» 
stipulated  that  the  Portuguese  Skve-trade  on  the  coast  of 
Africa  should  entirely  cease,  to  the  north  of  the  Equator; 
and  engaged  that  it  should  be  unlawful  for  her  subjects  to 
purchase  or  trade  in  Slaves,  except  to  the  southward  of  the 
Line.  The  precise  period  at  which  the  entire  Abolition  is  to 
take  pkce  in  Portugal,  does  not  appear  to  be  finally  fixed : 
but  the  Portuguese  ambassador,  in  the  presence  of  the  Con- 
gress at  Vienna,  declared  that  Portugal,  faithful  to  her  prin- 
ciples, would  not  refuse  to  adopt  the  term  of  eight  years ; 
which  term  will  expire  in  the  year  1823. 

'^  At  this  time,  among  the  EuropeuQ  Stiites,  there  is  not  a 
flag  which  can  legally  cover  this  inhuman  traffic  to  the  north 
of  the  Line.  Nevertheless,  experience  has  proved  the  in- 
efficacy  of  the  various  and  rigorous  laws  which  have  been 
made  in  Europe  and  in  this  country ;  it  being  a  lamentable 
ftct,  that  the  disgraceful  practice  is  now  carried  on  to  a  sur- 
prizing extent  During  the  last  year.  Captain  Trenchard^ 
the  commander  of  the  United  States'  sloop  of  war  the  Cyane^, 
fimnd  that  part  of  the  coast  of  Africa  which  he  visited  lined 
with  vessels,  engaged,  as  it  Is  presumed,  in  this  forbidden . 
traffic.  Of  these  he  examined  many ;  and  five,  which  appeared 
to  be  fitt^  out  on  American  account,  he  sent  into  the  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States  for  adjudication  :  each  of  them,; 
it  is  bdieved,  his  beeil  condemned,  and  the -commanders  of 
two  of  them  have  been  sentenced  to  the  punishment  pre- 
scribed by  the  kws  of  the  United  States.

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"The  ttf timony  recently  published,  with  the  optaii 
pmirfing^  judge  of  the  United  States,  of  the  Southern  Db* 
trict  io  the  Sute  of  New  York,  m  the  case  of  the  adiooMr 
Fhttsburgb;  lays  open  a  scene  of  the  grossest  firaad  that 
coold  be  practised  to  decern  the  officers  of  Ooremmeat^ 
and  conceal  the  ttatewfid  transactsMi.-  • 

*'  The  extension  of  the  trade  .far  the  last  tweaty*£fe  or 
thfarty  years,  must,  in  a  degree,  be  coqedoml ;  bat  the  beat 
informatioB  that  can  be  obtaiaed  on  the  safaject,  farotahea 
good  foundation  to  believe,  that  daring  that  period,  tba 
number  of  Slaves  withdrawn  from  Western  Africa*  mnoaata 
to  upwards  of  a  million  and  a  half:  the  annual  afesage  would 
be  a  mean  somewhere  between  fifty  and  eighty  flioasand. 

''The  trade  appears  to  be  lucrative  in  prpportiDa  t»  ila 
hebonsaess;  and  as  it  is  generally  inhibited,  die  arieeliag 
Slave-dealers,  in  order  to  elnde  the  laws,  increase  its  homia. 
The  innocent  Africans,  who  are  mercikssly  forced  from  theiE 
native  homes  in  irons,  are  crowded  in  veseds  and  sitaatimia 
which  are  not  adapted  for  the  tiansportatioa  of  hamaai 
beings ;  and  this  cruelty  is  freqaently  saceeeded,  duriag  the 
voyage  of  their  destination,  with  dreadfnl  mortality.  Furthea 
information  on  this  subject  will  appear  in  a  letter  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  inclosing  two  other  letteis,  mark)ed 
1.  and  2.,  and  also  by  the  extract  of  a  letter  from  aa  officer 
of  the  Cyane,  dated  April  iOth,  IMO,  which  are  annexed  to 
this  Report  While  the  Slave  Trade  exists,  there  can  he  no 
prospect  of  civilization  in  Africa* 

**  However  well  disposed  the  European  Powers  amy  be  t» 
effect  a  practical  abolition  of  the  trade,  it  se^ou  generally 
acknowledged,  that,  for  the  attainment  of  this  object^  it  ia 
necessary  to  agree  upon  some  concerted  plan  of  co'4>peratioB  ; 
but  unhappily  no  arrangement  has  as  yet  obtained  universal 
consent. 

**  England  has  recently  engaged  in  treaties  with  Spain, 
Portugal,  and  the  Netherlands,  in  which  the  mutual  right  of 
visitation  and  search  is  exchanged.  This  right  is  of  a  special 
and  limited  character,  as  well  in  relation  to  the  number  and 
description  of  vessels,  as  to  space ;  and  to  avoid  possible 
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iBOODvenieiicety  no  tnspicioii*  circttintUnceA  are  to  warrant 

the  detailioa  of  a  vessel*    This  right  is  restricted  to  tb^ 

sMipfe  hct  of  Slaves  being  oo  board* 

,  ^  The  tfeatiea  jconlcpiplate^  ^  establishment  of  ^iawd 
CSowliy  fenned  o(  an  equal  kn^abcr  of  individaals-of  the  two 
Qoniractmg  aatioas ;  the  oine  t#  ieside  in  a  possession  belong* 
ing  to  Jiis  Britannic  M$i9t$j^  the  other  wilhia  the  territory  4if 
Ihe  other  lespective  powec*  .When  a  vessel. is  visited  and 
detained^  ijt  i^  to  b«  taken  lo  the  neacest  court  {  and  if  con^ 
deiittedt.  the  vessel  iia  to.  he  dedaxcfl  a  lawful  prise*  as  well 
an  'the  cargo,  andr:  ai^;  to,  be  sold  for  the  pro^t  of  the  two  ' 
mti^tm*  Tim  Sfauret  are  to  receive  a  certificate  of  emancipai* 
liooi  and  to  be  given  over  to  the  Government  on  whose  terri)- 
lovy  the  Court  ii  which  pfuwes  sentenee,  to  be  employed  as 
aeifai^  or  iree  labourers.    Each  of  the  Governments  bmds 
itself  jto  goacsntee  the  liberty  of  such  portion  of  these  ipdi- 
vidiHds  aa  nw^  be  lespectively  assigned  to  it.    Particular 
provisions  are  made  for  remuneration^  in  case  vessels  are  no( 
fondemned  afler  trial ;  and  special  instructions  are  sttpur 
hteck  to  be  fiiroished  to  commaadersof  vessels  possessing, 
tbn  qualified  right  of  visitation  and  search. 
-  *f  ThcM  powers  entertain  the  opiuiony  that  nothing  short  of 
the  concession  of  a  qualified  right  of  visitation  and  search 
tan  practically  siqipcess  the  Slave  Trade.  An  association  of 
amad  ships  is  contenij|rialied»  to  form  a  species  of  naval 
poBce,  to.  be  stationed  principally  in  the  African  seas,  where 
the  commanders  of  the  ships  will  be  enabled  to  co-operate 
iaharBMHiy  and  concert. 

.  **  The  United  States  have  been  earnestly  invited  by  the 
principal  Secretary  of  State.for  Foreign  Affairs  of  the  Britisik 
Oonmanetd,  to  join  in  the  same,  or  similar  arraogemients.S 
and  thiit  iavitvtion  has  been  sanctioned  and  enforced  by  an 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Houses  of  Lords  and  Commons^  in  a 
manner  that  precludes  all  doubts  as  to  the  sincerity  and  be* 
nevolence  of  their  designs^ 

'*  In  answer  to  this  invitation,  the  President  of  the  United 
States  has  expressed  his  regret  that  the  stipulations  in  the 
treatiea  cowmwricaited.arapf  a  character  to  which  the  pecu.- 
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liar  titiiatioii  aod  iosUtalioiifl  of  the  Usiled  Stales  de  not- 
permit  them  to  accede. 

"  The  objections  made  are  contaiaed  ia  an  eatract  of  a  leHtr* 
fiom  the  Secretary  of  State,  under  dale  of  the  Sd  November, 
ittid;  m  niuch  i|  is  observed,  thai  <  b  examioing  the  pm^ 
visioos  of  the  treaties  commanioaled  by  lord  Castkreagb, 
aU  the  essential  articles  appear  to  be  of  a  chancier  not 
adaptable  to  the  mstitutioBa  or  to  the  chrcamstances  of  the 
iJniled  iState».    The  poweis  agreed  to  be  reoipvoeally  gives 
la  the  officen  of  the  ships  of  war  of  either  party  to  enter, 
searchp  implare^  aad  carry  into  port,  for  a^ndicalion,  tbe 
laerchant  vesseb  of  the  other,  however  qiwlified  and  ra« 
siricted,  is  most  essentially  connected  with  the  iastttntioB,  by 
each  treaty,  of  two  Mixed  Conrts,  one  of  wluch  to  reside,  ia 
the  extenml  or  colonial  possession  of  each  of  the  two  parties 
xespecttvely.    TUs  part  of  the  system  is  indispensable  to 
give  it  that  chasscter  of  reciprocily ;  without  which  the  right 
granted  to  the  armed  ships  of  one  nation  to  searoh*  the  ^ 
OMVchant  vesseb  of  another^  would  be  rather  a  auurk  of 
vassalage  than  of  independence.    Bat  to  this  part  of  Ae 
irystem  the  United  States,  having  no  colonies  either  on  tba 
coast  of  Africa  or  in  the  West  ladies,  cannot  give  efiect  :— 
That  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  it  is  provided, 
that  the  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  Con- 
gress may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establnh.    It  pro* 
vides  that  the  judges  of  these  courts  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  good  behaviour;  and  that  they  shall  be  removable  by 
impeachment  on  conviction  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors. 
There  may  be  doubts  whether  ^he  power  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  is  competent  to  ioatitute  a  court  for 
caryiog  into  execution  their  penal  statutes  beyond  the  terri- 
tories of  the  United  States  ;-^a  court  consisting  partly  of 
foreign  judges,  not  amenable  to  impeachment  for  corruption, 
aod  deciding  upon  statutes  of  the  United  States  without 
appeal: 

**  *  That  the  disposal  of  the  Negroes  found  on  board  of  ihe 
$i|avf-trading  vessels  which  might  be  condemacd  by  the 
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Mfileoce  of  these  Mixed  Coorts,  cimnot  be  carried  iotd 
effect  by  the  United  States ;  for  if  the  Slayes  of  vesseb  coin 
denned  by  the  Mixed  CottrtsBhoukl  be  delivered  6?er  to  the 
Oaferament  of  the  United  Btatee  as  freemen,  tfaey  could  net, 
bat  by  their  own  coasent,  be  employed  as  servants  or  free 
laboams.  Tbeeonditioo  of  the  Blacks  being,  b  diisUnkMiy 
regulated  by  the  municipal  -  kws  of  tte  separate  States,  the 
Government  of  the  Untied  States  can  neither  guarantee  tibeir 
liberty  in  the  States,  where  tiiey  could  only  be  received  an 
Slaves,  nor  coatroul  them  in  the  States  where  they  wouM'be 
leeogaised  as  6ee:««-That  ihe  admtsidott  of  a  right  m  the 
offioen  of  fcniga  ships  of  war  to  enter  and  search  the 
vessels  of  the.  United  States  in  time  of  peace,  under  any 
circumstances  whatever,  woald  meet  with  untversaj  repug* 
nance  in  the  publio  opinion  of  thw'  country :— That  thefo 
would  'be  no  prospect  of  a  ratificatiott,  by  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  to  .any  stipuhition  of  that  nature  z-^lliat  the 
search  by  foreign  officers,  even  in  time  of  war,  is  so  ob^ 
Boxioas  to  the  feelings  and  recollections  of  this  country,  timt 
nothing  could  reconcile  them  to  the  eztennon  of  it,  howevet 
qualified  or  restricted,  to  a  time  of  peace ;«— and  that  it  would 
be  viewed  in  a  still  more  aggravated  light,  as,  in  the  treatj 
with  the  Netberlanda,  connected  with  a  fctanal  admissiow 
that  even  vessels  under  eaavoy  of  ships  of  war  of  tiidr  own- 
nation^  should  be  UaUe  to  search  by  the  ships  of  wav  of 
another.-  / 

**  The  Committee  will  observe,  in  the  first  instance,  that  m 
mutual  right  of  search  appears  to  be  indispensable  to  thia 
great  object  of  AlNriition  ;•  for  while  flags  remain  as  a  cbven 
Ibv  this  traffic,  against  tiie  right  of  seardi  by  any  veaseli 
except  of  the  same  nation,  the  chance  of  detection  wil^  bar 
much  less  than  it  would  be  if  the  right  of  search  waa  (Ot* 
tended  to  vessds  of  other  povrers:  and  as  soon  aa  any  ooe 
nation  should  cease  to  be  vigilant  m  tiie  discovery  of  inlinuK 
tions  practised  on  its  own  code,  the  Slave-dealers  would 
avail  themselves  of  a  system  of  obtaining  fraudulent  papersy 
and  coBoealiBg  the  real  ownership  under  the  coverof  such* 
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flags ;  which  would  be  carried  on  with  such  address  as  to 
reader  it  easy  for  the  citisens  or  subjects  of  one  State  to  evade 
their  municipfld  laws.  But  if  a  conceited  system  existed,  and 
a  qaalified  right  of  mutual  search  was  granted,  the  appre* 
heasioft  of  these  piratical  oflEenders  would  be  reduced  to  a 
mack  gieatcr  certainty';  and  the  very  knowledge  of  the  exist* 
eace  id  aa  active  and  vigorous  system  of  co-operaUon  would 
dbertimany  from  this  trafic,  as  the'  ualawfiBl  trade  would 
becoBw  too  hazardous  for  profitable  speculation.  * 

.  ^'In  sclalion  lo  any  iacodvoiiences  that  might  result  from 
aach  aa  anmngement,  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  is 
to  limited  on  the  African  coast,  that  it  could  not  be  much 
adfectod  by  it ;  and  as  it  regards  economy,  the  expense  of 
stationing  a  few  vessels  on  that  coast  would  be  much  greater 
than  to  aiaintain  tbem  at  any  other  place. 

**  Tliefiomnuttee  have  briefly  noticed  tiie  practical  results 
of  a  seeiprocal  right  of  search,  as  it  bears  on  the  Slave  Trade ; 
bal  the  objcetion  as  to  the  propriety  of  cedmg  this  right 
temaias.  It  is  with  deference  that  the  Committee  undertake 
to  make  any  remarks  upon  it:  they  bter  in  recollection  the 
^piaiona  entertained  in  this  country,  on  the  practiee  of 
searching  neutral  vessels  in  time  of  war ;  but  they  csinnot 
perceive  that  the  right  under  discussion  is,  in  principle, 
allied  in  any  degree  to  the  general  question  of  search :  it  can 
involve  no  eonunitment,  nor  is  it  susceptible  of  any  ubfiit- 
vourable  inference  on  that  subject ;  and  even  if  there  were 
any  affinity  between  the  cases,  the  necessity  of  a  special 
agreement  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  idea  of  existing 
rights ;  the  proposal  itself,  in  the  same  manner  made,  b  a 
total  abandonment,  on  the  part  of  England,  of  any  claim 
to  visit  and  search  vessels  in  a  time  of  peisce :  and  this  ques- 
tion has  been  unequivocally  decided  in  the  negative  in  her 
admiralty  courts. 

**  Although  it  is  not  among  the  objections,  that  the  desired 
arrangement  would  give  any  colour  to  a  claim  or  right  of 
search  in  time  of  peace,  yet,  lest  the  case  in  this  respect 
may  be  prejudiced  in  the  minds  of  any,  tiie  Committee  will 
observe,  that  the  fight  of  search  in  time  of  peace  is  one  that 
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it  not  claimed  by  any  power  as  a  part  of  the  law  of  nations ; 
DO  nation  pretends  that  it  can  exercise  the  right  of  visitation 
and  search  upon  the  common  and  unappropriated  parts  of 
the  sea,  except  upon  the  belligerent  claim.  A  recent  de- 
cision in  the  British  Admiralty  Court,  in  the  case  of  the 
French  Slave-ship  Le  Louis,  is  clear  and  decisive  upon  this 
point.    The  case  is  annexed  to  this  Report. 

**  In  record  then  to  the  reciprocal  right  wished  to  be  ceded. 
it  is  reduced  to  the  simple  inquiry,  whether  in  practice  it 
will  be  beneficial  to  the  two  contracting  nations.  Its  ex- 
ercise, 80  far  as  it  relates  to  the  detention  of  vessels,  as  it  is 
confined  to  the  hci  of  Slaves  being  actually  on  board,  pre- 
cludes almost  the  possibility  of  accident  or  much  incon- 
venience. 

*'  In  relation  also  to  the  disposal  of  the  vessels  and  Slaves 
detained,  an  arrangement  perhaps  could  be  effected,  so  as 
to  deliver  them  up  to  the  vessels  of  the  nation  to  which  the 
detained  vessel  should  belong.  Under  such  an  understand- 
ing, the  vessels  apd  Slaves  delivered  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States,  might  be  disposed  of  in  conformity  with 
the  provuions  of  our  own  Act  of  the  3d  March,  1819 ;  and 
an  arrangement  of  this  kind  would  be  free  from  any  of  the 
other  objections. 

'  **  An  exchange  of  the  right  of  search,  limited  in  duration,  or 
to  continue  at  pleasure  for  the  sake  of  experiment,  might, 
it  is  anxiously  hoped,  be  so  restricted  to  vessels  and  seas, 
and  with  such  civil  and  harmonious  stipulations,  as  not  to.be 
unacceptable. 

**  The  feelings  of  this  country,  on  the  general  question  of 
search,  have  often  been  roused  to  a  degree  of  excitement 
that  evinces  their  unchangeable  character :  but  the  American 
people  will  readily  see  the  distinction  between  the  caries. 
The  one,  in  Its  exercise  to  the  extent  claimed,  will  ever  pro- 
duce irritation,  and  excite  a  patriotic  spirit  of  resistance; 
the  othef  is  amicable  and  charitable.  The  justness  and  no- 
bleness of  the  undertaking  are  worthy  of  the  combined  con- 
cern of  Christian  nations* 

**  The  detestable  crime  of  kidnapping  the  unoffending  inha- 
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bilanto  of  one  conntry^  and  chaining  them  to  sliivery  in 
another,  is  marked  with  all  the  atrociouaness  of  piracy; 
and,  as  such,  it  is  stigmatized  and  punished  by  our  own 
bws. 

'*To  efikce  this  reproachful  stain  from  the  character  of  civi- 
Used  mankind,  would  be  the  proudest  triumph  that  could 
be  achiered  in  the  cause  of  humanity.  On  this  subject,  the 
United  States  having  led  the  way,  they  owe  it  to  themselves  to 
pve  their  influence  and  co-operation  to  any  measure  that 
win  aocomplbh  the  great  and  good  purpose;  but  this  happy 
result^  experience  has  demonstrated,  cannot  be  realized  by 
any  system,  except  a  concession  by  the  maritime  powers  to 
each  other's  ships  of  war  of  a  qualified  right  of  search.  If 
this  object  were  generally  attained,  it  is  confidently  believed 
that  the  active  exertions  of  even  a  few  nations  would  be 
sufficient  entirdy  to  suppress  the  Slave  Trade. 

'*Tb«  Sbve-deakrs  could  be  successfully  assailed  on  the 
coast  upon  which  the  trade  originates,  as  they  must  neces- 
sarily consume  more  time  in  the  collection  and  embarkatioa 
of  their  cargoes,  than'  in  the  subsequent  distribution  in  tht 
markets  for  which  they  are  destined.  This  renders  that  coast 
the  most  advantageous  position  for  their  apprehension ;  and 
besides,  the  African  coast  frequented  by  the  Slave  ships « 
indented  with  so  few  commodious  or  accessible  harbours, 
that  notwithstanding  its  great  extent,  it  could  be  guarded  by^ 
the  vigilance  of  a  small  number  of  cruisers.  But  if  the 
Slftve-diips  are  permitted  to  escape  from  the  Afirican  coasts 
and  to  be  dispersed  to  different  parts  of  the  world,  theic 
capture  would  be  rendered  uncertain  and  hopeless, 

**  The  Conunittee,  after  much  reflection,  offer  the  foUowing, 
Resolution : — 

** '  Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congfcss  assembled,  Jhat 
the  President  of  the  United  States  be  requested  to  enter  into 
such  arrangements  as  he  may  deem  suitable  and  proper,  with 
one  or  more  of  the  maritime  powers  of  Europe,  for  the 
effectual  Abolition  of  the  African  Slave  Trade.*''

**M&.  €k>&HAM»  from  the  Committee  for  the  Suppreasioii  of 
the  Slave  Trade  (in  compliance  with  a  Resolution  of  the  15tb 
of  January  last),  mad^  the  following  Report,  accompanied 
by  a  Hesolntioo,  which  was  read ; — 
-  « <  The  Committee  on  the  Suppression  of  the  Slave  Trade, 
-^-li  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  16th  of  January  last,  instructing  them  to 
inquire  whether  the  laws  of  the  United  Stetes  prohibiting 
that  trai&c  have  been  duly  executed  ;  also  into  the  general 
operation  thereof;  and,  if  any  defects  exist  in  those  laws,  to 
snggest  adequate  remedies  therefor;  and  to  whom  many 
memorials  have  been  referred,  tonchmg  the  same  subjects- 
having,  according  to  order,  had  the  said  resolution  and  me« 
morisis  under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report : 

*' '  -That,  under  the  just  and  liberal  construction  pot  by  the 
executive  on  the  Acts  of  Congress  of  March  3, 1819,  and 
that  of  the  15th  of  March,  1820,  bflicting  the  punishment 
of  piracy  on  the  African  Slave-trade,  a  foundation  has  been 
laid  for  the  most  systematic  and  vigorous  application  of  the 
power  of  the  United  States  to  the  suppression  of  that  iniqui- 
tous traffic.  Its  unhappy  subjects,  when  captured,  are 
restored  to  their  country,  agents  are  there  appobted  to 
receive  them,  and  a  colony,  the  ofbpring  of  private  charitjr, 
is  rimng  on  its  shores,  in  which  such  as  cannot  reach  their 
native  tribes  will  find  tte  means  of  alleviating  the  calamitiea^ 
lliey  may  have  endured  beibre  their  liberation. 

*«  *  When  these  humane  provisions  are  contrasted  with  the 
i^ftlem  which  they  superseded,  there  can  be  but  one  senti« 
meat  in  favour  of  a  steady  adherence  to  its  support.  The 
ilocument  accompanying  this  Report,  and  marked  A»  states 
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the  nnmber  of  Africans  seised  or  taken  within  or  withovt  the 
limits  of  the  United  States,  and  brought  there,  in  their  present 
condition. 

**  *  It  does  not  appear  to  your  Committee,  that  such  of  the

*'  *  Your  Committee  are  confident,  however,  that  these  ob- 
jections apply  rather  to  a  particular  proposition  for  the  exer- 
cise of  the  right  of  search,  than  to  that  modification  of  k 
which  presents  itself  to  your  Committee.  They  contcgmplate 
the  trial  and  condemnation  of  such  American  citisens  af 
may  be  found  engaged  in  thb  forbidden  trade,  not  by  mixed 
tribunals  sitting  in  a  foreign  country,  but  by  existing  courts 
of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  United  States :  they  propose 
ihe  same  disposition  of  the  captured  Africans  now  authorised 
by  law,  and  least  of  all  their  detention  in  America. 

**  ^  They  contemplate  an  exchange  of  this  right,  which  shall 
be  in  all  respects  reciprocal ;  an  exchange  which,  deriving  its 
sole  authority  from  a  treaty,  would  exclude  the  pretension — 
which  no  nation,  however,  has  presumed  to  set  up — that  this 
right  can  be  derived  from  the  law  of  nations.  And  further, 
they  have  limited  it  in  their  conception  of  its  applicatioo, 
not  only  to  certam  latitudes,  and  to  a  certain  distance  frons 
the  coasts  of  Africa,  but  to  a  small  number  of  vessels  to  be 
employed  by  each  power,  and  to  be  previously  designated. 
The  right  of  search  thus  restricted,  it  is  believed,  would  en. 
sure  the  co-operation  of  one  great  maritime  power  in  the 
proposed  right  of  exchange,  and  guard  it  firom  the  danger  of 
abuse. 
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*'  *  Yoat  Commitiee  cannoldoabt  that  the  peopleof  AineriQa 
have  the  intelligence  to  diatrngpush  between  the  right  of 
searching  a  vessel  on  the  high  seas  in  the  time  of  war  claimed 
by  some  belligerents,  and  that  mntual»  restricted,  and  peace- 
ful concession  by  treaty  suggested  by  your  Committee,  and 
which  is  demanded  in  the  name  of  suffering  humanity.  In 
closing  the  Report,  they  recommend  an  adoption  of  the 
foHowing  resolution ;  viz. — 

'« '  Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  re- 
quested to  enter  into  such  arrangements  as  he  may  deem 
suitable  and  proper,  with  one  or  more  of  the  maritime  powers 
of  Europe,  for  the  effectual  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade.*  **

1.  Extracts  from  the  Fourth  Ammal  Report. 

*'  Upon  the  suppression  of  the  Slave  Trade,  a  subject  nearly 
connected  with  the  objects  prosecuted  by  this  Society,  the 
3oard  of  Managers  are  happy  to  remark,  that  the  judicious 
steps  taken  by  the  Government,  and  the  determination  they 
have  avowed  of  carrying  into  execution,  with  the  utmost  zeal 
and  diligence,  the  honourable  provisions  of  the  Acts  of 
Congress  at  the  two  last  sessions,  have  been  attended  by 
their  expected  effect^  Five  Slave-vesseb  have  been  cap- 
tured and  sent  in ;  four  by  the  Cyane,  and  one  by  the  Hornet ; 
of  which  four  have  been  already  tried  and  condemned. 
We  hope  soon  to  be  enabled  to  give  to  the  public  a  parti- 
cular account  of  the  vessels,  and  the  circumstances  under 
which  they  were  captured,  with  the  names  of  the  personi  in- 
terested in  them,  and  concerned  in  their  voyages.  Theic 
captures  have  adorned  our  flag  with  a  brighter  trophy  than 
its  most  splendid  achievements  have  evef  won»    They  have 
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Wooght  <4awti  apes  tfMi  wMk  ttMl  oppressors  tbs 
iheiitttley  bid  long  pravokeiy  imd  ddifored  hundteis  df 
«bc$r  hteiKied  Tietiiiis  ft«B  thp  1o«i«st  depth  oi  misery. 
Tlie  flucetssfiil  cruixe  tf  theCydie  has  yarmed  the  fears  ctf 
those  whose  cupidky  jcan  tie  no  othcamise  rcstraiaed ;  and 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  naoy  of  those  who,  io  tbe 
dtsgrace  of  pur  coantry,  mA  ia  dtfiance  of  her  laws,  ha^e 
long  persevered  in  this  trade,  are  at  length  eosopeBed  to 
yield  to  the  dread  of  punishoieiit,  what  neither  shame  nor 
prfakciple  eoaM  eiver  make  them  abandon^ 

^  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  a  Committee 
was  appointed,  *  to  prepare  and  present  a  memorial  to 
Congress,  reqaestiagtliattiicrjr  would  take  such  further  steps» 
as  to  their  wisdom  might  seem  proper,  to  ensure  the  entire 
Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade/  That  Memorial  was  laid 
before  Congress,  and,  with  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Slave  Trade,  and  the  law  of  the  last  session  upon  the 
subject,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  This  law  will  strike, 
it  is  hoped  and  expected,  a  surer  and  deeper  blow  upon  this 
Inhutaan  traffick  which  was  found  still  to  evade  the  sanctions 
of  the  preceding  laws  of  1818  and  1819.  This  law  de- 
nounces these  offenders  against  the  laws  of  God  and  man 
in  their  appropriate  character,  '  as  enemies  of  the  human 
race;*  makes  their  crime  piracif,  and  their  punishment 
death*  The  passage  of  this  Act,  the  avowed  desire  of  the 
Government,  and  the  well-directed  measures  they  are  pur- 
aaing  to  enforce  its  execution^  have  already,  it  is  believed, 
checked  in  some  degree  the  proBigate  ardoar  of  these  ad* 
venturers.  If  other  measures  shall  be  found  necessary 
effectnally  to  obtain  this  great  object  (as,  from  the  powerful 
temptations  of  gain,  it  is  to  he  feared  there  may),  the  Board 
indulge  the  hope,  that  the  negotiation  now  entered  upon  be- 
tween our  Government  and  that  of  England  wiH  issue  in  the 
adoption  of  such  a  course  as  shall  take  away  firom  these 
offenders  every  remaining  possibility  of  escape. 

*'  The  Board  have  been  gratified  by  the  increasing  express 
sion  of  approbation  of  their  feUow-citisens :  and  they  ac- 
knowMgc  with  gratitude  the  very  respectAil  communicatipBa 
they  have  received  from  the  ministeni  of  Russia,  France,  and

Qpyemor  of  Sierra  I^eooe,  for  tbe  interest  they  have  maQir 
fested  in  tbe  views  o€  this  Iiistitution,  and  tbe  aid  they  have 
kindly  proffered  to  tbe  ageots  aqd.  people  at  Sherbro*.  Nof 
can  they  cojielude  without  deeUriag  their  oUigaUoBS  to  the 
coiatnaiiders,  officers,  and  crews  of  the  ships  Cyatne  and 
John  Adams^  lately  employed  on  tbe  African  station.  They 
have  deserved  the  thanks  of  every  friend  of  humanity,  by 
their  benevolent  exertions  to  relieve,  advise,,  and  comfort  tbe 
distressed  settlers  at  Sherbro*,  mo  less  theft  by  their  uarefluk? 
ting  vigilance  in  prosecuting;  the  interesting  object  of  theif 
voyage;  and  have  thus  earned,  with  characteristie  merit,  the 
reward  of  toil  and  enterprise,  of  generosity  and  kindness/'

**  Yesterday  I  had  to  call  on  his  Excellency.  You  perhapsi 
know  that  (Governor  MacCarthy  left  this  colony  about  two. 
months  ago,  in  good  health,  for  England :  Governor  Grant, 
took  his  place*  I  met  with  a  very  kind  reception.  He 
copversed  freely,  and  seemed  desirous  of  possessing  my^ 
intentioa  and  wishes,  and  very  kindly  offered  to  aid  in  any.^ 
way  I  might  desire.  He  wished  to  know  if  I  bad  giveipk  i^n^ 
the  intension  of  a  settlement  in  the  Sherbro*.  I  told  bipn  t)|a|j 
I  had  given  the  present  for  the  land,  and  that  the  chiefs  bad 
agreed  to  deliver  up  the  land  in  four  or  five  days,  but  bad  iiot, 
fulfilled  their  promise* ;  and  I  doubted  whether  they  wouM^

from  America :  and  that,  as  I  beUered,  the  Society  had  con- 
fidooee  in  the  friendship  of  the  colonial  authority  of  Sierra 
Leone,  I  feh  it  my  duty  to  advise  with  his  Excellency ;  but 
that  I  couM  not  consider  mysdf  free  or  justified  in  abrogating 
or  reKnqoishing  what  was  done.  I  thought  it  safest  to  wait 
a  few  days ;  perhaps  there  might  be  an  arrival  of  some  de- 
scription. He  concurred  with  me  in  opinion  ;  wished  me  to 
ddiberale  on  the  matter,  and  call  often. 

<<  Oh,  Sir!  with  what  aniioas  wishes  do  I  cast  my  eyes 
towards  the  cape,  and  with  what  eagerness  do  I  look  9ut  fr>r 
the  flag  of  that  country  that  gave  me  birth !— De^ur  Sir,  when 
I  look  at  the  prosperous  condition  of  Free-Town,  and  then 
cast  my  eyes  at  Kissey-Town,  at  Leicester-Mountain,  and 
Regent-Town,  at  Cape  Shilling,  it  causes  my  heart  to  pant 
for  the  day  that  America  shall  have  a  foot-hold  on  the  <^n- 
tineat.  This  colony  has  had  its  great  difficulties,  but  it  now 
blooms.  Oor  people's  minds  seem  to  be  turning  towards  it, 
imt  they  wish  with  all  their  hearts  for  the  establishment  of 
onr  cokmy  ;  but  doubts  begin  to  arise  in  the  minds  of  some, 
and  I  have  but  few  comforters  among  them.  But  1  have  not 
yet  lost  my  confidence  in  Government  or  the  Society,  and, 
above  all,  in  my  God.  I  value  the  glory,  the  rising  glory  of 
America;  and  although  it  may  cause  a  smile,  yet  I  wiS^ 
baxard  the  assertion,  that  every  exertion  America  makes  to- 
better  the  situation  and  stop  the  bleeding  wounds  of  Africa, 
will  cause  her  to  rise  in  her  national  character  moie  resplen-* 
dent,  and  meet  the  approbation  of  every  good,  and  what  I 
call  great,  man  at  home  and  abroad;  and,  above  all,  the 
approbation  of  that  God  who  holds  in  his  hands  the  destiny 
of  nations.  This  I  will  say,  the  contemplated  plan  of  colo- 
niting  the  Free  People  of  Colour,  somewhere  on  the  coast»  fa 
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lAiepaniUy  conMcled  with  a  dealh-blow  to  the  81af«  Tndci^ 
at  the  ookMy  will  be  the  proper  pbce  for  the  receptioii  of  tk* 
ooptured  Aiiicaos.  I  am  cottfideot  ^  one  thing*  that  Mr

**  Sir— I  have  the  honour  to  inform  yon  of  my  arrival 
at  this  port,  after,  a  passage  of  Bfty-seven  days,  last  froiif^ 
8ierra  Leone. 

'*  For  yoar  further  information  I  beg  leave  to  state,  that 
after  leaving  Port  Praya,  on  the  4th  of  October,  I  ran  down 
the  coast,  and  off  the  Rio  Pongas,  standing  along  the  main 
land,  as  near  (on  account  of  islands  and  shoals)  as  pre* 
dence  would  permit;  the  18tb,  when  off  Cape  Sierra  Leone, 
we  deserted  two  strange  sail,  one  of  which,  upon  exchanginf 
signals,  proved  to  be  the  John  Adams,  which  we  were  U 
search  of,  in  company  with  his  Britannic  Majesty's  htig 
Snapper,  on  their  way  to  the  Rio  Pongas,  for  the  purpose  of 
looking  after  a  suspicious  armed  vessel  said  to  be  in  that 
rivier* 

**  On  out  passage  down,  we  were  considerably  retarded 
by  an  almost  constant  succession  of  tornadoes,  rains,  and 
calms. 

*'  On  exchange  of  signals.  Captain  Hadsworth  politely 
came  on  board,  and  handed  me  your  instructions  of  Juntf 
^Ist,  1880.  The  next  morning  he  sent  on  board  snek 
dfaipatches  and  papers  as  he  wished  transmitted  to  th4 
United  StateSi  which  I  have  forwarded  as  directed. 

**  As  it  was  considered  essential  to  procure  a  further  sap* 
ply  of  water,  previous  to  our  sailing  for  the  United  States, 
we  ran  in,  and  came  to  an  anchor  off  the  Cape,  to  avoid 
sickness,  which  was  then  very  prevalent  oa  shore,  and  com- 
flseneed  filling  it  up;  during  which  time  I  dispatched  a 
iKNit,  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Morvin,  (who  is  the

death  of  Midshipman  Townsend,  and  men  detailed  from  the 
Cyane  to  the  assistance  of  the  colonists,  with,  every  ciocum^ 
stance  connected  with  the  same ;  also  to  learn  the  present 
state  and  condition  of  the  surviving  settlers,  the  number  of 
deaths  which  had  occurred,  the.  probable  cause  of  the 
mortality  which  had  taken  place  among  them  ;  likewise  the 
loval  situation  of  the  place,  the  quality  of  the  water,  the  dis- 
position of  th<*  natives  towards  the  colonists,  with  every 
circumstance  they  might  consider  essential ;  and,  on  their 
return,,  to  report  the  result  of  their  observations  and  inqui- 
jfU^9  .in  order  that  I.  might  be  enabled  to  transmit  the  same 
for  tjie  information  of  the  Department,  a  copy  of  which  I 
have  herewith  the  honour  to  inclose. 

**  Being  deeply  imprefsed  with  the  deplorable  fate  of  those 
sent  from,  this  ship,  with  Mr.  Bacon,  to  assist,  the  settlei% 
the  death  of  the  agents,  and  the  deranged  state  of  the 
colony;  likewise  reflecting,  should  any  vesseb  soon  be 
a^>tured  by  United  States*  cruisers,  having  Africans  on 
board  destined  for  slavery,  that  in  the  present  state  of  affaira 
they  could  not  immediately  be  received  and  accommodated 
at  ^herbro*,  there  being  no  person  properly  authorised  to 
take  cognizance  of  them  ;  after  mature  consideration,  trust* 
ingit  would  meet  the  approbation  of  Government,!  addressed 
a  letter  to  the  acting  Governor  of  Sierra  Leone,  to  inquire 
whether  he  would  be  willing  lo  receive,  and,  if  received,  how 
and  in  what  manner  he  would  dispose  of  such  Africans,  %m 
might  be  found  on  board  Slave- vessels,  captured  by  cmisera 
belonging  to  the  United  States,  in  the  event  that  they  could 
not  be  immediately  received  and  accommodated  by  the 
colony  at  or  near  Sherbro*:  a  copy  of  which  letter  and 
answer  1  have  likewise  inclosed. 

.  "  On  the  evening  of  the  27th,  the  cutter  returned  frooi' 
Sherbro*,  all  well,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Daniel  Coker»' 
Acting  Agent  of  the  colony;  from  whom  I  learnt,,  that  a 
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Hpirit  of  insabordinatioo  and  disagreement  had  mtin^feitl^ 
itself  among  the  colonists  on  their  passage  oat,  and  had 
tointinued  to  increase,  notwithstanding  the  unremitted  effortii 
of  Mr.  Bacon  and  the  other  agents,  to  controul  and  pacify 
them ;  that  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Bacon  they  fell  into  total 
disorder,  openly  declaring  that  they  knew  no  authority,  and 
would  not  be  controuied,  stealing  and  pilfering  whenever  an 
opportunity  offered,  and  threatening  the  Acting  Agent  if  he 
attempted  to  restrain  them.  The  natives,  observing  their 
disunion  and  feuds,  instigated  by  cupidity  and  avarice,  took 
advantage  of  their  ignorance  and  disagreement,  and  would 
not  assist  or  afford  them  any  relief.  In  addition  tothiii, 
sickness  soon  made  its  appearance  among  them,  and  cariried 
off  their  physician,  with  those  sent  from  the  Cyane  to  assist 
them,  and  about  one  third  of  their  own  number.  Of  Che 
survivors' some  continued  where  they  were,' others  left  the 
place  and  went  to  Sierra  Leone,  as  fancy  or  inclination  left 
them.  •  The  Acting  Agent,  Mr.  Coker,  apprehending  vio- 
lence from  those  who  remained,  contemplated  removing  with 
the  schooner  and  stores  to  Sierra  Leone  until  he  shoudd 
receive  advice  from  the  United  States. 

"  It  appears  from  the  whole,  that  they  have  been  deceived 
and  imposed  upon  by  the  natives,  among  whom  John  KixselT, 
an  influential  man  among  them,  and  their  own  misconduct, 
have  been  the  chief  cause  of  their  being  reduced  to  their 
present  condition.*'

■  **  Ways  and  means  can  be  supplied  to  effectuate  the 
objects  of  our  Society.  And  why  not?  Has  not  the  colony  of 
Sierra  Leone  been  successfully  established  ?

^  It  is  aadonbtedly  desirable  gradaslly  to  eawMscipata  aad 
eoloDise  the  whole  coloared  popolatioa  of  the  Uaited  States. 
If  it  be  expedient  to  colonise  the  whoky  it  is  also  espediast 
to  eolonixe  part :  theieforey  in  effeetiag  only  the  latlsry  we 
deserre  the  pafroaage  of  the  pablic  We  shall  atteaqyt, 
however,  to  demoastiate  the  practicability  of  accoaipltthh^^ 
Hbe  whole  object,  with  the  co-opemtion  of  Govemmeat^ 
while  we  shall  claini  the  victory,  if  we  prove  it  piaotioable  to 
aolonise  oaly  one  thousand,  or  even  a  smaller  naniber,  of 
these  anfortaaale  beings. 

**  Captain  Paal  Caftee,  fron  aetaal  eaperimeat,  estiawted 
Ae  expease  of  traaspdting  Free  Persons  of  Coloaf  to  Africa« 
at  sixty  doUaia  each.  The  whole  aaaber  of  BkMdu,  bond 
and  fiee,  amy  be  estimated  at  1,900,000,  and  the  imaanl 
aMvease  at  56,000.  An  annusl  appropriation  of  five  aiillioaf 
of  dollais,  would  be  adequate  to  transport  every  year,  at  OQ 
dollars  each,  88,383,  which  is  86,000  more  than  the  incresse. 
Thas,  by  sending  out  every  year  25,000  more  than  the  in* 
grease,  we  would  in  Ibrty  years  export  the  whole  nuaiber. 
This  oalculatioa  is  strictly  accurate,  making  dvit  allowance 
for  the  annual  diminution  of  the  increase. 

*'  According  to  Seybert*8  Statistics,  the  whole  number  of 
Free  Persons  of  Colour  in  the  United  States,  amounted  ia 
1810,  to  186,446.  Admitting  28,000  of  this  number  to  be 
able  to  transport  themselves,  the  residue,  agreeably  to  the 
foregoing  process,  might  all  be  transported  in  two  years. 
And  we  take  it  for  granted  that  money  will  always  coaMaand 
any  number  of  vessels,  even  if  it  should  be  necessary  to  build 
them. 

.^  It  is  obvious  that  the  estimate  of  the  expense  of  trans- 
portmg  the  whole  Black  population  would  be  lessened  al 
least  one-third,  were  we  to  make  a  fcir  dedadioo  for  all 
Uiose  who  would  be  able,  from  the  ordiaaiy  oaasns  ap||im-> 
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ble  to  emigratioD,  to  defiraj  their  owo  expeMes*  But  we 
ve  williog  to  concede  eveiy  thing  to  our  adTenariei«  confi- 
deot  of  our  ability  to  defeat  them  upon  their  own  data. 

*'  But  it  is  aaidy  The  appropriation  of  five  millions  per 
annum  ia  too  enormous.  To  this  we  reply,  That  the  evil  to 
be  remedied  is  still  more  enormous ;  and  the  vast  resources 
of  our  country,  continually  augmenting,  would  fully  justify  im 
expense  essential  to  her  own  safety  and  wel&re.  To  some 
persons*  fifteen  millions  i^peared  a  great  price  for  the  pur- 
chase of  Louisiana ;  and  yet,  by  giving  that  price,  we  pio- 
bably  escaped  a  war  which  would  have  cost  us  one  hundred 
millions,  besides  the  loss  of  valuable  lives*  Thus  a  liberal 
eipenditure  may  eventually  become  a  national  saving. 

*'  But  although  the  nominal  expense  would  be  consider^ 
able,  our  country  would  in  reality  lose  nothing :  on  the  con* 
traiy,  the  national  wealth,  would  be  gpreatly  increased*  The 
sale,  or  value,  of  the  lands  necessary  to  the  support  of  our 
Black  population*  would  more  than  defiray  the  expense  of 
their  transportation ;  and  by  substituting  in  their  place  the 
labour  of  freemen^  the  saying  would  be  astonishing* 

'*  This  idea  may  be  illustrated^  by  referring  to  the  state 
of  agriculture  and  domestic  economy  ii|  the  Slave-holding 
States.  A  farmer  cultivates  a  farm  of  10,000  acres  with 
800  Slaves*  Of  these,  at  least  160  may  be  deducted  as 
supernumeraries,  and  fifty  more  as  old  and  infirm,  children 
and  sick,  domestics,  and  such  as  are  required  to  administer 
to  the  daily  wants  of  their  fellows*  But  dednct  only  fifty  in 
alt,  and  it  b  evident  that  they»  as  well  as  their  master  and 
overseers,  must  be  supported  by  the  labour  of  the  residuf  • 
Owing  to  this  wretched  system,  connected  with  th^  bad 
cultivation,  the  indolent  and  destructive  habits  generated  by 
slavery,  the  master  amasses  nothing,  but  barely  supports 
his  fiunily,  while  his  property  is  daily  depreciating. .  It  may 
be  assumed,  that  the  labour  of  forty  fteemen  judiciously 
bestowed  on  these  10,000  acres,  would  be  as  productive  an 
thai  of  300  Slaves.  But  the  Ubour  of  8Q0  Slaves  may, 
under  our  assumption,  be  conaidered  about  equal  to  their 
sMppovt^and,  at  100  doUaia  each*  will  mo«wt  to  W^OUO 
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doUan ;  which  lum  win  be  necessary  for  the  preserration  of 
the  estate,  or  principal.  The  support  of  forty  free  labovrers, 
at  150  dollars  each,  will  be  6000  dolfaira  ;  consequently,  the 
gross  prod  ace  of  the  labour  of  the  Slaves  and  Freemen  being 
the  same,  while  the  profits  of  the  former  are  entirely  absorbed 
for  the  support  of  the  farm,  there  will  be  an  actual  clear  profit, 
in  favour  of  the  latter,  of  24,000  dollars,  over  and  above 
their  support.  And  thus  there  will  be  an  addition  to  the 
national  wealth  of  24,000  dollars,  resulting  from  ^e  substi- 
tution of  40  Freemen  in  the  room  of  300  Slaves. 

"  Some  of  the  Slaves,  chiefly  on  the  small  estates,  are 
doubtless  employed  more  profitably:  but  admit  that  our 
argument  applies  to  100,000  of  them,  which  is  little  more 
Chan  one-twentieth  of  the  whole,  and  by  extending  the  com- 
putation to  this  number,  there  will  result  an  annoal  addition, 
to  individual  and  national  wealth,  of  eight  millions  of  dollars. 
But  five  millions  of  dollars  annually,  for  a  limited  period, 
would  be  an  abundance  to  colonise  tiie  whole  Bla^  popula- 
tion. Therefore,  by  appropriating  this  sum,  tbe  innnal 
saving  to  the  nation  would  in  a  few  years  be  immense. 

"  This  gain  would  in  process  of  time  be  greatly  enhanced, 
owing  to  the  improved  cnltivatiott  of  freemen  ;  and  the  lands 
would  be  more  equally  distributed  among  the  citizens,  who 
would  labour  for  their  own  emolument,  and  thereby  augment 
still  more  the  national  wealth.  Let  us,  for  example,  divide  the 
farm  of  10,000  acres  into  40  farms  of  250  acres  each,  which 
would  be  considered  large  in  Pennsylvania,  and  other  States 
exempt  from  the  curse  of  slavery.  The  clear  annual  profit 
of  these  farms,  at  1,000  dollars  each,  would  at  no  distant 
period  be  40,000  dollars ;  and  this  sum  would  be  saved  by 
transporting  tlie  300  Slaves  now  employed  on  the  same 
land. 

*'  By  parity  of  reasoning,  the  removal  of  100,000  Slaves, 
similarly  employed,  would  save  annually  to  the  nation 
1^333,333  dollars. 

<*  We  must  now  draw  to  a  conclusion,  with  an  humble 
hope  that  the  common  Father  of  all  mankind  will  exciic  a 
sympathy  in  behalf  of  his  children ;  and  we  are  confidtnt. 
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that  when  our  objects  shall  be  fully  underslood*  and  impar- 
tially considered,  they  will  be  generally  embraced  by  statas*- 
men  and  politicians,  moralists,  philanthrophists,  and  Chris* 
tians/'

Particulars  of  the  State  and  Progress  of  the  Co- 
lony  of  Sierra  Leone ;  with  Remarks  on  other 
Parts  of  the  Coast. 

1.  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Oovemor  Sir  Ckarle$  MacCarthf 
to  Earl  Bathyrtt,  K.  O.  dated  SUrra  Lecau,  \4Jtk  Jamuuy, 
1822. 

"  I  HAY£  the  honour  of  availing  myself  of  the  return  (o 
England  of  a  merchant  brig  (the  Bedford)  with  African  Um- 
ber, to  report  my  arrival  here  on  the  28th  November  last; 
and  I  have  great  pleasure  in  stating,  that  I  found  the  Euro- 
pean inhabitants  and  others  very  healthy,  after  experiencing 
what  is  termed  rather  a  severe  season,  particularly  upon  ne^ 
comers.  I  have  employed  as  great  a  proportion  of  my  tim^ 
as  I  could  spare  from  my  other  duties  in  visiting  the  townp 
and  villages  on  the  peninsula,  inhabited  by  liberated  Negroes, 
and  discharged  soldiers  from  the  2d  and  4th  West  Indifk 
regiments,  and  the  Royal  African  corps:  and  it  affords  me 
the  highest  gratification  to  say,  that  I  have  found  thes^ 
people  happy,  contented,  and  industrious ;  more  particulariy 
the  former  class  (liberated  Africans),  who  at  different  periodf 
were  landed  here  from  the  holds  of  Slave-ships ;  and  under 
the  zealous  care  of  the  chief  Superintendant  Mr.  Reffell,  and 
of  the  superintcndants  I  appointed  from  the  Church  Misr. 
sionary  Society,  have,  during  my  absence^  continued  im« 
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ynfmg m rtligMHi,  monli,  aad igifedhae.    Thcie iNnma 

giett  adrantage  of€r  iH  the  other  eetftUMbmentt,  (ni.tte 

eitabUahmeats  of  dischuged  eoldiefi) :  thej  not  only  hmwt 

been  a  Umger  period  onder  the  same  syiten,  bat  are  iaha* 

bited  by  a  more  equal  proportioa  of  wobmb,  and  cote 

quentlj  enjoy  that  fint  baaie  of  aU  civUialioa,  Chriatiaa 

marriage.

**  Dariag  our  stay  at  Steifa  Leone,  the  European  gentle- 
men who  were  residents  at  the  place  treated  us  with  the 
utmost  respect,  striving  who  ihould  be  most  forward  in  at- 
tention and  hospitality.  A  party  was  formed  by  those  gen- 
tlemen to  shew  our  officers  the  interior  settlements;  and 
firom  their  report  on  their  return,  I  learned  the  extent  of  the 
colony,  and  die  benevolent  philanthropy  of  the  British  na- 
tion in  alleviating  the  miseries  of  the  oppressed  and  ignorant 
Africans.  Not  less  than  6000  captured'  Africans  have  been 
landed  at  tins  settlement  by  the  British  ships  of  war.  On 
their  arrival,  those  of  a  proper  age  are  named  and  sent  to 
the  adjacent  villages.  A  house  and  lot  is  appointed  to  each 
family ;  and  they  are  supported  one  year  by  Government,  at 
the  expiration  of  which  they  are  obliged  to  look  out  for 
themselves.  The  captured  children  are  also  sent  to  the  vil- 
lages, where  they  are  kept  at  school  till  married,  which  is 
always  at  an  eariy  age.  At  the  head  of  each  village  is  a 
missionaiy,  who  receives  his  annual  support  from  the  Go- 
vernment, and  who  acts  in  the  double  capacity  of  minister 
and  schoolmaster.  v 

"  Lieutenant  Cooper  and  mvself  walked  Uirough  the  vil- 
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laget  situated  to  the  westward  of  Sierra  Leone.  We  landed 
at  Kingstown,  the  former  residence  of  King  Tom.  The  house 
in  which  the  king  resided  is  in  ruins,  and  almost  hidden  from 
view  by  a  shrubbery.  From  thence  we  proceeded  to  Krob- 
town,  a  small  village  inhabited  by  about  600  Kroomea. 
The  British  ships  of  war  on  this  station  have  each  fron 
twenty-five  to  seventy  of  these  men  on  their  books.  '  The 
trade  of  this  place  is  considerable.  Several  vesseb  entered 
and  sailed  during  our  short  stay :  many  of  them  were  loaded 
with  ship  timber,  which  b  somewhat  like  our  white  oak. 
The  other  articles  of  trade  are  ivory,  cam- wood,  wax*  and 
palm-oil.  We  sent  a  boat  from  Sierra  Leone  for  Mr.  Bacon, 
who  came  up  and  remained  with  us  two  days.  He  has  al- 
ready settled  himself  with  his  followers  (until  after  the  raint) 
on  Sherbro'  island.  I  fear  this  island  will  not  answer  his 
wishes :  it  is  low,  unhealthy,  difficult  of  access  for  ships,  and 
b  not  very  fertile.  There  are  many  places  to  leeward  pos- 
sessing greater  advantages,  one  of  which  I  hope  he  will 
select  for  a  permanent  settlement. 

**  After  remaining  nine  days  at  Sierra  Leone,,  we  sailed 
for  the  Gallinas,  a  place  of  resort  for  Slave-vessels ;  sinbe 
which  we  have  made  ten  captures,  some  by  fiur  sailing, 
others  by  boats  and  stratagem.  Although  they  are  evidently 
owned  by  Americans,  they  are  so  completely  coyered  by 
Spanish  papers,  that  it  is  impossible  to  condemn  them.  Two 
schooners,  the  Endymion  and  Esperanza,  we  sent  home.  We 
shall  leave  the  coast  in  the  course  of  three  or  four  days  for 
Port  Praya,  from  whence  we  shall  proceed  to  Teneriffe  for 
provisions. 

*^  The  Slave  Trade  is  carried  on  to  a  very  great  extent. , 
There  are  probably  not  less  than  300  vessels  on  the  coail 
engaged  in  that  traffic,  each  having  two  or  three  sets  ^ 
papers.  I  sincerely  hope  Government  have  revised  the  kcw, 
giving  us  more  authority.  You  have  no  idea  how  ctwStj 
these  poor  creatures  are  treated  by  the  monsters  engaged  te 
taking  them  from  the  coast.**

and  that  the  bridges  have  been  construct^  of  more  dnrfrirfo

"  The  Krdomeb,'  wb((ro«cask>nally  airive  at  IKerra  Leone^ 
are  also'said  to  be  the  yuerpetrators  of 'many  thefts  rbut^I; 
ueveirMW  a  mbre  honest  raoeof  people  than  those  I  have  hadb* 
in  the  Tartar,  and  know  tmt  of  a  solitary  instance  of  loss  by^ 
tfl^  iMeanB  of  one  <if  thetn.    It  k  true  the  head  man  of  eaek 
partjr  becomes  responsibfo;  whilst  on  board  sUp^  for  the  good 
conduct  of  the  rest ;  and  though  tl^  cannot  be  on  Aonitp 
where  they  are*  so  numerous,  I  would  propose  tiiat  everyt 
Kroonian  employed  on  shore,  when  detected  of  robbery  or.

**  L^t  Tuesday  evening  I  received  a  note  from  Joseph 
Reffelly  Esq.|  Chief  Superiut^ndant  of  captured  Negroes,  in 
which  I  wa?  iiiformed  that  a  Slave-vessel  had  been  bioi^t 
in  with  230  unfortunate  feOow-creatures,  and  that  lie  and 
the  acting  Qoverpor  had  agreed  to  send  them  all  to  Regent^s 
Xw^ ;  aad  hegge4.  me  tl^efore  to  go  down  to  Freetown 
^  follpiviag  niom^ig  with  some  confidential  people  and 
iiH^ive  thciii^    Our  people  soon  heai4  the  news^  a^  gCKSl

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joy  was  cxpreflsed  etery  where,  baviof  an  idea  Ihat  per- 
haps some  of  their  uDfortanate  rebtives  were  aroongst 
them. 

**  On  Wednesday  morning  I  went  with  some  people  to 
receive  them.  Those  who  remained  at  home  prepared  food 
for  their  poor  unfortunate  countrymen.  However,  we  were 
all  disappointed,  as  the  Court  of  Mixed  Commisnoo  head 
not  condemned  the  vessel. — Mr.  Reffell  (who  deserves  to  be 
noticed  for  his  humanity)  had  disembarked  the  Negroes^ 
and  no  doubt  saved  many  lives.  The  vessel  was  a  small 
schooner;  and  many  of  the  poor  creatures  were  ill  and 
reduced  to  skeletons.  As  the  Court  only  sat  on  Wednesday, 
I  sent  the  people  home  again,  and  staid  in  Freetown  myself 
to  wait  the  result. 

"On  Thursday  morning  I  was 'informed  that  the  Slaves 
and  vessel  were  condemned  by  the  Court.  The  description 
was  then  taken  ;  after  which  217  were  delivered  to  me : 
the  rest,  being  sick,  were  carried  to  Leicester  Mountain  to 
the  hospital. 

**  I  cannot  describe  the  scene  which  occurred  when  we 
arrived  at  Regent's  Town.  I  have  seen  many  Negroes 
landed,  but  never  beheld  such  an  aflPecting  sight.  As  soon 
as  we  came  in  sight  all  the  people  came  out  of  their  houses 
towards  the  road  to  meet  us,  with  the  greatest  acclamations. 
When  they  beheld  the  new  people  weak  and  faiut,  they 
carried  and  led  them  up  towards  my  house.  After  they  had 
laid  themselves  on  the  ground,  being  quite  exhausted,  many 
of  our  people  recognized  their  friends  and  relatives;  and 
there  was  a  general  cry  of  *  O,  master  I  my  sister !  my 
brother!  my  countryman !  he  lived  in  the  same  town!  my 
countrywoman  !  *  &c.  The  poor  creatures  being  faint,  just 
taken  out  of  the  hold  of  a  Slave-vessel,  and  unconscious  of 
what  had  befallen  them,  did  not  know  whether  they  should 
laugh  or  cry  when  they  beheld  the  countenances  of  those 
whom  they  had  supposed  long  dead,  but  now  saw  clothed 
and  clean,  and  perhaps  with  healthy  children  in  their  arms. 
In  short,  I  cannot  describe  the  scene :  it  was  too  affecting. 
No  one  could  refrain  from  shedding  tears  and  lifting  up  the 
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heart  in  pvayer  and  praise  to  the  wonder-working  God,  whose 
ways  are  in  tiie  deep. 

''The  school-boys  and  girls  brought  the  victaals  whiob 
they  had  prepared ;  and  all  the  people,  following  their  ex- 
ample, ran  to  their  houses  and  brought  what  they  had  got 
ready ;  and,  in  a  short  time,  their  unfortunate  countrymen 
were  overpowered  with  messes  of  every  description,  and  they 
made  a  good  dinner,  such  as  they  had  not  been  accustomed 
to  for  a  long  time.  Pine-apples,  ground-nuts,  and  oranges, 
were  also  brought  in  great  abundance. 

"  After  all  had  been  gratified,  it  getting  late,  I  begged 
the  people  to  withdraw,  in  order  that  their  weary  country 
people  might  have  rest ;  which  being  done,  I  lodged  the  men 
and  boys  in  the  boys'  school,  and  the  women  and  girls  in  the 
girls*  school  The  two  permanent  school-houses  which  we 
have  built  I  now  find  of  great  service  ;  as  each  of  them  being 
73  feet  by  30,  and  having  two  floors,  will  contain  a  great 
number.'' 

3.  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  the  Rev.  H.  During,  Superim* 
tendant  ofGkmcester  Toum,  dated  Gth  Jum,  LB2L. 

**  In  the  month  of  May,  a  considerable  number  of  unfortu  - 
nate  victims  to  the  cruel  traffic  in  human  blood  were  happily 
captured  by  the  British  cruizers  on  the  coast,  and  brought 
into  the  harbour  of  Freetown.  I  received  orders  to  come 
to  town  to  receive  them  ;  but  at  the  time  had  little  idea  of 
the  state  they  were  in,  having  no  particular  notice.  It  was 
past  four  o'clock  when  I  received  them  ;  and  when  I  had  got 
them  all  out  of  town,  I  viewed  them,  and  soon  found  that 
I  had  not  brought  men  enough  with  me  to  help  them  np  the 
hill,  which  caused  a  great  anxiety  to  me,  but  what  could  I 
do  ?  I  must  take  them  home.  Fortunately  for  me  and  these 
poor  people,  a  man,  while  they  were  passing  through  the 
Court  of  the  Mixed  Commission,  had  run  up  to  fetch  more 
people  to  carry  the  sick  home.  Ignorant  of  what  the  maa 
bad  done,  I  went  on  slowly  with  them,  almost  despairing,  of 
getting  them  up.     But  I  had  not  gone  far  from  the  foot,  of 
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tlie  hill,  whea  1  was  met  by  great  WMAhtn,  wkitf  aft  tkey 
came  up  took  tbone  who  were  unable  to  walk  on  Aieir  hacks ; 
alid  when  I  was  halfway  ap  I  saw  almoif  the  whole  carried 
by  those  met  with  in  the  road.    This  stniek  me  Tcty  inach: 
particularly  when  I  compared  this  affecting  scene  with  Amp- 
mer  ones.    Mr.  Bickersteth  can  snfficienUy  judge,  for  he 
was  a  witness  of  the  wretched  state  the  captured  Negroes 
are  in  when  they  arrire  here ;  but  then  no  such  thing  as  the 
above  conduct  was  known.    The  Negroes  tiien  fat  the  co- 
lony, would  sometimes  step  out  to  see  if  any  of  their  re- 
spective countiy  people   were  among  them  ;  if  not,  they 
would  take  little  or  no  notice  of  the  unfortunate  sufferers  : 
but  now  they  sympathise  with  ikeir  poor  fellow-creatarea  in 
the  most  striking  manner.   When  I  came  home  I  ofdered  vic-> 
tuab  to  be  prepared  for  the  new  people :  bat  while  they  were 
preparing,  food  came  in  from  every  quarter ;  and  the  women 
and  part  of  the  school-girb,  who  cooked  it,  asked  net  fsr 
their  country  people  alone,  but  those  that  were  nearest  to 
them  were  refreshed.    The  day  being  quite  gone,  and  being 
Saturday,  I  quartered  the  men  and  boys  in  the  chwvh  for 
the  night ;  and  on  the  ibllowiag  Monday,  I  distriboted  them 
among  the  old  people  in  their  houses,  where  they  would  be 
best  taken  care  of.     The  only  difficulty  I  bad  was  to  get  all 
their  names,  in  order  to  know  where  they  might  be  founfl 
again  ;  nor  could  I  get  through  it  until  the  old  people  had 
got  as  many  in  their  houses  as  could  be  made  comfortable. 
Among  the  rest,  a  woman,  a  member  of  the  church,  had 
taken  a  woman  under  her  care.    When  I  took  her  name, 
she  was  asked  by  Mrs.  During,  what  she  wanted  to  do  with 
the  woman,  she  said,  *  Ma'am,  it  is  now  almost  two  years 
since  I  come  to  this  country.    My  country  woman  then  took 
me  and  did  me  good,  and  told  me  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  ? 
and  that  same  thing  she  did  to  me  at  that  time,  I  want  to 
do  to  this  woman  now.' 

*'  This  spirit  of  humanity  towards  the  unfortunate  has  not 
subsided.  At  first  the  new  comers  are  generally  subject  to 
much  sickness,  which  is  the  case  at  present ;  but  the  evi- 
dence I  have  daily  of  the  care  for  tiiem  every  where,  wAcb 
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fty  heairt  rejoice;  becttuse  U  is  an  irremtiUe  arfsHMeiit  on 
oHf  Bid«»  «nd  fliiews  the  pbwerful  effect  ef  ihe  OospeU  even' 
upon  the  bettrt  of  the  fildfetit  barbarian  on  this  continent 
But  thtir  h  not  all.  The  anxiety  for  tempord  welAure»  ia^ 
#ith  Inany,  connected  whh  8||iiritual  abo.  Before  I  wan 
soAciently  enabled  to  clothe  the  new  people,  1  saw  fhem 
broiight  to  chnrch,  morning  and  evening,  clad  in  the  clothea 
of  the  old  ones. 

''  The  work  of  religion  among  the  people  here  is  stiU 
going  on.  The  schools  are  also  going  on  well,  and  tbe 
ikmnber  of  scholara  is  inc/eased  by  five  children,  bom  here 
shice  IB  17,  aAd  ten  adults.  ITie  first  class  of  adults  are 
able  to  read  ariy  book  of  simple  language,  and  are  cooai* 
derably  advanced  in  arithmetic. 

"  Thus  I  have  been  enabled  to  give  yon  an  accoant  mi 
things,  as  they  are  at  present.  My  heart's  desire  is  stiN  to 
see  the  afflicted  tribes  of  Africa  gladdened  by  the  blessed 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.'' 

4.  Extraei  of  a  Letter  from  the  Rev.  H.  During,  SupeHn* 
tendant  ef  GUmeester  T&wn,  Sierra  Leone,  dated  28fA 
December,  1631. 

"  The  reception  which  bis  Excellency  ^ir  C.  MacCarthy 
met  with  among  the  people  nnder  our  care,  has  indeed  been 
feebly  stated  in  the  Gazette,  as  the  editor  also  honestly 
6wns. 

*'  The  captain  in  whose  vessel  the  Governor  had  come,  was 
struck  with  astonishment.  He  (the  captain)  had  seen  much 
of  the  Negroes,  having  been  in  Jamaica,  and  asked  whattioM 
the  settlement  had  been  formed  ?  When  tM  in  the  beginning 
of  1817,  he  smiled,  and  said  to  the  Governor,  Sir  Charies 
MacCarthy,  *  If  I  knew  not  your  Excellency  to  be  a  man 
of  honour,  1  should  thuik  myself  gi«atly  imposed  on ;  and  I 
must  dandidly  confess  I  can  hardly  believe  it  now  V  His 
Excellency  then  poivted  out  to  him  the  way  he  first  came  to 
this  place,  and  tbe  old  trees  lying  about  the  town,  cut  down 
Ibree  or  four  years  ago,  as  etideweeftof  *e  tnlUi;batsaid 
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the  capiaioy '  What  sort  of  people  were  they  with  which  it 
conmenced  V    I  pointed  out  to  him  some  who  were  sent 
here  in  the  begianing  of  November,  that,  looking  at  their 
emaciated  state  of  body,  he  might  form  some  idea  of  those 
with  witom  I  began,  and  who  only  then  were  stity-two  ia 
number,  twenty  of  whom  died  ere  scarcely  a  month  had 
elapsed  !     He  then  inquired  what  method  we  had  pursued 
to  bring  them  to  such  a  state  iu  so  short  a  time  ?  *  No  other/ 
said  his  Excellency,  '  than  the  truths  of  Christianity,  which 
these  gentlemen  were  sent  by  the  Church   Missionary  So- 
ciety to  propagate :  by  this  alone  they  have  ruled  them,  and 
have  raised  them  to  a  common  level  with  other  civilized  na- 
tions ;  and  believe  me,  added  his  Excellency,  if  you  admit 
Christian  teachers  into  your  island,  you  soon  will  find  them 
haoome  affectionate  and  faithful  servants  to  you !    You  will 
be  more  surprized  when  I  tell  you  the  number  of  captured 
Negroes  now  in  this  colony  amounts  to  10,000,  who  solely 
are  under  the  superintendency  of  those  gentlemen,  whose 
number  is  so  small  that  there  is  not  one  for  a  thousand.' 
*  This  certainly,*  replied  the  captain,  '  surpasses  every  thing 
hitlierto  heard  of.' — I  state  these  facts,  and  might  state  many 
more,  not  out  of  vain-glory,  as  desirous  of  the  applause  of 
men ;  but  that  you  may  see  that  the  Lord  has  glorified  his 
ever-blessed  Name  through  the    simple  preaching  of  the 
Gospel,  which  is  calculated  to  make  the  simplest  being  wise 
unto  salvation,  even  the  long  neglected  children  of  Africa. 

**  Things  as  they  now  appear,  humanly  speaking,  never 
wore  so  bright  and  pleasant  an  aspect ;  for  there  were  indi- 
viduals, and  are  now  at  thb  moment,  who  always  were  en- 
deavouring to  undermine  the  credit  of  the  Society,  as  well 
as  that  of  the  Colonial  Government,  as  it  respects  the  cap- 
lured  Negroes ;  but  sure  it  is  there  never  was  such  an  oppor- 
tunity for  observation — never  were  the  prejudices  more 
efiectually  removed  from  the  minds  of  many  European 
oolbnists — and  never  had  tlie  Society  gained  more  credit  in 
the  colony,  even  in  the  minds  of  those  individuals  alluded  to, 
tiiaa  through  the  present  events;  as  you,  I  trust,  will  see  in  the 
Report  of  the  Sierra  Leone  Association  in  aid  of  the  Church 
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Missionary  Society,  the  collections  and  contributioiis  to 
ivhich  amount  to  nearly  2001J*

*^  Through  mercy  I  am  once  more  enabled  to  address  you 
OB  the  anccess  which  it  has  pleased  God  to  grant  unt6  bis 
unworthy  servant  at  Regenfs  Town.  it 

*'  Tbe  ordinance  of  the  Lord*6  Supper  has  been  admiiii»« 
tered  every  last  Sunday  in  each  month :  all  the  commati- 
cants  have  attended  every  time  except  the  sick.  Mr.  During^ 
has  been  so  kind  as  to  assist  me  on  every  occasion.  "-^ 

*'  On  Christmas  day  1  baptized  thirty-three  adults,  and 
thirteen  infants :  the  former  partook  at  the  same  time  of  tiM 
Lord*s  Supper. 

"  Divine  service  is  regularly  attended  morning  and  even* 
ingy  and  on  Sundays  as  usual.  The  church  does  not  con- 
tain all  that  come  on  Sundays,  many  sit  in  the  new  additioB^ 
which  we  hope  to  have  finished  before  the  rainy  season  s^a 
in  again. 

*'The  schools  are  in  a  promising  state;  G65  scholars 
attend  day  and  evening  schools ;  of  this  number  about  600 
attend  regularly,  the  rest  occasionally.  Some  adults  have 
left  school,  being  able  to  read  the  Bible  tolerably  well. 

**  Family  prayer,  besides  morning  and  evening  service  in 
the  church,  is  observed  by  all  communicants,  and  some  who 
have  not  yet  joined  the  church,  in  their  respective  houses. 
Nine  in  the  morning,  and  nine  in  the  evening,  are  generally 
the  hours  when  that  solemn  duty  is  performed.  .    ,n 

'<  The  Benefit  Society  for  the  sick  has  collected  22/.  10s«( 
which  sum  has  been  distributed  among  the  sick,  and  wo«mui 
who  have  lain  in.  ..  / 

**  The  monthly  contributions  to  the  Church  Missionaiy 
Society  have  been  paid  regulariy.  The  sum  collected  dnrM|^ 
the  past  year  is  72/.  8s.  Id. 

"  Industry  has  been  shewn  every  where ;  no  lesrlhaa  4060 
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baihcis  of  coni,  %ad  0721  busbeb  of  CMMNtda»  have  beet 
soM  to  Goveroment  during  the  laat  yeuv 

**  The  building  for  the  semioary  is  in  a  state  of  forward- 
ness. The  boys  in  that  school  have,  through  the  blessing  of 
Oody  improved.  Mr.  Newman  has  assisted  me  as  much  as 
has  lain  in  his  power ;  and  I  am  thankful  that  it  has  pleased 
the  Lord  to  send  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Newman  to  Regent's  Town. 

''  William  Tamba"  (a  native  African,  a  liberated  captive,) 
^  has  been  placed  at  Bathunt,  where  the  people  nnder  his 
care  improve.  He  keeps  Divine  service  with  them  morning 
luid  evening ;  also  day  and  evening  school ;  and  on  Sundays 
all  attend  Divine  service. 

fl  WilUam  Davis*' (alio  anativit  Afritaa,and  a  liberated  cap- 
tive,)  "  has  kept  Divine  service  with*  the  soldiers  at  Hastings 
Cfisfy  Sunday  regularly.  The  soldiers  have  voluntarily  come 
fctfward  to  build  a  plaoe  of  worship :  Mr.  Reffell  has  offered 
them  every  assistance  to  forward  that  object:  Mv-  &•  ^Iso 
states  that  the  morals  of  the  soldiers  have  much  impvoved. 

f*  We  wcfc  occasionally  obliged  to  call  upon  all  the  people 
to  assist  in  bringing  timber  out  of  the  forest  for  the  addi* 
tiou  of  the  church,  which  was  always  done  with  great  cheer* 
fulness." 


«•  Extract  rf  a  Letter  from  Rev.  W.  Jo/mam^  ShtpmutendatU 
ofRegenes  Toum,  dated  Dec.  7»,  1821. 

*^  Sir  ChariesMacCarthy  has  arrived.  The  people  received 
htm  with  all  the  honour  and  affection  due  to  him.  We  had 
two  Imei^,  threie  and  four  deep,  formed  firom  the  bridge  to 
my  house.  Men,  women,  and  children,  were  neatly  dressed, 
and  decorated  with  flowers  of  the  country.  Twelve  ghris 
were  dressed  in  white,  with  green  ribbonds,  and  decorated 
with  roses.  The  eldest  girl  bore  a  banner.  Sir  Charles 
seamed  quite  overcome ;  and  the  gentlemen  who  were  with 
him  beheld  the  scene  with  astonishment. 

**  The  Europeans  who  have  inspected  the  mountains  hwre 
been  surprised  with  the  order,  industry,  and  piety,  of  our 
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p^«ple.  Tbey  fttkii*vle4ge  that  tb«  Gqspel  b  the  paly 
meang  of  ci? iUfingp  the  heathen ;  and  that,  above  all  other  !»• 
siitutioDi,  Qiin  has  proved  the  moat  beneficial  to  the  dddren 
of  Africa."

**  I  mited  the  colqoy  of  Sienra  Leone  in  Ae  year  1^7. 
My  9^y  among  the  secaptured  Negroes  in  the  mouataini 
then  was  very  shorty  )Nit  salUcient  to  ascertain  they  wera 
involved  in  heathen  darkness  and  barbarity.  • 

**  Haying  agi^n  visited  them  in  December  1821, 1  ami^U^ 
ia  some  measure  to  estimate  the  great  change  since  tha* 
former  period,  both  in  a  moral  and  religioua  point  of  viev^ 
through  the  exertions  of  your  missionaries,  and  the  blessing 
of  Almighty  God  upon  their  labours,  without  which  all  wouM 
have  been  ineffectual. 

**  Regent's  Town,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson, 
was  then  but  thinly  inhabited.  I  received  the  sacramaal 
from  his  hands,  with  about  twelve  communicants,  -the  fiial 
seals  to  his  ministry.  Very  few  attended  Divine  service." 

*'  In  contrasting  its  then  condition  with  the  present,  I  must 
confess  a  just  description  cannot  be  given  without  the  ap- 
pearance of  exaggeration.  The  change  b  so  visible,  that  no 
sceptic,  however  hardened,  but  must  confess  it  is  the  hand 
of  the  Lord  hath  done  it :  the  lives  of  the  recaptured  Negroef 
are  so  opposed  to  their  own,  that  they  are  astonished  and 
confounded. 

''  Regent's  Town  now  wears  the  aspect  of  a  well  peopled 
village  in  our  happy  land ;  its  inhabitants  civilized,  indusr 
trioud,  honest,  and  neatly  clothed.  The  ground  allotted  .to 
each  fiimily  is  cultivated,  each  lot  being  distinctly  mar^d 
out.  I  have  frequently  ascended  an  eminence  near  the  tpwf 
to  behold  the  pleasing  scene  on  the  Sabbath-day — hundred^ 
pressmg  on  to  the  house  of  God,  at  the  sound  of  the  bell^ 
hungering  after  the  bread  of  life.  Nothing  but  sickness  pre^ 
vents  their  attendance  now.    What  a  lesson  does  this  teach 
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many  in  Britain,  who  count  the  Sabbatii  a  harden,  and  etdier 
spend  it  in  indolence  and  sloth,  or  in  risitmg  and  riot  T 

"  Regents  Town  contains  nearly  two  thousand  inhabi- 
tants ;  four  hundred  of  whom  are  members  of  the  church, 
whose  conduct  bears  sufficient  testimony  that  they  are  mem- 
bers of  Christ's  mystical  body.  The  chorch  is  commodious, 
and  when  enlarged,  as  intended,  will  contain  about  twenty- 
five  hundred  people. 

*^  I  rejoice  your  Society  has  also  established  a  seminary 
for  pious  youtiis  to  prepare  them  for  the  work  of  the  minis- 
try: it  now  contains  eighteen,  who  will,  in  a  few  years,  under 
the  Taluable  tuition  of  Mr.  Norman,  should  his  life  be  spared, 
be  ably  qualified.  They  express  an  ardent  desire  to  be  sent 
to  their  countrymen.  Much  good  may  be  expected  from  this 
valuable  institution. 

**  The  towns  of  Gloucester,  Leopold,  Charlotte,  and 
Bathurst,  all  appear  to  be  thriving  through  the  blessing 
ofOod. 

**  Gloucester  b  next  in  size  to  Regenfs  Town,  and  by  no 
means  inferior  in  its  progress  in  religious  improvement  and 
civilitotion. 

"  At  Bathurst,  a  captured  Negro,  converted  to  Christianity  by 
Mr.  Johnson's  ministry,  labours  among  the  people  with  much 
success.  He  has  been  propagating  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  in  about  forty-seven  villages  on  the  coast :  he 
has  excited  the  attention  of  his  countrymen,  who  are  desirous 
to  hear  him  again.  He  is  a  bold  decided  champion  of  our 
Lord,  qualified  for  eminent  usefulness. 

*'  Before  I  conclude,  some  remarks  on  what  hsis  been  erro- 
neously asserted  of  the  African's  capacity,by  those  interested 
in  that  inhuman  traffic,  the  Slave  Trade,  may  not  be  unsea- 
sonable. By  them  it  has  been  asserted,  that  the  Africans  were 
bom  to  slavery;  that  thcirintellects  being  weak,  they  are  unable 
to  comprehend  the  sublime  truths  of  the  Christian  dispensa- 
tion ;  that  consequently  an  attempt  to  civilize  them  would  be 
vain.  Surely,  if  such  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  their 
present  condition,  it  is  because  the  necessary  means  have 
been  withheld  from  them ;  their  capacities  have  never  been 
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cultivaiedy  the  sublime  truths  of  Christianity  never  preached: 
facts  now  prove  that  when  they  have  enjoyed  such  privileges, 
they  neither  want  abilities  to  understand  nor  inclination  to 
receive  them.  Hundreds  now  in  the  mountains  of  Sierra 
Leone  have  become  monuments  of  that  Divine  grace  which 
knows  no  difference  between  Jew  or  Gentile,  bond  or  free, 
colour  or  clime* 

*'  Again;  the  Africans  are  very  tractable,  easily  persuaded 
by  those  who  manifest  a  concern  for>their  welfare :  strangers 
to  the  subtle  arguments  used  to  rob  the  Saviour  of  his 
gloiy,  with  meekness  they  receive  the  eugrafted  word, 
which  is  able  to  make  them  wise  unto  salvation,  by  the 
preaching  of  faithful  missionaries.  They  are  extremely 
grateful  to  their  benefactors :  oliten  do  those  who  have  been 
brought  to  pray,  offer  up  their  fervent  intercessions  on  behalf 
of  those  who  have  sent  them  the  bread  of  life. 

"  My  Christian  brethren,  through  whose  unwearied  exer- 
tions that  inhuman  traffic  is  abolished,  you  have  great  reason 
to  rejoice  and  be  thankful  that  your  lives  have  been  spared 
to  see  some  fruit  from  your  labours.  You  sowed  in  hope — 
your  hopes  are  realized  ;  and  while  you  have  cared  for  the , 
bodies  of  the  enslaved  Africans,  you  have  not  forgotten  their 
immortal  souk,  more  precious  than  ten  thousand  worlds.  It 
is  your  honour,  and  will,  I  am  assured,  tend  to  your  happi- 
ness, to  patronize  that  valuable  Society  which  sent  tlic 
Gospel  among  the  captured  Negroes.  You  have  now  their 
prayers  on  your  behalf,  and,  ere  long,  you  will  receive  your 
reward  in  that  world  of  joy  and  uninterrupted  felicity, 
where  you  will  shine  as  stars  in  the  firmament  of  heaven  : 
there  all  distinctions  ceas^  all  will  be  one  in  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord.  What  we  now  see  is  only  the  first  fruits.  The 
Spirit  is  now  hovering  over  Africa,  waiting  to  breathe  on 
the  dry  bones.  Send  then  your  missionaries;  for  the  harvest 
truly  is  great,  but  the  labourers  arc  few."

lying  between  the  Port  of  Saiiee  and  Cape  Roque,  together 
with  all  the  Property,  Estate,  and  Effects  of  the  Company  of 
Merchants  trading  to  Africa,  in  or  upon  the  said  Forts,  Set- 
tlements, and  their  Dependencies,  in  his  Majesty ;  and  for 
securing,  extending,  and  improving  the  Trade  to  Africa ;  and 
for  vesting  James  Fort  in  the  River  Gambia,  and  its  Depen- 
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and  all  other  tbe  British  Forts  and  SeUlenwats 
bet^veeii  the  Port  «fSall6e  and  Cape  Roqoe,  in  the  Company 
ttf  Mefchanti  trikliflf  to  AM^ ;  and  for  secoring  and  regn* 
hrtm^  the  trade  to  Afti^a  :*^'  And  whereas,  in  pnrsuanee  of 
ikt  said  tfet^nl  reeited  Ads  of  Parliament,  the  whole  of  tbe 
IbHs  and  aeltfements  apon  the  Gold  Coast  of  Africa,  held 
iM  occnpie^  hy  his  Majesty's  subjects,  have  become  vested 
In  tile  body  eorpotate  of  the  Company  of  Merchants  trading 
to  Africa,  created  by  the  said  first-reoited  Act  of  the 
twenty-thSM  jfear  of  the  reign  of  his  Majesty  King  George 
•the  Second,  «nd  have  been  governed  and  managed  by  t>ffic«rs 
sumI  aervants  appointed  by  them ;  but  the  whole  eipeuse  of 
mch  managenieat  has,  for  many  years  past,  been  entiMy 
defrayed  by  amns  granted  by  Parliament  for  the  suppbrt  df 
Ate  aaid  forts  and  seitlettent9,-*-the  said  Company  having,  id 
their  corporate  capacity,  no  foods  whatevi^root  of  which  any 
part  of  anch  expenses  coald  l>e  defrayed,  and  having  bo  be- 
^  Befiteial  interest  in  the  aaid  forts  or  settlements :  And  whereas 
it  is  expedient  that  tiie  Company  of  Merchants  trading  to 
Afirica  should  rehnqaish  tlie  gi6Vemment  aad  management 
of  the  aaiA  forts  and  possessioBs^  and  should  surrender  the 
same  to  his  Maj^aCy ;  and  it  is  therefore  necessary  that  the 
^d  Company,  created  by  the  aah)  recited  Act  of  thfe 
twentyMhird  year  of  th«  reign  of  his  kite  Majesty  King 
George  the  Second,  should  cease  and  be  wholly  abolUihed 
as  a  body  corporate  and  politic, — and  thai  all  the  said  fortti 
and  settlements,  and  all  the  property  and  'effects  of  the  said 
Company  therein,  should  vest  ih  his  Majifsty,  and  that  his 
Majesty  should  be  enlablcd  >  to  gnmt  sich  reasohabh!  aMoW- 
tnices  as  he  may  see  fit,  to  stich  of  ^he  loKcers  aad  servaMCa 
of  the  said  Company  who  'may  not  be  retamed  in  the  goveiv- 
meut  or  management  of  any 'of  the  said  forts,  or  otherwise 
empbyed  in  his  Majesty'!  service,  as  his  Majeaty  trtiould 
d^m  jmrtand  reasonable,  and  for  charging  4he  allowances 
so  granted  upon  the  consoUdafed  fond  of  the  united  king^ 
dom  of  Great  Britain  and  Iriehinid :  May  it  therefore  please 
your  Majesty  that  ft  may  be  tepefied ;  and  lye  it  Enacted  hy 
tMs  8Jft)fa  meist  ExceOetit  MajeaH^,  hy  tMd  with  the  advicfe 
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and  coDicDt  of  ihe  Lords  iepiritual  sed  temporal^  and  Com* 
mons^  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same^  That  from  and  after  the  third  daypt 
July  one  thousand  eight  hondred  and  twenty- one,  the  said 
corporation  of  the  Company  of  Merchants  trading  to  Africa 
shall  wholly  cease  and  determine  and  be  abolished,  and  the 
said  Company  of  Merchants  trading  to  Africa  diaU  no  longer 
be  or  be  deemed  to  be  a  body  politic  or  corporate;  and  fdl 
grants  made  to  the  said  Coibpany  by  or  under  or  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  said  recited  Acts  of  Pariiament,  or  any  or  either 
of  them,  or  in  pursuance  of  any  thing  therem  contained^ 
shall,  and  the  same  are  hereby  dechured  to  be  henceforth 
null  and  void;  and  the  said  Company  shall  be,  and  th^  are 
hereby  divested  of  and  from  all  hrtB,  castles,  buildings 
possessions,  or  estate  or  rights,  which  were  given  to  the 
said  Company,  by  or  under,  or  in  pursuance  of  the  said 
recited  Acts,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  or  which  have  been 
.  since  purchased  or  othervnse  acquired  by  the  said  Company, 
in  addition  thereto,  or  which  now  are  possessed  or  claimed 
or  held  by  the  said  Company  on  the  said  coast;  and  the  said 
forts,  castles,  buildings,  possessions,  estate  and  rights,  ao 
acquired,  possessed,  enjoyed,  or  claimed,  or  now  held  by  the 
said  Company,  shall  henceforth  be,  and  the  same  and  every 
of  them  are,  and  are  hereby  declared  and  enacted  to  be, 
fully  and  absolutely  vested  in  hb  Majesty,  his  heirs  and  suc- 
cessors, for  ever* 

*'  IL  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
his  Majesty  to  grant  such,  reasonable  allowances  as  his 
Majesty  may  deem  just  and  fit,  to  such  of  the  officers  and 
servants  of  the  said  Company  as  may  appear  deserving  of  the 
same,  and  may  not  be  retained  in  the  government  or  manage- 
ment of  any  of  the  said  forts,  castles^  or  possessions  of  the 
said  Company,  or  may  not  be  otherwise  employed  in  his 
Majesty's  service,  and  to  charge  the  same  upon  the  conso- 
lidated  fund  of  the  united  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  ;  which  allowance,  when  so  granted,  shall  commence 
from  the  time  of  the  respective  persons  to  whom  the  same 
may  respectively  be  granted,  ceasing  to  be  employed  in  the 
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management  of  any  of  the  said  forts,  castles,  or  possessions, 
or  otherwise  in  his  Majesty's  service,  and  shall  he  payahle 
and  paid  quarterly  after  such  oommencement  respectively,  at 
the  receipt  of  the  exchequer  at  Westminster,  out  of  the  said 
consolidated  fund,  free  and  clear  of  and  from  all  taxes, 
charges,  and  other  deductions  whatsoever ;  bat  that  no  such 
allowance  shall  be  considered  as  finally  and  conclusively 
granted,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  first  submitted  to 
Parliament :  Provided  always.  That  if  any  officer  or  servant  of 
the  said  (Company,  to  whom  any  such  allowance  may  in  the 
first  instance  be  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
ibQuld  be  afterwards  appointed  to  any  office  or  employment 
m  his  Majesty's  sendee,  of  equal  or  greater  emolument,  such 
allowance  shall,  from  the  date  of  such  appointment,  altoge- 
ther cease  and  determine ;  but  if  the  said  office  or  employ* 
ment  be  of  less  emolument,  a  deduction  shall  in  such  case  be 
made  from  such  allowance,  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  salary 
and  emoluments  of  such  office  or  employment. 

'*  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  from  and  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  his  Ma- 
jesty to  order  and  direct,  that  all  or  any  of  the  forts  and 
possessions  herein  before  mentioned,  and  also  any  territories, 
islands,  or  possessions  on  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  between 
the  twentieth  degree  of  north  latitude,  and  the  twentieth 
degree  of  south  latitude,  which  now  do,  or  at  any  time  here- 
after shall  or  may,  belong  to  his  Majesty,  shall  be  annexed 
to  or  made  dependencies  on  the  colony  of  Sierra  Leone ;  a^d 
that  from  the  date  of  their  being  so  annexed  or  made  depen-

and  shall  not  be  disallowed  by  his  Majesty,  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  the  said  forts,  possessions,  territories,  or  islands 
bad  originally,  formed  part  of  the  said  colony  of  Sierra  Leone* 

*'  IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  Act,  or  any  of 
the  provisions  thereof,  may  be  altered,  varied,  or  repealed  by 
any  Act  or  Acts  to  be  made  in  this  session  of  Parliament."

in  the  MauHtim. 

1.  Extract  qf  a  Diipatchfrom  Ocvemor  Far^pAar  to  Etarl 
Baikurst,  dated  Port  Louis,  Ifinuritius,  27(ft  Dtcember^ 
1820. 

'^  Mt  former  dispatches  will  have  iDformed  jour  loroUhip 
of  the  progress  I  had  then  made,  and  of  the  steps  I  had  ihaa 
taken^  in  pursuance  of  your  lordship's  orders  of  the  dOtli 
October  1819,  to  the  Governor  of  this  island,  to  avail  him- 
self of  any  -opportunity  which  might  offer,  of  renewing  a  ne^ 
gotiation  with  the  leading  chiefs  of  Madagascar,  on  the 
principle  of  that  formerly  concluded  with  Radama  in  18)  7» 
for  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade ;  aa  such  a  treaty, 
faithfully  and  ably  executed  by  that  chieftain,  affords  the  best 
security  against  any  clandestine  trade  of  that  nature  with 
Mauritius ;  imposing,  at  the  same  time,  a  check  on  that  car- 
ried on  with  settlements  not  under  the  contronl  of  Great 
Britain. 

*'  I  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  inclosing  to  your  lordship, 
the  copy  of  an  original  treaty  made  in  1817,  which  has  novf 
again  been  accepted  and  ratified  at  Tamatave,  the  capital  of 
Madagascar,  on  the  11th  October  1820. 

"  This  could  not,  however,  be  obtained,  without  the  ady 
ditional  articles  contained  in  the  document  annexed,  of  the

same  date.  These  articles  I  regard  as  very  valuable  guaniii« 
tees  for  the  security  and  good  faith  of  Radama,  for  the  per- 
formance of  his  engagements ;  as  the  persons  whom  he  send^ 
up  for  education  to  this  island  and  Great  Britain,  in  virtue  of 
these  articles,  being  of  the  best  families  of  his  country, 
enable  us  to  rely  with  confidence  on  the  fulfilment  of  the 
treaty  thus  confirmed. 
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I  have  the  honour  tp  subjoin  a  copy  of  the  proclamation 
f^ublished  by  Radama,  on  the  occasion,  prohibiting  the 
traffic  in  Slaves,  under  the  severest  pains  and  penalties,  upon 
the  signature  of  this  treaty,  throughout  all  his  dominions, 
and  distributed  in  all  the  ports  of  Madagascar. 
^  **  I  have  the  honoor  to  transmit  also  a  letter  from  John 
Ren6,  chief  of  Tamatave,  which  was  the  great  mart  for  the 
Slave-dealers  on  the  coast  of  Madagascar. 

''Your  brdship  will  observe,  that  this  chieftain  now  enters 
fully  into  our  views :  indeed  he  cannot  safely  do  otherwise, 
being  completely  at  the  mercy  of  Radama. 

*'  Mr.  Hastie,  in  returning  from  the  capital  of  Madagascar, 
fixed  an  Englbhman,  whom  I  had  sent  for  the  purpose,  at  a 
small  village  called  Manamborente,  about  120  miles  from 
the  sea-port  of  'Tamatave,  in  order  to  observe  and  report 
upon  the  movements  of  the  Slave-dealers.  This  village  may 
be  considered,  in  some  measure,  as  the  key  to  the  interior  of 
Bfadagascar,  or,  at  least,  as  the  defile  through  which  all  tra- 
vellers must  pass,  who  proceed  thither  for  the  purpose  of 
Slave-dealing. — The  reports  of  this  person  are  highly  satis- 
fiictory.  I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  extracts  from  his 
torrespottdeoce,  which  shew  not  only  that  the  Skve-dealers 
who  have  attempted  to  traffic  since  the  proclamation  of 
Radama,  have  been  totally  unsuccessful  in  their  journeys 
for  this  purpose;  but  that  they  have  been  obliged  to 
return  to  the  coast,  after  a  ruinous  expense  for  the  trans- 
port of  the  merchandise  which  they  had  taken  to  exchange 
lor  Slaves ;  and  also,  that  whatever  they  disposed  of  was 
sold,  contrary  to  their  hopes  and  intentions,  for  money,  and 
at  a  great  loss. 

''  I  have  the  honour  to  add  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Jones,  a  Missionary,  who  brought  letters  to  this  government 
from  your  lordship.  He  is  a  very  pious  and  excellent  man ; 
and  as  he  resides  with  Radama,  with  whom  he  appears  in 
much  fiiTour,  this  b  an  additional  ground  of  confidence  in 
the  good  fiuth  of  that  chieftain.'* 
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d.  Copy  of  the  original  Treaty  conduded  in  1817,  hehoeem 
Radama  King  of  Madagascar  and  Governor  Farqukar^ 
for  the  fined  AboUHon  of  the  Slave  IVade  through  the  whole 
extent  of 'Radama  t  domtnxons ;  together  with  a  Copy  of  the 
additionai  Articles  made  to  the  original  Treaty,  on  its 
renewal  in  October,  1820.

**  Hb  Excellency  Robert  Townsend  Farquhar,  Esquire. 
Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief,  Captain-General, 
Vice-Admiral  of  the  islands  of  Mauritius  and  its  de- 
pendencies ; 
"  By  his  Commissioners,  Captain  Stanfell  of  the  royal 
navy,  commanding  his  Majesty *s  ship  Phaeton,  and 
Thomas  R.  Pye,  Esq.  assistant  agent  for  his  Excellency's 
government  at  Madagascar,  who  are  vested  with  full 
powers ;  and  Radama,  King  of  Madagascar  and  its  de- 
pendencies, by  his  Commissioners,  Ratzilika,  Rampoole, 
Ramanow,  and  Rachiato,  representing  the  said  Radama» 
and  with  full  powers  from  his  Majesty. 
**  Article  I. — It  is  agreed  by  the  parties  to  these  presents 
respectively,  that  the  mutual  confidence,  friendship,  and 
brotherhood,  which  are  hereby  acknowledged  to  subsist  be« 
tween  the  contracting  parties,  shall  be  maintained  and  per- 
petuated for  ever. 

"  Art.  II.— It  is  agreed,  and  the  two  contracting  parties 
hereby  covenant  and  agree,  that,  from  the  date  of  this  treaty, 
there  shall  be  an  entire  cessation  and  extinction  through  all 
the  dominions  of  King  Radama,  and  wherever  his  influence 
can  extend,  of  the  sale  or  transfer  of  Slaves,  or  other  persons 
whatever,  to  be  removed  from  off  the  soil  of  Madagascar^ 
into  any  country,  island,  or  dominion  of  any  other  prince^ 
potentate,  or  power  whatever ;  and  that  Radama,  king  of 
Madagascar,  will  make  a  proclamation  and  a  law,  prohibit* 
ing  all  his  subjects,  or  persons  depending  on  him  or  his  do* 
minions,  to  sell  any  Slave,  to  be  transported  from  Mada- 
gascar; or  to  aid  or  abet,  or  assist  in  such  sale,  under  pe- 
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mJty  that  any  person  so  offending  skaU  be  reduced  to  davery 
himuelf* 

**  Art,  III. — And  in  consideration  of  thb  concession  on 
the  part  of  Radama,  King  of  Madagascar,  and  his  Nation, 
and  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  same,  and  for  the  loss  of  reve* 
Due  thereby  incurred  by  Radama,  King  of  Madagascar,  tfa^ 
Commissioners  on  the  patt  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of 
Mauritius,  do  engage  to  pay  to  Radama,  yearly,  the  follow- 
ing articles,  viz, —

Upon  a  certificate  being  received,  that  the  said  laws  and 
proclamations  have  been  enforced  the  preceding  year ;  which 
certificate  shall  be  signed  by  Radama,  and  countersigned  by 
the  agent  of  his  Excellency  Governor  Farquhar»  resident  at 
the  court  of  Radama. 

'*  Art.  IV. — And  further,  it  is  agreed  by  the  contracting 
parties,  mutually  to  protect  the  faithful  friend  and  ally  of 
England,  the  King  of  Johanna,  from  the  predatory  attacks 
to  which  he  has  been  for  many  years  annually  exposed  from 
some  of  the  smaller  states  of  the  sea-coast  of  Madagascar, 
and  to  use  every  means  in  their  power,  by  their  subjects. 
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allie«9  and  dependants,  to  put  a  final  ei|d  to  this  ayilen  of  r 
piracj ;  and  for  this  porpose,  proclamations  shall  be  inade 
by  Radama  and  the  Governor  of  Mauritius,  probibitiBg  all 
persons  whatever  from  engagmg  in  this  piracy;  and  these 
proclamations  shall  be  particularly  dbtributed  in  all  the. 
ports  on  the  sea-coast  of  Madagascar. 

**  Additional  Article^— The  contracting  parties  agree  in 
considering  this  treaty  as  provisional,  until  ratified  and  con* 
firmed  by  his  Majesty's  Ministers,  on  the  part  of  the  King 
of  Great  Britain ;  which  ratification  will  be  forwarded  with- 
out loss  of  time  to  the  King  of  Madagascar,  by  his  Ambas- 
sador to  that  Court.  This  formality,  however,  is  not  to  pre- 
vent  the  stipulations  of  this  treaty  from  being  carried  into 
full  and  complete  effect,  from  the  date  hereof.

"  By  virtue  of  the  treaty  concluded  between  his  MsLJesty 
Radama  King  of  Madagascar,  and  his  Excellency  R.  T.  Far- 
quhar>  Esq.  Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  island 
of  Mauritius  and  dependencies,  Captain-General,  Vice-Admi« 
ral,&c.  &c.  bearing  date  the  23d  of  October,  IB17,  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  exportation  of  Slaves  shall  from  this  day  for  ever 
be  maintained  and  preserved  inviolate ;  and  the  contracting 
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Iiarties  severally  bind  themselves  to  fulfil  «lMlie  ai>4icles  and 
caodiUoDs  contained  in  the  said  treaty,  with  the  most  sqni- 
puious  care  and  attention. 

"  In  consequence  of  this  treaty,  confirmed  and  ratified  hy 
command  of  his  Britannic  Mi^csty,  and  accepted  this  day  by 
his  Majesty  the  King  of  Madagascar,  it  has  been  agreed 
upon  between  Mr.  James  Hastie,  agent  of  Government,  on 
the  part  of  his  Excellency  Governor  Farquhar,  and  King 
Radama,  that  the  said  Mr.  Hastie  engages,  on  the  part  of 
his  Government,  to  take  with  him  twenty  free  subjects  of  hia 
Majesty  King  Radama,  to  be  instructed  in,  and  brought  up 
to,  different  trades,  such  as  mechanicians,  gold  and  silver 
smiths,  weavers,  carpenters,  blacksmiths ;  or. placed  in  the 
arsenals,  dock-yards,  &c*  &c.  &c.  whereof  ten  shall  be  sent 
to  England,  and  ten  to  the  island  of  Mauritius,  at  the  expense 
of  the  British  Government. 

**  It  is  further  agreed  upon  between  the  two  parties.  That 
if,  on  the  arrival  at  Mauritius  of  the  twenty  individuals  above- 
mentioned,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Hastie,  the  Governor  should 
not  consent  to  the  instruction  of  the  said  twenty  individuals, 
ten  at  Mauritius,  and  ten  in  England,  then  shall  the  treaty 
become  null ;  without  compromising,  however,  the  word  or 
promise  of  King  Radanm. 

<'  It  is  understood  by  this  article,  that  the  British  Govern-' 
ment  shall  place  the  said  twcuty  individuals  with  persons 
practising  the  various  trades  before  mentioned ;  but  thai 
Government  is  not  responsible  for  their  conduct,  or  their 
want  of  capacity. 

"  Mr.  James  Hastie  further  engages  to  take  with  him  eight 
other  individuals,  to  be  instructed  in  music,  for  the  purpose 
of  bebg  formed  into  a  band,  for  the  regiment  of  guards  of 
his  Mijesty  the  King  of  Madagascar. 

"  In  consequence  of  this  article,  and  the  conditions  before^ 
stated.  King  Radama  will  make  a  proclamation,  in  the  which 
he' will  notify  the  said  Abohtion  of  the  exportation  of  Slavetf 
from  within  his  dominions;  and  will  forther  invite  all  per- 
sons of  talent,  or  otherwise  skilled  in  any  trade  or  professioni 
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to  oome  and  Tisit  his  country,  promising  to  them  hb  protec' 
tion ;  tnd  the  said  prodamadon  shall  be  published  in  the 
Mauritius  Gazette."

**  Sir,  my  brother. — Your  agent  Mr.  Hastie,  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Jones  the  missionary,  has  arrived  at  Tananarivoux, 
both  of  them  in  good  health.  I  learnt  by  them,  with  much 
pleasure,  of  your  happy  return  to  the  Mauritius,  and  that 
you  and  your  fao'ily  were  in  good  health  ;  a  continuance  of 
which,  my  dear  brother,  I  wish  you  with  all  my  heart. 

**  Mr.  Hastie  has  delivered  to  me  your  letters,  together 
with  a  service  of  plate,  which  he  has  offered  as  a  gift  from 
you,  assuring  me  of  the  renewal  of  your  personal  friendship. 
I  have  accepted  it  with  pleasure,  and  I  embrace  this  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  my  very  sincere  thanks  for  it ;  as  also  of 
testifying  to  you  all  the  interest  I  take  in  your  happy  re- 
establishment  in  the  government  of  Mauritius. 

"  Mr.  Hastie  has  likewise  informed  me  of  your  desire,  to 
renew  the  relations  which  formerly  existed  between  us ;  and- 
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of  the  approbatkNi^  which  ^u  hate  obtiaiied  of  your  aore-^ 
reign  in  these  respects.  Conformably  to  your  demand  ia 
reference  to  the  ratification  of  the  treaty^  I  have  conceiTed, 
that  instruction  would  be  the  best  means  of  softening  the 
leading  miseries  of  my  people ;  and  from  thence  they  might 
be  induced  to  work,  which  is  unquestionably  the  shortest 
road  to  happiness.  This  I  consider^  therefore^  of  greater 
value  than  any  thing  which  can  be  offered  to  me. 

**  Thus,  in  order  to  maintain  and  to  preserve  the  alliance 
offered  to  me  by  your  Excellency,  I  have  agreed  upon  an 
additional  article  to  this  end,  with  your  agent  Mr.  Hastie. 
And  in  consequence  of  this  article,  I  accept  the  treaty  from 
the  date  hereof,  and  it  shall  be  maintained  and  preserved  for 
ever. 

.'^  I  avail  myself  of  the  present  occasion>  my  dear  brother, 
to  express  my  satisfaction  of  the  conduct  which  Mr.  Hastie 
has  continually  held  towards  me  and  every  one  else.  This 
worthy  man  is  justly  entitled  to  my  recommendation,  for  he 
will  have  much  contributed  to  the  happiness  of  my  country* 
Should  he  succeed  and  prosper  in  his  endeavours,  I  shall  be 
greatly  indebted  to  him ;  and  I  much  admire  his  private 
character,  which  has  drawn  upon  him  the  esteem  and  the 
friendship  of  all  the  persons  composing  my  court.  1  have 
also  to  congratulate  myself  on  the  conduct  of  Brady,  who 
has  not  ceased  to  perform  his  duty  with  the  same  diligence 
as  heretofore,  and  thus  continues  to  recommend  himself  by 
the  same  discipline  and  activity  which  he  has  observed  in 
the  instruction  of  his  regiment. 

"  In  return  for  the  articles  of  your  country,  I  send  you 
one  hundred  bullocks,  the  produce  of  mine,  which  I  beg  yoa 
will  accept  as  a  mark  of  my  individual  friendship. 

*'  Having  accepted  the  treaty,  I  expect  from  your  Excel- 
lency's friendship  all  the  efforts  of  your  inflnence  in  restrain- 
ing the  exportation  of  gunpowder  to  Madagascar ;  for  this 
might  induce  fraudulent  or  clandestine  proceedings  on  the 
part  of  the  minor  powers,  who,  in  procuring  this  article, 
would  strive  to  disobey  my  laws,  and  thus  force  me  into  a 
continual  state  of  warfare. 
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*'  Receiye»  my  dear  brother,  the  aMnrMiee  of  my  eileem; 
Mid  of  my  particalar  frieadsbip.

*•  Sir,  my  brother, — Conformably  to  your  request  relative 
to  Ratafique  and  Rahovi,  I  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  dis* 
patch  to  your  Excellency,  two  of  the  most  distinguished  per- 
sons of  my  court,  in  whom  both  myself  and  my  people  have 
every  confidence ;  and  I  have  anuounced  to  them  their 
departure  to  proceed  to  your  government. 

"  Rat^fi,  the  eldest  of  the  two,  and  whom  I  particularly  re- 
commend, is  one  of  the  principal  chiefs  of  my  country  :  he 
has  some  knowledge  of  our  correspondence,  is  charged  with 
my  interests,  and  is  invested  with  full  powers.  The  other, 
the  younger  of  the  two,  named  Adriensimeset^,  whom  I  also 
recommend  to  you,  accompanies  Rat^fi  for  the  same  purpose, 
is  also  charged  with  my  interests  in  the  same  way  as  the 
other.  Both  of  them  are  my  brothers-in-law  ;  and  they  will 
personally  make  you  acquainted  with  my  new  intentions  on 
the  subject  of  the  treaty.

^'  Inhabitants  of  Madagascar — 

**  You  are  none  of  you  ignorant  of  the  friendship  we  enjoy 
with  the  Governor  of  the  Mauritius,  and  the  devoted  at* 
tachment  we  have  avowed  to  bim :  his  attention,  unlike 
that  of  all  other  foreign  nations  that  have  visited  our 
shores,  has  been  directed  to  increase  our  happiness  and 
prosperity :  he  has  never  deprived  us  of  our  rights  or  our 
properties ;  he  has  not  sulffered  the  White  men  to  carry  off 
onr  children  into  slavery  ;  he  has  sent  us  people  to  teach  us 
arts  and  industry  unknown  before,  to  defend  us  against  our 
enemies,  and  to  prevent  famine  by  more  extensive  cultivation. 
We  are  happier  and  safer,  since  the  establishment  of  British 
dominion  in  our  neighbourhood ;  and  we  are  grateful  to  our 
good  father,  who  has  produced  for  us  these  blessings. 

**  His  nation  and  king  have  made  laws  to  prevent  you  from 
being  carried  out  of  your  island  into  slavery ;  and  he  has  pu- 
nished such  of  the  Whites  as  have  presumed  to  violate  this 
law.* 

"  He  has  called  on  us  to  assist  him  in  this  work,  for  o«r 
own  benefit ;  and  he  has  promised  his  powerful  assistance  to 
punish  such  as  may  be  refractory  or  disobedient.

^*  I  command  all  my  subjects  and  dependants,  and  invite 
fji  my  allies,  to  abstain  from  any  maritime  predatory;  ex(;nr- 
sion  whatever ;  and  more  particularly,  neither,  tp  pcaclisef 
por  allow  of  any  attack  or  attempt  upon  the  jfri^da  of  .our 
ally  the  British  Nation. 

*'  It  has  been  usual  to  make  an  annual  atta/;k  upon  tl|e 
Sultan  of  Johanna,  and  the  Comoro  Islands.  Our  ^ood 
friend,  the  Governor  of  Mauritius,  dissolved  the  meditated 
attack  of  last  year ;  and  we  now  join  with  him,  in  forbid- 
ding any  further  enmity  to  the  king  or  inhabitants  of  the 
Comoro  Archipelago,  or  other  islands  on  the  coast  of  Africa 
ox  North  ArchipelagOj  under  the  pain  of  our  most  severe 
displeasure,  and  of  incurring  the  punishment  due  to  purates^ 
of  whatever  nation  o.r  people  they  may  be.

**  Sir — I  hare  die  honour  to  transmit  to  your  ExceHen<7, 
letters  dated  the  16th,  25th,  and  30th  of  November;  which 
I  this  day  received  by  the  Matilda  from  Mr.  Hirst;  whom 
your  Excellency  will  observe,  by  my  dtaiy  on  the  S6th  Octo- 
ber, I  found  expedient  to  send  to  a  srtimtion  where  he  would 
most  probably  encounter,  ontherrretum,  the  trafickers  who 
bad  the  temerity  to  proceed  to  Ovah*  (whibt  I  was  there), 
for  the  purpose  of  coimteracting  your  ExceUency*s  views, 
and  by  a  dbplay  of  merchandize,  particularly  well  selected, 
to  excite  the  desire  of  the  natives,  and  induce  them  to  with<* 
hold  their  consent  from  the  measures  which  they  were 
aware  must  be  the  object  of  the  mission  your  Excellency 
was  pleased  to  charge  me  with  to  the  King. 

**  Your  Excellency  wiH  perceive  by  these  letters  (in  corro- 
bofalioi  of  which  1  bwv^  the  taslimoBy  •£  tlic  p^Bseageia 


and  officers  of  the  two  vessels  that  arrii^d  yesterday),  that 
these  violators  of  their  cboiltiy*s  hws  have  totally  failed  in 
their  ohj^t ;  and  I  beg*  permissioii  to  detail  to  your  ExceU 
iency,  the  ruinous  eff^t'such  £iilure  must' have  on  thie^^ 
^ring  iliicit. traders^  id  it  -niust  deter 'othM  from  similar 
attempts. 

*'  By  my  diary,  your 'ExceUency  will  notice,  that  on  the 
21st  October,  I  uiet  about  an  hundred  Mamiites  preceding 
Mr.  Jude,  which,  with  the  party  accompanying  him,  would 
make  a  total  of  near  two  hundred ;  and  on  the  2dd  October, 
I  found  a  similar  number  encamped  with  Mir.  Martin!.  The 
hire  of  a  Marmite  from  the  coast  to  Ovah^  is  twelve  doUars 
and  provisions,  which,  at  the  lowest  calculatioii  for  the  ttaie 
they  were  emplc^ed  by  the  above  persons,  must  have  cost 
4hree  dollars :  being,  on  the  whole,  Mieen  each.  Your  &;cel- 
kttcy  will  find,  by  thie  annexed  letter  from  the  Rev«  Mr. 
Jones,  that  the  traders  could  not  obtain  their  price  for  the 
fnerchandize  they  had  in  O  vah ;  and  by  Mr.  Hirst's  letter  of 
the  16th  November,  you  find  the  price  defined. 

*'  As  each  of  these  traders  had  opi.eans  of  purchasing  about 
four  hundred  Slaves,  which  would,  on  average,  have  cost 
them  forty- five  dollars  per  head,  the  following  statement 
will  be  applicable  to  both,  and  shew  the  loss  they  must 
individually  have  sustained,  exclusive  of  all  personal  ex- 
pense:—

"  I  have  made  the  foregoing  calculation  on  the  most 
advantageous  article  for  the  Madagascar  trade,  as  it  is  wall 
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kikiwii  that  bhie  cloth  has»  till  the  treaty  was  ratified  (when 
the  value  was  reduced  to  five  and  a  half  dollars  per  piece^^ 
been  accepted  at  ten  dollars,  in  paymenis  of  every  descrip- 
tion ;  and  I  have  rated  the  expenses  on  the  lowest  terms* 
I  am  satisfied  the  loss  of  ten  thousand  dollars  must  have 
occurred  to  each  of  the  persons  alluded  to,  neither  of  whom 
were  possessed  of  the  quarter  of  that  property — will  conse- 
quently not  be  able  to  obtain  further  credit ;  and  it  must  deter 
the  merchants  at  Bourbon  and  this  place  risking  their  good9 
viith  such  nefarious  dealers. 

"  In  submitting  these  circumstances  to  your  Excellency,  I 
request  leave  to  state,  that  the  failures  detailed  may  not 
prevent  some  further  trials  ;  yet  I  am  confident,  that  the  pre- 
caution and  sincerity  of  the  King  will  occasion  any  such  to 
be  attended  with  equally  unprofitable,  or  possibly  even  with 

fatal  consequences.

two  days,  I  have  arrived  at  the  following  intelligence;  vizJ 
that  Mr.  Harrie  had  bought  two  Slaves  somewhere,  but  by  an 
order  from  Radama  he  was  forced  to  give  them  up,  and  take 
bis  money  again.  This  morning  I  was  informed  that  Mr. 
Martini  had  reduced  the  price  of  his  cloth  to  five  dollars  a 
piece  for  blue,  and  three  for  a  piece  of  white ;  but  that  the 
natives,  taking  advantage  of  his  situation,  would  only  give 
him  three  dollars  for  a  piece  of  blue,  and  two  for  a  piece  of 
white.

"  Sir — I  take  the  liberty  to  address  you,  as  contrary  to  my 
intention,  on  taking  leave  of  you  at  Mauritius,  I  have  con< 
eluded  on  remaining  here  for  a  season.    Mr*  Hastie  will  ac- 
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ipiaint  you  with  the  difficttlties  we  experienced  at  the  coast, 
and  the  particolan  that-  led  to  the  ratification  of  the  treaty 
proposed  to  Radama.  For  myself  I  have  to  add,  that  by 
the  cwA  and  steady  system  observed  by  Mr.  Hastie,  we  left 
Tamataveon  the  16th  of  September,  the  day  first  named 
for  the  purpose ;  and  by  his  intimate  knowledge  of  a  people^ 
who  universally  were  pleased  to  see  him,  we  arrived  here  on 
the  3d  instant,  and  were  received  with  all  the  honours  known 
to  theie  people,  in  a  most  gracious  manner.  I  never  wit- 
nessed a  similar  scene :  nor  can  I  describe  the  effects  of  the 
joy  which  Radama  evinced  on  receiving  Mr.  Hastie ;  and 
he  most  cordially  greeted  me,  when  introduced  as  his  friend. 
Since  our  arrival,  the  acts  of  kindness  that  have  come  to 
my  knowledge  exceed  every  thing  that  I  could  expect;  and 
several  instances  prove  these  people  truly  grateful  for  past 
private  services  rendered  their  King,  who  proves  himself 
worthy  of  that  title,  as  his  sole  stody  is  the  instruction  of  his 
people,  and  the  W€^re  of  his  country. 

**  From  oircMnstances  observed  by  me  previously  to  arriv* 
ing  here,  I  must  say  I  am  truly  happy  at  the  fortunate  result 
of  your  Excellency's  endeavonrs  in  favour  of  a  people  who, 
I  deem,  by  your  meastor^s,  are  bow  secured  from  exportation 
to  a  strange  country ;  and  whose  talents  will,  when  brought 
forth,  shew  much  to  the  glory  of  the  British  Nation. 

**  The  anxiety  and  caution  of  the  King  is  the  strongest 
testimony  of  his  sincerity ;  and  his  measures  are  such  as 
must  ensure  happiness  to  hb  subjects,  and  prove  him  worthy 
of  your  regard.  I  must  therefore  express  a  wish,  that  the 
conclusion  will  meet  your  Excellency's  approbation,  as  on 
it  depends  the  salvation  of  millions,  and  will  prevent  the  ex- 
portation of  many  souls  that  would  be  hurried  into  Slavery, 
if  delay  was  admitted  of. 

'*  The  rcfasons  that  induce  me  to  remain  here  lire  many : 
I  find  myself  in  mnch  better  health  than  I  have  enjoyed  for 
some  time ;  I  find  the  climate  fine,  and  an  immense  opening 
for  doing  good ;  here  I  can  with  certainty  study  the  lan- 
guage, and  forward  the  great  work  devolving  upon  me ;  and, 
on  the  whole,  I  cotiiider  that  there  is  much  less  risk  in  re-

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maining  here  than  undertaking  the  jonmey  down  and  fetum^ 
ing  next  year.  I  therefore  trust  that  my  decision  will  be 
approved  of  by  you,  as  I  can  assure  you  that  nothing  induces 
me  to  stay  but  the  desire  of  furthering  your  Excellency's  views 
respecting  the  evangelization  and  the  civilisation  of  these 
people,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Society ;  and  the  glory  and 
praise  shall  be  ascribed  to  Him  who  is  the  King  of  kings, 
and  the  universal  Disposer  of  all  things. 

**  If  it  is  your  Excellency's  wish  that  the  second  plan, 
which  I  had  the  honour  to  lay  before  you,  shoald  be  effect- 
ed, and  that  I  should  return  for  this  purpose,  I  am  ready 
and  willing  at  your  call.  At  the  same  time,  I  believe  that 
my  quitting  this  place  before  the  arrival  of  another  Mission- 
ary, will  be  attended  with  many  inconveniences  pemiciovs 
to  the  Mission.  I  purpose,  with  the  enjoyment  of  life  and 
health,  to  apply  myself  solely  to  the  study  of  the  language, 
that  I  may  be  able  at  length  to  review  and  correct  the  va- 
luable dictionary  belonging  to  your  Excellency,  in  order  that 
it  may  be  printed,  for  facilitating  persons  in  the  knowledge 
of  this  tongue  who  may  be  disposed  to  visit  Madagascar.  I 
wish,  at  the  same  time,  to  keep  always  in  view  the  study  of 
the  grammatical  order  into  which  the  language  may  be  ar- 
ranged, that  the  sacred  Scriptures,  and  other  books;  may  be 
translated  into  it,  for  the  temporal  and  eternal  welfieire  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  extensive  island, 

**  His  Majesty,  Radama,  has  given  me  hb  permission  to 
write  to  the  Missionary  Society  for  so  many  Missionaries  as 
I  please,  provided  the  number  contain  some  good  artificers ; 
and  that  he  will  give  them  every  protection  and  liberty  to 
exercise  the  functions  of  their  office  in  his  dominions.  He 
wishes  that  his  subjects  should  be  instructed  in  religion,  and 
in  civilization  also. 

*'  As  Radama  sends  his  people  to  the  Mauritius  to  be 
placed,  immediately  on  their  arrival,  to  learn  trades,  and  not 
for  a  school  education,  I  consider  Mr.  Hastie  a  fitter  person 
than  myself  to  take  charge  of  them  with  this  view :  conse- 
quently I  do  not  see  any  necessity  of  my  assuming  the  office 
as  proposed  in  your  instructions,  and  return,  as  he  himself

must  retoro,  and  can  manage  them  without  my  assistance. 
Bnt  if  any  instructions  in  religion  are  to  be  given  to  them 
(which  will  be  very  desirable),  Mr.  Le  Brun  may  do  this,  or 
another  Missionary,  if  one  is  arrived,  until  my  return. 

^*  As  Mr.  Hastie  wMl  be  able  to  give  your  Excellency  an 
account  of  every  thing  in  the  fullest  extent,  I  need  not  en- ' 
large  further ;  but  conclude  that  I  shall  always  be  willing 
and  desirous  to  effect  every  plan  of  yours  for  the  civilization 
and  the  eternal  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  island. 
Knowing  that  it  will  contribute  to  the  praise  and  the  glory 
of  the  Supreme  Being,  and  an  immortal  honour  to  yourself*

10.  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Captain  Moresby,  addressed  to 
his  Excellency.  Sir  R.  7.  Farquhar,  Bart,  Sfc.  8fc.  Sfc» : 
dated  kis  Majesty's  Ship  Menai,  Tamatave,  May  3,  1821. 

*'  The  Prince  Semisate  was  landed  at  Tamatave  on  the' 
29th  ultimo,  with  the  honours  due  to  his  alliance  to  the 
family  of  Radama.  Mr.  Hastie,  the  English  agent,  will  of 
course,  in  the  dispatch  I  forward  your  Excellency,  have 
given  a  detailed  account  of  the  political  state  of  Madagascar, 
and  the  scrupulous  exactness  with  which  the  treaty  entered 
into  by  your  Excellency,  and  confirmed  by  his  Majesty,  is 
observed  on  the  part  of  Radama,  His  power  is  absolute : 
and  I  strongly  recommend  the  ec^iivalents  to  be  supplied  for 
the  suppression  of  the  Slave  Traffic  should  rather  precede 
the  time  specified  than  be  in  arrear ;  for  so  long  as  the  treaty 
is  observed  with  punctuality,  the  preponderance  of  the  English 
influence  will  prevail, — which  has,  and  is  now,  doing  more 
for  the  cause  of  humanity,  in  the  suppression  of  the  Slave 
Trade,  than  the  most  active  marine  or  coast  police  could 
possibly  perform. 
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**  In  Mr.  Hastie  your  ExcdkiM^  po«ie»sea  aa  i^peat  ad- 
mirably adapted  for  big  situatioo ;  but  pa  bia  quitdag  Humr 
tave  for  the  interior,  tbere  will  be  ao  regponaibte  peiaoQ  left 
in  charge  of  the  Eogliah  in,tere8ta.  The  French  have  an  ac- 
knowledged agent  always  residing  there,  uid  keep  a  conma- 
nication  up  by  their  government  vessels  from  Bourbon.  I 
therefore  submit  to  your  Excellency  the  propriety  of  giving 
Mr.  Hastie  a  person  of  known  intcigrity  aad  character, 
through  whom  he  could  communicate  with  the  King  of  Ma« 
dagascar. 

*'  The  commandant  of  Tamatave,  Jean  Beai»  appears  lo 
be  zealous  for  the  suppression  of  the  Slave  Trade :  he  baa 
lately  seized  some  Blacks  that  a  French  vessel  was  attempt- 
ing to  carry  clandestinely  from  the  coast." 

11.  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  HoitUt  addreued  to  kis 
Excellency  Sir  R.  7.  Farquhar,  Bart,  Sfc,  Sfc.  Sfc. ;  dated 
Tamatave,  Ath  May,  1821. 

*'  I  have  the  honour  to  report  for  your  Excellency's  infor- 
mation, that  I  arrived  here,  in  hb  Miyesty's  ship  Meoai,  on 
the  28th  ultimo,  and  was  received  by  the  Chief  Jean  Ren^ 
with  the  respect  due  to  your  agent. 

*'  My  principal  object  since  landing  has  been  to  ascertaia 
if  the  treaty  with  Radama,  for  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave 
Traffic?,  has  been  duly  observed  since  my  departure  from  this 
port  in  November  last;  and  I  have  the  saUsfacUon  to  state, 
Ihajt  the  measures  of  Radama  have  been  attended  with  com- 
plete success,  and  have  put  a  final  stop  to  the  inhuman 
trade.  Two  instances  occurred  of  the  illicit  traders  attempt- 
ing to  violate  the  laws  ;  and  both  were  frustrated  by  the  con- 
duct of  Jean  Ren6,  in  observance  of  Radama's  orders :  both 
these  attempts  were  made  by  the  traders  lately  residing  here, 
(in  November  last),  and  were  intended  to  effect  the  embarka- 
tion of  their  personal  Slaves  at  Foulepointe. 

'*  There  has  not  been  a  single  instance  of  the  natives  of- 
fering Slaves  for  sale  since  the  Proclamation  of  Radama 
prohibiting  the  traffic ;  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  your 
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Excelkency's  views  for  the  civiliiiiliaii  and  advantage  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  extensive  iskuid  being  effected  to  the 
utmost  extent  of  your  expectation.

12.  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Jofnei^  Brituh  Mimomary 
at  Madagascar;  dated  Tananarive,  IVhAjnH,  1021. 

**  There  cannot  have  been  any  Slaves  landed  this  yeai 
at  Mauritius  from  Madagascar,  as  Radama  has  exerted  hk 
utmost  power  and  influence  in  evei^  part  of  bis  dominions 
to  fulfil  the  conditions  of  the  tneaiy  abolishing  that  traffic.**

Extract  of  a  Letter ^  dated  Sierra  LeonCy  Septem- 
ber mth^  18fl'K 

**  A  LARGE  transport  (about  1»200  tons  burthen),  having  on 
board  a  governor  and  settlers,  stores  and  provbions,  for  the 
establishment  of  a  colony  at  the  island  of  St.  Marie,  near 
Madagascar,  on  principles,  as  they  say,  similar  to  Sienm 
Leone,  came  out  with  orders  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Marine  to  the  Governor  of  Senegal,  to  allow*  them  to  pux«? 
chase  eighty  Slaves.  As  the  gofiemor  Wiaa  up  the  river,  the 
lieutenant- governor  would  not  allow  tiieni>  to  do  so  till  his 
return.  They  would  not  wait  for  that»  and  went  down  to 
Goree.  On  shewing  the  order  to  Monsieur  Hubert,  the 
governor,  he  gave  them  the  permission;  aad  th|&  mayor  of 
Goree  told  Mr.  .  i  ,  that  fifiteen  or  sixteen  domestic 

Slaves  belonging  to  the  island,  had  been  sold  and  forced  on 

board.    Mr. was  on  the  island  at  this  time.     He 

says  they  would  only  purchase  men  of  a  certaia  height  and 
age,  which  made  it  difficult  ta  procure  them ;  and  that  ninety 
dollars  were  paid  lor  each,  whilst  the  general  price  on  the 
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island  was  only  twenty  •four  dollars  for  full-grown  men.  A 
nian*of-war  brig,  for  the  same  destination,  touched  9t  Goree, 
and  sailed  again  whilst  Mr.  ■  was  there, 

*'  Monsieur  Du  Pless'is  professes  to  be  friendly  to  the  Abo- 
lition, but  says  he  has  no  power  to  prevent  the  trade.  '  I 
know/  he  says,  *  that  the  whole  of  the  inhabitants  are  en- 
gaged in  the  trade.  I  know  where  their  Sla?e-dep6ts  are  ; 
but  I  dare  not  touch  them,  unless  I  find  them  afloat :  and 
there  is  M.  Blanchard  and  others  daring  me  to  my  face, 
and  I  have  no  means  of  bringing  them  to  punishment.' 

*'  A  schooner,  with  fifly-four  Slaves,  prize  to  the  Snapper, 
taken  near  or  in  Old  Calabar,  is  just  coming  into  the  har- 
bour."

Extract  from  a  Charge  delivered  to  the  Grand  Jury 
at  the  Mauritius,  by  his  Excellency  Sir  R.  T,  Far- 
quhar,  Bart.  S^c.  ^c. 

''I  HAD  hoped,  for  the  honour  of  the  colony,  and  the  com- 
fort of  its  most  industrious  and  respectable  population,  that 
our  occasion  of  meeting  might  have  been  on  any  other  subject 
than  that  of  the  Slave  Traffic  ;  having  received,  as  I  did,  tlic 
unanimous  expression  of  the  public  voice  here,  in  reprobation 
of  that  traffic,  which  has  been  the  source  of  so  many 
troubles  to  the  colony.  I  trusted,  that  the  weight  and 
influence  of  the  real  landholders  and  proprietors,  and  true 
merchants,  would  have  sufficed  to  prevent  even  those  reptile 
vermin,  which  are  the  pest  of  all  societies,  from  attempting 
to  soil  our  shores  by  a  landing  on  our  coast.  I  hoped  that 
such  persons  would  have  been  obliged  to  fly  our  island,  if 
they  could  not  return  to  the  exercise  of  honest  industry. 

**  It  has  been,  however,  a  great  source  of  satisfaction  to 
me,  to  bear  testimony  to  the  purity  of  the  colony  from  this 
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sin,  from  the  time  of  my  arrival  last  year,  until  the  present 
time.  This  solitary  exception  cannot  be  imputed  to  the 
colony  as  a  revival  of  such  a  traffic. 

*'  I  trust  that  the  result  of  this  day's  examination  will 
serve  as  a  lesson  to  all  Slave-traders,  if  such  should  still 
remain  within  our  island,  and  by  the  example  of  a  just 
severity,  and  the  public  sentiment,  declared  by  your  voice, 
conduce  more  to  the  prevention  of  such  crimes,  than  the 
strongest  means  that  could  otherwise  be  adopted. 

"  I  am  aware,  that  I  should  on  no  occasion  add  one  word 
that  might  give  rise  to  passion,  where  the  absence  of  all 
passion  is  necessary  for  the  calm  and  deliberate  decision  of 
justice  ;  for  I  am  convinced,  that  so  strongly  is  the  current  of 
public  feeling  and  opinion  now  against  the  Slave-traffickers 
in  this  colony,  that  the  duty  of  a  judge  should  rather  be 
directed  to  moderate  than  excite  the  torrent  of  indignation 
such  attempts  inspire  in  the  respectable  proprietors  of  this 
island  ;  but  I  am  confident  you  will,  on  the  present  occasion, 
acquit  yourselves  in  a  manner  equally  conducive  to  the  ends 
of  justice,  honourable  to  yourselves,  and  satisfactory  to  the 
colony,  who  look  to  the  decision  of  this  day,  as  of  the  very 
highest  importance  to  the  public, — as  assuring  their  lasting 
tranquillity,  and  tending  to  enable  the  Government  to  turn 
its  sole  and  undivided  attention  to  the  revival  and  extension 
of  our  commerce,  and  the  improvement  of  our  agriculture. 

**  Until  thb  desirable  end,  however,  of  a  total  extirpation 
of  the  Slave  Traffic,  is  irrevocably  secured,  it  behoves  me,  as 
governor,  responsible  for  such  atrocities  not  being  passed 
unpunished,  to  use  every  means  which  are  confided  to  me 
by  my  sovereign  and  by  the  laws,  to  effect  its  final  annihila- 
tion ;  and  I  pledge  myself,  that  as  none  of  these  means  have 
ever  yet  been  left  idle  in  my  hands,  none  shall  henceforth  be 
neglected,  to  pursue  to  the  utmost  all  criminals  engaged  in 
such  a  course.  If  they  escape  at  one  moment  the  reach  of 
the  law,  it  will  be  but  for  a  time,  for  the  vigilance  of  the 
Government,  and  of  the  officers  of  justice,  shall  never  sleep 
till  they  are  seized  and  brought  before  this  Court. 

"  1  shall  only  add,  that  beings  in  a  special  manner  held 
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rt^oBftiUe,  by  our  sovereigD  and  our  oouotry,  for  watching 
o^r  the  fitrict  and  rigorons  executioii  of  the  Slatb  Trade 
Felony  Act,  I  shall  not  rdax  in  any  effort  for  the  detecting 
of  the  culprits,  and  bringing  them  before  this  Court,  and  for 
causing  for  thb  purpose  the  preliminary  iuTestigations  to  be 
taken,  by  the  application  of  all  the  means  at  ouf  disposition, 
ia  the  present  state  of  this  colony,  in  reqmring  the  most 
active,  unremitting,  and  determined  co-operation  of  the 
colonial  magistracy  established  under  the  local  laws,  as 
guaranteed  by  the  capitulation,  and  confirmed  as  British  law 
by  his  Majesty.**

Address  of  the  House  of  Camnums,  June  28,  1821. 

*'  Resolved,  nemtae  cmUradicenie, 

"  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  his  Majesty, 
representing  that  great  numbers  of  Africans,  rescued  from 
slavery  by  the  seizure  and  condemnation  of  the  ships  and 
vessels  in  which  they  were  unlawfully  carried  as  Slaves,  have 
been  apprenticed,  under  bis  Majesty *s  authority,  pursuant  to 
the  Acts  made  for  abolishing  the  Slave  Trade,  in  many 
different  islands  and  colonies  in  the  West-Indies,  for  terms  of 
apprenticeship,  which  have  in  a'great  number  of  cases  expir- 
ed, or  arc  near  expiring ;  and  many  other  African  captives,  so 
enfranchised,  have  been  enlisted  into  his  Majesty's  military 
and  naval  services,  and  have  been  afterwards  dischai^ged 
therefrom.  In  the  said  islands  and  colonies : 

"  That  from  the  prevalence  af  Negro  slavery  in  the  said 
islands  and  colonies,  ami  from  other  local  circumstances,  as 
well  as  from  the  ignorance  of  the  said  enfranchised  African 
captives,  for  whose  education  means  have  not  hitherto  been 
provided,  they  are  exposed  to  various  dangers  and  suffer- 
ings ;  being  also,  in  some  cases,  removed  from  one  British 
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or  cplcHij  to  {MM>thcfr,  attd  axe  tberefofc  no  tooger 
within  tbe  observstion,  or  the  official  aathority,  of  the  pro** 
tecttng  officer  of  the  colony  in  which  they  are  apprenticed; 
nor  does  the  protecting  authority  of  soch  officers  over  tlie  said 
apprentices  extend  beyond  the  terns  of  apprenticeship: 

**  That,  under  these  circumstances,  it  appears  to  this 
House  to  be  expedient  and  necessary,  that  proper  measures 
should  be  taken  by  his  Majesty's  Government  for  ascertain- 
ing, in  all  the  said  islands  and  colonies,  the  present  numbers^ 
names,  situations,  and  circumstances,  of  all  Africans  liberated 
from  slavery  by  force  of  the  Acts  of  Parliament  for  abolish- 
ing the  Slave  Trade,  and  which  have  at  any  time  been  appren* 
ticed,  or  entered  or  enlisted  into  his  Majesty's  sea  or  land 
service,  and  afterwards  difcharged  in  the  West^^Indies,  or 
which  have  been  liberated  there,  without  having  been  so 
apprenticed,  entered,  or  enlisted ;  and  for  impartbg  to  all 
such  of  the  said  apprentices,  whose  terms  of  apprenticeship 
have  expired,  and  all  Africans  so  disehargcd  from  his  MajeS'^ 
ty's  service,  such  protection,  and  such  remedies  and  relief, 
as  their  situation  may  require;  and  that  his  Majesty  wiU 
be  graciously  pleased  to  take  such  measures  as  shall  appear 
adviseable  for  the  future  disposal  and  settlement  of  tbe  said 
Africans.**

**  I  HATE  the  boacar  to  infonn  your  Excellency,  that  the 
importation  of  Slaves  ftom  Africa,  into  any  of  the  European 
possessions,  is  totally  illegal,  and  prohibited  by  aU  £u- 
snptan  powers,  as  being  contrary  to  tiie  principles  of  justice

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and  humaDity;  and  that  all  Earopeana,  therefore,  proceeding 
to  your  QoverDment,  for  the  purpose  of  buying  and  export- 
ing Slaves  from  thence,  break  the  laws  of  their  own  country, 
and  are  liable  to  be  treated  as  felons,  and  considered  un- 
worthy of  the  protection  of  the  nation  they  belong  to. 

"  Should,  therefore,  any  vessel  attempt .  to  export  Slaves 
from  Zanzebar,  or  any  other  port  on  the  coast  or  islands  of 
Africa,  for  any  of  the  islands  in  these  seas,  I  tmst,  that  you 
will  not  allow  of  such  criminal  acts,  but  that  yon  will  seise 
the  persons  and  property  of  such  wretches,  and  give  me 
immediate  notice  thereof,  that  measures  may  be  taken  for 
punishing  them  according  to  their  deserts. 

**  At  the  same  time,  I  beg  that  your  Excellency  will  encou* 
rage  to  the  utmost,  every  other  species  of  commerce  between 
your  Government  and  this,  as  I  shall  do  abo.  Your  mer- 
chants will  receive  every  encouragement  and  protection,  here 
to  enable  them  to  carry  on  their  lawful  trade ;  and  i  trust 
they  will  find  it  a  very  beneficial  intercourse  to  establish, 
and  productive  of  much  increased  revenue,  to  your  Excel- 
lency's treasury.*' 


2.  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  his  Excellency  Sir  R.  T.  Far^ 
quhar,  Bart,  4*c.  Sfc.  addressed  to  his  Highness  the  Sultan 
of  Muscat,  ^c.Sfc.  dated  Port  Louis,  Mauritius,  lOth 
May,  1821. 

**  I  observe,  with  the  most  heartfelt  satisfaction,  that  the 
hordes  of  pirates,  who  had  used  to  iufest  your  Highnesses 
dominions,  and  the  ac^joining  coasts,  have  been  subdued 
and  extirpated  ;  and  it  is  honourable  to  the  character  of  my 
country,  that  you  have  been  so  powerfully  assisted  in  this 
virtuous  and  noble  enterprize  by  the  British  forces,  under 
the  vigorous  and  enlightened  administration  of  the  most 
noble  the  Marquis  of  Hastings,  Governor-General  of  India. 

"  I  am  now  writing  to  his  lordship,  and  shall  express  to 
lord  Hastings  my  confident  expectation,  that  now  that  tran- 
quillity has  been  restored  in  your  own  dominions,  your  High- 
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nes8  will  aealoutlj  co-operate  with  the  British  GovenimeDt, 
in  extirpating  the  piratical  trade  that  has  lately  begun  to  be 
carried  on,  on  a  most  extensive  scale,  between  Zanzebar, 
Quilva,  and  other  parts  of  your  Highness*s  dependencies, 
and  the  European  settlements  in  these  seas,  especially  the 
island  of  Bourbon. 

*'  Your  Highness  must  be  aware,  that  this  trade  has  been 
solemnly  denounced  by  all  the  powers  of  Europe,  as  con- 
trary to  the  principles  of  justice  and  hamaaity ;  and  that 
it  is  only  the  subjects  of  those  powers  who  will  not  he* 
sitate  to  commit  any  crime  for  the  sake  of  gain,  that  now 
cariy  it  on.  As  a  proof  of  this  fact,  I  shall  only  mention 
to  your  Highness,  that  one  Donral,  commanding  the  Coureur, 
a  small  vessel  under  English  colours,  in  a  late  slaving 
voyage,  at  Zanzebar,  is  known  to  have  committed  several 
murders  there,  in  your  own  dominions ;  the  parents  being 
killed,  who  endeavoured  to  rescue  their  children,  while  this 
Dorval  was  in  the  act  of  tearing  them  away  from  their 
country  and  fieunily. 

"  The  facility  afforded  in  your  Highness  s  dominions  t0| 
Slave-vesseb,  to  export  Slaves  to  Mauritius  or  Bourbon,  will 
always,  while  it  lasts,  be  a  source  of  great  and  constant 
agitation,  disturbance,  and  misery,  in  this  island ;  and  I  there* 
fore  feel  most  anxious  on  this  account,  as  well  as  for  tbe  sake 
of  humanity  in  genera^  that  your  Highness  may  be  prevailed 
upon  to  put  a  complete  stop  to  it :  for  which  most  desirable 
purpose,  and  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of  our  respective 
possessons  in  every  part  of  the  world,  the  British  Grovem- 
ment  will,  I  am  sure,  feel  happy  and  delighted  in  rendering 
your  Highness,  as  it  has  done  already  in  similar  instancest 
every  possible  aid.*'

Act  for  the  Appropriation  of  certain  Proceeds  oriff- 
mjT  f^ff^  ^  Ckqfture  of  Yes$els  ami  Cargoee^  the 
Property  rfthe  S^ti^ects  of  the  Kimge  of  Spain^  Por- 
ingM^  and  the  Netherlands,  tedken  and  eeined  in 
Violation  of  the  Conventions  made  with  those  States, 
and  for  granting  Bounties  upon  Slaves  captured  in 
such  Vessels,  and  also  for  granting  Indemnity  to  the 
Captors  of  certain  Vessels  taken  in  the  Prosecution 
of  the  Slave  Trade ;  10th  July,  1821. 

^*  Wn CRBAS  seterol  Ktti  passed  hk  the  llfty-eigfilli  a&d  MVj- 
ninth  years'  of  the  reign  of  hts  late  Sfqesty  King  Geetge 
ihe  Third,  for  catrymg  into  executkra  eertun  treatiek  or 
conventions  made  between  hts  said  Majesty  and  Ae  Kiilgs 
4ft  Spain,  Portugrfy  and  the  Ntetherhinds  respectifcly,  for 
Jyreventing  traffic  fn  Stares :  and  whereas  tessets  Mongmg 
to  the  Sabjects  of  the  said  States  have  been  captured  beftween 
the  17th  day  of  Febrnary,  1815,  and  the  period  at  which  the 
Commissioners  appointed  in  virtue  of  such  treaties  or  com- 
f  entions  have  assembled :  And  whereas  the  vessels  belonging' 
to  the  subjects  of  Portugal,  so  captured  as  aforesaid,  are  by 
ibe  additional  convention  with  that  State,  bearing  date  the 
28th  day  df  July  1817,  made  the  subject  of  special  adjudi- 
cation under  the  Mixt  Commission  established  in  London : 
And  whereas  dnring  the  period  aforesaid  certain  proceedlMga 
have  been  had,  and  decrees  have  been  made,  without  due 
authority  or  jurisdiction,  in  the  Vice*Admiralty  Court  at 
Sierra  Leone,  in  respect  of  seizures  of  the  vessels  and  car- 
goes belonging  to  the  subjects  of  Spain,  Portugal,  and  the 
Netherlands,  some  or  all  of  them,  for  alleged  contravention 
of  the  said  treaties  or  conventions :  And  whereas  it  is  expe- 
dient and  necessary  to  make  further  provisions  and  regu- 
lations respecting  all  the  aforesaid  ships  and  cargoes^  and 
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also  for  ibe  payment  of  bounties  in  certain  cases  for  Staves 
seized  and  taken  on  board  the  said  ships :  May  it  tberefore 
please  yonr  Majesty  that  it  nay  be  enacted ;  and  be  it 
enacted  by  the  King's  most  excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  spiritual  and  temporal^ 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by 
the  authority  of  Ae  same.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
missioners  of  his  Majesty's  Treasury  to  direct  the  oi 
papers  and  proceedings  inspecting  all  ships,  vessda,  and 
oaigoes  belongf  ng  to  any  of  the  suli^ects  of  Spain,  Portugal, 
or  the  Netherlandi,  eondemBed  in  the  Vice- Admiralty  Court 
«it  Sieitar  Leone  since  the  17th  day  of  Febraary,  1815,  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  registry  of  the  High  Court  of  Admiralty 
of  England ;  and  ftirther,  to  direct  the  proceeds  of  such 
ships  and  cargoes,  in  whosesoever  possession  the  same  may 
be,  to  b^  ifemitted  and  paid  for  the  use  of  his  Majesty,  ia 
such  manner  as  the  said  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  may 
direct  and  appoint ;  and  further,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  to  institnte  prooeed* 
kigs  in  the  said  High  Court  of  Admiralty  against  any  person 
or  persons  in  possession  of  the  said  proceeds,  for  the  purpooe 
^  obtainmg  payment  of  the  same,  and  to  enforce  die  pag^ 
Blent  thereof  by  process  of  the  said  Court,  and  to  reward  the 
captors  in  aH  the  cases  aforesaid,  by  granting  to  them  one 
moiety  of  the  proceeds  of  every  ship  and  cargo  captured  «s 
aforesiiid. 

"  n.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enacted.  That  tiie 
captors  shafl  not  be  entitled  to  any  such  reward  where  it 
shall  have  been  adjudged,  by  the  Mixed  Commission  esta- 
blished in  London  for  the  adjudication  of  the  daims  of  Por- 
tnguese  subjects,  that  such  seizure  was  wrongfoUy  made,  and 
the  remaining  moiety  of  the  said  proceeds  shall  be  paid  to 
such  person  or  persons  as  the  said  Commissioners  riiall 
direct  or  appoint  to  receive  the  same,  for  the  use  of  his 
Majesty.

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of  bis  Majestjf's  ships  or  Tesseb  of  wir,  or  any  ship  or  iressd 
dolj  commissioned  by  any  governor  or  lieatcnant-goTernor  of 
any  of  bis  Majesty *8  colonies  or  selUemcnU,  in  which  itabaM 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Lord  High  Treasurer  or  the 
Commissioners  of  his  Majesty's  Treasnry  for  the  time  being, 
thai  such  seizure  has  not  been  wantonly  or  improperly  nade^ 
H  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Lord  High  Treasurer  or  Com- 
missioners of  his  Majesty  8  Trcasuiy,  or  any  three  or  inoce  of 
them»  to  order  and  direct  that  all  the  costs,  obaiges,  and 
expenses  which  may  have  been  or  may  be  incurred  by  the 
person  or  persons  making  such  seizures  in  any  proceed* 
ings»  or  for  any  matter  or  thing  relating  thereto,  or  arising 
out  of  any  such  seizure,  shall  he  paid  and  defrayed  oat  of  the 
proceeds  of  such  capture  or  seizure,  or  out  of  any  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  said  vessel  or  cargoes  paid  or  to  be  paid  to  the 
order  of  the  Commissioners  of  his  Majesty's  Treasury,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

"  iV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  wherever  ships  and 
cargoes  captured  by  any  of  his  Miyesty's  ships  of  war, .  or 
by  any  ship  or  vessel  commissioned  by  any  governor  or 
lieutenant-governor  of  any  of  his  Majesty's  colonies  or  set- 
tlements, have  been  in  fact  condemned  for  illicit  trading  in 
Slaves,,  contrary  to  the  treaties  or  conventions  made  with  the 
Governments  of  Spain,  Portugal,  or  the  Netherlands,  and 
where  distribution  of  the  proceeds  thereof  has  been  made 
prior  to  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  said  captors  shall  be 
confirmed,  and  arc  hereby  confirmed,  in  the  possession  of 
the  said  proceeds ;  any  law,  statute,  or  usage  to  the  contrary, 
notwithstanding. 

*'  V.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  where  any  ship  or 
vessel  employed  or  engaged  in  illicit  trafiic  in  Slaves,  in 
violation  of  any  of  the  said  conventions  herein-bcfore  men- 
tioned, shall  be  seized  by  any  ship  or  vessel  belonging  to  hi& 
Miycsty,  duly  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  said 
conventions  to  make  such  seizure,  and  shall  be  afterwards 
condemned  by  any  of  the  commissions  appointed  in  virtue  of 
the  treaties  or  conventions  aforesaid,  there  shall  be  paid  to 
the  captors  the  moiety  to  which  his  Majesty  is  entitled  undec 
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the  said  contentiom,  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  said  ship 
and  carg^o,  the  said  moiety  of  the  said  net  proceeds  to  be 
difitribated  in  the  manner  hereafter  directed  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  bounties  on  Slaves  taken  on  board  the  said  vessels. 

'*  VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  consolidated  fund  of  the  united  kingdom  of  Gi%at 
Britain  and  Ireland,  a  bounty  often  pouuds  of  lawful  money 
of  Great  Britain,  for  every  man,  woman,  and  child  Slave  seis- 
ed and  found  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel  taken,  and  by  the 
Commissioners  appointed  in  virtue  of  any  of  the  said  con- 
ventions condemned  for  illicit  traffic  in  Slaves,  in  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  conventions ;  such  bounty 
to  be  issued  and  paid  by  order  from  the  said  CommissionerB 
of  his  Majesty's  Treasury,  and  to  be  distributed  to  and 
amongst  the  captors  aforesaid,  in  $uch  manner  and  propor- 
tions as  is  directed  by  his  Majesty's  proclamation  for. the 
distribution  of  proceeds,  bearing  date,  the  14th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1816,  or  by  any  other  proclamation  which  his  Majesty 
may  from  time  to  time  be  pleased  to  bsue  in  this  behalf. 

'*  VI I.  And  whereas  certain  treaties  were  concluded  with 
his  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  Regent  of  Portugal,  on  the 
19th  day  of  February,  1810,  and  the  22d  day  of  January, 
1815;  and  an  additional  convention  to  the  said. last-men- 
tioned treaty,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  illicit  traffic 
in  Slaves,  was  abo  concluded  on  the  28th  day  of  July,  1817 : 
And  whereas  a  treaty  with  his  Catholic  Majesty  the  King  of 
Spain,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  was  concluded  on  the  28d 
day  of  September,  J  817 :  And  whereas  a  treaty  with  his 
Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands,  for  the  like  purpose, 
was  concluded  on  the  4th  day  of  May,  1818 :  And  whereas, 
prior  to  the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  since  the  conclusion  of 
the  said  treaties  respectively,  divers  seizures  have  been  made 
of  ships,  cargoes,  and  Slaves  on  board  the  said  ships,  the 
said  ships  being  engaged  in  traffic  for  Slaves,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  said  treaties,  some  or  one  of  them :  Be  it 
further  enacted,  That  in  all  captures  as  aforesaid,  of  Portu- 
guese vessels,  made  by. any  of  his  Majesty's  ships  of  wlir,  or 
any  ship  or  fessel  duly  commissioQed  by  any  governor  or 
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liesteiuuit-gOTeroor  of  any  of  his  Mnjesty**  colonie*  or  settk- 
mentsy  between  the  1st  day  of  Jmie^  I814»  and  the  2Bth  day 
of  July,  1817,  on  acoovat  of  any  treaty  or  oonveiitioB  with 
Portugal,  there  shall  be  paid  a  like  bonnty  of  ten  pounds  for 
eveiy  man,  woman,  and  child  Slave  so  sdzed  and  taken ;  and 
hi  all  captures  of  any  vessel  bdongiag  to  Spain,  Portugal^ 
or  the  Netherlands,  ci^nred  by  any  of  his  Mtjes^'s  sUpa 
or  vessels,  duly  authoriieed  under  the  provimns  of  the  said 
treaties  of  the  sakl  98th  day  of  July,  1817,  widi  Portugal, 
the  said  S3d  day  of  September,  1817,  mUk  Spain,  and  the 
SMd  4th  day  of  May,  1818,  with  the  Netheriands^  prior  to 
the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  condemned  for  contravention  of 
the  provisions  thereof,  there  shall  be  pakl  a  like  bountf  of 
ten  pounds  for  eveiy  man,  woman,  and  child  Slave  found 
on  board  any  such  vessel,  to  be  distributed  to  the  captors 
thereof,  in  Uie  same  manner  as  is  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  herein-before  directed :  Provided  always,  that  in  all 
cases  in  which  the  proceeds  <rf  any  such  capture  diall  have 
been  distributed  anKNig  the  captors^  and  allowed  to  be  re- 
tained by  such  captors  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the 
amount  of  the  moiety  of  the  proceeds  shall  be  deducted  from 
such  bounties. 

"  VIII.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
in  all  cases  where  any  bounty  or  bounties,  or  any  proceeds, 
are  by  virtue  of  this  Act  given  to  any  capturing  vessel,  being 
a  vessel  duly  commissioned  by  any  governor  or  lieutenant- 
governor  o^  any  of  his  Majesty's  colonies  or  settlements,  the 
said  proceeds,  and  bounty  or  bounties,  shall  be  distributed 
in  such  manner  as  the  Commissioners  of  his  Majesty's  Trea- 
sury shall  be  pleased  to  direct  or  appoint. 

**  IX.  Provided  also,  and  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any 
party  or  parties  claiming  any  benefit  under  the  said  Act, 
shall  and  may  resort  to  the  High  Court  of  Admiralty,  for  the 
pui'pose  of  obtaining  the  judgment  of  the  said  Court  in  that 
behalf;  and  that  it  shall  and  may  be  Iswfol  for  the  judge  of 
the  said  High  Court  of  Admiralty  to  determine  thereon. 

*'  X.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  the  provisions, 
rules,  regukttoas,  for-fettuves,  and  penalties,  respecMag  Che 
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deUveiy  by  prize*  agents  of  accounts  for  examination^  and 
the  distribution  of  prise-money,  and  the  accounting  for  and 
paying  over  the  proceeds  of  prize,  and  the  per*eeiitage  due 
thereon,  to  Greenwich  Hospital,  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
extended  to  all  bounties  and  proceeds  to  be  distributed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  the  officers  and  crews 
of  any  of  his  Majesty's  ships  or  vessels  of  war,  whether  the 
said  bounty  and  pro<;eeds  shall  be  paid  to  prise-agents,  or 
to  ^ny  other  person  or  persons  authorized  to  receive  the 
same,  fbr  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  officers  and  crews  of 
any  of  hb  Majesty's  ships  or  vessels  of  war. 

*'  XL  And  whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  fifty-fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Third, 
intituled  '  An  Act  to  allow  ships  taken  and  condemned  for 
being  used  in  carrying  on  the  Slave  Trade,  to  be  registered 
as  British^bnilt  Ships,'  it  was  amongst  other  things  enacted, 
That  all  ships  or  vessels,  whether  British  or  foreign,  which 
should  at  any  time  after  the  passing  of  the  said  recited  Act 
become  forfeited  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  Act  or 
Acts  of  Parliament  then  in  force,  or  which  might  thereafter 
be  passed  for  the  prevention,  abolition,  or  regulation  of  the 
Slave  Trade,  and  be  adjudged  to  be  forfeited  in  any  Court  of 
Record  in  Great  Britain,  or  which  should  be  condemned  as 
forfeited  in  any  Court  of  Admiralty  or  Vice- Admiralty  in  any 
part  of  his  Majesty's  dominions,  for  any  offence  in  relation  to 
the  Slave  Trade,  should  from  and  after  such  judgment  or 
condemnation  respectively,  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of 
registry  as  a  British  ship,  and  thereupon  have  and  enjoy  all 
the  privileges  and  advantages  of  British-built  ships  and  ves- 
sels, in  like  manner  with  ships  and  vessels  taken  by  his  Majes- 
ty's ships  of  war  and  condemned  as  lawful  prize  of  war  in 
Courts  of  Admiralty  :   And  whereas  it  i»  expedient  that  ali 
fhips  or  vessels  which  shall  have  been  or  may  be  captureci^ 
seized,  or  deti^ined,  by  any  ship  or  vessel  belonging  to  bis 
Majesty,  for  being  employed  or  engaged  in  any  illicit  traffic 
in  Slaves,  in  violation  of  either  of  the  said  conventions,  and 
which  shaU  have  been  or  may  be  condemned  by  any  Owmii- 
sion  Court  established  under  or  in  pursuance  of  any  of  the 
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provisioDs  of  either  of  the  said  conventioDS^  should  be  regis* 
tered  as  British-built  ships ;  be  it  therefore  enacted.  That 
every  ship  or  vessel  which  shall  have  beeo  or  may  be 
captured  or  seized  by  any  ship  or  vessel  belonging  to  his 
Majesty,  for  being  engaged  or  employed  in  any  illicit  traffic 
in  Slaves  in  violation  of  either  of  the  sud  conventioDS,  and 
which  shall  have  been  before  the  passing  of  ttus  Act,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  condemned  as  forfated  by  any  Commissioa 
Court  established  under  or  in  pursuance  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  either  of  the  said  conventions,  shall  be  entitUyi  to 
and  have  a  certificate  of  registry  as  a  British  ship,  and  shall 
thereupon  be,  and  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be,  a  British 
registered  ship,  and  thereupon  have  and  enjoy  all  the  privi- 
leges and  advantages  of  British-built  ships  and  veasebi, 
and  shall  in  like  manner  be  subject  to  the  same  provbionsy 
regulations,  conditions,  and  restrictions,  penalties  and  for- 
feitures, as  ships  or  vessels  condemned  in  any  Court  of  Admi* 
ralty  or  Vice-Admiralty,  in  any  part  of  his  Mijesty*s  domi- 
nions, for  any  offence  in  relation  to  the  Slave  Trade.**

Copy  of  the  Address  circulated,  prior  to  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  the  Institution^  to  the  Friends 
of  Africa. 

*'  FiFTBEN  years  have  elapsed  since  Great  Britain,  by  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature,  prohibited  its  subjects,  under  heavy 
penalties,  from  taking  any  part  in  that  trade  which  has 
since  been  described,  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  the  great 
Powers  of  Europe,  assembled  in  Congress  at  Vienna,  as  *  a 
scourge  which  has  long  desolated  Africa,  degraded  Eun^, 
and  afflicted  humanity  ;'  and  it  is  now  classed  by  the  British 
Pariiament  amongst  the   foulest  crimes.     Soon  after  the 
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pasBiDg  of  that  Act,  a  considerable  number  of  those  who 
had  strenaously  exerted  themselves,  through  a  long  series 
of  years,  to  expose  the  enormities  inseparable  from  this 
horrid  traffic,  and  to  procure  the  co-operation  of  the  Friends 
of  Humanity  in  its  Abolition,  formed  themselves  into  a 
Society,  under  the  name  of  '  The  African  Institution,'  with 
a  view,  not  only  to  promote  the  civilization  of  much-injured 
Africa,  but  abo,  as  essential  to  this  object,  to  watch  most 
carefully  over  the  conduct  of  those  who  might  attempt  to 
evade  the  Abolition  Laws. 

*'  Great  Britain  had  the  less  difficulty  in  etfecting  the 
Abolition  of  this  traffic,  by  reason  of  the  liberty  of  her 
Press,  and  the  nature  of  her  Government,  which  rendered  it 
comparatively  easy  to  convey  the  necessary  information 
respecting  the  real  character  of  this  trade  to  all  classes  of 
Society.  But  the  case  is  very  different  in  many  of  the 
nations  of  the  continent.  In  few,  perhaps  in  none  of  them, 
do  the  same  fiEkcilities  to  the  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  the 
forming  of  Societies  for  the  objects  of  benevolence  exist ; 
and  consequently  very  erroneous  ideas  prevail  abroad  on  the 
subject  of  the  African  Slave-trade. 

"  The  information  redeived  from  time  to  time  by  The 
African  Institution— of  the  horrid  crimes  perpetrated  in 
Africa,  and  on  the  high  seas,  by  miscreants  who  make  it 
their  business  to  buy  and  sell  their  fellow-creatures,  and  of 
the  alarming  increase  of  this  abominable  traffic  under  the 
flags  «f  France,  Spain,  Portugal,  and  the  Netherlands— is  of 
sttch  a  nature,  as  to  render  it  the  duty  of  the  Institution  to 
give  the  utmost  publicity  to  the  fiatcts  which  are  constantly 
commg  to  their  knowledge,  and  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
British  Nation,  in  a  very  particular  manner,  to  the  enormi- 
ties now  practised  upon  the  persons  of  the  helpless  children 
of  Africa ;  enormities  never  exceeded  in  the  annab  of  op- 
pression and  cruelty.  At  the  present  moment  vast  numbers 
of  innocent  men,  women,  and  children,  are  languishing  in  the 
hands  of  their  tormentors ;  many  are  suffering  a  most  cruel 
and  lingering  death  by  suffocation  in  the  holds  of  Slave- 
ships  ;  thousands  are  on  their  way  to  interminable  slavery. 
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to  which  they  will  iniaUibly  be  coasigqed^  unlets  prevkmsly 
released  by  death,  or  rescued  by  tbe  iBterre&tioD  of  some 
ttierciful  hand,  from  those  dealers  in  huaian  blood,  whom 
the  American  Government  has  declared  to  be  pirates,  and 
who,  instead  of  being  protected  and  sheltered,  ought  to  be 
branded  by  every  civilised  State  as  enemies  to  the  human 
race. 

**  The  African  Institution  is  persuaded,  thai  in  France,  now 
most  deeply  implicated  in  this  cruel  traffic,  as  well  as  in  the 
Netherlands,  Portugal,  and  Spain,  the  public  at  large  are 
not  yet  informed  of  the  real  nature  and  vast  extent  of  the 
crimes  daily  and  hourly  perpetrated  by  the  subjects  of  diehr 
respective  countries,  who  are  engaged  in  the  African  Slave* 
trade.
